The Gommittee agreed upon the foUowing 

REPORT. 

Bbethbrn, 

Daring the past year our Lodge has sustained grievous loss in the death of two Past Masters, 
W. Bro. Professer Thomas Hayter Lewis and W. Bro. William Simpson. In former years they proved pillars 
of streng^h to our Lodge : the memory of their kindly nature and eminent gifts will abide with us who loved 
them until we ourselves shall be called to share their immortality. 

No new members hâve been admitted to the Inner Circle, which thus numbers at the close of our 
financial year thirty-two brethren. 

Within the last few days one of our Founders and the first Master, General Sir Charles Warren, has 
left us for military service in that distant portion of the empire where he has so often distiag^ished 
himself. The lively interest and good wishes of his brethren in the Quatuor Coronati Lodge go with him ; 
may a f ail measure of success attend his efforts, and may T.G.A.O.T.U. restore him in due time to his home, 
his family, and ourselves, safe and unharmed. Almost his laat act in England was to put the finishing 
touches to a delightfal review for our Transactions, 
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2 Tratuactiofu of the Quaitior Ooronati Lodge. 

The additions to our Correspondence Circle daring the year amoQnt to 408, raisiog the total 
nnmber of raembers to 2836. 

Oar loBB bj death in the Onter Circle bas been, as onr printed Obituarj testifies, unusually large, 
and of those who bave lef t ns for the Grand Lodge above many were distinguished for the prominent part 
they took in Masonio Besearch and Literatnre. 

Brethren, it is a trite saying that Masonry flourishes in time of peace, and langnishes in 
the honr of strife. Our Lodge to-day shows the deep scars inflicted by the hand of war. The 
déplorable conflict now raging in Sonth Africa bas been powerless, so far, to hinder serionsly our 
progress ; nay, the Balance 8heet which we now présent to yoa is in many respects the best we hâve eyer 
snbmitted ; bat it wonld hâve been mach more favoarable ander normal circumstances. A lar£^ namber 
of onr Correspondence Circle live in the Sonth African Bepublic, the Orange Free State, and the parts 
adjoining, which are now the scène of hostile opérations. In the stress and tarmoil of the last few months we 
need not wonder that the brethren hâve overlooked their Masonic obligations and omitted to send in 
their sabscriptions. Many bave probably foreseen that they wonld require every penny for the maintenance 
of their families, and bave found it impossible to spare even so small a sam as half-a-gninea. Oar nsnal 
list of arrears is consequently enormonsly increased, and a large proportion may prove irrecoverable. For 
the présent it is impossible even to communicate with thèse brethren ; as we know not where they are. Of the 
yonnger ones, some are no doubt serving their Country, and we cannot expect that ail wîU escape 
the fortune of war. Othersi deprived of their hard won possessions, may now be seeking refuge and a bare 
living. When the war is over, who shall foretell how many will return to their former dwellings ? how 
many, even»of those spared, mnst inevitably drop out of onr Lodge List? And so we must sorrowfully 
anticipate that numbers, probably scores, of onr brethren whose names are now on the roll will fail to 
appear in oar 1900 St. John's Card. A.B for their dues, we are sure the Lodge wonld not wish us to press for 
them nnder the circumstances, even if such action were possible. 

Fortanately, our Balance Sheet shows that were not one penny of the £545 now ontstanding ever 
collected, nor one volume of oar surplus Transactions sold, we are still absolutely solvent. 

In spite of ail drawbacks we are therefore once more jastified in congratulating the Lodge on its 
continued success, and, although the coming year mnst inevitably leave the marks of the troubles through 
which the Empire is now passing, we belîeve that, even if slightly checked in our forward march, our 
progress will still be maintained.

THE YORK GRAND LODGE.— A BRIEF SKETCH. 

By BRO. WILLIAM /AMES HUGHAN, RG.D. 




^ORK is the Mecca of English Freemasonry, jost as Kilwinning bas long been 
for the Scottish Craft. Around thèse two Masonic centres hâve crystaîized 
some extraordinarj and absnrd legends and fancies, which bave proved a 
source of weakness and dijficulty to the Fraternity. Not ail the labonrs of 
trusted bistoriana bave yet secured their rejection in certain quarters, for 
some prominent Brethren still continue to promolgate erroneous statements 
thereon that hâve been refated over and over again. 

The claim that the " Ancients " or " Athoîl Masons *' of London were realîy York 
Masons — the Andent York Masons of the U.S.A., — and the belief that Kilwinning was the 
source of the " High Degrees " of last century, hâve their votaries even now, and apparently 
the popular notion that there is not lacking évidence in favour of such views, is not easy of 
confutation, seeing that it dépends more on sentiment than fact for its sarvival. 

It seems qnite clear that from a very early date, say from the 14th century (for 
argumentas sake), it was the custom of the brethren who assembled in Lodges to admit 
Initiâtes in a formai manner, and the ** Old Charges " were read to them to make their 
Masonic réception complète. As the spéculative élément increased and Lodges were formed, 
or became mainlyor whollyfree from an operative basis, itis possible that thèse spéculatives 
did not see the necessity for the récital of the " Old Charges,** and thus in time ceased to 
give thèse Rolls the prominence they had, or continued to bave, under the operative régime. 

The silence as to this portion of the réception, or " Acception,*' uniformly observed 
by the secretaries of the old Lodge at York may be thus explained, as it was wholly spécu- 
lative in character. On the otber hand, the fact that six of thèse Bolls were scheduled as 
belonging to the " Grand Lodge of ail England at York,** on lôth September, 1779, tends to 
prove that though probably superannuated documents at that period, they were véritable 
relies of antiquity bequeathed to them by their Masonic forbears. 

The " Sloane MS. No. 3848,** finished by Sankey on 16th October, 1646, was likely 
enough used at the Initiation of Elias Ashmole on that day at Warrington, and we know 
that the " Orders to be observed by^the Company and Fellowship of Free Masons att a Lodge 
held att Alnwick, September 29 th, 1701,** provided that **Noe Mason shall take any apprentice 
[but he must] Enter him and give him his Charge within one whole year after.**^ 

Still earlier are the références to the M S. Constitutions in the records of the Masons' 
Company, London,* though unfortunately the document is miasing, and in the old " Lodge of 
Industry,** Gateshead, the minutes afford abundant testimony to the custom of the ** Old 
Charges ** being read to the néophytes, even far on in the I8th century. The endorsement on 
the " Scarborough MS.*' of 1705 may be taken as another intimation of the same character, 
and also a register on one of the York MSS.^ 

Of the live (out of six) Scrolls still happily preserved at York, which were in the 
schedule of 1779, I fear but three can possibly be claimed as used by the members of the old 
Lodge 80 long held in that city, and even then there is a lack of évidence as to the point. 
No. 1 of the Old Charges (D3, of early 17th century) was, as endorsed 

" Found in Pontefract Castle at the Demolishing, and given to the Lodge by 
Francis Drake, 1732.** 

No 3, of A.D. 1630, bas long been lost, and the celebrated No. 4 (E9 of 1693) bears the 
endorsement 

" Brother Geo. Walker, of Wetherby, To the Grand Lodge of York, 1777.** 

So that there are only Nos; 2 (of 1704) and 5 and 6 of late 17th century to be accounted 
for, and which may be assumed to bave been used by the old Lodge, though the scribes 
préserve a sphinx-like silence thereon. In the " Fabric Rolls of York Minster ** (Durham, 
1859, p. 181), mention is made of the Lodge, wherein the Masons were " atte youre werke

atte ye son rîsyug," according to the rules of 1370, fixed hy " ye Chapitre of ye Kirk of 
Saint Petyr," and as carried ont by the " Maistyr Masoun.** So that according to a favourite 
Scottisli method of Masonic chronology, the Lodge at York may date back to a.d. 1370, 
though the minutes preserved do not commence nntil the early part of the 18th century. 

There are no other relies extant nntil about three hundred years later than the 
Ordinacto Cementariorum aforesaid,^ the earliest being the old gange of 1663 having the 
names of " William Baron, 1663, of Yorke, John Drake, John Barran " thereon. 

It has been taken for granted by some brethren that the "York MS. No. 4," of A.n. 
1693, Trhich has the following statement, following the ScroU propor, signed by Mark 
Kypling 

" The names of the Lodg

refers to the old York Lodge, but, as already mentioned, its custodian prier to 1777 is 
unknown, and so the Lodge remains nnidentified. It is a pity soch is the case, for al though 
the text is not of any spécial value, the RoU is remarkable for a transcriber's error, which 
has caused quite a needless amount of discussion asto the admission of females into Masonic 
Lodges at that period, some even accepting the clause in question as proof of such a custom, 
as 1 originally was inclined to do.* 

'' The one of the elders takeing the Booke and that hee or shee that is to bee made 
Mason shall lay their hands thereon and the charge shall be given." 

Undoubtedly the word she is a stranger in ail the scores of Rolls known, and is a mistake 
for they. The Latin clause reads ille vel tlli, not illa. 

The position enjoyed for so long by York as the City whei*e the first Assembly of 
the Craft was held in Prince Edwin*s day (by Charter of King Athelstan), was nnder- 
stood for many years to include a still greater compliment to that old Masonic centre, by ail 
thèse assemblies being held therein for many years subsequently, but this is manifestly 
an error. There is an extract from the " ancient records of the fraternity," which is cited 
by Hargrove, which favours York as the City for the annual assemblies, but it is not 
conflrmed by any other MS., and the source of his information is not known. He, 
however, from the same Scroll gives another excerpt that the said Charter empowered him 
" to hould every yeare an assembly where he would, within the Bealm of Engîand," which 
accords with ail the York MSS. preserved, and proves that the clause is incorrect as to the 
Word there, unless it is deemed to refer to a private Lodge only. 

*' And he held an Assembly at York, and made Masons, and gave them their 
charges, and taught them the manners of Masons, and commanded that rule 
to be holden ever af ter ; and gave them a Charter and Commision to meet 
annnally in communicaytion there,**^ 

The Historian of York, Francis Drake, F.R.S. when J.G.W. of the York Grand 
Lodge, on December 27th, 1726, in his Speech " Delivered to the Worshipful and Ancient 
Society *' thus refers to the matter, but drops Prince Edwin for 

" Eduniiy the first Christian King of the Nœ'thumhers, about the six hundredth 
year after Christ, and who laid the Foundation of our Cathedral, sat as Grand 
Master. This is sufficient to make us dispute the superiority with the 
Lodges at London, But as nought of that kind ought to be amongst so 
amicable a Fraternity, we are content they enjoy the Title of Grand Master 
of Engîand ; but the Totius Angliœ we claim as an undoubted Right."* 

The same Brother also states that " we can boast that the first Grand Lodge ever 
held in Engîand, was held in this City" (York). I need not stay to point ont that thèse 
terms. Grand Lodge and Grand Master are not met with before early in the 18th century. 

The Schedule of 1779 also contains a register of the following important Scrolls, 
bcsides other relies and documents of considérable value and importance. 

" No. 7. — Another parchment Roll containing the Manual Snbscriptions, Ac, of 
persons made Masons in the Grand Lodge. It begins March I9th, 1712, and 
ends with the minutes of a Lodge 4th May, 1730."

Thé most important of the foregoing has long been missing. I refer to the MS. 
Minute Book from 1705-6. This is much to be regretted and has long been deplored bj 
Masonic stodents. In a letter, still extant, by Bro. Jacob Bussey, G. Sec, (York), to Bro. 
B. Bradley, (Lodge of Antiqnity, London), and dated 29th August, 1778, that officiai 
states 

" In compliance with yonr reqnest to be satisfîed of the existence of a Grand 
Lodge at York préviens to the establishment of that at London in 1717. 
I hâve inspected an Original Minute Book of this Grand Lodge beginning at 
1705 and ending in 1734 from which I hâve extracted the names of the Grand 
Masters during that period."^ 

Bro. Bussey was not accarate in several of his statements, but the episile is usef ni 
as respects the admission that the Minute Book of 1705 was then in existence. He also 
notes the fact that the Lodge was 

"holdenonce (in 1713) ont of York, viz., at Bradford in Yorkshire, when 18 
Gentlemen of the first families in that neighbourhood were made Masons." 

He does not mention the Lodge held at Scarborough, (which is singular) in 1705, so it 
might hâve met prior to the date of the first minute in that Book, though in the same 
year. The endorsement on the Scarborough Roll of the " Old Charges " is as follows, and 
possibly refers to a meeting which assembled under the auspices of the York Lodge.* 

" M'dom, That att A private Lodge held att Scarbroogh in the County of York, 
the tenth day of July, 1705, before William Thompson, Esq'., Président of the 
said Lodge, & severall others brethren ffree Masons, the severall posons 
whose names are herevnto subscribed weie then admitted into the said 
ffraternity. 

Ed: Thompson 
Jo: Tempest 
Bobt: Johnson 
Tho: Lister 
Samuel W. Buck 
Richard Hudson." 

We are on firm ground with the Parchment Roll of Minutes before us of 1712-1730, 
which though not the oldest Records of the kind in this Country, are, in not a few respects 
the most important preserved of early 18th centory. They not only concem an old Lodge 
wholly spéculative in character, but inform us that this same Masonic Organization 
blossomed into a Grand Lodge so early as 1725, if not before. For the complète Roll see 
Appendix A to this paper, which has been reproduced from a copy made for me by the 
lamented Brother William Gowling, so long the beloved Gustodian of the York MS8. <&c., 
of the extinct Grand Lodge. 

It will be noted that from the first (dated March 19th, 1712) to the end, the major 
portion of the minutes are described as those of private Lodges, a few being termed 
*' Général Lodges." My opinion is that there are reasons to believe that another Minute 
Book was kept for the ordinary monthly meeting», which has not been 'preserved, but even 
with this Scroll to peruse, we can form a vivid and pretty accurate notion of the doings of 
the Craft in the Northern City during the eventful period, immediately before and after 
the establishment of the premier Grand Lodgé of England, in London, a.d. 1717. The 
Ceremony of Initiation (no other is mentioned, presumably because there was none prier to 
1717) is aptly described as being 

" Admitt<ed and sworne into the Ancient and Hon^^« Society and Fraternity of 
Free Masons." 

Sometimes for a change the '* Company of Freemasons " and the " Society of Free and 
Accepted^* Masons are the tenus used.

It is most interesting to read that on January lOth, 1723 (N.S), five Craftsmen " were 
acknowledged as Brethren of tbis ancient Society/' i.e.y elected as joining members ; one (or 
more) was " received admitted and acknowledged as a Member of tbis Antient and 
Hon^*® Society" on December 27tb, 1725 (two or three meetings taking place on tbat 
day) ; and a more empbatic statement occnrs under date Febraary 4tb, 1723 (N.S.), 

" At tbe same time and place tbe two persons wbose names are underwritten 
were upon their examinattons received as Masons and as sacb were accordingly 
introduced and admitted into tbis Lodge.** 

Naturally one wonld like to know from wbat Lodges tbese Bretbren bailed, but 
tbongb tbat cannot be discovered now, it is most suggestive to possess sncb records, proving 
as tbey do a System of signs and words, or tbe oft called *' Jlfûwon Word,** common to tbe 
Fraternity in Great Britain and Ireland at tbe period under considération. 

Tbe Cbief Offîcer of tbe Lodge was termed Président, and tbere was also a Deputy 
Président ; Bretbren wbo took tbe Obair temporarily being described as Masters, and tbe 
remaining principal Officers are noted as Wardens, After tbe Grand Master was cbosen 
and Installed on December 27tb, 1725, tbere is no mention at tbe ordinary meetings of any 
presiding officers, wbicb is certainly singnlar, and possibly may be explained by tbe Grand 
Master being unable to attend. Even wben Sir William Milner, Bart., and tbe Rigbt Hon. 
Lord Irwin were " sworn and admitted " on February 4tb and December 13tb, 1726, respec- 
tively, tbe presiding officer is not stated. 

On July 6tb, 172<>, William Scourfield was "for ever banisbed from tbe Lodge " for 
presuming " to call a Lodge and make Masons witbout tbe consent of tbe Grand Master or 
Deputy, and in opposition to tbe 8tb article of tbe Constitutions." Tbis " Scbismatîcal 
Lodge " was beld on tbe 24tb of tbe préviens montb, four otber bretbren named taking part 
tberein. Tbese were to be expelled at " tbe nezt montbly meeting," unless tbey were duly 
repentant. Tbe 8tb Rule of a.d. 1725, provided tbat 

" Any Brotber or Brotbers presuming to call a Lodge witb a design to make a 
Mason or Masons, witbout tbe Master or Deputy, or one of tbem deputed, for 
every sucb offence sball forfeit tbe sum of Five Pounds." 

Tbere is a long Régulation on tbe subject of forming Lodges "witbout tbe Grand 
Master* 8 Warrant** in tbe Book of Constitutions, a.d. 1723 (London), and it also is numbered 
YIII., but I tbink it more likely tbat tbe Rule quoted was tbe one by wbicb tbe 
Scbismatics were judged.^ Tbe wbole of tbese 19 Rules will be found in tbe Appendix B. 

I do not feel sure as to tbe reason wby some of tbe newly admitted bretbren bave 
tbeir marks attacbed. It migbt be tbat tbey could not write, but considering tbe bigb 
social position of so many of tbe members, tbat is scarcely probable. On tbe otber band 
tbey may bave been operative Masons. It is a puzzle any way. 

If tbe Grand Lodge beld on " tbe Festival of St. Jobn tbe Evangelist," 1725, was tbe 
first of its kind at York, it is strange tbat no référence is made to sucb an extraordinary 
event. Drake in bis celebrated speecb, delivered at tbe Festival in tbe folio wing year, does 
not tbrow any ligbt on tbe point, and so it must be left undecided wbetber tbe York Masons 
were tbe first to follow tbe example set by tbe London Bretbren in 1717, or tbe second Grand 
Lodge was tbe one formed by tbe Craft in Ireland. I suggest tbat our W.Master, Bro. T. 
B. Whytebead, and Dr. W. J. Cbetwode Crawley be a committee to investigate tbe matter 
and report in due course, wben an agreement is arrived at. 

As to tbe rigbt of a single Lodge to form itself into a Grand Lodge, in 1725, or 
earlier, tbere can be no question, for tbe Bretbren of tbat period made tbeir own Laws, and 
so pleased tbemsclves ; tbere being no Régulations in any way affecting sucb points. 
Masonic Jurisprudence was unknown, so tbat Dermott's dictum tbat jive Lodges were 
necossary to be represented at tbe formation of a new Gxand Lodge, and bence tbe Organiza- 
tion of 1717 was defective, may be dismissed as purely fanciful. It would manifestly be 
absnrd to apply tbe test of Modem Masonic législation to any sucb Organizations. 

An important autograpbical List of tbe Master Masons in tbe Lodge at York requires 
serions and careful treatment, not ouly because it indicates tbat tbe Grand Lodge was not 
"inactive from 1730," as Bro. J. G. Findel states, but sucb a Roll of members of tbe Tbird 
Degree is of considérable value . I counted tbirty-five on tbis curions parcbment register, 
tbe only date following tbe 27tb, being of July 7th, 1734, and tben eigbt more names 
complète tbe List. 

Tbe Roll begins witb tbe name of (tbe Baronet, Sir) Wm. Milner, and is foUowed by 
Edw. Tbompson, Jun., and otbers. I append a few of tbe names witb tbe dates traced by 
me, wben tbey becamo Masons, witb otber particulars.

Evidently the Regîster was begun and signed by the Master Masons after the Grand Lodge 
was first noted (1725), and possibly abont the year 1730. 

Bro. Bussey inclades the Présidents from 1705 with those of the Grand Masters, bat 
in crror, as the latter term is not met with in the Records until 1725, and only a few years 
earlier olsewhere. Sir George Tempest, Bart., Président 1705, followed by the Rt. Hon. 
Robert Benson (Lord Bingley, 1713), Lord Mayor of York, 1707; Sir William Robinson, 
Bart., 1708; Sir Walter Hawkesworth, Bart., 1711 (and 1720), and Sir George Tempest, 
Bart., 1713, make np an extraordinary Roll for the period and remind one of Bro. Whyte- 
head's remark in 1884, that "a large proportion of the Masons of York were Lord Mayors, 
Âldermen and Sheriffs, and even down to our own day it has been the same."^ It is also 
pleasant to remember that the présent Lord Mayor of the City of York is Bro. J. Sykes 
Rymer, who has been a meraber of our Correspondence Circle from November 1888. 

Bi*o. Bassey*s List of " Grand Masters " is not very trustworthy, for it inoiudes 
(Admirai) Charles Fairfax, Esq., 1714, and oraits Sir William Milner, Bart., 1728-9. The 
former only appears in the records as Deputy Président, and the latter dignitary was 
fortnnately traced by Bro. T. B. Whytehead in a MS. in the Leeds Library.^ Edward 
Bell, Esq, mentioned as Grand Master under the year 1725, is apparently not justified, bnt 
Charles Bathurst, Esq., 1725-6, and Edward Thompson, Esq., M. P., for 1729, are correct. 
Two others are given about whom we cannot ofFer any opinion, as they concern dates later 
than existing minutes, viz., *' 1733 John Johnson, Esq., M.D. 1734 John Marsden, Esq." 
They were initiated in 1725 and 1724 respectively. 

Precisely when the " Grand Lodge of AU England " at York became dormant we 
cannot tell, but most probably during the fifth décade of the last century. Dr. Anderson, 
in the "Book of Constitutions" 1738, practically recognised this Northern Masonic Body, 
and it may fairly be assumed that when that work was compiled, it was still active. He 
thus refers to varions Grand Lodges not connected with the premier organization.^ 

" But the Old Lodge at York City, and the Lodges of Scotland, Ireland, France, 
and Italy, affecting Independency, are under their own Grand Masters, tho' 
they hâve the same Constitutions, Charges, Régulations, &c., for substance, with 
their Bretbren of England." 

Even 80 late as 1744 Dr. Dassigny,* in his noted "Enquiry," alluded to " an assembly of 
Master Masons under the title of Royal Arch Masons " in York, so that we are safe in 
declinîng Bro. FindeVs estimate that the dormancy dated from 1730. Bro. Gould, the 
Masonic Historian, agrées with me that the Grand Lodge was at work until 1740-50 circa, 
and I am quite content with such powerf al support. 

During the dormancy, the Grand Lodge of the " Ancients" was formed in London, 
and though started under very humble auspices in 1751, it rapidly increased in numbers and 
influence, and soon became a formidable and decidedly unfriendly rival to the original Grand 
Lodge, which though the^r^^ of its kind, was designated "Modem," and the new création 
was termed " Ancient " ; so strangely were the positions and descriptions reversed.

. E vident Ij the new Organîzatîon reckoned on the prolongea dormancy or complète 
collapse of the " Grand Lodge of ail England," and hence made a free use of the York 
legend, and the title " York Masona," thus assuming an antiquity and importance to which 
they had not the Blightest daim. I ara not referring to the question of their origin, which 
has been so ably dealt with by Bro. Henry Sadler,^ and is, more or less, " a thorny snbject " 
to décide even now, but siraply to draw attention to the confessedly humble character of 
the early members of the " Ancient " or " Atholl Masons." They started a separate body in 
the year named, and had no Grand Master to rnle over them until two years later ; their 
subséquent extraordinary career being mainly due to the able advocacy of Bro. Laurence 
Dermott, Grand Secretary from 1752.2 

It is startling to find that so early as 1751, the year of its origin, this new création 
was termed "the Most Ancient and Hononrable Society of Free and Accepted Masons," and 
of course it assembled according to the " Old Institutions.'* Ita oldest exîsting warrant 
(No. 6) is of 1755 (présent No. 11), and is mild in phraseology compared with two years 
later, when No. 65 was issued to Nova Scotia. In the latter document it is recitcd " We 
the Grand Lodge of the Most Ancient and Hon'ble Fraternity of Free and Accepted 
York Masons ;'' emd even for London, a similar title was issued in the following year (No. 8, 
now 15). In the " Ahiman Rezon"^ of 1756 (the first éditions of its Laws) the Régulations 
for Charity are referred to 

" As practised in Ireland, and by York Masons in England" 

So there is really no doubt that thèse so-called " Ancients " posed as York Masons though 
without any justification whatever. 

Later on, the first portion was altered so as to read 

" We the Grand Lodge of the Most Ancient and Honourable Fraternity of Free 
and Accepted Masons, (according to the Old Constitutions granted by His 
^ Royal Highness Prince Edwin, at York, Anno Domini Nine hundred twenty 

and six) in ample Form assembled,"* 

which we may as well let pass, with the statement that it belongs to a olass of " time 
immémorial " assertions, that are superior to proof ! 

The pemicious fiction of the " Ancients " being "York Masons," and that the Union 
of December 1813 was cemented between the York and London Grand Lodges, instead of the 
two Grand Lodges in the MetropolU^ is still advocated in some quarters, and even perpetuated 
in qui te récent works in the History of the Craft. It is hoped however, that the eVer- 
increasing Cfntespondence Gircîe of the Quatuor Coronati Lodge, and the conséquent diffusion 
of Masonic Light, will ère long secure the overthrow of that absurd and harmf ul notion. 

The véritable York Masons emerged from their somnolency on March 17th, 1761, when 
" six of the surviving members revived the Grand Lodge in the House of Mr. Henry Howard 
in Lendall, in the said City" (York).

The Visiting Brethren who attended, eleven in number, were members of the Lodge 
No. 259, assembling at the " Punch Bowl " in Stonegate, York, which was constituted on 
February 2nd, 1761, so that this subordinate of the Grand Lodge of England (London) out- 
numbered the original members of the revived Grand Lodge ; doubtless that Lodge being 
formed early in the same year led to the York brethren deciding to restart the " Grand 
Lodge of ail England," ail the sooner because of the présence of a friendly rival, or, possibly 
No. 259 itself was the actual cause of the Revival. 

The Records of this meteoric visiter cover a period of some three years, and are 
treasured in the Library of the présent " York Lodge " No. 236, which has so long been the 
Home of the Archives of the extinct Grand Lodge. The York Grand Lodge soon absorbed 
ail its members, and in fact began by selecting one of the visitors as its Grand Secretary 
and Treasurer, and another was then and there elected a member.

Tbe second start was made by the Grand Lodge of England (London) in 1773^ bj 
the " Apollo"^ being warrant^din York, bnt it failed to keep on tbe Fegister after 1805 ; 
A.S to its career, and that of the Lodge of 17G1, 1 nmst refer brethren to my History 
published in 1889, to Bro. T. B. Whytehead's brochure on the subject and to Bro. J. 
Ramsden Riley's interesting volume.^ 

The third attempt to plant a Lodge permanently in the City by the original Grand 
Lodge was entirely snccessfnl, when the ** Union," now the famons " York Lodge," was 
launched in 1777. During the latter part of this centnry especially, Freemasonry bas 
flonrished in the ancient City *' as the palm tree." 

The minutes of the revived Grand Lodge appear to begin with Grand OflBcers of a 
former period, and probably represent those who held office when the organization became 
dormant under the new régime. Warrants were issned for subordinate Lodges, and qnit« a 
brisk business was done in that respect dunng the sncceeding thirty years. The first, 
strange to say, was chartered to " French Prisoners of War on their Paroi " in York, bat 
not for the initiation of any subjects of Great Britain and Ireland. Other French Lodges 
were scattered over England, and held nnder English auspices, and well deserve a qualified 
Historian to desoribe their meetings.

It will be seen that of thèse Lodges eight were domiciled in YorhehirCy one each in 
Cheshire and Lancashire, and the other consisted of the Grand Lodge which was chartered 
in 1779, to assemble under the wing of the "Lodge of Antiqnity " No. 1, London, during 
the period of its diflficulty with the original Grand Lodge of England. There were realJy 
three Lodges, besides that Grand Lodge during the temporary sécession, viz., the Lodge of 
Antiquity, and the two constituted as Nos. 1 and 2 on iÔth November and9th August, 1779, 
respectively. The York authorities did not favour Lodge enumeration, only No. 1 is noted 
until the 9th was warranted, when it is described as " 109 " ; the addition of 100 to the 
Register being more entertaîning than précise. As to Lodge enumeration and s'uch 
intricate matters I must refer those interested to the late Bro. Lane*s colossal work.* 

Now, be it observed and remembered that no Lodges were chartered by the York 
Grand Lodge other than the foregoing, and consequently, thèse and thèse alone are, or were, 
entitled to the appellation of York Lodges, and their members to that of " York Masons." 

In 1789 the unfortunate struggle between the " Antiquity ** and the Grand Lodge was 
happily ended on terms honourable to both sides, thus, finally, the mushroom Grand Lodge 
and its subordinates came to an end, and the " Lodge of Antiquity *' was once more united 
to the premier Grand Lodge which it helped to for m. Some three years later the " Grand 
Lodge of aZZ England " at York ceased to work, and, with its subordinates, finished its 
course before the century expired ; probably owing to the superior advantages possessed by 
the Grand Lodge of England situated in London, and because of the difficnlties incident to 
carrying on a Provincial and raainly local body, lacking in many points the influence and 
position of the premier authority. 

In many respects the career of the extinct Grand Lodge was of a truly Masonic 
character, and though it finally succumbed to adverse circum stances, I am not aware of any 
unfraternal conduct ever having been charged against it, or its chief oflBcers. 

I did my best to write a history of its eventf ul past in " Masonic Sketches and 
Reprints," 1871, being the first work of the kind published, and fortunately succeeded that

year in recon^nizing two valnable volumes of its Records and of its old MSS. of the " Old 
Charges," which had strajed to London, throughthe mistaken zeal of Bro. Godfrej Higgins, 
of " Anacaljpsis" famé. Thèse were retarned, bj order of tho Grand Master (the late Earl 
of Zetland), in the handsomest manner to the York Lodge.^ 

In writing this sketch, the memory of two deceased brethren is ever before me, viz., 
(1), the late Rev. A. F. A. Woodford, M. A., who was the first brother actnally to do justice to 
the extinct " Grand Lodge of ail England," and to whora I was mainly indebted for the 
ioformation which lad me to make two or three pilgrimages to the Northern City, and 
ultimately to publish many of the ancient records. Bro. Woodford encouraged and helped 
me to the full extent of his powers, and spared no pains to make my works as complète as 
possible, besides also writing a paper for my " Masonic Sketches," entitled " The Connection 
of York with the History of Freemasonry in England," which is not only one of the best 
things he wrote, but no better work has ever been donc on the subject ; and (2), Bro. J. Todd, 
who was so long the honoured custodian (and immédiate successor of the lamented Bro. 
Cowling) of the York Relies, whose valnable aid to me personally I shall always gratefully 
remember, and whose dévotion to the interests of* the "York Lodge" will long be 
acknowledged. 

This is but a brief notice of a very important subject, and as my deficiencies will be 
remedied by a paper by the Worshipful Master during his year of office, many points herein 
left unelucidated will be attended to by a brother who has no equal in his knowledge of the 
personnel of the York Grand Lodge and its subordinates. 

I hope on some other occasion to hâve a few words to say as to the Royal Arch and 
Knight Templar Degrees at York,

" Old Rules of the Grand Lodge at York, 1725," 

"Articles agreed to be kept and observed by the Antient Society of Freemasons in 
the City of York, and to be subscribed by evei-y member thereof at their Admittance into 
the said Society. 

Imprimis— That every first Wednesday in the month a Lodge shall be held at tho 
house of a Brother according as their turn shall fall out. 

2. — Ail Subscribers to thèse Articles not appearing at the monthly Lodge, shall 
forfeit Six pence each time. 

3. — If any Brother appear at a Lodge that is not a Subscriber to thèse Articles, he 
shall pay over and above his club [i e., subscription] the sum of one Shilling. 
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Discussion, 1*7 

4. — The Bowl shall be filled at the montlily Lodges wifch Punch once, Aie, Bread, 
Cheese, and Tobacco in common, but if any more shall be called for by any Brotber, either 
for eating or drinking, that Brother so calling shall pay for it himself besides bis clnb. 

6. — The Master or Depnty shall be obliged to call for a Bill exactly at ten o'clock, if 
they meet in the evening, and discharge it. 

6. — None to be admitted to the making of a Brother bnt snch as hâve snbscribed to 
thèse Articles. 

7. — Timely notice shall be given to ail the Subscribers when a Brother or Brothers 
are to be made. 

8. — Any Brother or Brothers presuming to call a Lodge with a design to make a 
Mason or Masons, withoat the Master or Depnty, or one of them depnted, for everj snch 
offence shall forfait the sum of Five Pounds. 

9. — Any Brother that shall interrnpt the Examination of a Brother shall forfeit one 
Shilling. 

10. — Clerk's Salary for keepîng the Books and Accoants shall be one Shilling, to 
be paid him by each Brother at bis admittance, and at each of the two Grand days he shall 
reçoive snch gratnity as the Company shall think proper. 

11. — A Steward to be chose for keeping the Stock at the Grand Lodge, at Christmas, 
and the Accoants to be passed three days after each Lodge. 

12. — If any disputes arise, the Master shall silence them by a knock of the Mallet, 
any Brother that shall présume to disobey shall immediately be obliged to leave the 
Company, or forfeit five Shillings. • 

13. — An Hour shall be set apart to talk Masonry. 

14. — No person shall be admitted into the Lodge but after having been strictly 
examined. 

15. —No more persons shall be admitted as Brothers of this Society that shall keep a 
Public-House. 

16. — That thèse Articles, shall at Lodges be laid upon the Table, to be perused 
by the Members, and also when any new Brothers are made, the Clerk shall publicly read 
them. 

17. — Bvery new Brother at his admittance shall pay the Waits as their Salaiy, the 
sum of two Shillings, the money to be lodged in the Steward's hands, and paid to them at 
each of the Grand days. 

18. — The Bidder of the Society shall reçoive of each new Brother at his admittance 
the sum of one Shilling as his Salary. 

19. — No Money shall be expended ont of the Stock after the hour of ten, as in 
the fifth Article. 



The W.M. on rîsing to propose a vote of thanks to the writer of the paper observed 
that Bru. Hughan had been a pioneer in the investigation of the Archives of York, in fact 
that his notes on that subject had been amongst the first of his voluminous writings on 
Freemasonry. No more painstaking writer lived than Bro. Hughan or one with a more 
world-wide famé. The paper that had been read would form a valuable addition to the 
Transactions of the Lodge, because it gave many détails of the Craft in the Northern 
Metropolis of great value to Masonic Students. He (the W.M.) had for many years inves- 
tigated thèse matters and he hoped in May to give them some détails, with illustrations, of 
the relies of the Extinct Grand Lodge, <fcc., at York. Many of those who took part in thèse 
early gatherings were well known men of the period, and mostof the places of meeting were 
still to be identified. 

Bro. Bbv. J. W. Horslkt, in seconding the vote of thanks, drew attention to two 
minor points. 1. The word ** reserved " in the quotation " reserved, admitted and acknow- 
ledged as a member," was unnsual and probably not Masonic but a copyist's mistake for 
" reseved " in which way no doubt " received " might be spelled in those days and those 
northern latitudes.^ 2. In number 13 of the Old Rnles of the Grand Lodge at York the 
germ of the Qnatuor Coronati might be found, although the current idea might be that it 
sprung fully equipped like a masculine Minerva from the heads of Bro. Speth and the other 
founders. '* An hour shall be set apart to talk Masonry " no doubt was a rule that was of 
great value, although the modem decay of intellectual power thought even sermons of an 
hour to be too long. Let the time be shortened in concession to weakness if necessary, but

Btill the gênerai récognition that there was something else besides ritual and social inter- 
course at an ordinary Lodge meeting would be bénéficiai, especially to yonng masons. Then 
tbey conld ask and learn the Why instead of simply observing the What. Oatechotical 
instmction by the W.M. need by no means be confined to the queries and answers presented 
in tbe ritual, and the obligation to instruct in the principles and practices of masonry could 
not be entirely discharged by the minimum that was prescribed. There were addresses and 
instructions in every office in the Prayer Book, but no clergyman would be doing his duty to 
his peopleif he confined himself to thèse. It was a good rule, and might well be adopted 
generally in principle now. 

Bro. G. W. Speth, P. A..G.D.O., said : — In the earlier years of the career of this Lodge 
it was well understood tbat, although our inclination might tend in the direction of placing 
before our colleagnes difficult points for discussion, or new théories, or the resuit of minute 
investigation of specialised questions— ail conducive to the intense enjoyment of the more 
leamed amoug us ; — yet our duty reqnired us also to instruct the less advanced, or at least 
afEord them the means of laying a solid foundation on which to raise a superstructure of 
self-teacbing. Many papers, broadly historical in ti'eatment, which for want of a better 
name were styled " elementary," were read before this Lodge in pursuance of this policy, 
but in later years we seem to hâve only dimly recognised our duty to our co-members in 
this respect. Bro. Hughan may therefore be congratulated on having seized a most 
appropriate occasion to résume the custom so long in abeyance. Of ail papers, an elemen- 
tary one probably needs most the pen of a skilled student and the accuracy of f ull knowledge : 
it must be condensed, lucid, free from extraneous matter or disputable allégations of fact, 
Connecting naturally with the former papers of the same class, and leading seductively to a 
continuation on the same lines. I need scarcely point out that as regards the condensation, 
lucidity and continence of the paper before us, Bro. Hughan has fulfilled ail requirements. 
The appropriate séquence of the subject can not be doubted, seeing that we hâve already 
treated Masonry before the Grand Lodge era in England and Scotland, the érection of the 
Grand Lodges of both thèse kingdoms, and hâve followed the history of the earliest and 
mother Grand Lodge down to 1813. York now naturally takes its turn, and the considéra- 
tion of the Grand Lodge of ALL England ought as naturally to lead to the treatment of 
the Grand Lodge of the " Antients," as is sufficiently évident from many remarks in the 

Saper before ns. There will then still remain Ireland, for which we shall look to Dr. 
hetwode Crawley, and the way will be open for the History of the United Grand Lodge 
to the présent day. 

Although an elementary paper should not be contentions, there need be no lack of 
discussion on minor points, points of opinion rather than of fact. And I think that there 
are one or two matters in Bro. Hughan's weloome paper which may be looked at from two 
aides. 

In his third paragraph he remarks that *' it is possible that thèse spéculatives did 
not see the necessity for the récital of the ' Old Charges,' and thus in time ceased to^give 
thèse Biolls the prominence they had, or continned to hâve, under the operative régime." 
We actually know nothing for certain about it, and therefore Bro. Hughan has every right 
to draw this conclusion if the indications seem to him to point that way. But I must 
confess that to me they do not. That we are not told in so many words that thèse Charges 
were read to initiâtes during the early spéculative times, say L7th century, proves nothing 
to my mind at ail, because we are told so very little of any sort. But on the other hand, 
we find that precisely during this period, last half of 17th and early 18th centuries, the 
great bulk of the 60 or 70 copies of the BqIIs of the Constitutions which we now possess 
were prepared. Operative Lodges were then dwindling l'apidly if not practically eztinct, 
and even if we admit that some few copies may hâve been made for antiquarian amateurs, 
for whom could the rest hâve been oopied if not for the spéculative lodges which, as we know 
from Dr. Plot and others, existed in respectable numbers P Bro. W. H. Rylands has morô 
than once suggested, and I fully agrée in the probability of his hypothesis, that tbe publi- 
cation in printed form of one of thèse Bolls, the so-called Boberts MS. in 1722, was owing 
to the fact that sabsequently to 1717 Lodges had so rapidly increased that the hand copying 
of thèse rolls had become too slow a process, and the press was called in to supply a 
distinctly felt want. I am, of course, totally unable to prove it, but my conviction is that 
every Lodge was bound to possess a copy of thèse ancient chargea, either for the purpose of 
reading it to the initiate, or to serve as a sort of authority for its existence, much as the 
Grand Master's warrant does now ; it being surmised that a copy could only be procured by 
the connivance of a Lodge which already possessed one, and that permission to copy this 
Boll must présuppose approval of the new Lodge. To argue that because thèse Charges 
are not mentioned therefore they were not used, seems to me aomewhat hazardous. 
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In like manner, to Rnggest that nothing existed whicb does not find direct mention in 
the old minutes, would appear to be eqaally dangerons. The minutes of onr Lodges are 
to-daj often needlesslj indiscreet: as a young'secretary I hâve myself entered particnlars 
which I now caref ullj omit. Onr ancestors were more gaarded : their minutes contain the 
absolntely essential mat ter onij. But in tbe présent case I doubt whether we even possess 
the minutes. I saggest that the York RoU "No. 7/' 1712-1730, is in no sensé a minute 
book and is not even so described in tbe schedule of 1779. 

It extends from March 1712, to May 1730, a period of over 18 years, and in it 
mention is made of only39 meetings. Thèse were 1 onlyin 1712, 3 in 1713, 1 in 1714, none 
in 1715, 1 in 1716, none in 1717 to 1720, 1 in 1721, none in 1722, 4 in 1723, 2 in 1724, 11 in 
1725, 13 in 1726, none in 1727 and 1728, 1 in 1729 and 1 in 1730. Does this look like a full 
record ? And even in 1725 and 1726, when the meetings were 11 and 13, they ai-e not by 
any meaus equally spaced over the years, but long intervais elapse between some of the 
meetings and tbe others are crowded sometimes 3 into one month. But let us cai'efully see 
the nature of the business recorded. In every case except the last one of ail, it is recorded 
that certain men were admitted into the Society, their names are given and appended, often 
by themselves, much as we now sign the by-laws. On three of thèse occasions joining 
members, 5, 2 and 1 respectively, are recognised as Masons, beyond the names recorded as 
made at the same meeting. On one occasion, the Lodge having met for the purpose of 
making Masons, it also proceeds to unmake one and threaten others with expulsion. On 
two occasions élection to the Grand Offices are noted, but Masons were made at the same 
time. Only in the last recorded notice do we find that no making is registered, and a bye- 
law is passed. Now this bye-law curiously enough refers to the " monthly meetings," which 
are provided for in the first bye-law of 1725. Look over the roU which we are considering 
and count how many monthly meetings there were. The average of ail the meetings is only 
slightly over two a year. Further, the 1725 bye-laws state that the monthly meeting shall 
be on the first Wednesday in every month. Leaving out those préviens to 27th December, 
1725, as beside the question, how many of the meetings of 1726 fell on the first Wednesday P 
Only 2 out of 13 recorded, those on the 4th May and 6th July. 

Then again, let us remember that we are now examiiung a roll of parchment, a most 
inconvénient form for the purpose of writing up minutes. And lastly, the schedule of 1779 
mentions "A narrow folio manuscript book . . . containing sundry accounts and 
minutes relative to the Grand Lodge." This is a hook^ to begin with, and therefore more 
convenient for posting minutes from meeting to meeting ; it overlaps the scroU at both ends, 
beginning March, 1706, and ending in 1734. There can be little doubt that this contained 
the minutes of the nsual meetings, and if it be presumed that the scroU did so also, then we 
must assume that one was but the copy of the other. That this is not the case is évident, 
because we happen to know that the book contains minutes of a meeting at Bradford which 
the scroll does not mention. 

I submit therefore that the scroll is merely a register of the members of the Lodge 
and subséquent Grand Lodge, a record of their names and date of admission, and, as is 
natural, a record also of those who ceased to be members through their misconduct. It was 
probably written up at the meetings themselves, because in so many cases the autograph 
signatures of the candidates are appended, which would account for the élection of Grand 
Officers being also entered occasionally. In cases where the roll was not in actual use for 
entering new members the new Grand Officers would possibly be only found in the minute- 
book. Against this view there is only tbe entry of the new bye-law in 1730, and 1 admit I 
cannot explain that, but I do not think it sufficient to outweigh the other facts. 

The question may arise, " why were not the Bradford Masons included on the roll P " 
and the answer seems to be : '* Because they were not considered to be members of the York 
Lodge," and I expect that the Scarborough initiâtes are in the same category. 

We must therefore, I suggest, refrain from drawing any conclusion as to the exist- 
ence or absence of any cérémonies from the ritual of that day because a mère list of members 
does not allude to them. And the formula, " swom and admitted," is precisely what we 
should expect in such a document, and must not be held either positively or negatively to 
imply more than it actually asserts. 

If we ever find that missing '* minute-book " then we shall possibly know a good deal 
more about the Lodge and Grand Lodge at York than we do now. 

There is one little matter which deserves pointing out. Every one of thèse Lodges 
is denominated a "private Lodge " except those which were held on the 24th Jnne, of which 
three are called " gênerai " and one a " St. John's Lodge " ; and three which fell on the 27th 
December and are called " St. John's Lodges," whilst two more, probably on the same date, 
are termed **St. John's Lodge in Christmas." Now, whether the " General Assembly" of 
the Old Charges ever had an existence or not, and I believe it did, there can be no doubt 
that there was a tradition that such assemblies were held, and we hère see the écho of that 
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long enduring belief. And in the bye-laws of 1725 we fînd tbe same distinction kept up 
and provision made for " two Grand Days," one of which was to bo at Christmas (not on 
Christmas day but evidently 27th December) and we can scarcely doubt tbat the otber was 
to be ou Midsummer day, altbougb this is not stated. We thus see at York the General or 
Grand days, or meetings of the Grand Lodge, taking the place of the Annual Assemblies. 
The same idea was in the minds of the London brethren in 1721, as may be gathered from 
the Old Régulation in the Book of Constitutions of 1723. A Lodge " is either particular or 
general^*^ the General Lodge being subsequently shown to be the Grand Lodge. And, 
because under the operative ml es apprentices were examined and passed to the mastership 
of their craf t at the annual assemblies so long as they endured, and afterwards probably 
only once a year at the annual gênerai assembly of their particular Lodge, so it was enacted 
in General Régulation XIIL that " Apprentices must be admitted Masters and Fellow-Grafts 
only hère," i.e, in Grand Lodge. 

Full and satisfying as is Bro Hughan's paper, it is well to point out that it would 
bave been even more so had he not scrnpulously avoided trenching upon the papcr promised 
us by our W.M., which will, we ail trust and believe, round off in a most interesting manner 
the subject of the Grand Lodge of ALL England at York. 



Bro. B. F, Oould, P,0,D., tvrites:— 

There being still some différence of opinion with regard to the judgment we should 
pass on the action of the " Ancients " in assuming the title of " York Masons," I hope that 
the weighty words of our Bro. Hughan, who gives us in a nutshell the actual circumstances 
of the case, may tend to throw a much needed light on a portion of Masonic history which 
bas hitherto lain very greatly in the dark.

Bro, Chetwode Grawhy^ LL,D,, writes : — 

Bro. W. J. Hughan is tc^ be congratulated on bis happy thought of inaugurating Bro. 
Whytehead's Mastership with a sketch of the history of the Craft at York. No subject 
could bave been more seasonable, or more welcome to the ever increasing circle of students 
whom our Lodge bas rallied round its banner. 

It is very flattering to hâve my name associated with that of Bro. Whytehead in the 
imaginary Committee playfully suggested by Bro. Hughan. Butas far as existiug évidence 
goes, the Committee has nothing- to détermine. History bas already determined the 
question of priority in favour of the Grand Lodge of Ireland. I hâve elsewhere given at 
length the évidence that the Grand Lodge of Ireland was in full swing on 24th June, 1725, 
while the Grand Lodge of Ail England came into being on 27th December, 1725. Truly, the 
margin is a narrow one, but it suffioes to décide the point. 

While unreservedly accepting ail the évidence Bro. W. J. Hughan has brought 
together, I am reluctantly compelled to register my inability to concur in the inference that 
the Grand Lodge of the Antients officially put forward a claim that it derived its origin, as 
an organized body, from any similar body at York. This " pernicious error," as Bro. Hughan 
incisively styles it, has been read into the record by irresponsible and ignorant partisans. 
According to my reading of the évidence, the Grand Lodge of the Antients claimed, not to 
bave perpetuated an organization, but to hâve perpetuated a Ritual. Their claim was that 
they worked according to the Old Institutions, or Constitutions, as they indifferently styled 
them. Conversely, they held that ihe Modems deserved that name, not on account of the 
novelty of their organization, but on account of the novelty of their Ritual. And at the 
Union of 1813, the champions of the premier Grand Lodge admitted the innovations.^ 

This claim, and no other, is warranted by the officiai use of the terms Antient and 
MoDERN, and of the appellation York-Masons, as those terms and that appellation were 
applied by Laurence Dermott. Look at the facts. The Grand Lodge of the Antients came 
into existence in 1751 ; the appellation York-Masons was officially applied to its adhérents, 
for the first time, in the Ahiman Bezon of 1756. Every contemporary Mason, who took an 
interest in such things, knew the facts. It is idle to argue that any such contemporary 
Freemasons would assert, or believe, or countenance the claim that the Grand Lodge born 
under their very eyes was older as an organization than the Grand Lodge which they 
knew to bave been in existence for many years, or that the Masons who composed it came 
from York. Such a contention implies either the fatuity of the Brethren of that day, or

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the anreasonableness of the controTersîal writers who wonld put such a sfcrain on the belîef 
of the Brethren of a later day.^ 

Let ILS see what are Laurence Dermott's own words. The first ase of the componnd 
epithet York-Masons is in the first édition of Ahiman Bezon^ 1756, where The Régulations for 
Gharity, as practised in Irelandy and by York-Masons in En gland, are introdaced bj the 
following prefatory paragraph : 

As mj chief Aim and Design in this Underfcaking is to acqnaint mj worthy Brethren 
with the old and new Régulations (and in Truth thej are the most reqaisite Sabjecfc 
conceming Free-Masonry that can be committed to Writing) I baye added the foUowing 
Régulations of the Committee for Charity, as they hâve been approyed of and practised 
by tbe Grand Lodge of Ireland since the year 1738, when onr Right Worshipfnl and 
Right Honourable Brother William Stuart, Lord Yiscount Mountjot (now Sari of 
Blessinoton) was Grand Master. 

Also the Régulations of the Stewards Lodge, or Committee for Charity, as they hâve been 
approTed of and practised by the anoient Tork-MasoDS in England since the Tear 1751. 

Who were thèse '* Ancient York-Masons in England " so closely identified in practice 
with Masons in Ireland P The answor becomes abandantly clear as we pursae the snbject 
in the original aathorities. Hère are Laarence Dermott's words in the next édition of the 
Ahiman Èezon : 

Notwithstanding this state of inactivity in London, the lodges in the oountry, partioularly 
in Sootland and at York, kept up their antient formalities, castoms and usages, without 
altération, adding or diminlshing, to this honr, f rom whence they may justly he called the 
most antient, ftc. Ahiman Rezon, 1764, p. zxix. 

In the third édition, 1778, he inclndes specifically the Masons of Ireland, whose 
concurrence in York-Masonry had been the implicit foandation of the Prefatory Note 
qaoted above from the first édition. 

Notwithstanding this state of inactivity in London, the lodges in the oountry, particolarly 
in Scotland and at York, as well as thoso in Ireland, kept up their anoient formalities, 
customs and usages, without altération, adding or diminîshing, to this hour, from whence 
they may jastly be called the most ancient, ào. Ahiman Retond 1778, p. zzzv. 

This latter form of the paragraph was retained in every succeeding édition of the 
Ahiman Eezon from that day till the Union of 1813. 

In thèse passages, Laarence Dermott and his snccessors rest their claim to the title 
Antient Yoi*k-Masons on their perpétuation of formalities, cnstoms and usages, and not 
npon any other connection whatsoever with the Brethren of York. 

Again, the kind of connection with the traditional Masonry of York is manifest from 
the wording of the Warrants issued by Laarence Dermott. I quote from the Warrant of 
the Grand Master's Lodge (Antients), bearing date 13th Angast, 1759. This document is 
of the greater weight, because it was executed with unnsual élaboration, and embellished 
by the hand of Dermott himself.^ Indeed, this form of the Warrant differed considerably 
from the earlier forms adopted by the Antients, notably in the introduction of the very 
clause under considération. 

" Be it known, To ail whom it may conoem : 
" That I William Earl of Blesinton Grand Master of the most Ancient & honourable 
Fratemity of Free and Aocepted Masons (aooording to the original Constitution granted 
by Pbincx Edwin at York) for divers good causes ... Do hereby authorise," etc. 

No claim is made of having been constituted by the Grand Lodge at York. The 
phrasing neither allèges nor implies more than that the Fratemity over which the Earl of 
Blesinton presided was a Fratemity of Free and Accepted Masons, accordiug to the original 
Constitution granted by Prince Edwin at York. The mythical Prince Edwin is the Hero 
Eponymus of York-Masonry, and his story is to be found, where Laurence Dermott no doubt

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foand it, in the Booh of Constitutions, hj Bev. Jas. Anderson, D.D., 1723, p. 33 ; and more 
fnllj in the second édition, 1738 ; pp. 63, 64. The appositeness of snch an appeal to the 
Constitutions of Prince Edwin lies in the parport ascribed to them bj Dr. Anderson, 
namely, the préservation and observance of the laws made bj Grand Lodge. This perpétua- 
tion of nsage was preciselj the point : the Warrant, like the Ahiman Eezon, claims no more.^ 

The plain meaning of the phrase *' Ancient York Masons," as laid down in thèse 
aathoritative qnotations, is to dénote those Brethron who, whether in Scotland, in Ireland, 
or in England itself, maintained the York nsages, not those Brethren who belonged to York 
bj birth or résidence. Laurence Dermott styles his Masons York-Masons, just as a Bradford 
manufacturer styles his carpets Kidderminster car pets, or a Halifax manufacturer styles his 
waros Brussels carpets. The Yorkshire manufacturer does not raean that his carpets were 
made at Kidderminster, or in Brussels. He means that his carpets perpetuate the methods 
once prévalent in the looms of Kidderminster or of Brassels. So Laurence Dermott neither 
meant nor said that his Masons were made at York, or by virtue of any dévolution of 
authority from any Grand Body sitting at York. He must even be credited with taking 
Rome pains to show that he used the phrase York-Masons, as a compound word, in this 
wider sensé of inclnding ail that followed " the Use of York." 

It bas been elsewhere pointed out that, from the first, Laurence Dermott used a typo- 
graphical device which showed that he was not speaking of Masons who actually lived or 
resided at York.' He is careful to introduce a hyphen between the words, which, to those 
versed in textual criticism, indicates that the conjoint phrase is to be anderstood in a 
technical sensé. Hundreds of examples of the specialised force of compound words will 
occur to every reader. When we speak of a " purse-proud ** man, or of a " parcel-gilt " 
goblet, it is idle to take each of the words literally. The purse is not proud, nor is there a 
parcel to be gilt. We must take them in the conventional sensé, conferred on the compound 
by current use. So of the York-Masons. They were not Masons who hailed from York, 
but Masons who concarred with those who practised the Bitual associated with the name of 
York, to distinguish it from the newer Bitual practised elsewhere than at York. Nor is 
proof wanting that the force of the compound word was well understood and plainly 
indicated by Lan. Dermott*s successors. For instance, in an officiai circular of 1803, the 
compound *' York Masons " (sic) is distinguished by being placed within inverted commas : 
a typographical expédient that intensifies the technical sense.^ In this hurried note I cannot 
do more than indicate grounds for the opinion that the phrase York-m.asons meant to 
Laurence Dermott, to William Dickey, and to Thomas Harper, a perpétuation of ritual, 
and not a dévolution of authority, and that their use of the phrase lends no support to what 
Bro. W. J. Hughan justly stigmatizes as a pernicious error. 

W^'hile jotting down thèse observations, I hâve leamed with a profound shock of the 
untîmely démise of Bro. John Lane, a valued acquaintance of mine, a life-long friend of 
Bro. Hughan, and a mainstay of our Lodge. Just one week ago Bro. John Lane exchanged 
warm greetings with me. To-day we are separated by the chill silence of the tomb. But 
to such as he, Death is the gâte of Life.

I am very pleased to know that my efforts " to fill a gap " hâve proved satisfactory, 
though it was far from easy to write hriejîy on the ** Grand Lodge of Ail England." In the 
Becords of several of the old Lodges may be found indications that the members often set 
apart evenings for Masonic study ; what Bro. Horsley terms the '* germ of the Quatuor 
Coronati." 

It appears to me that my view as to the use by the " Ancienta " of the term " York 
Masons," must be a maiter of opinion rather than one of fact ; for the évidence I snbmitted 
bas failed to convince Dr. Chetwode Crawley, who bas long made the subject his particular

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siady. When my friend goes sqaarely against me on any point, it makes me doabt the 
invalnerabilitj of my position ; and yet it does still look as if the " Ancients," describing 
themselves as " Free aud Accepted York Masons" in 1767, and even in 1756 referring to 
the Régulations for Gharity 

" As practised in Irelandy and by York Masons in Englandy* 

wished it to be nnderstood that they were the *' York Masons." They do not say, 

Ai practised by York Masons in Ireland and Engîand. 

It is satisfaotory to know, however, that the "pernicions error" referred to, is frankly 
admitted and reprobated by Dr. Crawley so far as being actnal York Masons is concemed ; 
bat even then there is no ezplanation afforded as to why the '* Ancients " ceased to so 
describe themselves, when the real '* York Masons " were once more at work. 

I warmly appreciate Bro. Speth's observations as to the Boll of 1712-30, not being 
the regalar Minutes of the '* Grand Lodge of AU England." He will find his verdict was 
anticipated in 1886, in Bro. Gould's great History, chap. xviii., in the note 

" Hnghan is of opinion that there was another minute book for records of the 
regular monthly meetings." 

The same view is also reiteiated by me in t}ie foregoing pages, and may be accepted 
as proven. 

Bro. Speth is determined that my remarks on the '* Old Charges " being made to take 
" a back seat prior to the " Revival of 1717 " shall not pass unchallenged. As he says, so 
do I, viz , " To argue that because thèse Charges are not mentioned therefore they were not 
used, seems to me somewhat hazardous." Their disuse, however, began some time during 
the mainly operative period, apparently. Hence my suggestion that their neglect was, first 
of ail, by the spéculative Lodges that assembled before the Grand Lodge era. I am not 
aware of the existence of any Records of an English Lodge having used the '^ Old Charges " 
after its constitution by the Grand Lodge of England, unless it was of an operative character, 
and even then it is questionable how far that was the case. Any way, it is safe to déclare 
that there is a remarkable silence as to the usage of thèse old Rolls under the spéculative 
régime in this country. 

We are now looking forward to one paper, or more, by our esteemed W.M. on York 
Masonry, and as he will bave an entirely free hand, it is hoped he will, as he can, do full 
justice to this deeply interesting subject.

To W. H. Rtlànds : Sec. of tbe Soc. of Bib. Arch., London. 

In reply to yonr faveur of the 7th of tbis montb, I beg to inform you that the 
Connsellor (Rathsherr) Gerhard Schott was born in Hamburg on the 16th April, 1641, and 
died in tbis city on the 25th October, 1702. Short biographies may be found in tbe 
*' Lexicon der Hamburgischen Scbriftsteller/' vol. vii., and in tbe ** Allgemeine Deutsche 
Biographie," vol. xxzii. 

A careful exaraination into the question of tbe Model of Solomon's Temple executed 
by Schott, was published by Dr. F. Chrysander in the Midday Edition of the " Hamburg- 
ischer Correspondent ** of the 4th February, 1890. According to* tbis, the reason why tbis 
work of art was constructed is to be found in the Opéra " The Destruction of Jérusalem," 
which appeared in two parts in 1692. Part I. deals in three acts and a prologue with the 
taking of the Temple ; Part II., in three acts, with the cpnquest of Mount Zion. Tbe con- 
clusion of the first part includes scènes in and before the buming Temple. The composer 
of the libretto of tbe opéra was Christian Heinricb Postel, the foremost poet of the 
Hamburg, or even ofjtbe older German, Musical Drama: the music was by tbe Kapell- 
meister P. G. Conradi. A copy of the text is preserved hère in the City Library. 

Chrysander goes on to state that at first the public were by no means satisfîed with 
the scenery^at tbe conclusion of the first portion. This considération, combined with a 
religiousj,bent of mind, with the gênerai admiration, at that period, of the Temple as an 
architectural masterpiece, and with a génial dévotion to the scenic décorations of his musical 
plays, caused in Schott, who was tbe founder, manager, and proprietor of the opera-house, 
the détermination to reproduce the whole Temple, with ail its personnel, sacrifices and 
cérémonial, in actual model form. 

Chrysander follows two separate accounts. First, the English description of tbe 
Model, published in London in 1725, which was sold to the visitors to the exhibition of the 
Model at half-a-crown : and secondly, the account of Zacharias Conrad von Uffenbach, in 
his '* Merkwiirdige Reisen durch Niedersacbsen, Holland und Engelland," II., Ulm 1753, 
p. 115 et seqq., who, on tbe occasion of a visit to Hamburg in 1710, examined carefully the 
model whicb then stood behind tbe théâtre. Chrysander considered that tbe copy of the 
English description which is in our Library was tbe only one in existence. I présume, 
however, from the teneur of your letter that you also bave a copy before you. 

The period of fifteen years mentioned therein as baving been devoted to the construc- 
tion of the model was declared by Chrysander to be an error, because Schott died in 1702, 
scarcely eleven years after the first représentation of the opéra. Uffenbach, who gives 
extended accounts of the model itself, its production and cost, speaks only of six years for 
its préparation. But he expressly mentions that it was prepared for use at the présentation 
of an opéra dealing with tbe destruction of tbe Temple. 

Reasoning from tbis account by Chrysander one would come to the conclusion that 
the model had probably been executed in the years 1693-1698. But as against this is the 
fact that it is spoken of as a finished work, standing in a spécial building, as early as Marcb 
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1694. Onr Record OflBce is in possession of a contract of the 14th March, 1694, bj whîch 
Schott leases for five years to Jaoob Kremberg his opera-house wifch ail thereto pertaining. 
And in the inventory attached thereto the Temple and the bailding in which it stands are 
explieitly excluded, becaiise thèse are a thing apart and not pertaining to the théâtre. On 
the other hand it may be taken as certain that the model was execnted for the représenta- 
tion of Posters opéra, and that this took place at the earliest in 1692, simultaneously with 
the issue of the printed libretto, which was intended for the use of the audience. The 
exécution of the model for use at the représentation of the musical drama is also vouched 
for by Stelzner's " Attempt at a trustworthy account of the ecclesiastical and political state 
of the City of Hamburg," III., p. 1122, (1783). 

We are therefoi-e constrained to assume either that much less time was consumed in 
the préparation of the model than is stated by the varions accounts, or that the opéra of 
Postel was fînished, or at least planned, many years before lis fîrst production in 1692, and 
that the model intended to be used thereat was begun a long time beforehand. 

At subséquent reproductions it does not appear to hâve been used, and stood probably 
in 1710, when Uffeubach saw it, in the same spécial building behind the théâtre which it 
occupied in 1694. The heirs of Schott wished to sell it, but were long before finding a 
buyer willing to pay a price corresponding to the heavy cost of its production. Finally the 
model was bought by an Englishman who carried it to London. The biography of Schott, 
already alluded to in the " Allgemeine Deutsche Biographie," vol. xxxii., edited by my 
predecessor in office, Dr. Otto Beneke, says that the sale took place in 1717, but I am at this 
moment unable to prove upon what authority this statement is based. 

The further adventures of the model are not known to me. This much only is 
certain : that it is now in the collection of the Royal Saxon Antiquaries Association at 
Dresden, (see " Mittheilungen des Vereins fiir Hamburgische Geschichte," XIII., p. 128) 
Thèse collections were re-opened to the public by decree of 22nd October, 1890. An account 
of them in the " Dresdener Journal " of the 25th October of that year makes spécial mention 
of the model of the Temple of Solomon, and remarks that after many wanderings it had 
come into possession of the Society of Antiquaries, who now for the fîrst time were in a 
position to put it together. Respecting thèse ** many wanderings" of the model the Royal 
Society of Antiquaries (Kôniglich sâchsischen Alterthums-Verein) would therefore probably 
be able to give you some information.

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THE CHICHESTER STONE 

BY DR. S, RUSSELL FORBES. 




HAPPEN to possess several copies of the Chich ester stone, but none of thcm 
agreein^, I obtained an exact copy during my visit to England this summer. 
It differs slightly frora tbat of Bro. W. H. Rylands in Ars Quatuor Gorona- 
torum, vol. xi.,and I would assure Bro. W. B. Wildman, A.Q.G., vol. Xfi., tbat 
the last Word in the sixth line is eo. As the inscription is under a glass on 
the wall of a portico it is not possible to photograph it. It is on a slab of 
grey Purbeck stone, and was found in Apiil, 1722, in North Street, in 

digging the foundations of the Council Chamber. It is preserved in the grounds of the 

High Wood at the rear of Goodwood House.

The italics are mine, and exactly fill in the hiatus. The points are original. 

Properly extended the inscription reads 

Neptuno et Minervae 
Templum 
Pro sainte domus divin ae 
Ex Auctoritate Tiberii Claudii 
Cogidubni Régis Legati Augusti in Britannia 
Collegium Fabrorum et qui in eo 
A Sacris sunt de suo donaverunt * Donate aream 
Aulo Rnfo Pudente Pudentini filio. 

Which I translate into English, thus : 

This Temple 
to Neptune and Minerva 
is founded at their cost by the Collège of Engineers, 
and those in it who are ordained. 
For the health of the divine house, 
By the authority of King Cogidubnus, 
Legate in Britain of Tiberins Claudius Augustus, 
Aulus Rufus Pudens, son of Pudentius, giving the area. 

The corps of Military Engineers is often mentioned in inscriptions. Fàbror refers to 
them. I do not think tbat we can claim them as Masons. The ancient name of Chichester 
was Regnum (the R in the fifth line might be Regnorum, of the Regni, not Régis). 
Cogidnbnus was king of the Regni of Sussex, be declared for tbe Romans and was made 
Impérial Legate by Claudius, probably when be visited Britain in 43. ** Certain districts 
were bestowed apon King Cogidumnus, a piince who continued in perfect fidelity within 
oar memory. This was done agreeably to the ancient and long established practice of the 
Romans to make even kings the instruments of servitude." (Tacitus, Agricola 14.) 
Tacitus was born in 56 a.d., was consul in 98, and died about 130, so he was in bis early 
days contemporary with Cogidubnus or Cogidumnus, as be calls him. 

Aulus Plautins Lateranus was the first consular governor of Britain (in a.d. 43) who 
reduced the nearest part into the form of a province. (Tacitus, Agricola 14 ; Dion Cassius 
60, 21.) Serving under him was Aulus Rufus Pudens, who gave the plot of ground for the 
temple. Martial, 6, 58, alludes to bis being in Britain. He also tells us (11, 53) tbat 
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Claudia Bofîna was bom among the bloe-eyed Britons. She is presumed to hâve been 
Gladys, the daughter of Caractacus (Welsh Triads), who with her mother was taken 
prisouer bj the Romans in a.d. 52 (Tacitus, A 12, 35 and 36). Upon Claudins giving tbem 
their freedom in 53, she took from him, as usual, the name Claudia, and that of Rufîna on 
her marriage with Au lus Rufus Pudens in 64. This is spoken of by Martial, 4, 13. 
•* Claudia, the stranger (Peregrina), is about to marry my friend Rufus Pudens." He uses 
the Word Peregrina to show that she was a native of a country that had become a Roman 
province or colony, and as such enjoyed certain privilèges. 

Aulus Plaufcius Lateranus married Pomponia Graecina, who had been adopted into 
the Gens Pomponia, and returned to Rome in 47. (Dion Cassius, 60, 30, Suetonius, 
Claudius 24). A Welsh tradition makes her fche sister of Caractacus, and a Roman legend, 
Lucia (the lady of light), who buried St. Paul after bis martyrdom. In 57 she was accused 
of embracing a foreign superstition, that is to say Christianity, but was adjudged innocent 
of crime by her husband in the présence of her kindred. (Tacitus, A 13, 32.) 

Pudens and Claudia became Christians, and with her brother Linus they sainte 
Timothy in St. Panl's second letter to him, written from Rome in 64.

ïrHE followiug wood-cufc is copied from '* Le Pèlerinage de THomme/* by 

Guillaume de Guileville, printed by Antoine Verard, in folio at Pans in 1511. 

It is given in facsimile with the texts from whicli I hâve taken the explana- 

' tions, in a work, comparing tbe book of De Guileville witb the Pilgrim's 

Progress of John Bunyan, published by Pickering in 1858. 

In this work we are told (p. 18) " The poem of De Guileville opens by 
informing his readers that, in the year 1330, being then a monk in the 
monastery of Chaliz, he had a dream, in which he saw afar ofF, as if refleeted in a mirror, 
similar to the * shining light ' of Evangelist^ the celestial city of Jérusalem, a;id felt himself 
excited to go thither on a pilgrimage. He dwells on the wondrous beauty of its construc- 
tion, on the élégance of its mansions, on the character of its inhabitants, and their happiness 
and blessedness after their trials and sufferings/' etc. 

Le Pèlerinage de V Homme was once very popular, and was transi ated into several 
languages. This wood-cut, with the explanations of its symbolism, so clearly point out the 
fair and good life, embodied in the sajing " act on the square," that I think they may well 
take a place in our Transactions. 

" Guillaume de Guilleville né à Paris vers 1295, prit Thabit de St. Bernard à Tabbaye 
royale de Ghalis» en devient prieur, et y mourut vers 1360." — Biographie Universelle^ vol. 
xix., p. 168. 

(Page 22). In the house of grâce are personifications of Beason or Prudence, Nature, 
Sapience or Discrétion, Repentance or Piety, and Charity or Love : the latter presenting to 
her auditory the last Will and Testament of Him who, for love of mankind, died upon the 
Cross; which runs thus : — 

" I, who am the way, the truth, and the life, make this my last testament^ and volun- 
tarily bequeath my soûl to my Father, to be in his safe keeping, whilst I descend into hell 
to release those who love me. My body I bequeath to be interred in the sepulchre Joseph 
has made, and to the pilgrims who keep in the right way, in order that they may be 
nourished by it, and helped on their way. My heart I leave to those who love and keep my 
commandments. To John I leave the care of my mother, and my blood I leave for the 
salvation of ail those who had compassion on me."

The following explanation of the woodcut (Appendix p. xx.) is taken from tho Ms. 
in the British Muséum, Yitellius C. xiii. It contaius a metrical translation by John 
Lydgate, made as he himself says in the book in the year 1426, by the command of [Thomas 
de Montacute] the Earl of Salisbury. 

As I shall her reherse anoon 
The testament off cryst Jesu 

[A translation of this has been giveu above.] 

One clause of this will or testament bequeaths to mankind Pax Triplex — ''triple 
tranquility." The threu things signified by the three initial letters, at the three corners of 
the right-angle triangle, formed by the stem and one limb of a Latin cross are X, the initial 
of XpioTÔç, "Christ"; A, of Anima, "the soûl'*; F, oî Proximus, ouv " neighbour." When 
thèse three are properly disposed towards each other, there is a firmly established peace of 
mind; since they indicate the whole duty of man*s life, viz., bis love to God and bis 
neighbour.

THE THIRD MASONIC DISTRICT OF THE STATE OF 

NEW YORK.

T the June meeting of the Grand Lodge of New York in the year 1797, an 
applicaHon was presented for a warrant to erect a Lodge in the town of 
Brooklyn. This was in ail probabilitj St. Albans Lodge No. 62, which met 
at Hunter's Hôtel, on the site of what is now the Eagle Storage Warehouses, 
where it had a precarious existence for several years, and then sarrendered 
its warrant, ail it had left, Bro. Boerum, the landlord, having confîscated the 
rest of the assets for rent. 
At the session of the Grand Lodge held December éth, 1799, a pétition was presented 
asking for a warrant to form a Lodge in Brooklyn under the name of Fortitude Lodge, 
which was granted. From a minute in the records of Fortitude Lodge it appears that the 
application was made by former members of St. Albans Lodge No. 62, and Mechanics Lodge 
No. 1, of which Lodge, however, the Grand Lodge has no record. Fortitude Lodge bought 
the effects of St. Albans Lodge, and met in the same room as had St. Albans, in Hunter's 
Hôtel, and among the prominent mombers we find the name of Landlord Martin Boerum. 
The first regular communication was held December 23rd, 1779, with George A. Clussman, 
Master, Daniel Rhodes, Senior Warden, and Henry Eckford, Junior Warden. The number 
given the Lodge at that time was 84, but owing to the surrender of Warrants of other 
Lodges in the State, in August, 1819, it was changed to 81, and September 19th, 1837, it 
was changed to its présent number 19. 

The initial meeting for the érection of Hohenlinden Lodge No. 56 (now St. Alban's 
Lodge), was held at Captain A. Young's Steamboat Hôtel, June 21st, 1821, at which a 
committee was appointed to ascertain the necessary steps to take to obtain a dispensation. 
Several subséquent meetings were held at the same place, which resulted in an application 
being presented to the Grand Lodge, asking for a dispensation under the name and number 
of St. Albans Lodge No. 60, or such name and number as the Grand Lodge might deem 
meet The dispensation was granted, and the Lodge met on the second and fourth Mondays 
of the month at Captain Young's Steamboat Hôtel nnder the name of St. Albans until 
December, 1821, when a warrant was granted under the name of Hohenlinden Lodge 
No. 338, which number it retained nntil June 7th, 1839, when it received its présent number 
56. In 1823 Hohenlinden Lodge withdrew from the Grand Lodge, and assisted in org^niz- 
ing what was known as the Country Grand Lodge, but soon returned to its first love. In 
1894 the name of the Lodge was changed to St. Albans. 

Anglo-Saxon Lodge No. 137 was organized under a warrant dated June 16th, 1848, 
the charter members coming principally from Albion Lodge No. 26 (which met in New York 
City), who resided in Brooklyn, and wished to'have a Lodge nearer home. 

Joppa Lodge was originally erected under a warrant numbered 22, from the so-called 
St. John*s, or Atwood, Grand Lodge, dated July 2nd, 1850, with Bro. Charles S. Wesscot as 
Master, under which the brethren continued to work until October 29th of that year, when 
*they decided to surrender their St. John's Warrant, and applied to the Grand Lodge for a 
warrant, which was granted December 27 th, 1850, with Bro. George Leeds, Master. 

This was foUowed by the érection of Montauk Lodge No. 286, nnder a warrant dated 
April 7th, 1853; Brooklyn Lodge No. 288, May 30th, 1853; Lexington Lodge No. 310, June 
13th, 1853; Star of Bethlehem Lodge No. 322, June 14th, 1854; Central Lodge No. 361, 
January 5th, 1855 ; Long Island Lodge No. 382, January lOth, 1856 ; and Commonwealth 
Lodge No. 409, an offspring of Star of Bethlehem Lodge, June 3rd, 1867. 

The early history of Delta Lodge No. 451, seems to be somewhat shrouded in mystery. 
From the records of the Grand Lodge, it appears that at a spécial communication held at 
the City Hôtel, New York, December 22nd, 1851, an application was received, and the 
reqnest granted, for a charter for a Lodge to be called Delta, free of charge. It is also 
claimed that the Lodge had a préviens existence nnder a warrant granted by the St. John's 
Grand Lodge prier to 1847. It also appears from the records of the so-called Philip's 
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Grand Lodge, that a dîspensatîon was granted to the Lodge by tbat body June 22nd, 1853, 
wbich was followed by a cbarter, nnder whicb it worked nntil Augnst 19tb, 1858. The 
first commnnication niider its présent charter was held Septeniber 2nd, 1858. 

Zeradetba Lodge No. 483, constitated under a charter granted June 5th, 1860, was 
origînally constituted nnder a charter from the St. John's Grand Lodge, dated Jnne 28th, 
1858. 

Stella Lodge No. 485, another offspring of the St. John's Grand Lodge, sprang from 
Trowel Lodge No. 14, nnder the jurisdiction of that Grand Lodge, but it was " healed," and 
a dispensation granted Jnly 27th, 1859, nnder the name of Wyandauk Lodge, and continned 
nnder dispensation antil the f ollowing year, when the name was changed to Stella, in 
hononr of the danghter of Bro. Joseph Short, jnn., and a charter was granted under that 
name Jnne 16th, 1860. 

Kings Connty Lodge No. 511, an offshoot of Montank Lodge, was erected by brethren 
who lived in the tovvn of Flatbush, who found it inconvénient in those days of slow travel- 
ling to get to the Lodge as often as they wished, to whom a dispensation was granted 
Febrnary 7th, 1861, followed by a charter, nnder which they now work. 

Nassan Lodge 536, was constitated nnder a charter granted June 16th, 1863. Its 
first Master was W.'. J. B. Barris, who was a Past Master of Joppa Lodge. 

Greenwood Lodge No. 569, an ofEshoot from Star of Bethlehem, was constituted 
nnder a charter dated June 29tb, 1865, and was organized to fîll a want long felt in the 
section of the city known as Gowanns. 

Bedford Lodge No. 574 was organized after considérable opposition, throngh the 
efforts mainly of Bro. John K. Oakley, nnder a charter dated June 19th, 1866. 

Cosmopolitan Lodge No. 585 was an offshoot principally from Zeradetha Lodge, and 
was granted a charter Jnne 19th, 1866. 

Altaii* Lodge No. 601 sprang from Mantauk Lodge, and was granted a charter dated 
Jnne 22nd, 1866. 

Crystal Wave Lodge No. 638 was the next Lodge chartered nnder date of July 6th, 
1867, after working und'>r a dispensation granted Febrnary 9th of that year. The charter 
xnembers of this Lodge were men prominent in the tempérance ofganization of that time, 
and their aim was to make it as nearly as possible a tempérance lodge, hence the name. 

The year 1867 seems to bave been prolific in Masonic Lodges. We find Adytum 
Lodge No. 604 chartered Jnly 9th; Mistletoe Lodge No. 647 Jnly 17th; and Cambridge 
Lodge No. 662, which was grant-ed a dispensation Febrnary 23rd, but which did not reçoive 
a charter nntil Jnne 5th, 1868. 

No more charters were granted in the district nntil Jnne 17th, 1872, when Orion 
Lodge was constitated. This was followed by Acanthns Lodge No. 719, June 25th, 1872 ; 
Bzel Lodge No. 732, June 3rd, .1873; Sanctorum Lodge No. 747, Jnne 12th, 1Ô74; Anrora 
Orata Lodge No. 756, Jnne 14th, 1876 ; Covenant Lodge No. 758, an ontgrowth of Gommon- 
wealth Lodge, June 9th, 1875. 

Minerva Lodge No. 792 was formed principally from Greenwood and Crystal Wave 
Lodges, and was constituted June 30th, 1887. 

Daystar Lodge No. 798, also an offshoot principally from Crystal Wave and Green- 
wood Lodges, was constituted June 25th, 1890. 

Kedron Lodge No. 803, the baby of the third district, was instituted nnder dispensa- 
tion Jannary 5th, 1892. 

The plan of dividing the State into districts originated with M.'.W.'. Joseph D. 
Evans, of Anglo-Saxon Lodge, bat was not pat into effect nntil 1855, when what is now the 
third district formed part of the first district. In 1859 a sub-division was made which 
placed it in the third district ; snb-di visions were made again in 1865, 1868 and in 1872, 
ail of which placed it in the fonrth district, and in 1873 the présent bonndaries wei*e 
established constituting the third district. The district bas been represented in the Grand 
East by M.-.W.". Nathaniel J. Waring, of Fortitude Lodge No. 19, M.\W.-. Joseph D. Evans, 
of Anglo-Saxon Lodge No. 137, M.'.W.'. Joseph J. Conch, of Joppa Lodge No. 201, and 
M.'.W.*. William Sherer, of Anglo-Saxon Lodge No. 137. 
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HINDOO TEMPLES.

[Apart from the information conveyed, the following letter possesses a sad claim 
upon as, as beîng wntten bj a learned Anglo-Indian Brother, now passed to his rest, to onr 
Bro. Simpson who has so recentlj also left ns. Both the hand whicb wrote it and the eyes 
whicli should hâve read it, and would doabtless bave done so with great interest, are now 
slilled in death. The letter has been handed to ns by Bro. J. Stiven of Madras. He writes : 
" I send yoa herewith a short paper which was given me some time ago by Bro. A J. 
Cooper Oakley, as he thought it might be interesting to the brethren of oor Lodge. Bro. 
Cooper Oakley had stndied Indian Mythology very deeply, and few men knew more abont 
it than he did. He changed his mind about sending this letter to yon, as he thought it was 
not of snflBcient importance, although I and others strongly advised him to do so ; bat now 
that he is gone I think the Lodge should be placed in possession of his comments on Bro. 
Simpson's paper." — Editok.] 

MouHT RoAD, Madras, 18th August, 1895. 

^Y dear and W. Bro. Simpson, — I hâve just received a copy of A.Q.G.y vol. i., 
and hâve read therein with mnch interest your excellent paper on the 
" Tripartite Division of Temples,*' and now with much diffîdence, I venture 
to address to you a few notes on the subject. 

I may say that I cannot now treat the subject with the détail which it 
demands for lack of time, I am only taking advantage of a Sunday's leisure 
to inflict on you a few disjointed remarks. 

T notice that you seem to omit the Temples of Southern India. I thînk they are 
worth study, as it is only in Southern India that one now finds the real Vedic Brahman, 
and they are the only temples now in India that bave been constructed with due élaboration. 
•As to the tripartite division, I think you will find it in the temple proper, that is to 
say, that building in which is placed the image of the god. The buildings in the temple 
compound are ail symbolical, but the division is not necessarily tripartite, they seem to 
correspond to what are called the Chakrams in Yoga philosophy, ; the most important, the 
Brahmarandhram, the one at the top of the head, being symtolised by the thousand-pillared 
Mandapam — this centre (or Chakram) is said to bo like a thousand-petalled lotus. 

The tripartite division has référence not only to the three worlds but to the bodies of 
man, the gross body, the subtle body, and the causal body ; while the fourth is represented 
by the niche in which the image actually stands. The idea is that the aim is to identify 
oneself with the deity, and that if one overcomes the gross body one then exists in the sabtle 
body, and so on until ono reaches divinity. 

The proper building of a big temple is, or onght to be^a most diffîcult and elaborate 
affair. First the ground must be pure, which involves certain geomantic proceedings ; then 
it must also be consecrated. Next each part must be made according to certain proportions 
which are laid down in the Silpa Sastra, and that in such a manner that the numbers and 
arrangement shall ail bo symbolical, and this symbology must agrée in ail points with the 
god who is to bé worshipped. 

At the reading of your paper Bro. Speth made a référence to the numbers of the 
Great Pyramid. I may just add that Chidambaram temple is said to hâve been built on 
this principle ; namely, that every measurement has a meaning, and this ought to be the 
case with ail temples that are properly constructed. That this is not so at présent is due 
to the fact that most of the knowledge required is lost, and was never possessed save by a few. 

I believe that is the real reason why we are called Masons. For the proper layin g 
out of such a temple is a very différent thing to the work of a modem architect who has 
only to attend to œsthetic requirements, and it was only an initiate of high standing who 
possessed this knowledge. Such a temple would be as it were his master-piece. I may 
note that in the descriptions of the temples mentioned in the Bible the numbers are always 
given with great détail and I think it probable that they had a symbolical meaning. 

Another point is the object of a temple. Hère the idea of a temple is that it is a 
place in which the divine spirit, or a divine spirit, definitely dwells, and people go to the 
temple either to get, as it were, a portion of that spirit, or to get some advantage to themselves 
supposed to be obtainable through the action of that spint. Now the most important thing 
in a temple is what may be described as the fixing therein of the spirit. And that is the 
object of the image. But this is not ail. The important part of the image (which has to 
be constructed of certain materials and in certain proportions according to strict rules,) is

what is called the Yantram, a sort of cabaliâtîc figure which is snpposed to attract the 
spirit in mnch the same way as the talismans of the middle âge magicians were snpposed to 
attract and confine certain spirits: This is always placed beneath the feet of the figure, it 
mnst be prepared by a holy man who also has the requisite knowledge. But then the power 
has to be kept up, and for this purpose there is a certain daily Poojah orworship consisting 
of certain mantrams, ofFerings of flowers, and anointments ; the mantrams used and ail the 
materials of worship mnst exactly correspond with the deity worshipped. If yon get your 
image and yantram and the daily poojah the rest is more a matter of détail. 

I hâve seen for instance the deyelopment of a little village god. First there was a 
little image placed on a pièce of waste ground just withont the village. Then a mud wall 
abont a foot high was placed round it. Then the image was enclosed in a sort of niche, 
then a building was placed round the image, enclosing it, and finally a small compound 
was made. 

In another case I know of the beginning of the making a temple to a more important 
god. The Brahman, who is to build it, had a dream telling him to make a certain image, 
and to make poojah to it in a certain way. He was very much strnck by this dream, and 
went to an ascetic of his acquaintance to consult him abont it. The ascetic, who is said to 
be able to make gold in small quanti ties, and who has a considérable réputation, consulted 
a sort of magie mirror (anjunam) and found that the dream was a genuiue one and that the 
image ought to be made, and offered to make the yantram himself. This has actually been 
donc, and I hâve seen the figure which is a very elaborate one. The next thing will be to 
make the image and then to find it a habitation. 

I may also note that the discovery made in the Royal Arch Degree seems to be 
simply the Yantram of the Temple. The Ineffable Name and the Snbstituted Name are 
both found in Hinduism, where ea<;h of the gods has a thousand names in Sanskrit. 

I do not think that temples of this kind hâve any thing to do with death. They are 
rather to be regard ed as sources of more abundant life. I do know a case hère of a very 
sacred place which is a place of pilgrimage and is said to be the tomb of a certain saint. 
But the idea is that, though his gross body is buried underground (it is in a sort of cave 
which T hâve entered), his spirit is still to be invoked at this spot and that he is. in fact 
very much more alive than when confined to ordinary bodily conditions. There is no idea 
of the worship of death. 

I may also note that in ail Hindu temples there is what corresponds to the Tyler, a 
sort of inferior deity placed at or near the entrance to keep off ail bad influences, he is 
generally Ganesh. Similarly before every procession of an idol the road is first traversed 
by a deity whose business it is to c!ear the way, and the procession does not start until this 
deity, or rather his image, has returned to the temple. 

Theoretically a temple with its out-bnildings ought to be a sort of diagram of the 
cuit to which itis dedicated, with référence of course to the spécial deity to whom it belongs. 
And, as I hâve said, this involves far more than the mechanical ability and mathematical 
knowledge required by an ordinary builder or architect, and it is thù wisdom that the 
Grand Master was supposed to possess, and it seems to be hère that the attribute *' spécula- 
tive " applies. 

It also seems worth asking whether the 
jewels worn had not a sort of talismanio value, 
in a protective sensé, but this is perhaps too 
spéculative a theory. 

I send with this a rough sketch of a yan- 
tram in my possession. It belongs tothe god- 
dess Kali and is intended for use in making 
poojah. The worshipper should sit on it while 
he is saying his prayers. The centre is the 
conch which is one of the four symbols of the 
tarot (cup) and coiresponds to H in the tetra- 
gram. It is of course female. The four letters 
mean "révérence to Siva" (Sivaya namah). 
It is inscribed on a copper-plate about 8 incbes 
square. If an idol were made in conjunction 
with it, it would be also made of copper, and 
placed above the yantram, to which it would 
be fixed by a copper fastening. 

I hâve only to add that the above remarks 
are founded on information given me by Brab- 
mans of approved learning and not derived 
from books. 




KALI YANTRAM 
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A SKETCH OF NORWEGIAN MASONIC HISTORY, 

BY BRO. ALBERT J. LANGE, 

Eidsvoîd Vœrk^ Nonvay, 
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BOUT the time that Lodge Zorobabel, in Copenhagen, received its charter, the 
oldest Lodge in Norway, St. Olans til den hvide Léopard, was constituted bj 
the M.W. Grand Lodge of England, as a Craft Lodge, in 1745. It is written 
in the History of Freemasonrj in Denmark that St. Olans was constituted in 
1749. This is, however, a mistake. The Lodge was constituted in 1745, but 
in 1749 it was opened and subordinated to the Prov.G.M. of the north, Baron 
Christian Conrad Danneskiold-Lanrvig.^ 
The Lodge seems to hâve existed in straitened oircumstances nntil Bro. Bemt Anker 
became W.M. (in 1785 ?). He was a very rich man, and shed lustre on his Lodge. St. 
Olaas held its meetings for many years in his palace at Christiania (the présent Royal 
Palace) but after his decease the Lodge once more languished. In the year 1818 it was 
united with the Swedish Lodges. 

I haye in my possession an apron with the year 1746, worn by a raember of this 
Lodge. It is edged with blue, with a semi-circnlar fall flap. On the skin are painted in 
gold, the sun, the moon, seven stars, the square and compassés, foot-rule, plumb and level, 
the crossed peus, and also the crossed koys. Ail round is a fringe of plaited buff-coloured 
string with brown cross streaks. The apron is shown herewith : it is 36 centimètres deap 
and 83 centimètres broad. 




' Nothing whatever is known of the St. Olans Lodge in our English archives. Indeed, there never 
at any time was a single Lodge of any sort in Norway on the register of the Grand Lodge of England. 
Baron Danneskiold-Laurvig was appointed in 1749, by Grand Master Lord Byron, Provincial Grand Master 
for Denmark and Norway (the two kingdoms were at that time and until 1814 under one mler) and it is 
qaite possible that he may hâve constituted Lodges in Norway, but if so, he f ailed to make the asnal retams 
to onr Grand Lodge. — Editor.

In 1786 a Craft Lodge was constituted in Bergen (Cari til den norkse Lôvf^, A.Q.G. 
vol. xii., p. 166), but it appears to hâve been short-lived. In 1808 only nine of its members 
were lef t. The présent Lodge in Bergen possesses the charter and many of the working 
tools of the old Lodge, and by the courtesy of the W.M., Bro. Dr. F. Stabell, I bave now a 
copy of the charter, a large painting of the working- tools, and two photographe of the 
officers' pedestals.2 

Abont 1780 a Lodge was constituted in Trondhjem and was given the name of 
Christian til den sorte Hjelm (Christian of the Dark Helmet). It seems, however, that 
this Lodge also existed but a short time; becanse in 1785 its inventory was removed to the 
palace of Genei'al Bang. The first W.M. was Cari Jacob Valdemar, Count Schmettau. 

In the year 1808 some Dutch officers were assembled on a man-of-war bound to East 
India, which on account of a storm was driven into Bergen. Fifteen of the officers were 
Masons, and seven others who were not, expressed their wish to be initiated. On their 
arrivai at Bergen thèse fifteen masons constituted a Field Lodge (in the minutes called an 
Ambulatory Lodge,) which met for the first time on the lOth February, 1808. At this 
meeting nine candidates were ballotted for and the next meeting fixed. On the 13th eight 
candidates and a serving brother were initiated in the Entered Apprentice Degree. After 
the 28th February nothing more is known about the Lodge. Perhaps the members went 
back again to HoUand or to East India. 

The présent Lodge in Bergen possesses a diploma from this Lodge De toevellige 
Vereeniging, the minutes of the meetings and a letter from the Lodge to its Mother Lodge, 
Les vrais Bataves, at the Hague. 

During the war of 1807-1809 there is said to hâve been a Field Lodge at Kongsberg 
(the Norwegian silver mines) but I do not know for how long. 

In 1825 (Norway being then politically'and masonically unlted to Sweden), on the 
30th November, a Craft Lodge was constituted in Drammen under the name of Oscar til 
den flammende Stjeme (Oscar of the Flaming Star), but on account of the W.M.'s 
behaviour the Lodge was closed in 1836 and moved to Christiania as a St. Andrew's Lodge, 
(Scottish Degrees 4-6) under the same name : and in that city il still flourishes. 

In 1867 a Norwegian Scots-Ijodge was erected, which in 1870 was raised to a 
Norwegian Provincial Grand Lodge, under the Grand Lodge of Sweden. In 1892 this 
Provincial Grand Lodge was declared independent as the Grand Lodge of Norway (the Xth 
province according to the Swedish System.) 

The Norwegian Grand Lodge possess now seven Lodges, viz. — Oscar of the Seven 
Moun tains, in Bergen (1875); Gustav of the Lode Star, in Drammen (1877); Northern 
light in Trondhjem (1881) ; St. Swithin in Stavangar (1895) ; Orion of the Two Rivers, in 
Christianssand S. (1899) ; Oscar of the Crowned Beech (1900) ; and the old Lodge, already 
menti oned. St. Olave of the White Léopard at Christiania. Add to thèse the Chapter for 
the highest degrees (7-11) and two St. Andrew's Lodges in Christiania and Bergen as well 
as some so-called " Broderforeninger " (German, Krânzchen : Masonic Circles or Clubs), 
and you hâve the whole Grand Lodge of Norway. 

In the year 1882 the Grand Lodge Zur Sonne in Bayrenth granted a charter for some 
brethren in Trondhjem to open a Blue Lodge named St. Olaf til det gjeurejste Tempel 
(of the re-erected Tempel) ; in 1885 the same Grand Lodge consecrated Lodge Olaf Kyrre 
til den gyldne Kjiede (of the Golden Chain) at Christiania, and in 1891 Lodge Kolbein til 
den opgaaende Sol (of the Rising Sun) in Lillehammer. Those three Lodges formed in 
1892 the Norwegian St. John's Provincial Grand Lodge, for the Blue Degrees only. This 
Provincial Grand Lodge bas — under charter from the Grand Lodge Zur Sonne — since then 
consecrated the Lodges St. Halvard of the Flaming Star, in Hamar (1893), and Humanitas 
of the Two Lilies, in Skien (1900). I bave noted the by-names in English, as being easier 
to understand. 

Thèse two Grand Lodges now work side by side. But we would like to hâve only 
one Grand Lodge for Norway, as in Bngland, where the first three degrees form the Grand 
Lodge. It seems, however, to be a very difficult matter to effeot such a reformation in the 
Swedish System.

Old Tracing Board, Gibraltar.— I enclose you a photograph of an old Tracing 
Board which was used in the Inhabitants Lodge at Gibraltar in my time, 1859. It is un- 
fortunately much woru, and the dilapidated appeaiance is not the fault of the photographer, 
but of the board itself. So far as I know there is no tradition connected with the board, but 
it is interesting as it includes, besides the Craft, the Royal Arch and the Templar Degrees. 
The Lodge was originally warranted by the " Athol '* Grand Lodge in 1777, but became dor- 
mant and was revived in 1858 by Bro. R. F. Gould, the late Bro. Major F. G. Irwin and 
others. It obtained a Centenary Warrant in 1862, probably under the mistaken impression 
that it was the samé Lodge as a former Inhabitants Lodge of Gibraltar, which was con- 
stituted by the original Grand Lodge in 1762, niade no payments after 1800, and was erased 
from the roll in 1813 at the union of the rival Grand Lodges. This Centenary Warrant was 
cancelled in 1877, and another one granted as from that date.

An Old Api'On. — Bro. F. Morfee Walsh recently brought me some certificates and 
an apron, formerly belonging to his relative Bro. William Morfee, of the Lodge " Mariners," 
Guemsey, No. 222, on the roll of the ** Antients " Grand Lodge. The certificates are from 
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the Lodge at Guemsey and the " Antîents" Grand Lodge în London, dated 22nd November, 
1803, and 2nd Febrnary, 1804, testifying to this brother's rank as a M.M., and his Royal 
Arcb certificate datod 28th Joly, 1808. Tbe apron is of white leathei*, lined witb light blue 
silk, 19 inches long and 17 inches wide witb a circnlar flap, printed from an engraved plate 
by Bro. Robert Newman, dated 1798. The design is well known (see -4.Q.G., vol v., p. 179) 
but I understand that this copy is unusual in the following respects : — 

1. — The two figures of Masons portrayed on it are represented witb red coUars of 
office instead of blue, as is usual on thèse aprons which wereused indifferently for Craftand 
Royal Arcb, so that this example seems to bave been especially designed for Cbapter use. 

2. — Tbe apron and flap are bordered witb light blue silk half inch wide between two 
rows of silver braid witb an edgiug of silver fringe.

John Earle Oram, M.A., M.E., of Dublin, on the 8th February, 1900. Our 
brother was Librarian and Chief Clerk in the Royal University of Ireland, a most dis- 
tinguished graduate of that University, and had been recalled to that post from tbe Pro- 
fessorship of Applied Mechanics at Windsor University, Halifax, N.S. Bro. Oram joined 
our Circle in January, 1890, and was a most appréciative reader of our Transactions,

REEMASONRY IN FAVERSHAM, 1768 to 1899.-Compiled chieflj from 
Lodge and Chapter minutes by Francis F. Girand. (For private circalation 
only). Margate : Printed at KehWs Gazette OflBce, MCM. 8vo. 56 pp. 

In 1887 Bro. Girand printed, eqaally for private circulation only, a 
^0 small pamphlet with the same title, of which the above may be considered a 
second and extended édition. The history of the Lodge and Chapter has 
been told almost exclusively through excerpts from the minutes, and the author has been 
sparîug, most readers will think too sparing, of personal comment. There has practically 
been but one Lodge in Faversham, althongh two warrants are in existence. The brethren 
obtained a warrant in the first instance from the " Athol " Grand Lodge, but within a few 
months petitioned the Original Grand Lodge for a Constitution and, having obtained it, 
allowed the first one to lapse and ceased to work under it. Both warrants may now be seen 
in their Lodge room. From 1840 to 1859 the Lodge was almost dead and quite dormant, 
no meetings were held, a great portion of the f nrniture was sold, probably to meet Grand 
Lodge dues, and the membership dwindled to five and, apparently, even to three members. 
But the dues were kept paid up, and in 1859 the regular meetings were resumed and the 
Lodge has since flonrished. 

There were, however, two distinct Chapters. The first existed from 1778 to 1866, 
but it had made no returns for 28 years previously, and much of its property was sold in 
1836 and 1844. The présent Chapter was constituted in 1888. 

A very interesting section is devoted to the history of the fine old Grammar School, 
elevated on oak pillars above a covered playground, which has now been converted iuto a 
quaint and convenient Masonic Hall for the Faversham brethren. A good photograph of it 
serves, as frontispiece to the book. Lists and tables are supplied, of great int^rest to the 
members, and the whole work has been carefnlly written, well printed and neatly bound. 
The minutes are apparently complète from the beginning.

An Historical Sketch, read at the Semi-Centennial Célébration of the Introduc- 
tion of Freemasonry in Minnesota, and of the Organization of St. Paul Lodge No. 3, A.F. & 
A.M., by George Beuben Metcalf, 33^. . . . Masonic Hall, St. Paul, Minn., September 
8th, A.D. 1899, A.L. 5899. 

A most interesting pamphlet of 43 pp. 8vo., with several full page illustrations 
of the meeting places of the Lodge, and of original members. It describes vividly and, 
considering that the records hâve been more than once destroyed by fire, with wondeiful 
minuteness, the establishment of a Lodge in an absolntely new territory, the initial steps 
having been taken and the Lodge formed " under dispensation " before the Territory was 
declared one by the U.S. Government. Had the Lodge only gone straight ahead and 
applied for its permanent warrant without the delay which occurred, it would havo 
been No. 1 ; as it is, two Lodges considerably its juniors in the matter of working, but 
by a few weeks its seniors in the actual possession of a warrant, stand before it on the roll. 
Not only this, but the No. 3 of to-day is not in strict legality the No. 3 of fifty years ago. 
Owing to dissensions in the L'odge, and in order to get rid of one member who seems to 
hâve been very hardly dealt with, the members in 1856 delivered up the charter to Grand 
Lodge, and immodiately applied for a new one, the name of the one brother being sedulousiy 
omitted from the list of petitioners. There are other curions occurrences noted in thèse 
few pages. One of thèse refers to the preliminary meetings when it became difficult to 
décide how to prove satisfactorily that each one attending was a Mason. One person 
présent suggested that each should go down on his knees and raising his hands on hîgh, 
take an oath to that effect, himself setting the example, which was not followed however. 
This individual was actually appointed and served for some time as a Warden of the new 
Lodge, until he was somehow spotted as not a Mason at ail by the members of G.L., and 
ad vice thoreof sent to St. Paul. But by that time he had left the neighbourhood. The 
biographies of the founders are welcome reading, and the little book will be very acceptable 
to ail who take an interest in such matters. Our Bro. Metcalf is to be sincerely congi^tu- 
lated on excellent workmanship : he has doue the very best possible with rather scanty 
material. I understand, however, that the paper,as read and printed, is merelyone chapter 
out of a large work, now in the press, to which we shall ail look forward with interest.

Attention was drawn by the Secretary to tho following exhibits : 

A colonred print, entitled *' The Mysteries that hère are shown are only to a Mason known." The 
print is a well known one, but not very often met with, is dedicated to the Fraternity by "William 
Thompson, Hieroglyphns," and pablished by Robert Sayer & Co. It was reproduced in facsimile by Bro. 
R. Jackson, of Leeds, a year or two ago. 

A silver medal-straok in honoar of Bro. Dr. James Burnes, exhibited by Bro. G. L. Shackles from 
his collection, in illnstration of the paper sabseqaently read by Bro. R. F. Gould. 

Two very thin silver engraved jewels : the one a sun in splendeur, the other a plamb the bob of 
which was also a snn in splendour, date 1814. Thèse belong to the Apollo Lodge. Recelés, Suffolk, and aro 
traditionally supposed by the members of the Lodge to h&ye been the collar jewels of the W.M. and J.W. 
respectively. As against this supposition is the fact that the Lodge possesses the ordinary jewels of thèse 
officers, hall marked of the same date. As eaoh jewel bas a ring attached to it, they were evidently 
snspended soniewhere, either to the breast of the oflBcers in question, or perhaps attached to the régulation 
jpwels. Also the old seal of the Lodge, very well eut, and ehowing the arms of the Grand Lodge of Ëngland 
(Modems) as used before the Union in 1813. Also an impression of an engraved plate, with the name of 
the Lodge in head, and showing a twisted ribbon in the shape of an clipse, with tho tools of a F.C within. 
Tradition in the Lodge has it that this plate was used to mark the aprons of the Craftsmen, but it would 
appear more probable that it was the iirst page of the Lodge Summons. AU the above were exhibiled by 
Bro. Hamon le Strange. 

An old aproD, exhibited by Bro. G. Graveley. It is of white satin, embroidered in colonred silks 
and spangles, and edared with a narrow silver fringe. On the circular fall is.an irradiated Eye ; down each 
side an indented border worked in red, blue and purple ; the Two Columns snrmounted by globes ; a Royal 
Arch standing on a tossalated pavement of white, red, blue and purple squares; an Ark on the sea within 
a Rainbow surmounted by a Rod and Serpent ; and other usual Masonio Devices. The tradition in the 
owner's family asserts that the apron orîginally belonged to the Duke of Wharton, Grand Master in 1723, 
but the nature of some of the symbols altogether precludes sach an early date, although the opron may 
well date from 1750-60. 

A reduoed facsimile of an inscription in Christchuroh, Dublin, 1170-75, to John the Lombard, a 
most interesting pièce of évidence whose value will be more apparent when the exhibit>or, Bro. Thomas 
Drew, Président of the Irish Institute of Architects, reads a paper to the Brethren which is now being 
prepared. 

The thanks of the Lodge were conveyed to the several exbibitors. 

Letters and telegrams of excuse for non-attondance were read from Bros. T. B. Whytehead, 
W.M.; E. Couder, jun., S.W. ; Admirai Markham, J.D. ; B. Macbean, P.M.; W. J. Hnghan, and others. 

A telegram conveying the Hearty Good Wishes and Congratulations of the Brethren was dis- 
patched to Bro. General Sir Charles Warren at Ladysmith, thu first Master of the Lodge.

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IN LOVING RBMEMBRANOB OF 

JOHN LANE, P.A.G.D.C- 

(1843—1899.) 
BY BRO. W. /. HUGHAN, RG,D. 




JT is my very sad duty to draw attention to the fact, that we hâve been called 
upon to lament another serions gap which h as occnrred in our ranks ; one 
of the most regrettable we hâve yet experienced, and which, owing to the 
pecnliar gifts or onr dear Brother, deceased, cannot well be filled. Some of 
U8 hâve tried our hands at similar work to the " Masonic Records, 1717— 
1894"— Bro. Gonld and the writer, in particnlar— bnt ail of ns, as Masonio 
Stndents, heartily acknowladge that in the lamented 

Bbo. Johk LàKE 

we hâve nndonbtedly had as a member, and now hâve lost, the Statistician of the Society. 
We hâve received as a Lodge, a Grand Lodge, and a Fraternity immense benefit from the 
intelligent, persistent and snccessfnl researches and amazing compilations of our esteemed 
friend. What is more, he has practioally contribnted, once and for ail, a complète acconnt, 
as respects their origin, ennmeration, places of meeting, nomenclature and distinctive 
featares, of ail the Lodges anthorized by the premier Grand Lodge, the three other Grand 
Lodges and the TJnited Grand Lodge, from early in the eighteenth century to the présent 
time, including those which hâve left the Jurisdictîon of England to form Grand Lodges of 
their own on the Continent of Europe, the United States of America, the Dominion of 
Canada, and other Colonies and Dependencies of the British Crown. Considerably over 
4,000 Lodges hâve thus been treated to an extent, thoronghness, accuracy and perfect 
arrangement hitherto unattempted, and assuredly beyond praise for its nsefulness, interest, 
impoH^knce, and a value which will increase as the years come and go. 

On my coming to réside in Torquay, in 1883, Bro. Lane was then the W.M. of the 
" Jordan " No. 1402,'in which Lodge he was iuitiated lOth September, 1878 ; (bornin 1843) 
and scarcely ever missed one of its meetings, from the beginning of hia Masonio career to 
its close on December 30th, 1899. He was very mnch interested in the Lists of Lodges 
arranged by me in my "Memorials of the MaHonio Union of A.D. 1813," and "Numerical 
Begister of Lodges which formed the United Grand Lodge of England," published in 1874 
and 1878 respeotîvely ; likewise "The Fonr Old Lodges, Ponnders of Modem Preemasonry " 
(1879) by Bro. B». P. Gould* Thèse works were quite after his own heart, and led him to 
suggest to me the desirability of compiling on similar lines, a Becord of ail the Lodges on 
the Regîsters of the four Grand Lodges, and the United Grand Lodge, from 1717, and 
wondercd if 1 thought such a scheme at ail practical or feasible. My answer was so 
emphatio against snch a herculean labour being attempted that the matter quite passed 
from my mind, until a few weeks snbsequently he ezhibited particulars of a number of 
Lodges aiTanged on a System he thought would answer, and declared his intention of 
attempting the compilation, if 1 would assist him with the loan of materials and MSS. 
acoumalated by me for an ezbenaion of my previous efforts, inclnding the Beports of the 
Grand Lodge of England for over a century. 

Thus was begun '* Masonio Records 1717-1886," dedicated by gracions permission 
to H.R.H. the Prince of Wales M.W. Grand Master ; (with supplément in 1887), which 
was foUowed by a 2nd édition in 1895, similarly dedicated, bnt pnblished by the Grand 
Lodge of England, to whom Bro. Ijane presented the copyright, after providing that the 
expenso per copy to snbscribers should not be more than one gninea. The Board of General 
Pnrposes warmly praised the colossal volume and remarked most truly that ^' Many yeara 
of patient labour and careful researoh were spent by the compiler in its préparation, and it 
is perhaps the most useful Maaonio Work ever pnblished." The Printer in both instances 
was Bro. Michael Charles Peck, of Hnll, who personally superintended their production, 
and took the liveliest interest in their progress and completion. It waa to him a labour of 
love, aa with the Anthor. The two volumea are noteworthy for their excellence and 
accaracy typographically and generally ; the nnmber of fignrea, with auoh a masa of tablea 
being a most formidable taak, aa will be évident to anyone familiar with auoh matters, and 
Bro. Peok'a auoceaa may therefore well be termed a trinmph. 
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Natnrally the brethren in the Province of Devon were el&ted with thîs great 
achievement by one of their members, and in 1887 (the year of Her Gracions Majesty's 
Jnbilee), the R.W. Bro. Lord Ebrington, Prov. G.M., appointed Bro. Lane to the rank of 
Past Pi^Qv. Grand Registrar in appréciation of his vast literary services on behalf of the 
Craft. Later on (1899), the Right Hon. Lord Northcote, G.C.I.E , &c., Prov. G.M. of Devon, 
selected him for the office of Prov.J.G.W. which he held to his decease. In the Royal 
Arch, his exaltation took place in 1880 ; in 1889 and 1896 he was M.E.Z. of his Mother 
Ghapter, No. 328 Torquay, and in 1899 to his death was serving as First Principal of the 
newly f ormed Chapter lield under the wing of his Lodge No. 1^2, of which he was one of 
the Fonnders. His officiai positions in this degree locally were due to his zealous labours 
on its behair. After having served as Prov.G.Reg. in 1890, he also was invested as Prov. 
Grand J. in 1898. 

In 1888 the Grand Lodge of lowa conferred on him the high rank of Past Senior 
Grand Warden to mark how warmly his labours were valued in that literary Masonic 
Centre, and several Lodges in England, noted for their interest in Masonic Literature, 
elected him as one of their honorary members ; followed by a similar compliment from the 
Yeteran Association of Illinois, through its esteemed Président, General J. C. Smith, 
P.G.M. (C.C.). 

The honour, however, that Bro. Lane valued the most of ail was the rank of 
P. A.G.D.C. conferred on him by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, K.G. the M.W.G.M. The 
R.W. Bro. W. W. B. Beach, the acting Grand Master, thus referred to the appointment as 
reported in the Proceedings of the Grand Lodge on June 5th, 1895. 

" Brethren, I bave to state that the M. W. Grand Master bas been pleased to 
conf er on Bro. John Lane, the author of * Masonic Records * the dignity and 
rank of Past Assistant Grand Director of Cérémonies. It will be within the 
recollection of Grand Lodge that at the Quarterly Communication of the 6th 
of June last. Grand Lodge unanimously accepted the very gênerons ofFer of 
Bro. Lane to présent to it the copyright of a most valuable work knovni as 
* Lane*s Masonic Records,' in the production of which he had brought to bear 
the greatest ability,and had alsospent npon it an immense deal of time and 
labour. The work was pronounced by the late Président of the Board of 
General Purposes as 'simply in valuable,' and the M.W.G.M. in conferring 
upon Brother Lane the rank I bave named, is only giving expression to the 
feelings entertained towards Bro. Lane by the whole of the Craft." 

The Acting Grand Master then invested our Brother with the clothing and jewel of 
his new rank, which had heen voled him at the last meeting of the Board of Général Purposes^ 
the Jewel bearing the foUowing inscription : 

" Presented to W. Brother John Lane, F.C. A., Past A.G.D.O. by the United 
Grand Lodge of England, in récognition of his valuable literary services to the 
Craft, 6th June, 1895," 

and warmly tendered his congratulations to Bro. Lane, expressing at the same time the 
thanks of the Craft for his labours and handsome gift of the invaluable work. 

At the Suprême G^rand Chapter on November 6th, 1895, the Grand Honours were 
completed, by Bro. Lane being invested with the insignia of Assistant Grand Director of 
Cérémonies, by the acting First Grand Principal. 

The second important book by our beloved member was published in 1889 and 
dedicated tx> me, one of the reasons for such valued compliment being '* as a personal tribute 
of thanks for his [my] constant assistance and encouragement during many years of 
Masonic study and investigation." Thetitle is 

*' A Handy Book to the study of the Engraved, Printed, and Manuscript Lists 
OF Lodges, of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of England (Modems and 
Ancients) from 1723 to 1814." 

Some 200 pages, in octavo, (400 copies) are literally fuU of most interesting and 
curions particulars concerning ail sorts and conditions of Lists of Lodges from the earliest 
known to the blessed Union of December, 1813. There is no other work liko it, and the 
labour involved in its préparation was such, that I feel assured it will long continue without 
a rival. In looking through the numerous papers left by Bro. Lane, tinished and unfinished 
(many of which contain abundance of materials and compilations respecting English Lodges) 
I bave been literally sarprised at his industry and patience in unravelling and arranging the 
multitudinous détails, (wearisome in their monotony, and in which he was so wondeiSully

Buccessfnl), as to tbe Lodges warranted or rather constituted durîng the early part of the 
eighteenth century. Some of thèse extraordinary compilations 1 hâve (as his Masonic 
Executor) placed in the Library of the Grand Lodge of England, and others I must try to 
complète for the sake of their gifted compiler, and becanse of their importance as carefnl 
and accarate Tables relative to the origin, progress and spécial featnres of old and remarkable 
Lodges. 

The third book is of a lighter and more artistic character, being devoted to " Gentenary 
Warrants and Jewels : comprising an accoaùt of ail the Lodges nnder the Grand Lodge of 
England, to which Gentenary Warrants hâve been granted, together with Illnstrations of 
ail the Spécial Jewels." The handsome volnme (8vo., 200 pp.) was . printed by " Bro. 
Winget, Directory Office, Torqnay," and is a very creditable production. It is dedicated to 
the M.W.G.M. and the members of the Grand Lodge of lowa, and the W.M.'s, Officers and 
Brethren of the Lodges who had elected Bro. John Lane one of their honorary members. 
It is, in part, snpplemental to my " Masonic Register " of 1878, and is remarkable for the 
spirited criticisms in respect to the granting of Gentenary Warrants to Lodges that were 
not dnly qualified, of which there were several nnder what may, happily now, be termed the 
old régime. 

His élection in 1887 as a member of the " Quatuor Goronati " Lodge, No. 2076, 
London, put the '^Hall Mark" on ail his wiitings, and the compliment thns paid him was 
accepted by his many friends as the " Bine Ribbon " of the Fraternity. Owing to distance 
from the Metropolis, and his heavy professional duties as a Ghartered Accountant (he had 
been a F. G. A. from 1882 and also Follow of other kindred societies) and Secretary of several 
large companies, Bro. Lane felt constraîned to retire from office in onr Lodge, mnch to the 
regret of ail of us ; but he bore his fnll share in providing original contributions to the 
" Ars Quatuor Goronatorum," the chief of which were papers on (1) Masters' Lodges " 
(1888), (2) " Dumfries Kilwinning MS. No. 4 " (1893), (3) " The Early Lodges of Free- 
masons; their Gonstitution and Warrants, 1717-1760 " (1895), and (4) " Another New List 
of Lodges, A.D. 1732." I need not now indicate the chief points of interest in thèse valuable 
productions, especially the very suggestive and important facts so ably presented and lucidly 
explained in the first and third of the foregoing, as they hâve been warmly appreciated by 
Masonic experts the " wide world over." I should like also to note a valuable article he 
prepared on " Lodges in America under the English Gonstitution, 1733-1889," which was 
published in Division iv. of the " History of Freemasonry and Goncordant Orders," by the 
" Fraternity Publishing Gompany " (Boston and New York, U.S.A.) 

I am sorry to state that a number of papers which Bro. Lane had in préparation are 
not sufficiently forward to be utilised. Many important contributions were intended for 
publication by him in due time, as evideuced by careful plans having been laid down for 
future papers, but " Man proposes — God disposes," so that thèse must now be laid aside, it 
being impossible to complète them without knowing the intentions of the author. For- 
tunately there ai*e other tables and compilations that can be made use of ; such as an elaborate 
Register of the attendance at the Quarterly Gommunication of Grand Lodge of ail the 
Metropolitan Lodges from 1727 to 1748 ; Gopies of Lists of Members of Lodges in the First 
Minute Book of the Grand Lodge, 1723 and 1725, and also of 1731-2, with full particulars 
as to the Lodges inserted in ail the Engraved, MS. and printed Lists ; besides other MS. 
volumes conceming the Registers of " Modem " and " Ancient " Lodges, with suggestive 
remarks and notes as conceming removals and erasures. 

Bro. Lano was not quite so successful as a lecturer, for in his particular departments 
of Masonic study, figures played such an important part, or numerous quotations in illus- 
tration of his vîews were such necessary featnres of his discourses, that he had to read 
closely whiist lecturing, and hence the lectures really were more suitable as essays and as 
valuable incentives to i-enewed researches by those who had the opportunity to carefuUy 
peruse his papers; One especially led to considérable discussion and correspondence sub- 
sequently, and bears the suggestive title '^ Some aspects of Early English Freemasonry 
(^«o/cn'ç), with spécial référence to the Signs, Tokens, Words and Obligations." It was 
delivered before the members of the " Humber Installed Masters* Lodge," No. 2494, Hull, 
in 1895, and the " Lodge of Research," No. 2429, in Leicester, in 1897, as well as elsewhere. 
I hope to be able to présent the MS. of this lecture to the library of our Lodge (but not for 
reproduction in any way) ; and certain notes, in confirmation of the author's opinion thereon. 

Bro. Lane was also very fond of archœological studies, and, as a member of the 
" Devonshire Association for tbe advancement of Literature, Science and Art," he con- 
tributed a paper on '^ The Gourt Rolls of the Manor and Borough of Paignton, Devon," 
whioh was printed in the TransacUoni for 1884. 
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I cannot now mention the numerons addîtional degrees to wbicli Bro. Lane belonged 
and in wbicli he beld hip^b office, neitber must I refer to bis life, religioasly, socially and 
politically, in ail of wbicb be manfuUy sougbt to do bis dnty. He was a never-failing 
adviser to ricb and poor alike wbo desired to consnlt bim, and it is but stating tbe simple 
faot, wben I say tbat no one in Torquay will be more missed as a irasted adviser and friend. 
Tbe veil too inust be closely drawn over bis family life as too sacred for me to describe, for 
it was tbere be obtained bis great bappiness and enjoyment, beloved by bis wife and family, 
and tberefore is now and will be sincerely lamented as long as tbeir lives last. Personally 
I,bave lost my dear f riend and companion, tbe grief cansed by tbe wrencb being too keen for 
description. 

Tbe portrait of Bro. Lane is from a pbotograpb by Bro. Dinbam, of Torquay, tbe 
plate baving kindly been lent by Mrs. Lane. It was engraved for the second édition of 
the Masonic Records, 



At tbe conclusion of tbe paper Bro. R. F. Gould said a few beartfelt words of 
sympatby appréciative of Bro.

MASONIC CELEBRITIES: 

NO. VIII.— THE CHEVALIER BURNES. 

(Provincial Grand Master of thk Three Presidencies in India.)

I^HE subject of tbis memoir was tbe son of James Bûmes, a wortby gentleman, 
sometime Provost of Montrose, and for many yeara tbe bonoured Master of 
St. Peter's Lodge in tbat ancient city. His great-grandfatber was tbe elder 
brother of William Bnmes, tbe fatber of Scotland's immortal Bard ; and his 
grandfatber was tbe relative to wbom tbe Poet appealed, and not in vain, for 
pecnniary assistance wben lying on his death-bed. 

The sons of tbe Provost of Montrose were, James boru in 1801, Adam in 
1802, Alexander in 1806, David in 1806, and Charles in 1812. Ail five were Freemasons, 
and four were oommissioned officers, three holding appointments in tbe Indian Army, and 
one in the Royal Navy. 

Tbe first-bom was named James, after bis fatber ; and tbe tbird, Alexander, after 
wbom I know not, but tbere could bave been no better name for one wbo was destined to do 
great tbings in tbe conntries watered by the Indus and bounded by tbe Caucasian range. 
He often used to say, in later days, tbat be fonnd bis name a belp to bim. In Afghanistan 
he was always known as " Sekunder Burnes," and " Sekunder " (Alexander) bas been a 
great name in tbat part of tbe world ever since tbe great days of tbe Greek occupation. 

Thèse two — tbe remaining brotbers will only be incidentally referred to — arrived in 
India and were taken on tbe strengtb of tbe Bombay Army, James as a médical officer, and 
Alexander as a cadet, in October 1821. 

Philip William Le Geyt, of tbe Bombay Civil Service, also reached India and entered 
upon his duties in the same year, and tbe next Brother whose name will be brought into the 
narrative, wa« Ensign (aftorwards Lieutenant General Sir) James Outram, whose arrivai in 
the Bombay Presidency and appointment to tbe 4tb Régiment of Native Inf antry bad taken 
place at a sligbtly earlier date, namely in 1819. 

At tbat period (1819) and until some few years after tbe " Brotbers Bornes *' and 
Philip W. Le Geyt bad landed in Western India (1821), tbe only Lodge in the Presidency of 
Bombay was an Englisb one. No. 861, in tbe 17tb Dragoons. 

Six commissioned officers (of otber régiments) and one civilian were admitted to the 
membership of the Lodge in 1821, and in tbe same year a pétition from the seven for a 
Grand Lodge Warrant was forwarded and repommended by No. 361. 
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Tbe Benevolent Lodge, No. 746, whicb met în the first instance at Poona, and after- 
wards at Bombay, was establisbed (on tbe above reeomraendatîon) in 1822. Among its 
distingnisbed members were the Hon. Sir Charles Col ville, Commander- in-Cbief (one of the 
Dake of Wellington's favourite brigadiers), 1825 ; General Sir John Malcolm, Govemor of 
Bombay (anthor, soldier and diplomatist), 1827 ; and, at a slightly later period, Lieatenant 
(afterwards Lien tenant-Colonel Sir) Alexander Burnes. 

Ail the military petitioners for No. 746 were founders of another Lodge, ** Orion in 
the West," which was " installed *' in the Bombay Horse Artillery, at Poona, in 1823. 

The first civiliau, in the person of Mr. Philip William Le Geyt, of the Bombay Civil 
Service, was initiated in this Lodge on the 19th of July, 1824, and a meeting of the brethren 
was held at his résidence (of which a later example will be given in connection with another 
Lodge) in 1825. 

At this period non-commissioned offîcers conld only be admitted into *' Orion " as 
serving brethren, so a nnmber of them belonging to the Bombay Artillery took advantage of 
the présence at Poona of the 20fch Foot, and were initiated in the ** Minden " (an Irish) 
Lodge, No. 63, attached to that corps. This Lodge, on October 25th, 1825, assisted in 
laying the fonndation stone of a Temple of Masonry, at which ceremony Lien t. -General the 
Hon. Sir Charles Colville, Commander-in-Chief, officiated as Grand Master. 

The " civil " élément of " Orion " soon after seoeded and establisbed Lodge " Hope,** 
No. 818, of which Le Geyt was a fonnder, in 1826. 

The next Lodge to spring into existence was " Persévérance," No. 818, which was 
establisbed at Bombay in 1827. This, in the inception, was a working-man^s Lodge, and 
fonr of the fonnders, inclnding Bro. William Willis (of whom an anecdote bas elsewhere 
been narrated^) and other N.C.O.'s of the Bombay Artillery, were initiâtes of the " Minden 
Lodge" (Irish) No. 63. 

At the above date (1827), Dr. Bnmes was not a Freemason, nor did hebecome one, as 
we shall presently see, nntil 1834, bat he joined No. 818, and his exaniple was followed by his 
friend W. H. Le Geyt and his younger brother, Charles Burnes, nnder circnmst^inces that 
will be related in their due seqnence, after his return to India f rom fnrlongh in Enrope, in 
1838. 

After meritorioas service with the artillery and infantry, Dr. Bnmes, in 1824, was 
appointed Surgeon to the R^sidency in Cutch, and as a volunteer he accompanied the field 
force which expelled the Scindians and other freebooters in J825. Two years later the 
Ameers of Scinde, between whom and the British Government a vcry uncordial feeling had 
long subsisied, unexpectedly solicited his services, sending an envoy to invite him to their 
capital, where he remained several months, and was only allowed to départ on a promise of 
his early return. 

The doctor wrote a narrative of his Visit to the Court of Sinde (comprising A Sketch 
of the Htstory of Gutch), which was published at Edinburgh in 1831, and has gone through 
many successive éditions ; being the best account of the oountry we yet possess. 

In October 1833, Dr. Burnes was obliged to leave Cutch on sick certificate, and in 
the following February he embarked for Europe, travelling by the overland route (at that 
time attended by some difficulty), and visiting Malta, Sicily, Naples, Rrome, Florence, Venice, 
Geneva and Paris. While at home, among other honours conferred upon him, he was 
created a Doctor of Laws by the University of Glasgow, and elected a Fellow of the Royal 
Society of London, and of the Royal Collège of Physicians of Edinburgh. He was also pre- 
sented at Court by his friend the 9th Earl of Dalhoasie — Grand Master of Scotland, 18Q4-5 
— who had then returned from the command of the Army in India, and received the honour 
of Guelphic Knighthood (K.H.), from which he derived the title which was very commonly 
bestowed upon him, of the " Chevalier Burnes." 

The minutes of St. Peter's Lodge, Montrose — extracts from which bave been kindly 
fumished me by Bro. D. C. Wills — record, that in February 1834, Bro. Alexander Bûmes, 
of the " Benevolent Lodge," Bombay, received the compliment of honorary membership, 
and delivered an interesting address. 

At a subséquent meeting of the Lodge in August of the same year, Dr. James Burnes, 
K.H., and two of his brothers, viz-, Charles Burnes (afterwards of the Bombay Army), and 
David Burnes, M.D., of London (who entered the Royal Navy as a Surgeon in 1826, and 
retired from it in 1835), were enrolled as members, h aving been "entered, passed and 
raised *' in the course of the evening. At this gathering their vénérable father and his five 
sons were ail présent, the latter including besides Alexander, Adam Burnes, who had been 
admitted a member in 1830.

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A brîef memoir of Lieutenant (afterwards Sir) Alezander Bnmes, bas been given in 
a i^ecent publication.^ Nearly nine bnndred copies of his book of travels (into Bokhara) 
were sold off in a single day. Tbe Bombay Lieutenant was the lion of tbe hour. He was 
complimented by Baron Humboldt, by tbe Institute of France, and by the Royal Asiatio 
Society of Paris, elected a Pellow of the Royal Society, and honours of ail kinds were 
showered upon him. The great traveller was sent for by Louis Philippe, in order that he 
might confer upon him the décoration of the Légion of Honour with his own hands. 

"I am killed with honours and kindness," said the yonng officer in a letter, 
"and it is a more painful death than starvation among the Usl^ks." In this there 
was no exfi^geration. The magnat-es of the land were contending for the privilège of a 
little conversation with "Bokhara Bûmes,** and as a climaz the King— William iv. — com- 
manded his présence, and listened to ihe story of his travels and the exposition of his views 
for nearly an hour and a half. 

The remaining events in his life are matters of history. On the 2nd of November, 
1841, the crisis occurred, of which he had repeatedly wamed the Indian Government. The 
Cabool tragedy opened with the murder of Lieutenant- Colonel Sir Alexander Bûmes (as he 
had then become), and only finally closed after the annihilation of a force, including camp 
foUowers, of between twelve and fifteen thousand men. 

Burnes, who occnpied ahouse in the native city, had been apprised of the approach- 
ing danger, and urged to take refuge in the cantonments, but believing that he could quell 
the tumult declined to move, and was in conséquence brutally murdered by the Afghan 
mob, his younger brother Charles, and Lieutenant William Broadfoot his assistant, perishing 
at the same time. 

Of Charles Bûmes, the fifth son of the Provost of Montrose, it may be observed, that 
he was appointed in 1835 a cadet on the Bombay establishment, in récognition of the 
services of Sir Alexander. * At the period of his death he was a lieutenant in the ] 7th N.I., 
and having been in bad health he had gone on a visit to his brother when the insurrection 
took place. 

Returaing to Dr. James Burnes, we fiud him on May 7th, 1835, forming one of a 
deputation from Lodge Canongate Kilwinning (Edinburgh), by whom James Hogg, the 
" Ettrick Shepherd,** was received into Masonry, in order that the office of Poet Lauréate of 
the Lodge might be revived, which had been in abeyance since the death of Robert Bums. 

In September of the same year, the doctor was elected Proxy Master of St. Peter's 
Lodge, Montrose, and in the following June, at a meeting of " Canongate Kilwinning,*' No. 2 
(of which he had become a joining member in April, 1835), it was carriednem. con,., — " That 
the cordial thanks of this Lodge be tendered to Bro. James Burnes, LL.D., M.D., and F.R.S., 
for his great and meritorious exertions during the past year in advancing the cause of 
Masonry in this country, and in this Lodge in particular.*** 

In September, 1836, Dr. Burnes was elected Master of his Mother Lodge, but other 
and higher honours of the Craft were in store for him, and two months later he was 
appointed Provincial Grand Master for Western India, retiring on the same date from the 
chair of St. Peter*s Lodge, Montrose, No. 154, in which he was succeeded by his next 
brother, Adam Burnes, who had previously vacated it in his favour. 

Shortly afterwards — December 13th — on the occasion of his visit to Mary's Chapel, 
Edinburgh, " Brother Burnes was, amidst the acclamations of the brethren, and while they 
were at refreshment, made ' an honorary and f ull member of the Lodge (without payment 
of the usual fee).* '*» 

On St. John's Day (in Winter) 1836, a splendid Bible was handed to the R.W.M. of 
No. 154. It bore the following inscription : — " From the R.W. Bro. James Burnes, the 
third Master in descent of that name and f amily, of St. Peter's Lodge, Montrose, as a token 
of aifection to his brethren.*' 

The gift was suitably acknowledged, and early in Jauuary, 1837, the members of 
St. Peter's Lodge again met for the purpose of presenting the donor with a magnificent 
snufF-box, beautifully chased, as an expression of their esteem, and to mark their sensé of 
his indefatigable exertions in the cause of Freemasonry. The R.W. Master, Adam Burnes, 
who presided, was suppoi-ted by the R.W. Masters of the Montrose Kilwinning, and 
Incorporated Kilwinning Lodges, in the Warden's chairs — a beautiful illustration of Masonic 
feeling, and highly complimentary to Dr. Burnes. 

In the course oî the following month, he was deputod by Lord Ramsay to présent to 
each of the Grand Masters of England and Ireland (the Dukes of Sussex and Leinster) one 
of the gold medals that were struck in honour of the centenary of the Ghtind Lodge of 
Scotland.

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In Edînbnrgh, while inaking préparations for bis retnm to the East, a splendid enter- 
tainment was given hîm — April 27tii, 1837 — by the fratemity. The Grand Master, Lord 
Ramsay, afterwards the lOth Earl and Ist Marquess of Dalhonsie (witboat donbt the 
greatest statesman that ever occnpied the Scottish M asonic tbrone, and whose speeches in 
ealogy of the benign inflaence of Freemasonry bave lef t him nnsnrpassed as an orator of tbe 
Craft^) presided, and, in presenting the gaest of the evening with a beantifnl silver vase, be 
informed him that the object for which they had met was that be might receiye from tbem 
a mémorial of their i*egard for bim as a gentleman and a Freemason. 

The addresses of Dr. Bames were always models of their kind, and at the Edinbnrgh 
Banqnet, in the course of an éloquent and dignified reply to tbe toast of bis bealtb, be 
observed : — 

" What feelings, indeed, mast be mine if they are not deeply afEected by tbe events of 
tbe last three years, bronght tbis evening to snch a termination P Scarcely bas that period 
elapsed since I appeared among you a nameless wanderer. So loose had become my ties to 
my native conntry that I bad qaitted India with deep regret, aggravated by a séparation 
from my friends and brother officers there, and heightened by ail tbe donbt and dread 
which naturallv beset a stranger in entering npon a new and nntried sphère. What is my 
situation now r What bas been tbe presiding star over my destiny to which I am to 
attribute so much unexpected prefermentP My friends, it is you wbo bave stimnlated my 
exertions, now so splendidly requited, in tbe cause of Masonry. Confident in tbe excellence 
of that glorious Institution, and experienced in its advantages, I bave, with your aid, 
endeavoured to give a popularity and charm to its cbaracter and observances among tbe 
bigher classes of society, where, perhaps, they had not retained tbe crédit they deserve." 

Among the " remarkable occurrences in Masonry," to use a somewbat stock pbrase, 
with which many of my bearers will be familiar, there are none that appear more extra- 
ordinary than tbe absolu tely unique position in tbe Craf t attained by Dr. Bûmes witbin lesB 
than three years from tbe date of bis initiation at Montrose. 

In tbe annals of tbe Ghivalric Orders for tbe same period, bis name should aiso be 
blazoned as the first and foremost of its cbiefs. Tbe Society of the Templars be revived 
from a profound «lumber, which bad well nigh passed into tbe sleep that knows no waking, 
and .tbe few bours of leisure be could command during the closing months of bis absence 
from Bombay, be devoted to a " Memoir of the Order of tbe Temple," which be left bebind 
him, as a token of remembrance to bis many friends, on returning to India in December, 
1837. 

Barly in 1838 a Provincial Grand Lodge (under tbe Scottisb Jurisdiction) was duly 
constituted for tbe Western Provinces of British India. At the bead of it was Dr. 
James Bûmes. " Captain Alexander Burnes, Envoy to Cabul," was a Grand Warden, and 
among the otber Provincial Grand Officers were distinguisbed members of tbe Civil Service, 
the Chief Secretary to the Government, the Président of tbe Chamber of Commerce, 
Lieut.-Colonel Neil Campbell, Quartermaster-General of the Bombay Army, two past 
Masters each of (Englisb) Lodges *' Orthes " and " Thomton," in tbe 6th and 40tb régiments 
of Foot respectively, and Lieutenant Charles Burnes, 17th N.I. 

The subject of tbis notice, for some years after bis retum to the East, would bave 
been best described in ecclesiastical pbraseology as a Provincial Grand Master " in partibus 
infidelium,** for whatever Lodges then existed througbout tbe lengtb and breadtb of India 
were straugers to Scottisb Masonry. 

Nor, indeed, for reasons which do bim the bighest crédit, was Burnes in any 
immédiate burry to establisb Scottisb Lodges in Bombay. He rightly judged that bis first 
duty was to do ail in bis power to prevent tbe then subsisting Lodges from falling into 
decay, and with tbis aim be joined Lodge Persévérance, under the Englisb Constitution (a 
fragment of whose early bistory bas already been related) in November, and was elected its 
Master in December, 1838. 

Otber joining members of tbe same Lodge were Lieutenant Charles Burnes, 17tb N.I., 
in January, and Philip William Le Geyt, in February, 1839. 

At tbe Annual Festival of tbis Lodge on St. John's day (in Winter) 1839, Burnes 
was re-elected Master, when he delivered an admirable address, and was solicited to accept, 
as a humble mark of the bigh estimation in which be was beld by the members, a gold 
badge, or some otber token that might be deemed more appropriate. 

The sum of one thousand rupees was soon after contributed by members of the 
Lodge, and it was resolved that the offering should consist of three Masonic silver pillars, 
representing tbe three most noble orders of architecture, surmounted by the figures of

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Faith, Hope, and Gharitj, fcbe token ^ to show the affection of tbe brethren for tbeîr B.W. 
Master, to mark their deep felt gratitadefor his condact to thernselyes, and their bîgh sensé 
of bis brilliant efforts in the cause of Charitj, Friendship, and Love to ail men." 

Tbe Freemasons' Quarterîy Beview^ at that tîme tbe solîtary organ of tbe English 
speaking Craft, nnder tbe beading of " Bombay, Janaarj Ist, 1840," bas the foUowing : — 

'* The présent advanced state of Freemasonry bere, is entirely to be attribated to tbe 
nnceasing exertions of that distingnisbed Mason, Brother Doctor James Bornes. We trust 
that the Grand Lodge of England [italics mine] may be indaced to take an early opportunity 
of acknowledging tbe daims which tbis excellent and worthy Mason bas upon its considéra- 
tion.^' 

In the same y car (1840) Dr. Bûmes paid a visit to Calcutta, and tbe announcement 
that be was about to leave Bombay evoked very gênerai regret, notably in what may be 
called tbe Military section of the fraternity. At an Emergent Meeting, tbe Orthes 
Lodge, No. 446 (under tbe English Jurîsdiction), in the 6th Foot, beld at Poona, in June, 
unanimously resolved, " That tbe Master and Wardens do communicate to our worthy 
Brother Dr. James Burnes, K.H., tbe thanks of tbis Lodge for his zeal and exertions in 
the cause of Masonry, and the deep sorrow with which they bave leamed that tbe Lodges 
of Western India must for a time at least be deprived of so distingnisbed a light in Free- 
masonry. 

On tbe arrivai of tbe Provincial Grand Master of Bombay in tbe City of Palaces, it 
was decided, with genuine hospitality and brotherly alacrity, to celebrate a séries of 
Masonic ovations, to mark bow welcome was bis arrivai among the fraternity in Bengal. 
It would bo impossible to say which of thèse entertainments was the most delightfol, or at 
which the éloquence of the distingnisbed visiter shone with the greatest lustre. 

At the banquet given in his bonour by tbe Lodge of Industry and Persévérance, be. 
declared : — *• I bave devoted my utmost énergies to Masonry in India, not only because it 
draws doser the bonds of social union amongst educated individuals, like ourselves, bring- 
in'g togetber in bappy intercourse our countrymen of ail conditions, wbo are disposed to 
walk uprigbtly, live witbin compass, and act upon the square, to the incalculable advantage 
of every respectable portion of European society, but also as a means admirably suited for 
extending, without awakening religions préjudice, a truer knowledge of tbe Great Architect 
of the Uni verse, and more just notions of their duty to each other, among the natives of 
tbis mighty Empire." 

The revival of Masonry in India, which bad langaished in the leading Presidency.ever 
since the departure of tbe Earl of Moira — first Marquess of Hastings — in 1823, bas always 
been associated with the visit to Calcutta of the Provincial Grand Master of Bombay. 

A few military brethren in Bengal were, indeed, distingnisbed for their Masonic zeal 
at a period sligbtly anterior to the fraternal invasion of that torritory by Dr. Burnes. 
Two names deserve especial mention, those of Dr. William John Grant, and Major R. C. 
Macdonald, 49tb N.I. To the efforts of thèse officers must be ascribed the restoration of 
tbe Provincial Grand Lodge, in the chair of which the former bad just been installed on 
tbe arrivai of bis illustrions confrère of Western India at Calcutta in 1840. Tbe latter, a 
grandson of Flora Macdonald, whom Sir Walter Scott bas oommemorated in his WaverUy 
as Flora M'Ivor, was untiring in his Masonic du lies, and at the period of his untimely 
decease (1841), his name and famé were spread over the wbole Indian Empire. 

The Addresses of Dr. Burnes to the Calcutta Lodges were in every instance worthy 
of bis bigb réputation as an Oi*ator of tbe Craft, and one of them, 

" On the Duties of the Masonic Soldier," 

delivered before tbe brethren of Humility with Fortitude, présent No. 229, on tbe 8tb of 
December, 1840, bas lately been reproduced in a publication^ with which some of those 
présent to-night will be familiar. 

Burnes retumed to Bombay early in 1841, baving been selected for tbe office of 
Secretary to the Médical Board. In that year be presided at tbe St. Andrew's Dinner, but 
owing to tbe catastrophe at Cabool in which his brothers lost their lives be remained for 
some time afterwards in retirement. 

We now approach a period of his career wben tbe strange sight was witnessed of tbe 
English Masons in Western India deserting their Mother Lodges to such an extent that 
thèse fell into abeyance, in order that they might give their support to Lodges newly con- 
stituted by tbe Grand Lodge of Scotland. In one case, indeed, a Lodge — Persévérance, of 
which Burnes bimself was (or bad been) tbe Mastor — under England went over bodily to 
tbe enemy and tbe charge was accepted by Scotland.

The English records of the Lod^e hâve disappeared,^ so that we really know noihing 
whaiever of the closing history of " Persévérance " under its old Obédience, but f rom 
such collatéral évidence as we possess, it may be inferred that it conld hâve been on no 
slight gronnds that Dr. Barnes withdrew from the English Craft, and gave his undivided 
allegiance to the Masonry of his native land. 

His refasal to grant Scottish Charters at an earlîer date, and the désire he expressed 
to infuse nèw life înto the existing English Lodges, hâve been already mentioned, and to 
qnote once more from the same source of authority (reviewing tho resuit of Dr. Burnes' 
first term of office as W.M.), — ** The success of Lodge Persévérance must be gratifying to 
everyone. It bas qaadrupled its members, attracted the gênerai considération of society, 
and drawn forth a gratifying évidence of goodwill on the part of the governraent."^ It seems 
to me, thercfore, having regard to ail the known facts of the case, that in his efforts to pro- 
mote the spread of Masonry in the East, Bûmes must bave had little or any support from 
" the power behind the throne " of onr English Grand Lodge, if indeed, which is perhaps 
more probable, he did not sustain a mortifying rebnff. Before and after that time the Lodges 
and brethren in our Colonies and Dopendencies had good reason to complain of the 
persistent nt'glect which they experienced from the Grand Lodge of England.' 

It may also well bave been, and the extracts already given from the then leading journal 
of tho Craft, appear to faveur the supposition, that the efforts of bis friends were unsnccessful 
in obtaining for the Doctor an English patent as Provincial Grand Master ? 

But whatever was the cause of the eminent man, whose career I am unfolding, 
retiring from English Masonry, there is scarcely room for doubti. that he must bave 
been actuated by conscientious motives, and v^ith the prédominant wish to more generally 
diffuse the principles of the Society in tho East. 

Although the records of Lodge " Persévérance," Bombay, while under the English 
banner, hâve disappeared, those of its Scottish successor are still happily intact. From the 
latter I dérive the following : — 

" Bombay, 6th December, 1842. 
To 

Bt : Wor : Brother James Bûmes, K.H., 

Provincial Grand Master of Western India. 
Right Worshipful Sir and Brother, 

We, the undersigned Masons, unconnected v^ith any Masonic Lodge, being désirons of 
disseminating the principles of the Craft under your control, do respectfully request, that 
yon will be pleased to form ns into a Lodge, and grant ns a Warrant empowering us to work 
as Masons under the name and style of Lodge " Persévérance." 

We remain" etc. 

[The names of thirty-two brethren are appended to the above letter, twenty-fchree 
of which appear in the Grand Lodge Register, on the roll of English — or original— Lodge 
" Persévérance," at Bombay. The first signature to the pétition is that of " P. W. Le 
Geyt"] 

" Bombay, 6th December, 1842. 
Dear and Worshipful Brethren, 

I hâve been favoured with your application of this date, requesting that, as a body 
of Masons unconnected with any Lodge, you may be, by me, incorporated into a Lodge, to 
be denominated Lodge Persévérance ; and having perfect cQufidence in you, and a due regaid 
for the interests of the Craft, ï bave resolved forthwith to givefull effect to your request. 

2. I do therefore require and authorise you to assemble at the Town Hall on 
Saturday next, the 10 th instant, at 4 p.m., when I shall be prepared to reçoive yon, and to 
erect you into a regular Lodge of which the undermentioned Brethren vnll be nominated 
intérim officers to carry on the duties until St. John's day .*. .*. 

3. The Brother whom I mean to propose for your acceptance as Worshipful Master 
for the ensuing year, is Brother Harry J. Barr, and if this proposai be agreeable to you, 
I shall be prepared to install him and four other officers, as well as to consecrate your new 
Lodge on St. John's day, when I request the favour of your assembling at my résidence at 
half-past three p.m., where the cérémonial will be performed in the présence of the 
Provincial Grand Lodge of Western India, to be then and there convoked for the purpose. 

4. On the evening of Friday, the>16th instant, at 6 p.m., the new Lodge Perserver- 
ance will hold its first meeting for the réception of the candidates at the apartments, in the 
Fort, of Brother Le Geyt, when it is proposed, with the concurrence of the Brethren to 
confer the Second Degree on Brother Oùtram. The Lodge could not commence its opera-

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tions with a more distingnished candidate, and I entreat the preBence of ail the Bref hren on 
this occasion .\ .*. 

[Signed] James Burnes, P.G.M." 
[Âddressed to P.W. Le Geyt and other petitîoners.] 

For a oopy of the foregoing oorrespondence I am indebted to Bro. H. Sadier, who 
receiyed it from Bro. I. M. Shields, and the latter has since kindly set on foot fnrther 
înquiries respectîng the fonrth paragraph of the doctor's letter, abont which there is some 
confusion. 

Withoot donbt, however, the " distingnished candidate ** referred tobj the Provincial 
Grand Master was Major (afterwards Lientenant-General Sir James) Ontram, to whom a 
public dinner had been given in the previons month — November 5th, 1842 — bj the Military 
Society at Sakhar, on the occasion of his departure from Scinde. At this nearly one hundred 
officers of the three Presidencies "were présent ; and among them Sir Charles James Napier, 
who, as Chaii*man, spoke as follows : — 

" Gentlemen, — I hâve told you that there are only to be two toasts drnnk this even- 
ing; one, that of a lady (the Qaeen) you hâve already responded to, the other sh ail be 
for a gentleman. But before I proceed any further, 1 must tell you a story. In the four- 
teenth century there "was in the French Army a Knight renowned for deeds of gallantry in 
war, and wisdom in council ; indeed, so deservedly famous was he, that by gênerai acclama- 
tion he was called the Knight sans peure et sans reproche, The name of this Knight, you may 
ail know, was the Cheyalier Bayard. Gentlemen, I give you the * Bayard of India, sans peure 
et sans reproche, Major James Outram, of the Bombay Army.' "i 

Outram then proceeded to Bombay on his homeward journey, but on the 12th of 
December was ordered to retum to Scinde, for which part of India be embarked in the 
*' Semiramis," on the 16fch of the same month^ — the date on which he was to hâve been 
passed to the second degree, " at the apartments, in the Fort, of Brother Le Geyt." 

I leam, moreover, from my friend and follow student, the Grand Secretary of Scot- 
land, that while the first working warrants issued by Dr. Bûmes underhis commission were 
granted in 1842, this was not reported to the Grand Lodge until 184/, when information 
was received of the érection under Dr. Burnes' Warrants of two Lodges in India, namely 
" Hope, Karachi, Scinde," on the 25th of April, and " Persévérance, Bombay," on the 27th 
(and not on the 16th) of December, 1842. 

"The first retum of intrants from Lodge Persévérance, Bombay, is dated in 1847, 
and the name of James Ontram is not among those sent."' 

The idea, therefore, that the " Bayard of India" was either a member of, or received 
a degree in, Lodge Persévérance, Bombay, mnst be dismissed as chimerical ; though of the 
fact that he was at least a Freemason, in December, 1842, and a candidate for advancement 
in the Craf t " at the apartments of Brother Le Geyt," equally the personal friend of Dr. 
Burnes and himself, there would seem to be no room for doubt. 

The grandson of the General — the Bev. James Outram, Vicar of St. Peter's Ipswich, 
in reply to my inquiries, after conferring with his father, the présent baronet, and the 
Dowager Lady Outram, writes*: — "Neither of them has any recollection of Sir James 
having any connection with Freemasonry. My grandmother is of opinion that he would 
certainly bave made her acquainted with the fact if he had been, and that he never did so. 
If, as is to be snpposed from your note, re December 16th, 1842, he was initiât ed, Lady 
Outram imagines it must hâve been before his marriage in 1835." 

From the published Biography^ of the General, I glean the fact that in December, 
1842, Mrs. (now the Dowager Lady) Outram, was in Europe, which will explain how it was 
that the passing intention of her husband to rejoin the Masonic fold failed to fall nnder her 
personal observation. But in the snrmise that Sir James must bave bocome a member of 
the Craft before his marriage in 1835, 1 fully concur, and consider it highly probable that 
like Sir Alezander Burnes, he was initiated in the Benevolent Lodge No. 746, Bombay. 
The latter officer wrote to a correspondent : — " In 1828 they raised me to be Assistant 
Quarter-Masticr General of the Army, and transferred me to the headquarters at Bombay. 
There I met Sir John Malcolm." 

Gênerais the Hon. Sir Charles Colville, Commander-in-Ghief, and Sir J. Malcolm, 
Govemor of the Presidency, joined the Benevolent Lodge, the former in 1825 and the latter 
in 1827. The records hâve wholly disappeared, and the latest entry relating to No. 746, in 
the Grand Lodge Regîster, is dated October 16th, 1828.

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The admission of Alexander Burnes, whom from his oion statement alone, we know to 
hâve been a member, must therefore hâve occnrred at a slightly later period, and among the 
other initiales "whose names are similarly nnrecorded in any officiai document, James 
Oatram, who equally with Bames enjoyed the friendship and esteem of the Govemor of the 
Presidency, Sir John Mal col m, may be entitled to a place. 

Outram's career (after the mutiny) as military member of the Snpreme Government 
of India, extended from May, 1858, till July, 1860. He and Lady Oatram shared a good 
honse at Garden Beach (Calcutta) with his old friend Mr. Le Geyt of the Bombay Civil 
Service.^ 

Le Geyt, alao a member of the Suprême Government of India, joined Star in the 
East No. 67, Calcutta, in 1855 ; and Bro. H. D. Sandeman (who was présent) infQrms me 
that he was installed as Master of the Lodge on January 13th, 1858. 

The next prominent appearance of Dr. James Bûmes was on the occasion of his 
laying the foundation-stone of the Jamsetjee Jeejeebhoy Hospital in January, 1843, which 
ceremony created a great sensation and led to the formation of a Lodge for the purpose of 
receiving into Masonry, under certain qualifications, the native gentlemen of India. 

This Lodge, ** Rising Star of Western India," was established, with Bûmes as the 
first Master, in December, 1843, and at the first regular meeting there were two initiations, 
one candidate being a Parsee and the other a Mahommedan— both of them ranking among 
the most highly cultured of their own people — the first named being an F.R.S. and man of 
science. In the foUowing Julj, there were présent in Lodge nine native brethren, three of 
whom were followers of Zoroaster, two of Confucias, and four of Mahomet, but ail assembled 
in brotherly love with the followers of Christ to worship the Masons' God. 

Eight of thèse native brethren were initiâtes of the Lodge, and the ninth, Bro. 
Manockjee Cursetjee, an afiiliate from the Grand Orient of Franco, was the first Parsee 
Mason ever invested with the insignia of the Fraternity. 

At the first anniversary meeting of Lodge " Rising Star," in December, 1844, Dr. 
Burnes was unanimously re-elected Master, and it was resolved that in order to com- 
memorate his act in throwing open the portais of Freemasonry to the natives of India, a 
medal should be struck, which it was hoped woald " render his name resplendent throughout 
the East." 

The consécration of Lodge St. Andrew 's in the East, at Poona, took place in the same 
year. Dr. Burnes presided, and among those présent were ^' several highly respectable non* 
commîssioned officers," whom he appears to hâve particularly addressed in the following 
passage of his address : — " Not more wonderful, perhaps, is that annihilation of ail strife, 
and the substitution in its stead of a kindred sympathy, which Masonry enforces amongst 
those whose creeds, customs, climes and languages, are essentially discordant, than is that 
beautiful application of our System hère exemplified, by which the iron chain of one of the 
strongest bonds that restrain man is deprived, not indeed of its strength, but of its weight, 
and under whose génial infiaence the military snperior and his more humble, though no less 
exemplary folio wer, mingle together in fratemal communion on the broad footing of amoral 
level, alike gratifying to both, but which can be misunderstood by neither, since ail en- 
lightened men know that, 'as in the Lodge so in the world, gradations must inevitably exist, 
and that Masonry ever upholds legitimate authority, and represses inordinat-e pretensions ; 
and teaching every man his place and duties within his sphère, is equally the enemy of 
tyranny on the one hand and insubordination on the other." 

The Brethren of St. Andrew's in the East presented Dr. Burnes with a Knight's 
Cross of the Goelphic Order, enriched with brilliants, as a mark of their esteem ; and the 
Prov.G.M. in return, asked them to accept a Bible as a token of his love. The sacred volume 
is, I believe, still carefully cherished by the Lodge, and certainly was, when I enjoyed the 
privilège of being a member of it, in 18ô9. 

In 1845, Dr. Burnes established a new Order — "The Brotherhoodof the Olive Branch 
of the East," consisting of three classes. Novice, Companion and Offîcer. From the réputa- 
tion of its fonnder it was received with much enthusiasm by Indian Freemasons. But it 
never took root, and in the expectation that " if the standard of such a Brotherhood was 
raised, Bombay would be the centre of a movement which for parposes of charity and 
enlightenment, could not fail to influence the remotest corners of the earth," the disappoint* 
ment of the originator was complète. 

In January 1846, he presided at a great Masonic Festival, held in Bombay, and in 
proposing the health of the Commander-in-Chief, spoke of him as having been brought up 
at the feet, as it were, of the most distinguished Mason— Francis Rawden, Earl of Moira 
and first Marquess of Hastings — that had existed in their times.

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General Sir P. M'Maton, after an éloquent reply, spoke as f ollows : — " Rîght Worsbip- 
ful Sir and Brethren, — I beg leave to propose that we shonld pay due bornage to tbe memory 
of a great Statesman, a great General, and a great Mason; I allude to tbe late Marquess of 
Hastings, wbose virtues and talents gained for bim tbe ezalted réputation wbicb bo bore 
tbrongbout India and over ail Europe. I may say of tbis distinguisbed nobleman tbat be 
was tbe scbolar of tbe camp, tbe patriot, tbe benefactor of tbe poor, and one of tbe brigbtest 
ornaments of bis country." 

Anotber Military brotber présent, Colonel (afterwards General Sir Jobn Lysagbt) 
Pennefatber, 22nd Foot, retumed tbanks for tbe visitors. 

In July of tbe same year, Dr. Bûmes was promoted to be Superintending Surgeon, 
and a service of plate was voted to bim by bis brotber officers. 

A montb later bis Indian jurisdiction was extended, and a commission granted to 
bim as *' Provincial Grand Master of tbe Tbree Presidencies in India (including Aden)." 
It is stated by Laurie^ wbose mistake bas been copied and re*copied by later writers, tbat 
be was invested wîtb tbe title of *' Grand Master of Soottisb Free-Masons in India," but an 
examination of tbe actual records of tbe Grand Lodge of Scotland, wbicb bas been kindly 
made by my valued friend Bro. William Officer, bas definitely settled wbat tbe terms were 
in wbicb tbe Provincial patent previously beld by tbe docfcor, was enlarged. 

In 1849, bis coUeagues on tbe Médical Board (to wbicb be bad been promoted in tbe 
previous year) intimated to tbe local government tbeir deep regret tbat ill healtb was about 
to deprive tbe Army Médical Service of au offîcer wbo bad been " so long its pride and 
omament." 

An invitation to meet tbe bretbren at a gênerai festival prior to bis departure, Dr. 
Burnes was obliged to décline, but among tbe valedictory bonours tbat were proposed, tbere 
was one wbicb be accepted witb tbe utmost gratification. It was a proposai by tbe Lodges 
to strike medals for tbe encouragement of learning and good conduct in tbe Grant Médical 
Collège, tbe BycuUa Scbools, and tbe Academy at Montrose, wbere bis own éducation bad 
taken place. 

Bûmes left Bombay in December, 1849, and was accompanied to tbe place of embark- 
ation "by troops of friends and admirers and nearly every Mason on tbe island." 

Tbe Minutes of tbe Grand Lodge of Scotland, under tbe date of May Gtb, 1850, record 
tbe folio wing : — 

*' A letter from Bro. Dr. James Burnes, to tbe Grand Secretary, dated London, 27tb 
April, 1850, intimating bis returu from India and bis résignation of tbe office of Provincial 
Grand Master of India, was submitted. Bro. Dr. Burnes' résignation was accepted and tbe 
tbanks of tbe Grand Lodge voted to bim for bis able and zealous services in tbe East. 
Bro. Burnes' suggestion of a successor for Western India was given efFect to and Bro. Pbilip 
William Le Geyt of tbe Bombay Civil Service was appointed Provincial Grand Master for 
Westem India."* 

In 1861 Dr. Burnes publisbed a little work, being a séries of " Notes on bis Name 
and Family." Tbere is a crest on tbe title-page wbicb be obtained from tbe Herald's office, 
in commémoration of tbe dévotion to tbeir country sbown by bis two brotbera. Ont of a 
mural crown — tbe rim inscribed Càhool — a demi-eagle is displayed transfixed by a javelin ; 
and round tbe wbole is tbe appropriate motto: — Ob Patbiam Vulnera Passi. 

At tbe time tbese "Notes ' were penned, tbe writer bad tbree sons, a lieutenant in 
tbe Ist Bombay Fusiliers, an ensign in tbe 33rd Madras N.I., and a midsbipman in tbe 
Indian Navy, respectively. Tbe deatb of bis eldest son, tbe lieutenant, occasioned by a 
noble act of self -dévotion during tbe Indian Mutiuy, brougbt bim no common sorrow. It is 
probable tbat ail tbree were Freemasons, thougb tbe évidence at my disposai only points 
witb certainty to tbe admission of tbe youngest son, H. W. H. Burnes of tbe Indian Navy, 
wbo. was " entered, passed, and rajsed " on tbe 15tb of Sep tomber, 1855, in tbe same 
Motber Lodge — St. Peter's, Montrose — wbicb bad already welcomed so many of bis name 
and family. 

In addition to being an able writer, Dr. Burnes was an éloquent and impressive 
speaker. Pond of company, in wbicb be was always tbe favourit«, and wbere be eminently 
sbone, be was tbe Cbairman most generally selected to préside at public meetings, not only 
of tbe Masonic f raternity, but wbenever entertainments were given in Western India eitber 
to distingnisbed strangers or members of tbe community. His address, on tbe occasion of 
a public dinner being given at Bombay to Sir Henry Pottinger wben retuming from Cbina, 
was 80 mucb admired as to be reprinted in ail tbe leading joumals of Europe. Later still, 
at an infiuential meeting, beld in Marcb, 1861, long after bis retirement from active service, 
and only sbortly before bis deatb, to do bonour to tbat distinguisbed soldier and statesman,

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Sir Jamen Oatram, the speech of Dr. Barnes — in the course of which he observed that he 
had passed the best dajs of hîs life in the same public service with, and in dailj observation 
of, the guest of the evening— was adjudged bj common consent, to hâve borne the most 
éloquent testimonj to the splendid career of the Bajard of the East. 

There seemed everj prospect of the doctor attaining a greeu old âge, but he sickened 
and died after a brief illness, at Manchester on the 19th September, 1862. It bas been said, 
and the statement remains unchallenged, that at the period of bis decease he -was ivithont 
an enemv, and with scarcely an acquaintance who was not also an admirer and a friend. 

Addbndum. — I bave not mentioned in the body of my paper that Dr. William John 
Grant, Provincial Grand Master of Bengal (1840), like bis confrère of Bombay, the 
" Chevalier Bornes,'^ was an army surgeon. Of the same military and médical status was 
Terence Gahagan, a third Provincial Grand Master of earlier date, through whose energy 
and zeal, after the war in tho Carnatic, Masonry was prevented from sinkiug into a second 
lethargy on the Coast of Coromandel. Other médical brethren who served with armies in 
the field, were Zibra M. Phillips and Robert Kerr, whose services to the Craft, in positions 
of high authority, are f ully narrated by Past Grand Master Ross Robertson in his admirable 
" History of Canadian Masonry.*' (See also " The Médical Profession and Freemasonry," 
A,Q.O., viii., 143-171.)— R. P. Gould. 



Bro. PuRDON Clarke, in asking for comments on the paper just read, said that one 
of the most interesting points for him was the évidence of the large-mindedness of Dr. 
Burnes in providing facilities for tho admission of worthy men of the eastern races to our 
mysteries. He thought the remarkable career, Masonic and otherwise, of our distinguished 
Brother had been placed before the Lodge in a very clear, concise and admirable manner 
which would well deserve the vote of thanks which it was now his pleasure to propose. 

Bro. Klein seconded the vote of thanks with a fow ii^ords of appréciation. 

Bro. Shàgkles thonght that few more valuable papers were ever read before our 
Lodge than the séries of biographies which had issued from the pen of Bro. Gould, of which 
this was the eighth. Some brethren were perhaps less partial to biography than he was 
himself, holding as he did that every good biography contained ex necessitcUe much valuable 
gênerai information, to which was superadded the charm of tracing an individnal through 
varions phases of his career. It was the pei*sonal élément which invariably lent piqnancy 
to history, and without the biographical détails which almost always cropped up in our 
papers, no matter what was the main subject of research, the flavour of our Transactions 
would be perceptibly flatter. He wished to make an appeal to the brethren, perhaps one of 
them could help him. The Byculla medal mentioned in the paper had hitherto escaped ail 
efforts on his part to acquire it, or even to obtain sight of one. Not only did its absence 
cause a gap in his own cherished collection, but the Lodge was now engaged in bringing 
out a book on Brîtish Masonic Medals, and it would be a great pity if we were unable to 
fignre the Byculla medal with the others. Possibly some of the brethren connected with 
India might be able to obtain one, or at least the loan of one for a few weeks. 

Bro. C. H. Màldbn thought that the chief reason of the decay of English Masonry in 
India at one time, and the rise of Scottish, was due to the fact that the Indian brethren 
found it at that period almost impossible to get their wants, letters, pétitions, and other 
communications attended to by the authorities at home. 

Bro. J. R. B. Bell pointed out that at that time, before the Overland Route was in 
working order and ships went to India round the Cape of Good Hope, Bombay was the least 
easily reached of the Presidencies. Calculating by the number of days required to reach it, and 
not by the miles in direct Hue, it was a long way further off from England than Madras or 
Calcutta. The position had now been reversed, but the plea might perhaps be nrged in 
exténuation of auy apparent neglect on the part of the central authorities. 

The vote of thanks to Bro. Gould for his interesting paper was then heartily cou* 
cnrred in. 
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PRINCE HALL'S LETTER BOOK.

^NY unpnblished docnment more than a centnry old, having any relation to 
Masonrj, can hardly be "wholly without înterest to the student of onr insti- 
tntiou ; and this seems to me especîallj trae of a document relating to a 
Bubject whîeh gives promise of being a cause of more or less discord within 
the Craft until the views in regard to it now entertained by the vast majority 
of American Masons are entirely changed. Hence I deem it worth while to 
report that one of the resnlts of the înterest in the s abject of Masonry among 
the negroes of America excited by the déclarations of the Grand Lodge of Washington in 
1898 and 1899, practically recognizing the legitimacy of that Masonry from an historical 
standpoint, has been the anearthing of three mannscripts, of considérable antiqnity, which 
shed some additional light on Negro Masonry, and which it is the pnrpose of this paper to 
attempt to describe with sufficieut falness to préserve their more important contents m the 
not improbable event that the originals again became lost. 

Thèse three docaments may be designated as (1) Minutes of African Lodge, Boston, 
1779—1787 ; (2) Prince HalFs Letter Book; and (3) Minute Book of African Lodge, Phila- 
delphia, 1797 — 1800. They were found, with a nnmber of the old records of Celestial 
Lodge — to be mentioned hereafter, — in May, 1899, in the possession of members of the 
John T. Hilton Lodge of Lynn, Massachusetts, a constituent of the Prince Hall Grand 
Lodge. No question exists as to their genuineness. A word in i*egard to Prince Hall and 
bis' sodality may be almost essential to make what f oUows intelligible to readers to whom 
Negro Masonry is a new snbject. 

PRINCE HALL. 

Prince Hall was a negro, residing during the latter half of his life at Boston, Massa- 
chusetts. His birthplace is unknown. Negro Masons in Maryland hâve claimed him — on 
what anthority, if any, I know not — as a son of that oolony ; and a single word in one of his 
own letters (No. 21, below) might lead some to look to England for his nativity. The date 
of his birth is equally uncertain, — 1738, 1742 and 1748 having ail béen mentioned as the 
year. Of thèse, the earliest seems the best authenticated,'aIthough John D. Caldwell, 
(white) Grand Secretary of Ohio, appears to cite W. S. Gardner, (white) P.G.M. of Massa- 
chusetts, as fixing the date as November 9th, 1742. He died December 7th, 1807. 

He and fourteen other negroes were initiated, May 6th, 1775, in an army Lodge 
attached to one of the British régiments under General Gage, stationed in or near Boston. 
Hall served in the Amencan army during the war for indépendance, which began just 
before his initiation ; but his mother Lodge, in the army of the enemy, exemplified the 
catholicity of Masonry by issuing to their black brethren — in accordance with a not unusual 
practice of that day^ — a permît to méet as a Lodge, but with very limited powers (see item 
2 below). Under this permit, Hall and his followers met — but conferred no degrees — 
from 1776 nntil 1787. In the latter year they were regularly organized as African Lodge 
No. 459, under a warrant granted them by the Grand Master of England (" Modems ") in 
1784, but not received until 1787. As we shall presently see, a Lodge was organized in 
Philadelphia in 1797 by negroes who had been initiated in England and Ireland. A third 
negro Lodge was subseqnently formed in Providence, Bhode Island — in accordance with an 
old usage, the validity of which had then but receutly been ajQ&rmed by the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland^ — for the accommodation of members of No. 459 who resided there ; and in 1808

* In 1794 the Grand Lodge of Scotland admitted the right of Joameyman Lodge No. 8 '* to grant 
dispensations to open a Lodge at any place where a number of their brethren were stationed, particalarly if 
the Master himself were présent.'* — A.Q,C., i., 14. It is not likely that knowledge of this decision~so mnch 
to his advantage— woald fail to reach so inquisitive a Mason as Prince Hall, throagh his friands in St. 
Andrew 's Lodge, Boston, -a body which retained its allegianoe to tbe Grand Lodge of Scotland in défiance 
of the Grand Lodge of Massachasets, formed in 1792.

thèse three formed the Afrîcan Grand Lodge, a body whîch in 1847 cbanged its name to 
Prince Hall Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. From thèse sources the light of Masonry 
gradually spread amongthe negroes,nntil now they hâve Lodges and Grand Lodges in most 
of the States, and in Canada and Libéria. African Lodge No. 459 continned to work nntil 
at least as late as 1846^ ; and I am credibly informed that the présent Celestial Lodge, 
Boston, is really Lodge 459 nnder another name, and thafc bat one brother who belonged to 
the Lodge before the change of names still survives, John J. Smith, an aged résident of 
Jamaica Plain. Why or when the change was made, I hâve not leamed. 

Before proceediog to describe the three documents, I wish to acknowledge my 
indebtedness for almost ail the material for this paper to W. Bro. Frédéric S. Monroe, 
Master oî Union Lodge, New Bedford, Mass., Gommittee on Gorrespondence of Prince Hall 
Grand Lodge, and one of the best informed and most accurate of New England Masons. 

MINUTES GF AFRTCAN LGDGE, BGSTGN. 

As this is the most ancient of our three documents, it might be ezpected fo be the 
most interesting.. 1 regret to say it is not, and I fear it is of little value. It consists of a 
few tattered sheets of paper, upon which are written rough minutes of African Lodge from 
1779 to 1787. They do not appear to be pages from a minute book, but rather, rough notes 
from which the minutes were to be written np, taken down upon scraps tom for that 
purpose from an old blank book. They are not the records described by Bro. Jacob Norton, 
some years ago, as examined by him. The ink is badly faded, the writing very poor and 
largely undecipherable, and the matters noted of very little interest, — often being no more 
than that the Lodge met at the date named. The following are samples of some of the 
more complète entries : 

" Boston, November 13. 1787 
" The Lodge No. 459 has met, where the business was carried on according to 
the Constitution, where the new members is expected of James Hicks, Prince 
Clary, Geo. Miller, Joseph Hicks " 

" Boston, Decembr 13, 1787 
" A list of the bretheren that has paid towards the feast of St. John's Day 
Mr. Sanderson 4 shillings eaoh brother is to pay 
Br. Middleton4" 

Then follow fourteen other names, without préfixes, with " 3 " opposite one of them, 
and " 4 " opposite eaoh of the others. Among them are Hicks and Gregory, and Sanderson 
again ; but Hall, Forbes, Spooner, Prince, and others with whom we shall become familiar, 
are not on the list. Opposite the names, is written :

PRINCE HALL'S LETTER BOOK. 

Our second document is of mnch greater interest. It is a record book of about 300 
foolscap pages, pasteboard bound, covered with sheepskin, and lettered on the outside, 
** Prince HalKs Sermons, 1787." It is nearly fîlled wifh matter of which I shall attempt to 
give a dîgest below, written throughout in the handwriting of Prince Hall. As a rule it is 
quite legible : on a number of pages the ink is nearly bleached ont, while on others it is as 
black as when first written. The spelling is often phonetic, the capitalization that of the 
last century ; and of punctuation or paragràphing there is practically noue. 1 hâve seen 
no advantage in retaining thèse peculiarities in the extracts quoted below, save in a few 
instances. I bave indicated by a dotted line (...) illegîble letters and hâve placed withîn 
square brackets ail words not found in the original. The volume is badly smoked and 
water-stained, probably indicating that itwent through the fire which destroyed the temple 
and some of the records of Prince Hall Grand Lodge in 1869,' at which time Grand Master 

^ This was formerly donbted, and wîll still be denied by oontroversialists. But the évidence pro- 
daced by Jacob Norton wonld seem to be oonclnsive. Most of it is printed in Proceedings, Grand Lodge of 
Ohio (white), 1876, p. 117. Additional évidence also ezists. 

* ** About fonr weeks ag^ I met J. T. Heard, and I asked him whether he remembered having seen 
the African Lodge Records in 1869, and also whether he remembered asking me to famish him with a 
synopsis^of the saîd records, and whether thèse records dîd not cover the period of the alleged dormancy of 
the Lodge ? He said that he saw the records, that they were very badly written, and that Hayden gave him 
a synopsis of them. When I told Wm that the records were bumt in 1869, he said, * I am sorry I gave that 
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Kendall saved the ancient warrant of African Lodge — of which mach more, presentlj,— at 
the rîsk of his life. That Grand Lodge possessing no fire-proof vault, the volume was pro- 
bably paased from one Grand Secretary to another nntil it found its way into John T. Hilton 
Lodge. I will now give an epitome of its contents, arranged chronologioally and nnmbered 
for the sake of convenience, with occasional comments but avoiding remarks of a controver- 
sial natore as far as possible. 

(1) " A paragraph inserted in the Boston paper, yiz. Draper and Folsom of Monday, 

December 31, 1782. 
" On Friday, last, 27th, the Feast of St. John the Evangelist, was celebrated 
by St. Black's Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons, who wont in procession 
preceded by a band of music, dressed in their aprons and jewels from 
ferother G . . . pions up State Street and thro Cornhill to the House of 
the Bight Worshipful Grand Master in Water Street, where an élégant and 
splendid entertainment was given npon the occasion. 

'^ The Master's answer to the above sketch : 

" Mr. Willis. 

" Sir : Observing a sketch in 'Monday's paper painted by Mess. Draper 
and Folsom, relative to the célébration of the feast of St. John the Evangelist 
by the African Lodge, the Master of said Lodge being possessed of a charitable 
disposition to ail mankind, does therefore hope the pnblisher of the said sketch 
meant to give a candid description of the procession Ac. Therefore with due 
submission to the public, onr title is not St. Black's Lodge ; neither do we 
aspire after high titles. But onr only désire is that the Great Architect of 
the Universe would diffuse in our hearts the true spirit of Masonry, which is 
love to God and universal love to ail mankind. Thèse I humbly conceive to 
be the two grand pillars of Masonry. Instead of a splendid entertainment, we 
had an agreeable one in brotherly love. 

" With humble submission to the above publishers and the public, I 
beg leave to subscribe myself , your humble servant 

Prince Hall 
Master of African Lodge No 1, 
Dedicated to St. John." 

This was before the warrant was granted, and while the Lodge was meeting under 
the " Permit " mentioned in the letter following : 

(2) Prince Hall to William Moody^oî London. Dated March 2nd, 1784. 

Addressed to " Mr. Ai oody." " Most Worshipful Sir." Thanks him 
and " the Wardens and Rest of the Brethren of your Lodge " for " kindness 
to my Brethren when in a strange land." " Dear Brother we hope that you 
will not receive no Brother of pur Lodge without his warrant, and signed in 
manner and form as B'Becd." 

" Dear Brother I would inform you that this Lodge African Lodge, 
hath been founded almost eight yeors and we hâve had only under 

a Permit to Walk on St. John's Day and to Bury our Dead Dispensation, 

in manner and form. We hâve had no opportunity to apply 
for a Warrant before now, though we hâve been importuned to send to France 
for one, yet we thonght it best to send to the Fountain from whence we 
received the Light, for a Warrant : and now Dear Br. we must make you our 
advocate at the Grand Lodge, hoping you will be so good (in our name and 
Stead) to Lay this Before the Royal Grand Master and the Grand Wardens 
and the rest of the Grand Lodge, who we hope will not deny us nor treat us 
Beneath the rest of our fellowmen, although Poor yet Sincère Brethren of the 
Craft." 

The letter is printed in full, with some slight errors, in ray " Critical Ezamination " 
and elsewhere. Its date, which bas been printed sometimes as " March 1,*' ''March 6," and 
" March 7," is " Boston, March 2, 1784." Caldwell supposed it was addressed to the Grand 

synopaiB back to Hayden.' " Jacob Norton to Caldtoell [Ootober, 1876] ; Proceedings (white) Grand Lodge 
of Ohio, 1876, p. 118. 

Hayden was Qrand Master or P.O.M. of PrÎDoe Hall Grand Lodge. Heard, P.Q.M. of the (white) 
Grand Lodge of Massachnsets, was chairman of that committee which, in 1869, refased to pass on the 
merits of the pétition of Lewis Hayden and othem, which asked for récognition of their " eqaal Masonic 
manhood by whatever raeans the Most Worshipfal Grand Lodge inay soggest."— Proceedings (white) Grand 
Xiodge of Massachnsets, 1869, 184, et «eg.; Critical Examination (ut supra), § 80. 
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Secretarj ; and the Massachnsetts wrîters (wbite) say it accompanîed the pétition for a 
warrant. The " Permit " mentioned, or as we should now say " dispensation," was doubt- 
less from tbe military Lodge in whicb tbese bretbren had been initiated, and restricted 
their powers. Tbe word "B*Recd" is plainly written. I bave taken it for an error for 
" D' Recd " = " directed " — tbinjcing it likely that Moody, wben aiding some of tbese 
bretbren wben stranded in London, bad told tbem tbat tbey ongbb to bave diplomas or 
certifîcates, properly signed, and bad " directed " tbem bow to sign ; bnt a more capable 
brotber suggests to read, " Brotber Received." Some acconnt of Moody's Lodge connection 
is gîven nnder Nos. 6 and 11 below. 

(3) Prince Spooner to Hall London, April 8tb, 1784 [recte 1785.] 

Galls attention to. tbe fact tbat tbe warrant for African Lodge was Warrant 
lying in tbe Grand Secretary's oflBce. " Brotber Gregory batb granted, 
been for the charter of onr Lodge *' but bad not taken it away. 
The writer thinks " it will be a discrédit to ns," if tbey fail to pay tbe fées 
and take it away. 

Spooner was at tbe time a member of African Lodge. The warrant issned, by tbe premier 
Grand Lodge of tbe world, to Prince Hall and others as " African Lodge No. 459," bears 
date 20tb September, 1784, and is in the possession of Prince Hall Grand Lodge. It bas 
been often printed. 

(4) Hall to Spooner, Not dated. 

Regrets delay in taking ont warrant ; would bave sent tbe money before, if 
written to. '* But as I knew there were on the spot three brotbers, I bad not 
the least tbougbt but that tbey would bave paid for it." Has sent by Mr. 
Hartfield £6-0-8, wbicb •* with yonr one part, will pay for tbe whole 
charges of tbe cbarter." The Lodge send their beaxty thanks to Mr. Moody. 

(5) Hall to [evidently H.B.H. Henry Frederick, Duke of Cumberland, Grand 

Master.] Dated," 12th, 1785." 

Thanks him for granting tbe warrant, and déclares tbat that act will make 
manifest, not only " to us, but to the whole world tbat the true spirit of 
Masonry batb its foundation from tbe spirit of our ever blessed Grand Master 
Jésus Christ, who though be is styled King of Kings and Lord of Lords, yet 
is not ashamed to call and to own the meanest (wbom men call mean), if 
sincère, bis beloved bretbren of the Fraternity." ** I sball in ail my lectures 
endeavor to advance tbe things as, by tbe blessing of God, mayredound totbe 
bonour of tbe Craft, and also use that discipline in tbe Lodge as sball make 
tbe guilty tremble, and at the same time establisb tbe true bonest brotber." 

(6) Moody to " The Bight Worshipful Master^ Wardens and Brethren of the African 

Lodge, Boston, New England.** June 21st, 1785. 
Written in tbe tbi^ person, quite formally, not to say stiffly, requesting 
tbem to take up tbe *' constitution " before November, be having obtained it 
for tbem " in conséquence of a letter from tbe above Lodge, signed by the then 
Master, Prince Hall, and tbe rest of tbe offîcers." " Tbe expense is 5 guineas 
and a balf. Viz. 4 for the constitution, 1 for the enrollment in the list of 
Lodges, and one balf for tbe under Secretary."! 

Signed, ** William Moody, No. 4 Hanway Street, near Oxford Street, near Sobo, 

" Brotberly Love Lodge." 

Brotherly Love Lodge appears on the Lists, 1781 — 1791, as No. "55 Lodge of 
Brotberly Love, King's Head Tav. Holbom," wbicb Gould (" The Four Old Lodges," 69) 
appears to identify with the Lodge given on Gole's engraved List of 1770 as " 71 The Star, 
Coleman St.," constituted " Dec. 21, 1736." 

(7) Hall to Moody. Àugust 12th, 1785. 

Acknowledges receipt of No. 6, " by tbe hands of Captain Washington ; " 
thanks him warmly for getting tbe "constitution; " regrets Gregory's négli- 
gence ; explains tbat Gregory bad agreed to attend to it, " and so made onr- 
selves easy" until Spooner notified tbem o tbe neglect; "Immediately I 
called tbe Lodge togetber and collected twenty dollars, and Captain Scott was 
to sail soon, I had not time to get but a few togetber and [was] obliged to 
send only witb order for our Brotber Spooner to pay wbatever 

' This demonstrates that a Qnrmise made by me in a footnote at p. 115 of the Qritical Ezaminatiou 
yrav erroneous. 
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more mighfc be due to the Secretary. But as hebas corne away before Captain 
Scott arrived," asks Moody to send the warrant and promises to remit " if Mr. 
Hatfield dotb not pay you." 
Signed, ** Prince Hall, 

" Master of the African Lodge . 

"at the Golden Fleece in Water Street, Boston." 

Spooner, Gregory and others were probably mariners, sailing back and forth between 
Boston and London. In bis Correspondenoe Report for 1873, Lewis Hayden printed a letter 
f rom Hall to Moody, of this same date, relating to the same subject and of the same gênerai 
import ; but evidently not a version of this letter. 

(8) November 26th, 1786. Mémorial to His Excellency James A Lodge 

Bowdoin, [Governor of Massachusetts.] as Boldiers. 

Offering the services of the members of African Lodge as a 
military force to aid in suppressicg insurrection growing out of the Shay 
Rébellion. 

" Shay's Rébellion " îs a well known incident in American history. 

(9) Hall to Moody. December 16th, 1786. 

States that Capt Scott will advance the money " sent by me in his ship two 
years ago by his stewrd Hartfield *' and anything more that might be neces- 
sary, aud asks Moody to explain the matter to the Grand Lodge. " Sir, I 
would be glad if you would procure me the last constitution and the Mason's 
Mmoneke." 

" Last constitution," I take to mean the last édition of the Book of 
Constitutions ; but others might read '* lost constitution " and think the Mnemonics 
warrant was meant. The letters of the word "Mmoneke" seem clear: 
Quœre, Was " Mnemonics " intended. 

(10) Moody to Bail. Golden Square, London, . . . 23rd, 1786. 

." I received your kind letter and am much obliged to you for sending me that 
money; but 1 bave not got it yet." Capt. Scott bas gone to Boston. " The 
last time I saw Mr. Hartfield I asked him if he saw any body belonging to us 
and he told me no." " You desîred me to ask Mrs. Hartfield to advance me 
some money, but she told me she had no orders to do it. I bave sent you an 
almanac." " My wife joins me in love to you." 

The mention of Mrs. Hartfield indicates the existence of another letter, of which we 
bave no trace. 

(11) Moody to Bail March lOth, 1787. 

Money received; charter taken from Grand Lodge and delivered to Capt. 
Scott ; Moody had had Book of Constitutions bound, instead of sending in 
sheets ; some good ad vice as to how to conduct his Lodge. " I bave sent you 
an excellent book which I bave taken a deal of time in perus- 
ing and find it a very useful book as it contains many very Warrant 

useful remarks and information. Therefore I send it to you delivered, 
for your perusal and acceptance." Commends his spécial 
attention to the "four cardinal virtues," Tempérance, Fortitude, Prudence 
and Justice ; " with the three religious virtues, Faith, Hope and Charity, in 
conjunction with the grand principle on which Masonry is founded, Brotherly 
Love, Friendship and Truth." 
Signed, " William Moody, 

" Présent Master of the Prezuvence Lodge, 

" held at the Fleece, New PuUice Yard, 
" Westruins." 
" N.B. I bave the pleasure to inform you that His Royal Highness, the Prince 
of Wales, bas been initiated into Masonry at the Britcher Lodge, Pell Mail." 

The " excellent book " may bave been Preston's " Illustrations " or Calcott's " Candid 
Disquisition " ; but may it not be that we bave hère a carefully veiled allusion — and if so, 
one of our earliest — to a " cypher key " of the " secret work " ? The classification of the 
varions " virtues " and the use of " Friendship " where we now bave " Relief " are interest- 
ing. Hall evidently had trouble in reading the handwriting of Moody, who doubtless wrote, 
" Perseverence Lodge, held at the Fleece, New Palace Yard, Westmins.," and probably 
" Britishers' Lodge." Gould tells us (History, Am. éd., iii., 235) that the Prince of Wales 
was initiated "at a spécial Lodge at the Star and Garter, Pall Mail, February 6tb; 1787." 
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Thîs Lodge îs mentîoned on tbe Lists, 1781-1791, as No. " 29 Britannîc Lodge, Star and Garter, 
Pall Ma.ll." Perseverence Lodge is given on the same Lists as No. ** 398 L. of Perseverence, 
Golden Fleece, Palace Yard," dating from 1776, and is evidently the Lodge formed May 7tli, 
1776, styled on the 1778 List, No. " 492 King's Arms L, Kew, Snrrey." 

(12) Hally in the " Columhian Oentinal" newspaper, of Boston, of nr , 

May 2nd, 1787. Warrant 

" By Captaîn Scott, from London, came the charter " etc. arrives. 

The article is printed in fnll in the '^ Gritical Examination," and elsewhere. African 
Lodge was organized nnder the Warrant, May 6th, 1787. 

(13) HaU to WUliam White, Esq., Grand Secretary, London. May 17th, 1787. 
Acknowledges with thanks receipt of " the constitution, together with your 
receipt for payments for it " ; explains why White did not reçoive the money 
sent two years before, " and we hâve lost the whole of it " ; promises to " send 
a copy of our by-laws and a list of the Lodge " to the Grand Master ; " and by 
the grâce of God I shall endeavoar to fnlfil ail that is reqnired of me in the 
charter, and as I shall make the constitution my guide, I hope we shall adom 
our profession as Masons." 

(14) Hall to *'B<noland Boit, Esqr., De. G. M. of the (ïrand Lodge of Bngland." 
May 17th, 1787. 

Similar to No. 13. *' I hâve sent you a copy of our bylaws, together with 
list of the members of the Lodge. We shall always be willing to con- 

tribute so far as in us lies to that laudable custom among Masons 

from the foundation thereof." 

This last apparently refers to the Grand Charity fund, to which 
African Lodge sent contributions received in Nov., 1787 ; Nov. 1789 ; April, Grand Charity, 
1792 ; Nov., 1793 ; and Nov., 1797, besides others apparently not received. 
I am not aware that any other New England Lodge ever contributed to it at ail. See No. 
30 below. 

(15) Hall to Moody. May 18th, 1787. 

Acknowledges receipt of letter, ** together with the constitution and 
calendar for the Lodge, and the book you sent me," which last he fonnd " very 
instructive." "Dear Brother, nothing could give me and the Lodge more 
pleasure than when we open'd the constitution to find so grand a pièce of true 
workmanship thereon, which we bave shown to some Masters of other Lodges 
hère, which ail agrée with as in giving praise to the workman thereof. But 
the contents thereof and the precepts therein contained shall be our chief 
study and guide." 

A very manly and grateful letter of thanks for Moody's great kindnesses to the writer, 
'Hhough a stranger." *' Ail the account 1 can give for it is that you are a sincère and true 
brother Mason." The book mentioned was doubtless Noorthouck's édition of the " Consti- 
tutions," published in 1784. 

(16) Pétition to the Senate and House of Représentatives of Massachusetts. 

October, I7th, 1787. 
Asks them to provide means for the éducation of coloured children. 

(17) Hall to Moody. May [«c, P recte November] 17th, 1787. Unsigned. 
Sends regards etc. '' 1 sent you a letter and a small trifle in [care] Capt. 
Scott, but don't know whether you received them or no, for it is hard trusting 
when one hath been once bit. Then Mr. Hartfield told me that he delivered 
to you yourself ." Intends to " keep the feast " on St. John's Day next and to 
send money to the Grand Charity *' by the first safe hands." 

This is bat a fragment of a letter. From No. 19, November would appear to be the true 
date. 

(18) Hall to [Capt.] James Scott. August 2nd, 1788. 

Sends him $10 and certain letters, to be delivered to ** Mr. White." 

(19) Hall to Moody. August 23rd, 1788. 

Similar to No. 17. '* I sent you a letter November last and also 

acquainted you that I sent you a small présent." 
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(20) Hall to " The Honourahle, the Select men of the Toum of Boston,** June 2nd, 

1789. 
" A nnxnber of free blacks of the town of Boston," " as we hâve nofc any place 
of worship, and as we do celebrate the 24th day of the month in as serions a 
manner as we can," and " as Almighty God in his goodness 
hath sent a preacher among ns, and he is willing to preach to 8t. John*s Day. 
ns a sermon on that day," ask the use of " the Hall to preach 
in on that day, for this time only, as we shall not request it of your Honoars 
again." 

'' The Hall ** was probably Faneuil Hall ; the preacher, Bro. Marrant mentioned below. 

(21) Bail to Boit, Dep. G. M. June 4th, 1789. Not signed. 

Reports " received into the Lodge since Angust two members, namely John 
Bean and John Marrant, a black minister from home bat last from Brachtown, 
Nova Scotia." Will contribnte to Grand Charity on St. John's Day. 

HalVs use of the word " home " is interesting. 

(22) Bail to White. June 4th, 1789. Not signed. 

Has received no acknowledgment of the $10 sent the Grand Charity by Capt. 
Scott. 

(23) A Sermon by John Marrant. 

Undated, but doubtless preached before the Lodge Jnne 24th, 1789. It was revised by 
Hall, before being copied. The ink is so faded as to render the sermon practically 
illegible ; bat it seems to contuin nothing of spécial historical interest. 

(24) " Some Remarks on Mr. John Edwards compleat History or Summary of ail 

the Dispensations and Methods of Religion from the Beginning of tbe 
World to the Oonsummation of Ail Things." 

Edwards' work was in two volumes. Hall's abstract fîUs some 35 pages. 

(25) " The Lives of Some of the Fathers and Leamed and Famous Divines in the 

Christian Chnrch from our Lord and Saviour Jésus Christ." 

Tertulian, Cyprian, Origen, Angostine, Chrysostom, Gregory and others are mentioned. 
Marrant's sermon was evidently greatly indebted to thèse Lives. 

(26) Hall to White. November 9th, 1789. A fragment, unsigned. 

Com plains that he has no acknowledgment of letters sent, or of {lOsentto the 

Grand Charity in August, 1788. 
Prînted in full, from a copy furnished by the Grand Secretary of England, in the 
Proceedings of the (white) Grand Lodge of Massachusetts for 1869. From that version it 
appears that he had sent copies of the sermon, " preached on St. Johu's Day by our Brother 
John Marrant." Only the first part of the letter appears in the letter book, and it differs 
slightly from the printed version. 

(27) Bail to Lady Buntingdon. Not dated. 

Conveys her his " humble thanks " for the labours of John Marrant, " whom 
you, under God, hath raised up to be a faithf ul labourer ** etc. ; praises 
Marrant's zeal '^ since he hath been amongst us, which hath been one year." 
"We, the members of African Lodge, hâve made him a member of that 
honoarable society, and chaplain of the same, which will be a great help to 
him in his travels, and may do a great deal of good to society." Mentions 
that Marrant is about to " return to you." 

Selina, Count«ss of Hnntingdon, born 1707, died 1791, was head of a sect of Oalvinistic 
Methodists who became known as " The Countess of Huntingdon's Connection." I hâve an 
impression that she was related to William Shirley, mentioned in No. 34. 

(28) Masonic Certificate "Boston, February 16, 1792 

" And the light shineth in darkness and the darkness comprehendeth not." 
Bro. John Dodd having requested a " certificate," " We . . . 
recommend him, as we found him, a trne and lawful brother Oertificate. 
Master Mason, and his behaviour with us was orderly [and] 
décent." Dated " at the sign of the Golden [Fleece] in Water Street, 
Boston." Signed, " Prince Hall, G.M. 

" Cyrus Forbes, S.G.W. 

" George Middleton, J.G.W. 
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Appears io be in a forra in common use — except as to tbe tîtles of the offîcers — at that day. 

Tbe use of tbose titles is suggestive, — espeoially as tbis was some montbs 

before tbe organization of tbe présent (white) Grand Lodge of Hall, 

Massacbnsetts, with wbose alleged "exclusive territorial jnrisdiction " — ^^ Orand Master^ 

asserted, for tbe first time, long snbaeqnently— tbe existence of "Negro 

Masonry " is said to conflict ; — tbereby rendering itself , it is said, " clandestine." Compare 

Hairs mention of " tbe Giand Lodge " in No. 35, below. 

(29) A Oharge to Afrioan Lodge, 

IJndated : but in No. 81 Hall indicates tbat be delivered it at Cbarlestown, Jnne 25tb, 1792, 
probably in connection witb a St. Jobn's Day onting. From tbe number of copies wbicb be 
distribu tod, we mîgbt almost infer tbat ii was printed. 

(30) White to Hall August 20tb, 1792. 

Sends printed Proceedings of tbe Grand Lodge and calendar for tbe year ; 
acknowledges receipt of sermon and of tbe Lodge*s contributions to tbe Grand 
Cbarity, 24 Nov., 1787, and 18 April, 1792 ; and asks if certain Lodges are 
still " in being, as we bave never beard from tbem since tbe commencement of 
tbe late war in America, or indeed, long before : and in case tbey bave ceased 
to meet, wbicb I ratber apprebend, tbey ougbt to be erased from our list of 
lodges." 

Printod in f ull in tbe " Critical Examination," and elsewbere. 

(31) Hall to'' The Grand Secretaryr Undatod. 

Acknowîedges receipt of No. 80 ; and reports on ail tbe Lodges inquired about. 
" The Lodge No. 88 batb joined tbe above Lodge [No. 42] ever ^p, •- 
since tbe deatb of tbeir Grand Master, Henry Price, Esq., for be Jr» ./ 
is long since dead— a wortby Mason." " Tbe Lodge No. 142 do '^***^^«- 
keep tbe same [i.e. "a regular Lodge,"] as some of tbem batb visited our 
Lodge, and beard it from tbeir own montbs." " I bave sent you a cbarge I 
delivered at Cbarlestown on tbe 26tb of June last." 

Printed in full in tbe " Critical Ëxaminatiou," and elsewbere. Henry Price was tbe 
Brotber wbo establisbed tbe first Lodge in Boston, in 1733. He died in 1780. Mention of 
otber wbite visitors will be found in our tbird manuscript. 

As tbis lettor could not bave been writton earlier tban September, 1792, it seems 
singnlar tbat no mention is made of tbe fact tbat tbe Massachusetts Lodges reported on 
(" Modem ") bad united witb tbe local Grand Lodge of " Ancient Masons " in forming, in 
tbe preceding Marcb, tbe présent Gh:*and Lodge of Massachusetts. No allusion to tbe 
" Ancients " or to any friction with wbite brethren occurs in tbe book, except a sarcastic 
référence, in No. 12, to " a certain member of tbe fraternity " wbo had facetiously " offered 
tbe so gênerons reward in tbis paper, some time since, for tbe cbarter supposed io bo lost." 

(32) Hall to the Selectmen of tbe Town of Boston. October 4tb, 1796. 
Asking foi' a scbool bouse for coloured cbildren. 

(33) Eall to White. Jannary 20th, 1797. Not signed. 

Hopes Wbite received tbe charges sent with No. 31, and $6. sent " by my 
trusty brotber Hector Lewes." Encloses a list (not copied into tbe book) of 
brethren " entered into tbis Lodge sice 1792." 

" We send thèse by our loving Brotber Pendis wbo visiting Br. 

with us ever since be batb been bere, and behave like a wortby brotber." 

(34) {^Peter Mantore'] to Hall. Copy not signed. 

*'Pbiladelpbia, 2nd Marcb, 1797. 
** Mr. Hall, Master of the African Lodge 

" Dear Brotber of tbe African Lodge in Boston : 

** We congratnlato yon ail in the name of the Most Holy and 
Adorible Trinity, Father, Son and Holy Ghost for a Dispensation a Warrant 
for tbe African Lodge. We, in Philadelpbia, are ail ready for to go to work. 
We bave ail but a warrant. We hâve ail been try'd by five Royal Arcb 
Masons. The white Masons bere say that tbey are afraid to grant us a 
warrant for fear tbe black men living in Virginia would get to be Free 
Masons, too. But we had ratber be under our dear bretheren in Boston tban 
the Pennsylvania Lodge, for if we are nnder yon, theu we sball always be 
ready to assist any- of yon. 
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"There are eleven of [as] blackfs], five of whîch are M. Masons. 
Pleas'd to seod the warrant by one of the bretheren of the Lodge, and direct 
him to the Bev. A. Jones, Minister of the African Ghurch, and the char^s 
shall be paid and the money will be ready. By this certificate you will find 
some of oor names."

It has been stated that the initiations of nearly if not quite ail of the brethren named 
j this certificate hâve been found recorded in England and Ireland. It is to be hoped that 
Dr. Crawley or some other brother will give us an account of " Carrickfurgus Lodge, True 
Blues, No. 253," of which I hâve no further knowledge. Among the Modems, the number 
22 was borne from 1770 to 1780 by a Lodge at Stockton-upon-Tees, in Durham ; from 1781 
to 1791 by " Old King's Arms Lodge, Freemasons' Tavem, Great Queen Street," London ; 
and;after April, 1792, by " St. Alban's Lodge, Thomas's Tavem, Dover Street, Picadilly." 
But I take it that the expression " Antient York Masons" indicates that Lodge No. 22of the 
'*AthoU" Masons was meant, to wit the Lodge No. "22 Constituted at London 1753.^" 
The care with which the warrant was to be sent is worthy of notice, — a brother was to make 
the then formidable Jonrney from Boston to Philadelphia to deliver it. He wonld thus bave 
an opportunity to further " try " the applicants, if he wished, — a précaution not uncommouly 
neglected in those days. Also, observe the snperior position which thèse regular Masons 
conceded to African Lodge — or Mother Lodge or Qrand Lodge, as you will : they were to be 
"under" their Boston brethren, and dassed the latter with " the Pennsylvania [Grand] 
Lodge." 

(35) Hall to Mantore, 

" Boston, March 22d, 1797. 
" Mr. Peter Mantore. 

" Sir : — I received your letter of the 2 whîch informs me that there are 
a number of blacks in your city who hâve received the light 
of MasoniT, and 1 hope they got it in a just and lawful Philadelphta 
manner. If so, dcar bi-other, we are willing to set you at Negro 

work under our charter and Lodge No. 459, from London ; Lodge, 

under that authority , and by the name of the African Lodge, 
we hereby and herein give you license to assemble and work as aforesaid, 
under that dénomination as in the sight and fear of God. I would advise you 
not to take any in at présent till your officers and your Master be in[stalled] 
in the Grand Lodge, which we are willing to [do] when he thinks convenient, 
and he may reçoive a full warrant instead of a permit." 

Another eye might read " hereby and hereon^*^ instead of " herein." Our third manuscrîpt 
relates to this new Lodge. Prince HaU's référence to a " Grand Lodge " in which he would 
instali officers, is noteworthy ; also, bis apparent confidence in bis power to grant " a full 
warrant." There is a trace of some additional correspondence, somewhat later, of which I 
hâve no full mémorandum, to the effect that the Philadelphia brethren became dissatisfied 
" with the writing of the warrant and the badness of the parchment," and wanted one more 
handsomely engrossed. To this Hall replied that if they would hâve one prepared he 
would sign it. 

Inasmuch as it has been assumed and asserted that granting this " license " was an 
" invasion " of " the exclusive territorial jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania," 
it may be well to note that—assuming that sucb a thing as exclusive territorial jurisdiction 
existed at that day, which I do not think any Masonic scholar will admit to hâve been the 
case, — there were no Lodges or Grand Lodge in Pennsylvania at that time which the Grand 
Lodge of England — of which Prince Hall was for twenty years a member— admitted to be

" regalar " bodies. The " regular " Lodges, of Franklin's time, had ail died ont and the 
Lodges and Grand Lodge in Pennsylvania were mère " Antient " bodies which Prince Hall 
and ail ** regular Masons " were by the Book of Constitutions forbidden to " own as f air 
brethren " or recognize as " regnlarly formed." As to Prince HaU's anthority to issue this 
" license," see the " Critical Examination," §§ 49-58. 

(36) Hall to White, May 20th, 1798. Not signed. 

Reports that Bro. Daves, by whom he had sent $6. " delivered to [P me by] 
my African brethren on the 24 of last June, together with a small snm of 
money as a charity to the Grand Fnnd," had " died on his voyage to London 
last winter." Accordingly Hall sends the money again. Has not heard from 
White since HaU's letter of Jan. 20, " 179--" [No. 33.] Gives list of sixteen 
persons '^ entered into this Lodge since '92." 

(37) Hall to (evidently White, G.S.) June 16th, 1802. Not signed. 

"Throngh the blessing of Almighty God," is "yet in the land of the living" 
and therefore seuds '' an acconnt of my brethren of the African Lodge, which 
the Grand Lodge hath highly honoured me to take the charge, and baye by 
the blessing of God endeavored to fnlfil my obligations and the great trust 
y on hâve reposed in me." '* I hâve sent a nnmber of letters to the Grand 
Lodge and money for the Grand Charity, and by faithfnl brethren as I 
thonght, bnt I hâve not received one letter from the Grand Lodge for this 
five years, which I thonght somewhat strange at first ; but when I heard se 
many were taken by the French, I thonght otherwise, and prudent not to 
send." Now, however, with " a happy peace settled, I hope to hear from the 
Grand Lodge and send to them." Gives names of eight brethren *' lost by 
death since my last letter," and eighteen *' entered since 1797." 

(38) Mémorandum. August 16th, 1806. Not signed. 

" A copy of a letter sent by Bro. Nero Prince to London, directed q , 
to William White in London, showing that after many letters « ^^^ » 

sent from the African Lodge and money for snndry ecreary s 

hâve not received an answer to the samo from the year 1796, ^^^ 
with acconnt of the members entered from that time to this date, &c." 

This ends our mannscript, with a melancholy pictnre of the way the Grand Secretary's 
office was conducted at that time, and a more pleasant one, of the faithfnl old Mason 
making Lodge retums to the last. Prince Hall died sixteen months later. Nero Prince 
succoeded him as Master of African Lodge. The letter above mentioned is not copied into 
the book. 

MINUTE BOOK OF AFRICAN LODGE, PHILADELPHIA. 

Our third mannscript is the minute book of the Lodge mentioned in Nos. 34 and 
35 above. It is lettered on the outside " African Lodge 459," is in a much better state of 
préservation than Hall's letter book, and contains minutes of meetings from December 27th, 
1797, to Febmary 15th, 1800. In the beginniug the record is a marvel of neatness, but 
with a change of secretaries this featnre disappears. The foUowing is an exact transcript 
of the minutes of the first meeting : 

" Minntes of the African Lodge, No. 459. 

"Closed. 

" December " The African Lodge No. Opend in due order and form on the 

27th first step of Masonry, the Revd Absalom Jones, Master ; James Forten, Senior 

5797 Warden; Wm. Harding, Junior Warden ; R. Venable, Sen Deacon; John 

Davis, Jun. Deacon; Peter Bichmond, Secretary ; and Jonathan Harding, 

Treasnrer. 

"Brother Jones Delivered a fine Prayer and an Excellent Sermon 
alluding to the Foundations of Masoory and the advantage thereof, also gave 
ns a short lecture and then Calld off to refreshment, after refreshing 
onrselves at the Lodge rooro Whçnt to John Coates's Where we dinned Vei-y 
a^eeably.

The next entry begins — 

" Decem. 30th Stated Lodge." " Lodge Opend in Harmony on second 
step, ail the New took their places accept Bamfield & McDonnal. Br. A.

Under date, November 26th, 1798, we read : 

" Brother Bamphield [moved] that our Lodge should be calld here- 
after Moses African Lodge of Philadelphia. Carried." 

Yet at no subséquent place in the record does the name " Moses " occnr in connection 
with that of the Lodge. The présence of visitors — presumably whit« brethren, 
but oJl what jurisdictions I hâve not facilities at hand for investigating — is White 
noted as foUows : The Becord of " Monday Night, October 28th, 1799," shows Visitors, 
the présence of seventeen officers and members, followed by : 

" Visiting Brethren 

*' Hiram Levensteiu Lodge No. 88 
Samuel Passy Lodge 87 
John Wh.te Lodge 87 
David S. Bapax No. 3 
Thomaa Greenen No. 19 " 

" Wednesday Night, December 4th, 6799," the Lodgo was visited by " John Cox 
Lodge No. 9." " Sunday Night," evidently December 22nd, 1799, we find as a ** Visiting 
Brother" the name of "Joseph Springer, Masters Lodge No. 92." 

The following record of a Masonic commémoration of George Washington's birthday 
is the earliest that has come to my knowledge : 

February lOth, 1800, *' B. Levinstiue Made a motion that It was 
Consisten the Bre. should walk on the 22d of February and 
that there should be . . . . on A Committy .... Washington 
appointed to Waite on the friendly society and the Humain Commemorated. 
Society, and Give them an invitation to walk with us in 
procession." . 

February 15th, 1800 "B. Harding and B. Levenstine 

Brought in the Beports of the Two Societies Whict that ware perfectly agreed 
to walk in procession Which Gave Great satisfaction " 

On motion it was voted that, 

" the oldest society walk first, and the Junior society Next and the 
Mason society last " 
and committees were appointed to arrange with the other two societies as to the order of 
march. 
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With this entnr the book doses, every page of the volume having been nsed. 
foUowiug list of members, donbtless of date 1800, is written on a fly leaf :

And no man 
worthy to belong to either Ciixîle of Lodge Quatuor Coronati ought to désire more than that 
' to be satisfied with less.

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CHRONICLE. 

ENGLAND. 

HE New Lodg^es coDstîtnted by tbe Grand Lodge of England durîng 1899 are 
54, Nos. 2739-2792. Of thèse 17 were for Londoii, 18 for the Provinces, 9 in 
West Anstralia, 3 in the Transvaal, 2 in Malta, and 1 each in Qneensland, 
the Cape Colony, Bhodesia, India and the West Indies. 

Hasonic Benevolence, 1899.— The total receiptsof thethree central 
Masonic Bene volent Institutions for the past jear were : 

Royal Masonic Benevolent Institution ... 
Royal Masonic Institnte for Girls 
Royal Masonic Institnte for Boys

The Board of Benevolence granted in ail, during the year, £7,803 for the relief of 
286 applicants. 

Bro. Lane'S Library. — The extensive Masonic Library of oar late Bro. John Lane, 
will be acqnired, by sabscription among the members, for bis mother-lodge, Jordan No. 
1402, Torqnay, and thus form a permanent and fitting mémorial to his memory. 

Bro. SimpSOn'S Pictures. — A large number of the sketches and pictnres of our 
late Bro. W. Simpson bas been acquired by the Sontb Kensington Musenm, some for the 
nse of the Art Schools and others for the Topographical and Architectaral Departments. 

Bro. Simpson's painting of the pillared chamber beneath the Temple at Jérusalem, 
discovered by our first Master, Sir Charles Warren (since covered up again), and fancifully 
called by him the *' Masonic Hall *' on acconnt of the impression made on his mind at his 
first view of it, bas been acquired by our Lodge as a mémento of both our distinguished 
brethren. 

• 

Fortitude and Old Cumberland Lodge No. 12.— This Lodge, as is well known 

to those who take an ioterest in such matters, is the Time Immémorial Lodge i/vhich met 
at the Apple Tree, Covent Ghirden, and with three others, one of which is extinct, helped to 
form the original Grand Lodge at London, the premier Grand Lodge in the worid. In 
1722-3 the Lodge removed to fresh promises and, under some misap préhension, was 
constitnted afresh, a totally needless performance which resulted in an unfortunate loss of 
precedence. When the lists of Lodges were first made up in numerical order in 1729, the 
Lodge, which had been previoasly generally cited in the third place on the informai lists, 
was placed according to the date of its reconstitution and became No. 10. Attempts were 
made at varions times to remedy the blunder, but in vain, and for many years past the 
Lodge bas been practically oblivioiis of its exceptional antiquity and bas prided itself on its 
officiai date of February, 1722-23. Quite recently, however, some of the members became 
aware of its history and determined to assert their **time immémorial " standing. At the 
last installation meeting on the 5th March, Bro. B. F. Gould, P.G.D.jWas invited to readan 
address to the members on the early history of the Lodge, in which the real facts were 
insisted on most lucidly, a large number of distinguished brethren being specially asked to 
meet him. It would of course be hopeless for the Lodge to attempt to regain its oiiginal 
position on the roll, but there would be no injustice to other Lodges who bave now for 170 
years held aplace higher up, in correcting the misleading date of 1722 attached to the name 
în our officiai calendar, and substituting the magio letters " T.I.," as is donc after thenames 
of the other two remaining original Lodges, viz., Antiquity No. 2., and Royal Somerset 
Ho use and Inverness No. 4. It is to be hoped this will be done in next year's issue. 

St. James' Lodge of Instruction, Handsworth.— At the Annual Festival of this 

energetic Lodge on the 12th March, Bro. R. Clay Sudlow, P.G.St.B., Président of the 
Emulation Lodge of Iroprovement, attended in order to supervise and criticise the Lodge's 
working of the Initiation ceremony, and Bro. G. W. Speth, P.A.G.D.C., delivered an 
address on the Development of the Ritaal, which seems to bave so far given satisfaction to 
his audience as to evoke a gênerai désire that he would att«nd on some future night and 
repeat his lecture in f uller détail than the time available permitted on the présent occasion. 
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IRELAND. 

The charge is of ten laid at the door of oar Irish Brefchren that but little of their 
doings is commanicated to their Brethren in other jurisdictions. Tbe accusation is only 
partially justified, because statistics enough are elaborately published every jear, and 
fumished to the Irish Lodges ; on the other hand, however, thèse statistics are not made 
içenerally available to English Students, but must be sought for. Wo hâve now before us 
those for 1899. 

One of the first things to catch the eye is a table of the names of Brethren strnck o£E 
the roll of subordinate Lodges for non-payment of dues. This is as it should be, and it 
lYOuld be well if the United Grand Lodge of England copied the ezample thus set. The 
list is supplied, with the other statistics, to every Lodge in the conntry, and, as a member 
fitruck off one Lodge for this reason thereby loses ipso facto his membership in ail other 
Lodges to which he may belong, "exclusion" is reallj of effect in Ireland, whereas in 
England it is of none whatever, and known to nobody but the clerks in our Grand Secretary's 
oflBce, to the brother himself, and to the Lodge inflicting it. The number of brethren 
€xcluded in 18^9 was 153, against which we find 14 restored to Good Standing. 

Eight new warrants were issued, of which two were for Johannesburg, one for 
Queensland, one for Malta, and the rest for Ireland. Two Irish warrants were sarrendered. 
One brother was expelled, and six were suspended. 

The total income of Grand Lodge was, from ail sources, including stock sold, 
JS2,077 18s. Id., whilst the expenses were £5,806 9s. 4d., of which Charity accoants for 
£1,135 14s. 9d. Even taking in to considération the balance carried forward in 1898, this 
would show a state of affairs pointing to immédiate bankrnptcy, were it not for the fact that 
the excess of expenditure over income is almost reduoed to nil by the inclusion of £2,575 
paid on the construction of the new buildings of Freemasons' Hall, Dublin. 

The Grand Secretary's office is runata small annual cost, the salaries only amounting 
to £(586 13s. 6d., besides which there are two annuities to former servants, of £275 in ail. 

From the 426 Lodges on the Register, £3,413 was received during the year, leaving 
£197 still dae. 

Last year, at the St. John's in Winter Communication of Grand Lodge, an innovation 
was introduced. Innovations in Freemasonry are not invariably so reprehensible as the 
Charges of a W.M. would lead one to suppose, and the one in question was decidedly a step 
in the right direction. It consisted of nothing less than a long and interesting address from 
the Deputy Grand Master, Sir James Creed Meredith, reviewing the year then passed, and 
the Address was snbsequently printed and distiibut^d. The précèdent has been followed 
this year, and will doubtlesff develop into a permanent feature of Irish Masonry. From 
the éloquent and comprehensive Address this year, much of interest is to be gathered 
without the uncongenial toil of wading through columns of figures. 

The total nnmber of new members during 1899 was 100 in the Metropolis and 1400 
«Isewhere, as against 120 and 1700 in 1898. It is abundantly évident throughont the 
Address that the gênerai state of the Craf t across the Irish Channel is satisfactory, although 
8ome little disappointmeut is expressed as to the resuit so far of the Masonic Jubilee Fund. 
On the other hand the Century Fund, required to complète the buildings at Richview, 
«stimated to cost £6,000, for which purpose a bazaar in the grounds of the Royal Dublin 
Society was projected, already shows, in voluntary contributions without any aid from a 
bazaar at ail, £5,500 promised, of which £3,217 is already paid. As a whole year still 
remains in which to coUect the balance of £500, the Craft naturally feels little anxiety asto 
the ultimate resuit. The bazaar fell through because the Royal Society, which let its grounds 
at Ball's Bridge for a similar purpose in 1892 for £100, now required no less than £500. 
It was the Masons in 1892 who first taught the Society the value of the grounds for such a 
purpose, and the extoi*tionate demand seems but a poor reqnital. Our Brethren were 
willing to pay this year £300, but £500 was too much, and so the Society gets nothing 
through asking too much. 

The Dep. G. M. made feeling référence to several departed Brethren, the one best 
known to us being Bro. W. Shekleton, his predecessor in his high office, who expired during 
the year. 

A feature in this Address is an account of several " rulings " given by the Dep. G.M. 
during the preceding twelve months. We are glad to note that the rulings appear ail to be 
on matters of real import-ance, and are themselves consonant with the gênerai spirit of the 
Craft. The criticism of the last Irish Book of Constitutions which appeared in our last 
volume of Transactions is also alluded to, and appears to hâve commended itself to the 
Dep. G.M.

SCOTLAND. 

The annnal accoants of the Grand Lodge of Scotland prodaced at ihe Communication 
on the Ist Febraary show tbat the total income for last jear amonnted to £6,466 and the 
expenditare to £2,710. The Scott îsh Masonic Benevolent Fnnd amounted to £7,918, and 
the Annuity Fund to £27,814. The 114 annnities paid last year amounted to £1,180. 

Edinburgfh. — In aid of the War Relief Fnnds a spécial Masonîc Service was held 
in St. Œles' Cathedral on Satnrday, 4th Febrnary, at which Qrand Lodge and nearly 700 
Masons attended in full regalia, and were sapported by the Lord Provost, Magistrates and 
Corporation, and by General Chapman and the Scottish headqnarters military staff. 
Maaame Ella Russell, the distingaished prima donna, gave her services gratuitously, and 
travelled down from London expressly for that pnrpose. 

AUSTRALASIA. 

West Australia* — Of the 34 Lodges existing in this Colony ander the Grand Lodge 
of England, 33 hâve regularly and according to constitutional methods formed themselves 
into a Grand Lodge of West Australia. So far, the Lodges on the Scotch and Irish registers, 
although expressing their sympatby, hâve not joined the new organisation. The resolution 
was taken at a meeting of the District Grand Lodge at Perth on the lltb October last, and 
the District Grand Master, Sir Gérard Smith, K.C.M.G., who pi*esided, was unanimously 
elected the First Gi*and Master of the new Grand Lodge. The Grand Lodge of England 
accorded its young sister formai récognition at the Quarterly Communication on the 7th 
March last. On the same occasion récognition was refused to a small self-constituted body 
also claiming to be the Grand Lodge of West Australia. 

SPAIN. 

The Archbishop of Seville has, according to Latomia^ written to the Queen Régent 
Tirging the suppression of ail Lodges of Freemasons " and other freetbinkers." 
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THE 31st FOOT AND MASONRY IN WEST FLORIDA. 
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COPY of a Royal Arch Certificate granted by ** St. George's Lodge, No. 108, 
Scotland, Slst Regt. Foot," at Malta, in 1810, bas appeared in a previona 
volume {A.Q.G, viii., 232), and the brother wbo snpplied it — Captein Al. 
Louis Hugbes, R.A.M.C. — inquires, " Why St. George's Lodge of Scotland, 
and not England ? The Slst had an English Lodge of a military character." 
The Meridian Lodge, No. 1045 (now No. 743), was established in this 
régiment by the Grand Lodge of England— as I bave every reason to recollect, 
from the circnmstance of beiug its first Master — in 1858. But that there had been an 
earlier English Lodge in the same corps was altogetber unknown to me, and the proceedings 
whicb bave resnlted in the préparation of the présent article will now be related. 

Not long ago, one of onr members (C.C.), Dr. F. F. Bond, of Brighoase, West York- 
shire, iniformed Bro. Spetb that be had picked np a copy of Preston's Illustrations^ ** Inscribed 
by James Murray to St. Andrew's Lodge, No. I., W. Florida, June 27, 1776." 

Onr indefatigable editor was nnable to trace any Lodge in Florida of tbe above des- 
cription and date, so be advised Bro. Bond to forward the book to Bro. Silas B. Wright 
(another member of onr Onter Circle), the présent Grand Master of Florida, wbose " Spécial 
Report on St. Andrew's Lodge, No. I.," is the most coDspicnons featnre of ihe Proceedings of 
that Grand Jurisdiction for 1899. 

1 mnst now retnrn to the Slst Foot, tbe early Masonic history of whicb régiment will 
perhaps be f oUowed witb greater ease by a glance at tbe following table : —

The descriptions of the Lodges given in the second colnmn are taken from Lawrie's 
History of Freemasonry (1804, appendix v.), bnt the remaining détails — original nnmbers, 
dates of charters and erasnre — from more authentio sources. Thèse preliminary remarks 
are essential, because, as we shall preseutly see, Lodge No. 97, '' Hooker St. John," was not 
established in the l'/tb, but in tbe 70th Regt. of Foot. Also, in the Scottisb '* Consti- 
tutions " of 1852, No. 100 is sbown as an existing Lodge under the title of " Fort George, 
Slst Regt." 

The same description appears in Lawrie's History (1859, p. 407), under tbe headingof 
" Lodges Formerly Existing ; " and in the latest calendar or ** Constitntions " of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland, with the additional statement that the Lodge was " eut off " in 1852. 

According, tberefore, to the Scottisb officiai calendar of cnrrent date, there were 
fermerly two Lodges in the Slst Foot, Nos. 100 and 108, whicb were "eut off/' thelatter in 
1816, and the former so receotly as 1852. 

The older Lodge (No. 100) may indeed bave been chartered wbile tbe Slst was 
stationed at Fort George, and continned at that military post after its departnre, bnt that 
there were two Scottisb Lodges in tbe régiment at the same time, and for sncb a protracted 
period, mnst be regarded as an impossibility. The other Lodge at Fort George (No. 115), 
as suggested to me by Bro. William Offîcer, was also, in ail probability, one of a military 
character, for whicb reason I bave given it a place in the table above. 

A still earlier Lodge tban No. 100, namely, " Fort George, Kilwinning," was erected 
by " Mother Kilwinning," and granted to " Masons in Fort George," in Jnne, 1756. (Free- 
masons^ Mctgaziney Dec. 12th, 1863.) 

As appears from tbe "Historical Records of tbe Slst Foot," the régiment embarked 
for Minorca in 1749, and retnmed to England in 1752. During that period Lient. Colonel 
James Adolphns Ongbton, wbo was Provincial Grand Master of the Island, nnder the 
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Original Grand Lodge of England, granted four warrants of constitution, vîz., Nos. 213-215 
in 1750, and No. 216 in 1751. The Lodges established, Nos. 1, 2, 8 and 4, Minorca — one of 
which must hâve becn attached to the 8l8t Foot — were ail struck off the English Roll in 1767. 

In 1755 the 31st proceeded to Scotland, in which country it remained for seven jears. 
A second battalion was added in 1756, and in the Army List for the following year, the two 
Ad jutants of the régiment were thns described : — 

" William Hooker— 7 Feb. 1745-6. 

William Legard Hooker— 25 Aug. 1756." 

The second battalion, in 1758, was formed into a distinct corps as the 70th Foot, and 
in 1759 a Scottish Warrant, No. 97, was granted to the new régiment. This circumstance 
has been referred to in another place (A.Q.G., xi., 85), though I was not aware when com- 
municating the " Note " (1898) of there having been an existing (English) Lodge in the 
31st Régiment, at the time it was given a second battalion, which eventuallj became the 
70th Foot. 

For the next évidence bearing on the subject 1 am indebted to the Grand Secretary of 
Scotland, Bro. D. Murray Lyon, who writes : — 

'' The first notice of a Lodge in the 31st Foot is found in the Minute of Grand Com- 
mittee, 18th July, 1761." 

The " Minute " reads :— 

"Having read the Pétition of John Bail and others, Brethren in the 3lst Régiment 
of Foot, praying the Grand Lodge to issue a Charter of Constitution in their favour, which 
Pétition with the good cbaracter of the petitioners is certified by sundry officers of dis- 
tinction, brethren in the same régiment, and havii g likewise used a Warrant by Colonel 
Adolphus Oughton, Prov. Gr. Master of the Island of Minorca, whereby thèse brethren were 
constituted into a regular body of Freemasons, and considering that the petitioners are a 
moving body and uncertain of their résidence, the Committee are of opinion that under the 
circumstances a Patent of Constitution should be issued in the petitioners' favour. But 
that body cannot be called as members of the Grand Lodge until this minute is approved by 
the Quarterly Communication." 

Colonel (afterwards Lieutenant General Sir) James AdolphuS Oughton, the friend of 
James Boswell, Dr. Johnson and Thomas Dunckerley, was présent at the Scottish " Grand 
Election " of 1754, and became a member of Lodge Canongate Kilwinning, at Edinburgh, in 
the same year. In 1762 he was appointed to the Colonelcy of the 31 st Régiment, which he 
held until bis death in 1780. He became Grand Master of Scotland in 1769, Lieutenant 
General in 1770, K.B. in 1773, and Commander-in-Chief in Scotland in 1778. The affiilia- 
tion of this distinguished officer with Scottish Masonry was probably not without influence 
in inducing the Lodge chartered by him in the 31st Foot to similarly shift its allegiance in 
1761. 

On the 29th of June, 1756, the garrison of Minorca, consisting of the 4th, 23rd, 24th 
and 34th Foot, af ter making a noble and vigorous defence, which cal led forth the unqualified 
admiration of their opponents, was forced to surrender to the enemy. l'he three remaining 
Warrants of Constitution granted by Colonel Oughton, which await identification, were 
probably distributed among thèse régiments, or those which they immediately relieved. 

In 1765 the 3lst Foot embarked for the Floridas, where it garrisoned alternately St. 
Augustine and Pensacola, the capitals of East and West Florida, until the autnmn of 1772, 
when it was removed to the island of St. Vincent. 

In 1768 the Grand Lodge of Scotland appointed Governor James Grant Provincial 
Grand Master for North America, Southern District, and, in 1769, Dr. Joseph Warren to a 
similar position at Boston. The services of the British Army Lodges at the inauguration of 
No. 81, and of what subsequently became the " Massachusetts Grand Lodge," wei-e most 
meritorious, but the name and famé of Joseph Warren and his Masonic Province are common 
knowledge, and I must confine my remarks to the district under Governor Grant. 

" A charter for holding a Lodge by the stile and title of * Grant's East Florida 
Lodge '" was issued by the Grand Lodge of Scotland in 1768. This, however, after the 
fashion of the "Ancients" (or Junior Grand Lodge of England), appears to hâve been 
regarded as an instrument authorizing the meetings of a Provincial Grand Lodge. Accord- 
ingly, on the 3rd of May, 1771, this "Grands Lodge," acting as a Grand Lodge for the 
Southern District of North America, issued a charter to ten brethren at Pensacola, who 
'* for some time past had been members of Lodge No. 108 of the register of Scotland held in 
his Majesties Thirty- First Régiment of Foot, as the said Régiment was about to leave the 
Province." The new Lodge — whose existence was unsuspected of late years, until the 
acquisition by Dr. Bond of the copy of Preston*s Illustrations^ as before related — was desig- 
nated " St. Andrew's Lodge No. I., West Florida." The Lodge continued to work at Pen- 
sacola until the capture of that place by the Spaniards in 1781, when it was removed to 
Charleston, South Carolina. 
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In 1783 Si. Andrew's Lodge applied to and reoeived a charter from the Gi*and Lodge 
at Philadelphia, nnder the désignation of No. 40, and at the nnion of the Grand Lodges in 
Charleston, became No. 10. The Lodge continned to work until 1890, when it became dor- 
mant and was dropped from the Boll. 

It is évident from the foregoing, that No. 108 was at work in Florida in 1771, and 
we noxt hear of it in 1775, when the corps to which it was attached was again stationed in 
North Britain. 

On November 30th of that year, as we learn from Lawrie's Htstory, *' the thanks of 
the Grand Lodge were nnanimonsly voted to Brother Captain McCumming, R.W. Master of 
the Military Lodge St. George, 31st Régiment, for the verj handsome and respectf u1 manner 
in which that Lodge had reported and settled their arrears." The régiment was at Gibraltar 
in 1800, and at Minorca (where we next hear of the Lodge) in 1802. In the printed 
Proceedtngs of the Grand Lodge of England {Ancients) for the latter year, nnder November 
6th, the référence occnrs :^No. 5, Prov. G.L. Gibraltar, 31st Regt. Minorca '* 

The régiment, however, had sailed from MinoTxsa for England in May, 1802. A second 
battalion was added in 1804, and the Scottish Charter of Lodge St. George (No. 108) was 
confirmed in 1805. The first battalion, which embarked for Sicily in 1806, was stationed at 
Malta in 1808, and remained there until Angnst, 1810. 

The first battalion therefore wàs actnally stationed at Malta on Jannary 24th, 1810, 
the date borne by the Royal Arch Certificate granted by No. 108, " St. George's Lodge E. 
of Scotland, Slst Reg. Foot,*' of which a copy was given in A,Q.G. viii., 232. This (com- 
bined with the confirmation of its Charter in 1805,) shows that Scottish No. 108 had only 
affiliated with, and conseqaently not derived its Warrant from, the (" Ancient ") Provincial 
Grand Lodge of Gibraltar, a practice of which there are many other examples. — (Military 
Lodges, pp. 140, 141.) 

The second battalion, which had been added to the 31st Régiment in 1804, after 
serving thronghoot the Peninsnlar War, was disbanded in 1814. 

From the évidence adduced it will be seen that at least one Military Warrant was 
grnnted by Colonel Oughton in 1750 or 1751, and therefore the existence of an English 
Regimental Lodge (in snbjection to the earliest of Grand Lodges) is carrîed back to an 
earlier date than had previonsly been established. 

The circumstance is also worthy of being recorded, that the fonnders of the first 
Stationary (though in the light of subséquent events it may be more appropriate to say Civil) 
Lodge in Florida, were ail members of an Army or " Travelling " Lodge, attached to a 
British Régiment of Foot. It is also not a little remarkable that one and the same Military 
Lodge, shopld hâve been in the first instance "Modem," next "Scottish," then "Ancient," 
and tinally " Scottish " once more, without any break of continuity in its existence. 

My last task will be to show that Lodge No 100 at Fort George, chartered in 1760, and 
" eut ofE " in 1852, could not possibly hâve been attached for any loug time — if at ail — to 
the 31st Foot. The inclination of my own opinion is decidedly in the direction of there 
having been no connection whatever between the Regimeut and the Lodge. But the point is 
one which I shall not labour, as the unbroken carecr of " St. George " No. 108, fi'om the year 
1761 until at least the year 1810, seems to entirely preclude the possibility of there having 
been a second and earlier Lodge, " Fort George " No. 100, at work in the same battalion, 
doring the above period, — a view which is confirmed by that of the highest authority on the 
subject to which it relates, that of the Grand Secretary of Scotland, to whom I am greatly 
indebted for the invariable courtesy with which he respouds to my numerous inquiries 
respecting the records under his control.

lijN the course of an enquiry into the liistorj of Mining Associations the results 
of which hâve been published in the Transactions of the Institution of 
Mining Enginecrs, I incidently came across some particulars of a Lodge 
cstablished in Anstria, on March 16th, 1780, with objects similar to those 
for which the Quatuor Coronati Lodge was warranted on November 28th, 
1884. It occurred to me that it might be of interest to tbe brethren to hâve 
some particulars of that Lodge and of its f ounder recorded inour Transactions, 
as indicating the progress that had been made a hundred jears ago in the direction of 
Masonic research. 

The f ounder of the Lodge was Ignatius von Bom, the leading aothority on mining 
and metallurgy of his time. On the occasion of one of his man}*^ visits to foreign countries, 
he was made a Mason ; and in 1770, at the âge of 28, when holding an important post in the 
government mining service at Prague, be revived the Three Pillars Lodge. He was 
opposed to the Strict Observance and, we are told bj Bro. Ladislas de Malczovich, this 
Lodge worked only the Craft degrees as long as Bom held the gavel. At the same date in 
conjunction with Count Franz Josef von Kinsky and the most eminent scholai*s of Prague, 
he founded a private society for the study of natural history which published several 
volumes of transactions. Most of the members of that Society appear to hâve been Masons. 
The expérience thus gained induced Bom to found, on March 16th, 1780^, the Lodge '* Zur 
wahren Eintracht'' in which he was W.M. This included the most eminent men in Yienna, 
notably the composers Hadyn and Mozart, the poets Alxinger, Blumauer, and Gemmingen, 
the bibliographer Denis, the numismatist Ëckhel, the philosopher Reinhold, and the 
professer Sonnenfels. 

Joseph Haydn (1732-1809), the composer, who joined the Lodge in 1786, was con- 
ductor to Prince Ëszterhazy from 1760 to 1790, living sometimes in Èisenstadt and some- 
times in Yienna. He was the creator of the symphony and of the string quartette. 
Wolfgang Amadous Mozart (1756-1791), the great composer, took up his résidence 
permanently in Vienna in 1781. His *' Magic Flûte" (Zauberflôte), to which refei-ence 
will gubsequently be made, was composed in 1790. Johann Baptist von Alxinger (1755- 
1797) was a poet of the Wieland School. His works, which fill ten volumes, were published 
for the benefit of the poor. Aloys Blumauer (1755-1798), a Jesnit, wrote a parody on 
VirgiFs iSlnid, and other comic poeras. Michael Denis (1729-1800) wrote numerous poems 
uuder the name of Sined der Bai*de, and translated Ossian into hexameters. He was 
Gurator of the Court Library in Vienna. Joseph Hilarius von Eckhel (1787-1798) director 
of the impérial collection of coins and Professer of Numismatics in Vienna. He aiso was a 
Jesuit. His chief work was " Doctrina numorum veterum" in eight volumes (1792-98). 
Baron Otto Heinrich von Gemmingen (1755-1836) was a poet of eminence and Ambassador 
from Baden to Vienna. Karl Leonhard Reinhold (1758-1823) entered the Jesuit noviciate. 
He then became a Carmélite in Vienna and subsequcntly a Protestant. He was the son-in-law 
of Wieland, the great German poet. He was Professor of Philosophy at Jena in 1787, and 
at Kiel in 1794. He did much to propagate Kant's Philosophy. The Baron Joseph von 
Sonnenfels (1732-1817) was Professor in Vienna in 1763, and in 1797 received the title of 
Baron. He did much for the advancement of Science and was, by means of a work published 
in 1775, instrumental in bringing about the abolition of torture in Austria. 

In the Allgemeines Handbuch der Freimaurerei (Leipzig 1863) some names of other 
members of the Lodge are given, including Léon, Ha.schka, Betzer, Josef Franz Ratschsky 
the poet, Melchior von Birkenstock, Count Franz Paula von Dietrichst^in, the Vienna Lord

Chamberlain who did much to furfcher Masonry nnder Joseph II., and Franz Salis von 
Greiner, the father of Caroline Fichier the novelist. 

Such, in brief, were the eminent brethren gathered round Born in his Lodge. The 
Lodge was a sort of leamed Society in which daring the winter months original papers of 
interest were read, and thèse were ail pnblished in a Masonic Journal begun in 1784 by 
Born with a paper on the mysteries of the Egyptians. 

This memoir is of spécial interest, as it aSords a key to the text of Mozart*s " Magic 
Flûte." In this opéra Freemasonry is represented as the sanctuary of Osiris and Isis ; and 
Sarastro is none other than the Worshipful Master Bro. von Born. 

Of the Journal fur Freimaurer twelve volumes were issued (Vienna 1784-86). They 
were privately printed, the édition comprising six hundred to one thousand copies quarterly. 
In 1783 those members of the Lodge Zur wahren Eintracht, who were students of natural 
science and physicists, combined to publish a qaarterly periodical to which foreign masons 
also contributed. This journal, entitled " Phjsikalische Arbeiten der eintrâchtigen Freunde 
in Wien," was published by Christian Frind-Wappler iu quarto parts with copper-plate 
illustrations. From 1783 to 1788 seven parts were issued. Moreover, on January 30th, 
1784, the Lodge founded, at the suorgestion of von Sonnenfels, a private scientific society, 
which, however, was short-lived. 

A few words regard ing the career of Ignatius von Born, the remarkable m an who 
exerted snch influence on Austrian Masonry may not be ont of place. Born on December 
"2Gth, 1742, at Carlsburg in Transylvania, he proceeded at the âge of 13 to Vienna, to study 
philosophy with the Jesuits. In 1759, he became a Jesnit, but in 16 months withdrew from 
the order. After studying law at Prague, he spent some years in travel, and retumed to 
Bohémia, where he devoted himself, underthe guidance of Johann Thaddeus Peithner von 
Lichtenfels, to the study of natural history. In 1770, he received an appointment in the 
mining department of Prague, and the same year undertook an educational journey to the 
Banat, Transylvania and Hungary, communicating the mineralogical results of his observa- 
tions to a brother Mason, the celebrat-ed miueralogist, Ferber, who found them of sufficient 
interest to merit publishing in 1774. They were translatée! into English by Baspe in 1777, 
and into French in 1780. On this journey Born met with an accident at FelsÔbanya 
which undoubtedly eventually shortened his life. He describes the accident in a letter to 
Ferber, dated August 22nd, 1770, in the foUowing raanner: — 

My long silence is the conséquence of an unhappy accident which was 
very near putting an end to my life. To examine the method of firesetting 
employed at FelsÔbanya, and the great effects producfd by so small an 
expense of wood, I visited the great mine when the fire was hardly bumt 
down, and when the mine was still fiUed with smoke. An accident made me 
tarry somewhat longer in the shaft by which the smoke went ofE. In short, 
I lost my sensés, and 15 hours after I was restored to myself by blisters and 
other applications. My lips were swollen, my eyes ran with blood, and ail my 
limbs lamed. Without the assistance of a skilful young physician at 
Nagybanya, and of the administrative inspecter von Gerham, you would 
undoubtedly hâve been deprived of your friend. The question is still whether 
he is to- be saved, for a violent congh and acute pains in the loins, which 
alternately put me on the rack, are quite sufficient to destroy this thinly 
framed machine. If that should be the case, procure me the honour that my 
name at least is inserted in the martyrology of naturalists. 

Ferber made a similar journey through Italy, and wrote letters on mineralogy to 
Born, who published them in 1773. By this time the latter was a member of the Académies 
of Science of Stockholm, of Siena, and of Padua. In 1774, he was elecfced a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of London. In 1776, he was summoned from Bohemia by the Empress Maria 
Theresa to take charge of the Impérial collection of minerais. In 1779, the Empress 
conferred upon him the title of Hofrath. Having successfully conducted expérimental 
researches on the amalgamation of gold ores in Vienna, he obtained permission from the 
Emperor Joseph II. to test the method on a large scale at Schemnitz, where gold and silver- 
ores were mined. The report of thèse trials soon spread over Europe, and gave rise to the 
first international mining congress, which took place near Schemnitz in 1783, under the 
presidency of von Born. His method was fully described in a treatise published by him in 
1786. It was translated into French in 1788, and into English by Baspe in 1791, the year 
in which the author died. His services in introducing amalgamation into Austria were 
rewarded by the Emperor by the grant of one-third of the amount saved by its adoption 
during ten years. The success of the invention was celebrated by the Lodge by a banquet 
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given to hîm on April 24tb, 1 785, for which occasion the cantata " Manrerf rende " was 
specially composed bj Mozart. Born died on Jnly 24th, 1791.^ Bj his activity as a mason, 
mineralogist, miner and metallurgist, by the high position which he held among the men of 
science of his day, and by his nnmerous publisbed works, von Born acqaired a world-wide 
réputation and a great influence over his contemporaries, and by the introduction of the 
amalgamation of ores he earned lasting famé in the annals of Austrian mining.* 

In 1785 when the Elector of Ba varia forbade ail State officiais from taking part in 
Masonic organizations, Born returned his diplomas of membership to the Munich Academy 
of Sciences and to the Burghausen learned society. In his letter to the Président of the 
latter Society he expresses his pride in being a mason, and states that his loss of member- 
ship could not prevenfc him, under the powerful protection and wise rule of the Emperor 
Joseph, from uninterruptedly strivîng to the best of his ability against Jesuitism, fanaticism, 
intolérance, superstition and ignorance, and from thereby carrying out the aim of the 
Academy, namely, to further wisdom and truth in Bavaria. 

One of the most interesting of Bornas ideas was to found a mining society to afford a 
means of communication between mining engineers of ail nationalities. This was snccess- 
fully carried out in 1786, and doubtless Born 's cordial relations with masons in other 
countries facilitated the work. It would be interesting to know which of the one hundred 
and fifty-four members of this society were masons. 

The names of the British members are given as follows:— John Hawkins (London), 
Samuel Vaughan, jun. (then in Philadelphia), Peter Wulff (then in Paris), Raspe (Corn- 
wall), Richard Kirwau (Dublin), Dr. Withering (Birmingham), Tonnant (chemist in 
Yorkshire), Dr. Hume (Edinburgh), Bonlton (Birmingham), Watt (Birmingham), and the 
Hon. Charles Gre ville (London). 

The Watt mentioned in this list is James Watt, the great engineer and inventer of 
the modem steam engine, who was born in 1736 and died in 1819. The Mining Society 
was founded seventeen years after he had taken out his patent for the separate condenser. 
Watt*s partner, Matthew Boulton, proprietor of the successful plate manufactory and mint 
at Soho, near Birmingham, which bas been well described as being at that period *' a région 
of rare talents," was a member, as also was his friend and neighbour, Dr. William 
Withering, the celebrated botanist, who translated Torbern Bergman's OutUnes of Mtneraîogy 
in 1783. Withering was a Shropshire man, born at Wellington in 1741. Uaving obtained 
his degree of Doctor of Medicine at Edinburgh in 1766, he practised at Birmingham, and is 
best known by his description of barium carbonate, termed by him in 1784 terra ponderosa 
aerita, and naraed " Witherit^" in his honour by Wemer (1750-1817). Richard Kirwan, 
who wrote the first systematic treatise on mineralogy in English in 1784, was also a member. 
He correaponded frequently with James Watt, and in his letter of December 13th, 1783, 
gave positive assurance that Lavoisier had heard of Watt's theory of the composition of 
water, prior to the publication of his own memoir on the subject. Kirwan was born in 
1733, elected a Fellow of the Royal Society in 1780, and received the Copley medal in 1782. 
He was a very picturesque character. The younger son of a West of Ireland family, he 
entered the Jesuit noviciato, but gave it up within a year. When his brother was killed in 
a duel, he succeeded to the family property, and took to science. He lived in London for 
ten years and subsequently in Dublin. He was very quaint in his manners, always 
receiving his friends stretched at length on a sofa before the fire. To protect himself from 
cold he always wore a slouched hat, even at Vice-regal levées. He kept a pet eagle and six 
large dogs, and lived upon a diet of ham and milk. The Hon. Charles Greville (1749-1809), 
another of the British members, was also a friend of Watt's. He it was who succeeded in 
getting Watt's name removed from the list of gentlemen nominated for the burdensome 
honour of sheriff. Rudolph Eric Raspe, another of the members, was the author of 
numerous scientific works, including an account of some German volcanoes in 1776 ; he 
translated the works of Born and J. J. Ferber. Born in 1737, he was educated at Gôttingen, 
and became cui*ator of the collection of coins at Cassel, where he appropriated two thousand 
dollars' worth of medals. He was hnnted over Germany, being captured at Clansthal, 
whence he escaped to England, and was for some years storekeeper and assayer at Dolcoath

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mine in Comwall. There he wrote Baron Mûnchausen, Subsequentlj he was mîxed up 
with Bome nnsatisfactory prospccting in Scotland, and victimised a Hîgbland proprietor. 
The incident fumished the material for Sir Walter Scott 's Dousterswivel in The Antiquary, 
He died in 1794, having soughi refuge in the North of Ireland. He was a member of the 
Friedrich Lodge in Hannover and in 1766 was received nnder the name of Rndolphus a 
Papilione in the Strict Observance. In the same year he was appointed permanent secre- 
tary of the White Horse Lodge. Tennant waa a Yorkshire chemist. He was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 1785, and received the Copley medal in 1804. He pnblished 
the resnlts of many researches, notably npon metals of the platinam gronp, having 
discovered the metals osmium and iridinra. He was appointed Professer of Chemistry at 
Cambridge in 1813, but only delivered one course of lectures, as he was killed by a fall 
from his horse on February 22nd, 1815, when riding out with Baron von Bulow to the 
colnmn of the Grand Army at Boulogne. Peter Woulff was also an Elnglish chemist and 
Fellow of the Royal Society, who died in 1806. He invented the three-necked bottle, 
largely used in laboratory practice, bearing his uame. John Hawkins (1758-1821) was 
another Fellow of the Royal Society. He wrote on the geology of Cornwall, and was a 
dilettanie collector of ail kinds of things. The Dr. Hume mentioned in the list was probably 
Sir A. Hume, Bart. (1748-1838), who was a great minerai collector. He was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 1775, and was Senior Fellow at his death. He was one of 
the Founders of the Geological Society of London, and served as its Vice- Président from 
1808 to 1813. 

Among the members enumerated in other countries there are many famous names. 
Of thèse the following may be mentioned : — Sir William Hamilton (1730-1803), the British 
Ambassador at the Court of Naples from 1764 to 1800, who took an active part in the 
excavation of Pompeii and formed a rare collection of antiquities, whîch was afterwards 
purchased for the British Muséum. He was the husband of Nelson's Emma, Romney's 
" divine lady," and uncle of the Hon. Charles Gre ville referred to above, his predecessor in 
the affections of that noterions lady. Johann Jacob Ferber was the leading mineralogist, 
geologist, and metallnrgist of his time. Born in 1743, in Sweden, he spent a large portion 
of his life in scientiiic travels, which he described in varions treatises written in German. 
In 1781, he was professer in St. Petersburg, and in 1786 he was called to Berlin to fill the 
post of Oberhergrath, He died in 1790, when travelling in Switzerland. Klaproth, (1743- 
1817) of Berlin, the chemist, who in 1792 discovered the élément titanium, was a member,^ 
as also were : Cari Haidinger, the geologist of Schemnitz in Hungary : Connt von Wrbna, 
of Vîenna, who, by introducing casting in sand and by converting his ironworks at 
Horzowitz into a model establishment, inaugurated a new era in foundry-practice in Austria: 
J. F. Lempe, of Freiberg in Saxony, the editor of the first German mining journal, 
published from 1785 to 1799 : Goethe, (1749-1832) the grince of German poets, then Privy 
CouBcillor at Weimar, with charge of the mines of the Duchy r^ de Saussure, of Geneva, the 
Swiss geologist, who was the first to make the ascent of Mont Blanc : Sven Rinman (1720- 
1792), of Eskilstuna, the great Swedish ironmaster, wlio, in his monumental treatise 
published in 1782, was the first to combine theory with practice in the métal lurgy of iron : 
the Duke de La Rochefoucauld, the author of a book of travels through the United States 
in 1795 : Baron L. de Malesherbes, the minister of Louis xvi., who defendcd the king before 
the Convention, and was guillotined in 1794: Lavoisier, the illustrious French chemist, the 
Creator of modem chemistry, who, simnltaneously with Priestley in Ëngland and Scheele in 
Sweden, discovered oxygen — he was also guillotined in 1794 : Baron de Dietrich, member 
of an old family of ironmasters in Alsace, who was commissioned by the.French government 
in 1785 to report on the mines and works of Alsace, Lorraine, and the Pyrénées, — he pub- 
lished only three volumes of his work, for he, too, fell a victim to the guillotine on December 
29th, 1792: de Morveau, who applied Lavoisier's chemistry to the stndy of iron, and on the 
the foundation of the Ecole Polytechnique in 1794 became Professer of Chemistry : Hassen- 
fratz, the author of a treatise on the Metallurgy of Iron, who was appointed Professer of 
Metallurgy at the School of Mines founded by the Republic in Paris, and organised the 
manufacture of cannon when the new Republic became involved in war with the monarchical 
States of Europe : and Peter Simon Pallas, the illustrious explorer of Siberia and the dis- 
coverer of the meteoric iron that now bears his name. 

With Bom's death in 1791 this Society quietly passed out of existence. The finances 
of the Society were in a critical condition, and its losses by death were enormous. Ferber, 
Bom's most energetic coadjutor, died in 1790, and the leading French members shortly

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afterwards perislied on the scaffold. The times were troublons, and ill-snited for peacefal 
international relations. In April, 1792, France was at war with Austria. When Louis xvi. 
was beheaded on January 21st, 1793, re volts occnrred in every part of France. Great 
Brttain, Holland, Spain, Naples, and the German Statos combined together a^ifainst the 
Republic. Surrounded bj poHtical troubles, with its most active members dead and its 
treasnry exhausted, it is easy to see that the Mining Society was compelled to close its 
doors. 

The fate of Bom's Lodge ** Zur wahren Eintracht " was sirailar. On December llth, 
1785, the Emperor issued an edict which compelled ail the Vienna Lodges to amalgaraate 
into three only, and this Lodge with two others then forraed part of a Lodge under the 
name of **Zur Wahrheit," which died ont in 1794, oven before the inaperial edict in 1795 
closed ail Austrian Lodges. 

Evidence of the high estimation in which Bom was held by his contemporaries and of 
liis influence on Masonry is afEorded in the magnificent work of the sculptor, Franz Zauner, 
exhibited in the Austrian Muséum for Art and Industry, in Vienna. This represents an 
allegorical figure, the Genius of Enlightenment, standing by a column on which are 
masonic emblems, and looking down on an owl chained to a level held in his left hand, 
whilst in his right hand he holds a statuette. The pediment bears the inscription '* Genio 
Bornii."

T. B. Whytehead, had recently sustaîned in the death of 
his eldest son, who fell in action near Bloemfontein. The W.M. natnrally felt it almost impossible to 
attend this evening nnder such sad circamstances, and the sympathy of the members of the Lodge wonld 
be extended to him. The Secretary was instracted to convey to Bro. Whytehead the deep sorrow of the 
brethren and their sympathy with him and his family. 

Six oorporate bodîes and thirty-seven brethren wero admitted to the mcmbership of the Corres- 
pondence Circle.

The Secretary aononnoed that tfae followîng members of the Correspondence Cirole had, at the 
récent Grand Festival, boen promoted to Grand Office, hamely : Bros. Harry Manfield, Grand Treaanrer ; 
Daniel Mayer, Senior Grand Deacon ; J. H. Whadcoat, Junior Grand Deacon; J. C. Fitaroy Tower, Deputy 
Grand Direotor of Cérémonies; T. P. Dorman, Assistant Grand Direotor of Cérémonies; and W. S. 
Whitaker, Assistant Grand Pursnivant. He was direoted to convey to thèse brethren the congratulatiens 
of the members upon the hononr whioh had boeû oonferred npon them. 



The Secretary called attention to the followîng exhibits : 

By Bro. Hamon le Strange, Pr.G.M. Norfolk, an embroidered apron which had been sent to him by 
Bro. B« Neville-Bolfe, H.M.'s Consul at Naples, who had shortly before received it from a street sweepéï 
who bad fonnd it with some rnbbish thrown ont into tbe street. Bro. Rolfe suggested that as the apron 
seemed to be of French make it was possibly a relie of the French occupation of Naples under Prînco 
Murât, at the beg^nning of the century. Bro. Speth did not deny this possibility, but pointed ont that the 
apron differed in many respects from any French apron he had ever seen : che flap was triangular instead 
of, as usnal, semi-ciroular; the true-lovers' knot in chenille abovethe square was quite a new feature, so 
was the oable-tow in spangles runuing right across the field, as were also the six trees, probably cypresses, 
which stood three on each side of the columns. In reply to a suggestion to hâve it photographed for the 
T^ansaetiont, Bro. Speth feared that owing to the nature and colours of the material, the resuit would be 
nnsatisfaotory, and that the brethren must contée t themselves with a copy in water colour to be added to 
the muséum, whioh he promised to make. 

By Bro. T. H. Hobbs, a copy in excellent préservation of the well known but scarce print of " The 
Free-Masons Snrpriz'd, or, the Secret Discover'd '' (usually known, for short, as *'Molly.") Bro. Hobbs 
offered the print for aooeptance by the Lodge, and thanks were tendered to him and Bro. le Strange. 
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The SiCBBTÀBT read the following paper : 

THE QUATUOR CORONATI IN BELGIUM. 

BV COUNT GO BLET UALVIELLA, RGM, BELGIUM, 




'HE last Transactions of the Lodge (vol. xii., part 3) coniain bo macli interest- 
ing matter that I cannot refrain from a few remarks supplementarj thereon. 
In his discussion of Prof. Swift Johnston's valuable paper, Bro. Rjlands 
Bajs (p. 145) be alwajs snspected that the legend about Solomon's Temple 
originated from a Miracle Play in connection with some Gaild of Masons — • 
but that ho was unable to trace it — adding that he never found any évidence 
of the period when it entered into Masonic lore. 
If I am unable to provide the missing link, I may perhaps furnish évidence that 
the Flemish Guilds {amhachten) of operative masons were dealing with such plays in the 
sixteenth oentury — at least a Guild from Antwerp which bore the name made famous again 
in oup days by the founders of our Lodge, Yier Ohecroonde or Qehroonde — the Quatuor 
Ooronati. 

This name was given in many Flemish cities to a groap of trades connected with the 
art of building and joined together to form an amhacht or corporation. At Antwerp, the 
Vier Ohecroonde inclnded stone-cutters, masons, tilers and paviers. This guild is mentioned 
in the records of the city as early as 1423 and there still exists a copy of their Charges 
delivered or confirmed by the Magistrates in 1458, a year before the promulgation of the 
first Steinmetz code at Strasburg. Their patron-saints, aocording to medals struck at 
Antwerp in the middle of the fifteenth century (bearing on both sides the tools of the 
Craft), were called: Claudyn (Claudius), Nycostratus, Symphorianus and Castorius.

Their anniversary was oelebrated on the 9th November instead of the 8th, as required 
by the Roman Church Calendar. 

The members of this guild held a spécial chapel in the Cathedral which it had helped 
to build from 1352 to 1598. A triptych, painted by Francis Francken the younger, in 1598, 
stood above the altar. It illustrated the différent épisodes of the legend : the four saints at 
their work — remanded by the Bmperor — sentenced — flageilated— stoned to death. This 
picture is still to be seen in the Musée des tableaux anciens at Antwerp. 

The guild's meeting-house, dating from 1531, stood on the quay of the Canal du 
Fromage (now Nos. 3 and 4). It was known by the name of De Vier Ohecroonde^ and, long 
sînce rebuilt, is still called De Metsers-Kamer, " the Masons' Boom." In the principal hall 
were kept the jewels of the Corporation, the banners, the candiesticks, the badge or collar 
(hret^k) and the staffs (gaenstokken) used by the Deans on state occasions. The walls were 
decorated with the statues of the Four Martyrs and seven large pictures represeuting scènes 
from their legend. One of thèse pictures is still to be seen at the muséum in the Stein. 

There were Apprentices (îeerknappen) and Masters, sometimes called Free-Masters 
" Vrey-Meesters." To become a Master the conditions were : Ist, to be a burgher of 
Antwerp; 2nd, to belong to no other craft; 3rd, to hâve served without interruption 
during four years nnder the same Free-master (or sevei^al Free-masters in succession) ; 
4th, to furnish a proof-piece or master-piece ; 5th, to pay an entrance fee of ten gulden 
in Rhine-gold ; 6th, to présent each of the deans and the jurats with a measure 
(ghelte) of Rhine wine and the roessenger with a pot of wine ; 7th, to provide one- 
aelf during tho year with a complète set of tools. The master-piece of the 
stone-cutters, in the 16th oentury, was to construct a column in each of the four 
Orders, besides sketching a frontage and a portico. A custom to be noted was the 
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présentation of a pair of gloves to the masons when laying the foundations of an edifico 
(as early as 1426 or 1427.) 

Architects were not distinguîshed from master stone-masons. One of the most 
celebrated architects of Antwerp, in the fourteenth century, was buried in the chnrch of 
St. George nnder the following epitaph, dated from May, 1395 : ** Hère lies Jan Appelman, 
Mason of the Masonries (Metser van der Metselryen) of the Chnrch." His son, Peter, is 
mentioned a little later as Meester van der wercke en de metselryen van Onzer Vrouwen Kerke, 
" Master of the works snd masonries of Our Lady's Chnrch " (qnoted in La Corporation 
des Quatre Giytcronnés d* Anvers ou les Architectes anversois du Moyen- Age par Clément Van 
Cauwenberghs. Anvers 1889). 

M. Gens, in his Histoire d^ Anvers, states, acoording to old records found in the neigh- 
bonring town of Lierre, that the Vier Qhecroonde formed, as early as 1443, a kind of 
religious guild (confrérie) whose members used to give religions performances, ** allant 
même dans les communes voisines égayer les solennités religienses de leurs jeux et esbatte- 
ments." Traces of their stay at Lierre are fonnd in the acconnts of this town for the years 
1443, 1446, 1447, 1448, 1458 and 1462. They were known as " Companions of the Lodges," 
(Oesellen van Logien). Whence that name ? The Chronicle of Lierre, written in 1616, 
gives the following explanation : — '* In those timcs great works were nndertaken at the 
Chnrch of Our Lady in Antwerp. They build, therefore, in the Chnrch itself (in t^Kercken- 
huis), for the nse of s tone- entiers, Lodges which are still extant to-day, and thèse stone- 
cntters, masons and carpenters nsed to join in plays." We are indebted for this qnotation 
to M. Gens, who adds, ** Thns the foundation of the first literary and dramatic society 
known in Antwerp is conneoted with the building of the Chnrch of Our Lady.''^ 

The theatrical performances of the time were mostly mystertes, viz., Passion Plays 
and Miracle Plays. It would be strange indeed if amoug thèse religions dramas the Vier 
Gekroonde had not inclnded the legend of their own Patron Saints and ail other légende 
connected with their Craft ? Jnst as, a little later, we see the archers of some Flemish 
towns representing the martyrdom of St. Sébastian, the cross- bowmen the legend of St. 
George, the oordwainers or shoemakers the legeud of St. Crispin, etc. 

At the end of the fifteenth century and dnring the whole of the sixteenth, the 
Netherlands gave rise to innnmerable literary companies, known as Byderykskamer, 
" Ohamhers of Bhetoric" whose members, Oesellen van den spele^ ** Companions of the Play," 
were mostly artisans and small burghers. Thèse societies, generalljr connected with some 
trade gnild, had sometimes a religions, sometimes a secular name : — '* Brethren of the Cross," 
" Chrisfs Eyes," " Alpha and Oméga," " Laus Deo," ** The Flaming Bush." " The Rose," 
" The Lily," " The Gillyflower," " The Book," etc. Their members were subjected to strict 
rnles : they had to be good catholics and loyal citizens. They were finod for absenting 
themselves on fôte-days, refusing to play their assigned parts, nsing offensive langnage 
against their officers, swearing, fighting, being noisy, — also for revealing to outsiders the 
décisions, the compositions, and even the programme of the company. They had régula- 
tions for praying, bowing, entering and leaviug. When the rules had received the sanction 
of the Civil Authorities and the Kamer had therefore a légal existence, it was oalled Free, 
Vrye'Kamer. They had fréquent meetings in the halls of their mother-guilds, when they 
did not possess one of their own ; they elected a large set of ofBcers, — headman (hoofdman), 
deans, recorder, treasurer, director of plays, etc.;— they took part in the religions proces- 
sions and ail the pageants of the time ; they played during the principal festivities of the 
year, not only in their own city, but also, as we hâve seen above, in other towns ; finally 
they organized now and then lanfjuueelen (" land-jewels "), literary compétitions for a 
jewel, when they invited ail the sister-companies of the land. They had fancy standards, 
which they called their blazons, and which by their gênerai appearance and mixture of 
emblematic designs, remind us less of the usual coats of arms than of the moderu Masonic 
banners, tracing boards and aprons. The hlazons carried by the différent societies who took 
pai't in the brilliant lantjuweel of 1661 at Antwerp, hâve been re- 
produced by Van Even in his work Het Lantjuweel van Antwerpen. 
On one of thèse standards — the blazon of the " Flaming Bush," 
from Hertogenbosh — there are, among différent emblems, the 
following figures, which cannot fail to strike any of our Master- 
Masons.^ 

Although thèse religious plays inclnded many stories in con- 
nection with Solomon — the death of Absalom, the Queen of Sheba, 
Solomon's Judgment, etc., — I hâve not met (so far) with a title 
alluding to the construction of the Temple. But it is very im- 
probable that an event which fills such an important part in our

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religions traditious should hâve been left out altogether, especially by the draDiatic com- 
panies mixed np with the building trades. A carefnl investigation might not be fruîtless 
in that direction. 

Bro. Speth's suggestion that Folk-loro alwajs connects a traged j with every building 
of importance holds gopd especially in such a case. I must add also, with Bro. Chetwode 
Crawley, that this appeal to the operative masous of the middle âges in no way clashes with 
the supposition that the Crusaders brought the legend from Palestine — whether we tum, 
as he does, to the Knights of St. John of Jérusalem, or refer ourselves to the Templars 
whose churcbes and strongholds once covered Western Europe. I trust the last word bas 
not been said on the subject. 

I am more inclined than many of our English brethren to believe in the genuineness of 
the legends retained by the French Compagnonnages. Having been entrnsted, for nearly 
twenty years, by the Belgian Lodge where I was ouce Master, with the duty of instructing 
the Fellows, as well as the Apprentices, and of i*eviewing their examination essays concern- 
ing the history of their respective degrees, I hâve given a good deal of attention to 
the question of the Compagnonnages and I am inclined to think that, whatever they 
became in récent days, they repi*esent, not, as some French authors will bave it, a secret 
opposition society formed within the corporation against the tyranny of the Masters, but 
the survivais of thèse corporations themselves, the remuants of an organizatiôn akin to the 
Flemish ambachten, to the German Fraternities and, in England, to the trade guilds, which, 
mixed up with éléments proceeding from other quarters, hâve given rise to our Free- 
Masonry. The principal différence is that, in France, the Compagnonnages were never 
controlled nor acknowJedged by public authorities; thereforc they remained in opposition 
to botii State and Church, accoixiing to the principle held by the two Powers that whoever 
was not under them was against them. Of course, in the large cities, there were " corps de 
métier" with a légal status and with even political privilèges, but in their development 
they must be considered as a branch parallel to, rather than derived from the Compagnon- 
nages. Thèse unquestionably hesir, in their rnles as well as in their cérémonial and way of 
thinkiug, the stamp of the Middle Ages. Sidelights (refeiTed to in Bro. Gould's History, 
p. 231 et seq.) reveal that, in the I7th century, they had secret cérémonies where they 
mimicked the Passion of Jésus ; that they kept the memory of three founders ; that they 
were already split into numerous factions claimi'ng separate origins and at war with each 
other. The lines which divided them may hâve become broken and interwoven, but what 
is oommon to ail their organizations must be older than their division. Among' the 
traditions that were held by ail, even by those who ridicnled thèse legends withont dîsputing 
their antiquity, wei*e : the alleged facts that the Compagnonnages dated from the building 
of Solomon*s Temple, that their Charges or Devoirs proceeded either from the great King 
or fiom one of his principal aichitects ; that this Master was beti'ayed and murdered by 
some fellows of the Craft. 

Perdiguier hints that some of thèse traditions might bave been introduced by Free- 
masons. But it must be remembered that, from the introduction of Fi-eemasonry into 
France, both institutions remained on diverging planes, followed other aims and were 
recruited from entirely différent social layers. Perdiguier liimself when he speaks of this 
borrowing only alludes to the murder of Hiram and gives as a reason that there is nothing 
of it in the Bible, the only authority concerning the building of the Temple. — It is not 
inadmissable that a fellow, initiated by chance into some Masonic Lodge, would impart to 
his ^* companions " the information that he bas learned the real name of their first Master 
and that this name is Hiram or Adonhiram ; but the new name would only be accepted if 
there was a préviens legend to which it could attach itsolf. The science of Mythology 
teaches that names are much more easily altered or exchanged than legends; the hero 
varies, the myth remains. Hiram is as good in that respect, and even betterwhen explained 
by Biblical arguments, than Naymus Grecus, Aymoii, or even Maitre Jacques. As to 
Solomon, it must not be forgotten that the "Cooke" MS. of the 15th century crédits 
Solomon not only with having confirmed the Charges delivered by his father to the buildei's 
of the Temple, but also with himself teaching them new "manners"; the same document 
mentions also, as Solomon's master mason, the son of the Tyrian King.^ 

To l'eturn to our Quatuor Coronati, I bave not heard of any guild under this name in 
the Walloon provinces of Belgium,— although at Ecaussinnes and Soignies, in the Hainaut, 
the quarry-men still celebrate, on the 8th of November, the anniversary of " les Quatre 
Gonronnos^^ by a day of idleness and rejoicing, in which the whole district takes part. But, 
at Brussels, Ghent, Bruges and other Flemish cities we find that the principal building

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irades had joioed ander the narae of De Vier Ohecroonde. This gaild had eveiywhere its 
coat of arms wliich has been preserved on seals, medals, tokens, counters, banners, etc. Ifc 
generally consista in tools : compasp, square, level, mallet, chisel, trowel, combined in 
différent ways and sometimes snrmounted by a five pointed crown. There is a cnrions 
token, dated 1607, f rom Middelburg in the island of Waleheren, which shows on one side 
the arms of the gaild (masons and tilers), on the other the image of the Quatuor Coronati — 
Dediderius and Simplicius taking hère the place of Syraphorianus and Castonus.^

At Brussels, the Amhacht of the Vier Gekroonde iucluded masous, stone cutters, 
sculptors and tilers, at least since the latter part of the 15th century. (Ordinauces of 1471 
and 1474). They were divided into apprentices, fellows and niasters. At first masters 
were simply fellows who after their tinie of apprenticeship had the means io open a shop, 
nndertake jobs, or keep other workmen in their pay. It is only after the 13th century that 
certain qualifications were required. The would-be master had to exécute a masterpiece; 
the number of masters was limited ; they were forbidden to engage themselves as fellows; 
admission fées were exacted, etc. Not only the masters, but also the corapanions were 
qualified as Free : the Vrijen Gesellen van den Amhacht. As in Antwerp, the builders of 
the cathedral were called, in documents dating from the 15th century : " Companions of 
the Lodges," OeseUen van der îogen or logien. An unpublished Ordinance of 1474 (Dépôt 
des archives communales de Bruxelles, Ord. der Ambachten fol. 122) speaks of "masters 
^loldiflg Lodges*' (meester logie houdende). The word loge or logie meant, of course, as above, 
the sheds and shanties built on the &pot where the work was going on. It is likely they 
were also used for holding meetings of the Craft and for teaching the apprentices. In his 
récent memoir : De V Influence Italienne sur V Architecture dans les Pays Bgs, Mr. A. Schoy 
applies the name loge to the hall of the guild. This hall was situated in a house on the 
Grrand Place, which still bears the escutcheon of the amhacht, 

Bro. Clarke saw in the Musée communal, at Brussels, a triptych, illustrating the legend 
of the Quatuor Coronati, where, he adds they are depicted as masons rather than sculptors. 
Y*et, in one of the panels, one of the four, easily recognizable by the halo round his head, is 
chiselling a large statue lying on the ground. The back of the folding wings présents the 
portraits of the Quatuor Coronati grouped in a very impressive manner : they wear a small 
crown round their caps and carry the respective tools of the four Crafts. In the same 
picture, it is to be noted that the wicked Emperor and his attendants wear turban and 
oriental robes over a Moorish skin ; the high priest, who holds a brass idol, has also an 
eastern appearance. This triptych seems to date from the early part of the sixteenth 
century ; the anthor is unknown ; it was discovered, under a heap of rubbish, in the attics of 
the Hotel-de- Ville, by the late librarian, Bro. Jules Wauters; it has n e ver been reproduccd. 
I tried to hâve it taken by a photographer, bnt the colouring has grown so dark and the 
refiection so strong that the attempt has proved a failure. 

Auother picture, specially devoted to the martyrdom of the four Saints, by Gaspard 
de Crayer, a master of the 17th century, belonged to the Vier Gekroonde, of IBrussels and 
hung in the church of Sainte-Catherine, where the guild had its side-chapel. It wascarried 
off by the French Republicans in 1795, and now ornaments the Muséum at Lille, in the 
north of France. 

At Ghent, where the Trade Guilds played scch a large part in the life and govem- 
inent of the city during the Middle Ages, their political privilèges, already cuHailed by 
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* Mimard-Yan Hoorebkke Description de méreaux et objets anciens de Qildes Gand 1877-1878, vol. 
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the Princes of the House of Burgundy, were suppressed after the rébellion of 1639, by 
Oharles-Qnint who, in his Concessie Oaroline of 1540, reduced the number of the corpora- 
tions from 53 to 21. The gnild of the Vier Gehroonde^ also known under the dénomination 
Vrye neirtnghe von Metsers en Steenhouwers, " Free guild of IMasons and Stonecntters " 
inclnded besides thèse two crafts the tilers and the plasterers. 

The corporation was govorned by a Dean (chosen every year from the masons and 
stone cutters alternately), two Jurats {Gezwoomen), two Ancients, two Experts (Preufmeesters) 
and fonr Assistants (of the last, two had to be chosen from the tilers and one from the 
plasterers). Thèse officers were elected by the guild, bat their élection was snbjected to the 
approval of the Magistrate. This is a translation of the oath the apprentice had to take, 
when, after having served for two years under a Free-Master and having executed a master- 
piece (proefstuch), he was received as a Master: 

** I swear to be henceforward a good, honest and loyal Master-mason of 
the Free Craft of Masons and Stone Cutters in this City, — to défend and 
enforce the rights, liberties and privilèges of tho said Craft, to observe them 
and to hâve them observed, to proteot them and to co-operate in their pro- 
tection, — never to work nor allow others to work below the established price, — 
to keep secret ail the affaii's of the Craft ; — to défend the Catholic Faith and 
to follow its Rules ;— to obey our Sovereign as Count (or Countess) of Flanders ; 
to contributo to the défense of his rights ; — finally, to fulfill everything that a 
good, honest and loyal Master-mason (or Master-stoue-cutter) of the said Craft 
is expected to do. — So help me God and his Saints." 

The hall of this Guild, confiscated and sold by Charles Quint in 1540, is now the 
Hôtel d'Egmont, There is a rough sketch of it in De Vigne's Mœurs et Usages des Corpora- 
tions et Métien's (Ghent 1861, plate vi.) It was ornamented with a sculptured représen- 
tation of the Madonna and the Quatuor Coronati ; above ran the motto : In aile Metsery — 
Fast op u loot en zy. 

In ail Masonry 

Look to plummet and side. 

AU thèse ornaments hâve disappeared years ago. But in the narrow Rempart des 
Chaudronniers, there is still to be seen, with the date 1666 carved in the gM.ble, the house of 
a Master Mason and sculptor, Adrianus Van der Linden, who lived in the fatter part of the 
17th century. Above the lower story the Vier Gekroonde are sculptured in two panels 
separated by the Virgin^ Child and two attendants.

At the end of last century, the French conquest of Belgium abolished ail the guilds 
of the country by a stroke of the pen ; their property was confiscated ; their halls were sold 
by public auction. Yet, at Ghent, the Vier Gekroonde soon revived as an association 
for mutual help, which lasted till 1895, under the dénomination of ** Society (vereeniging) of 
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Title Page of the Record Book of the Ghent Guild, (a.d. 1617). 
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Stonecutters, Tilere, Masons and Plumbers under the protection of the Vier Qehroonde and 
in accordance with the prescriptions of the Law.** 

The town of Ghent still possesses some valaable relies of the old guild : at the 
Archœological Muséum, a banner in red damask, decorated on one side with a painting on 
cloth of the Crucifixion, on the other side, with the portraits of the Vier Gekroonde, repre- 
sented before an ancient building ; below are the date of its présentation, 1694, and the 
names of the officers who ordered it. In the public library is still kept the last record book 
of the guild, containing the names of ail the officers and Masters, as they were entered, year 
by year, from 1616 to 1789. On the title page of this precious manuscript there is an oil 
painting, dated 1617, representing the IV. Coronati with the crown placed over the hood of 
the time (see plate).

The Archasological Muséum also contains a pair of elaborate candlesticks in gilded 
wood— one mètre high without the stand— which the corporation used to carry in public 
processions. Each shows two of the Coronati at work, while above, tiny angels carry the 
respective tools of the Craft. " Ail this work," writes a well-known antiquary, Mr. 
Hermann van Duyse, in the Inventaire Archéologique de Gand (April, 1898), " dénotes the 
first years of the I8th century, and rarely bas the style of that period produced in onr 
country a happier combination."

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At Brn>(es, tho gnild of the Vter Ghecroonde is 
mentioiied in the account of the Chapelle du Saint-Sang 
for the year 1469. It is to be noticed that in 1473, 
according to an Act already qnoted by Bro. Gonld 
and others, the masons and wrights of Edinborgh were 
assigned " a place and rooms in ail gênerai processions 
as they bave in the town of Brages and sucb like good 
towns." When the Englîsh occnpied an emporium or 
consular hall in Bruges from 1390 to 1487, the Scotch 
held on their side a separate establishment from 1383. 
The Quatuor Ooronati of Bruges inclnded the masons, 
stonecntters, plast^rers, tilers, brickmakers and paviers. 
They held the central nave of tho Chapelle Basse (or 
crypt) in the celebrated Chapelle da Saint- Sang. I hâve 
heard that there is still a spécial service held there on 
the 8th of November, which is largely attended by the 
building trades of the town. The hall of the Guild was 
No. 18, Steenstraet ; there is left an élégant frontage in 
the Renaissance style with the tools of the Oaft carved 
in the stone above the lower story ; it was built in 1621. 
Each craft was divided into knapen, vry'knechien^ (Free- 
fellows) and masters. The apprentice had t-o work four 
years and to réside in bis master's honse ; he would then become vry-knepchten by paying 
two pounds, one shilling and twopence in the money of the time. To be admitted amongst 
the masters one had to exécute a raaster-piece and pay ten pounds. The foregoing repré- 
sentation of the Quatuor Coronati is taken from the breaat-plate (Borstshilde) of the Guild, as 
reproduced in Gailliard*s Ambachten en Neringen van Brugge (Bruges 1854, part ir., plate 9). 

The above illustrations will glve a partial idea of the iconography of the Quatuor 
Coronati from the end of the fifteenth century. Starting from the old fashioned engraving 
of the Isabella missal, where the Patrons of the Craft hâve no crowns, wear the dress of the 
time and carry their tools, we pass, a few years later, to the Brussels triptych and the Ghent 
Record Book of 1617, where they wear bot h crowns and caps ; then to the Metsershuis of Ghent 
(1666), and the candlesticks of the eighteenth century, where the crown entirely replaces 
the cap, while the dress gets more and more fanciful, — till we end with the breast-plate of 
Bruges, where the tools hâve disappeared from the hands of the crown ed saints and only 
occupy a subordinate place in the image. — Could this not be taken as an emblematic illus- 
tration of the process which bas evolved " TArt Royal " from the operative Masonry of the 
preceding centuries ? 
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APPENDIX. 

The Charges of the Antwerp Incorporation of the Building Trades. 

(Quatuor Coronati) 

Granted by the Maqistrates a.d. 1458. 



The Handicraft of Masons, Stonecdtters, Paviours, Slatbrs and Tilers. 



To ail who may read or hear thèse présents : 
Jean van derBruggen, Chevalier, Provost (Schouteet), Burgermasters, Sheriffs, and Council 
of the City of Antwerp. Health and knowledge of the truth ! 

Our good folk of the handicraft of the Masons, Stonecntters, Paviours, and Tilers, 
having laid before us their daily expenses and prayed for an ordinance for the maintenance 
and conduct of their Craft, We hereby make known to y ou that we hâve granted to them - 
the following Régulations until further order. 

The Craft shall be governed by two deans and two jurats, who shall be reappointed 
yearly by the Lord of the City, as in the other Crafts. 

No one shall be received into the Craft without the Lord of the City having been 
informed as to his personality. 

In order to be received into this Craft and wear its badges, it shall be necessary to 
exercise the Craft personally, or to cause it to be exercised, and to pay scot. 

Any member of another Craft is excluded. 
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The Antwerp Ordinance of 1458. g5 

Whoever within the city sliall wish to make statues or figures in wood or in stone, 
sball cause himself to be inscribed. 

It ia obb'gatory to possess a complète set of tools, or to procure tbem at least wîtbin 
the year. He who, at the visit of the deans, shall be found in default hereof, shall pay 
one old crown, of which one third shall go to the Lord, one third to the City, and the 
remainder to the Craft. Such tools shall be the Craftsman's own property and not be 
borrowed from another. 

In order to work in the city and snburbs, it is necessary to be a burgess and belong 
to the Craft, under penalty of three crowns, to be apportioned as above. 

It is not allowed to belong to another Craft. 

Ail others are forbidden to buy or sell white stone, slates, bricks, &c., under penalty 
for each offense of thi-ee crowns, to be apportioned as above. Nevertheless, every burgess 
retains the right to sell tiles, bricks and pantiles, provided that he pay yearly to the Craft 
twelve groats (grooten) [evidently a small coin] : to refuse this payment when demanded by 
the deans entails a penalty of half a crown, to be apportioned as before. 

The entrance fee is fixed at ten florins of Rhine-gold, and a measure of wine for the 
deans and jurats, and a pot of wine for the beadle. 

Two of the legitimate children of a burgess using this Craft are exempt from the 
first portion of this fee, but shall pay the annual contribution. 

In order to aoquire the mastersbip an apprenticeship of four years must be served 
with one or more f ree-masters in one or more free-towns or liberties, and as proof,sealed 
letters from that place must be produced. The full âge of 18 years is also requisite j in 
doubtf al cases an authentic witness is rigorously necessary. 

Otherwise the candidate must apprentice himself to a master of the city, and the 
deans will, at a convenient time, fix his pay, as provided hereafter. Nevertheless, should 
be be able to prove a former apprenticeship of one, two or three years, this time shall be 
allowed him. 

Every apprentice is obliged to leam under his master for four consécutive years and 
until he shall hâve reached 18 years of âge : his pay only begins at 16 years of âge and af ter 
two years of service. During the first period the work of the apprentice cannot be charged 
for by his master; during the second, the deans shall fix his pay from year to year or from 
half year to half year, and they shall receive on each occasion from his master a rémunéra- 
tion of eight groats (grooten). For any act in contravention, the master or the apprentice 
shall pay three crowns, as above. 

Should the apprentice leave his master before the prescribed time, the latter shall 
abstain from taking another during the period still remaining under penalty of three crowns 
to be apportioned as above ; and the former shall finish his apprenticeship under another 
master under the like penalty. At the conclusion of his apprenticeship, the apprentice may 
not undertake task work until he shall hâve demonstrated to the deans and jurats that 
he is worth full pay, under the same penalty. 

The apprentice must get himself entered and be a burgess. 

No one sball hâve more than one apprentice. 

Before taking an apprentice a mason must bave wielded the trowel for seven yeaora, 
under penalty of one crown, as above : he who is no longer able to eut stone shall not employ 
an apprentice of less than two years expérience, under the same penalty. 

The apprentice shall pay only half contributions so long as his pay does not exceed a 
half-day. After that he shall be liable for the full amount. But the adult who shall 
commence working at the Craft, shall pay the full contribution. The master is responsible 
for his apprentice. 

Every stranger craftsman shall bave the right to work in Antwerp, on condition of 
paying his contribution, for the space of 15 days but not longer, provided there be a want 
of hands. If he exceed this, he shall pay one crown, <fcc. 

Every stranger workman who shall accept work by the job, shall suffer the same 
penalty. 

Should the Church or the City be in want of stranger workmen for work which those 
of the city are not capable of executing, or for which they are too few, they shall be allowed 
to send for such as will consent to pay yearly two shillings (skellingen). 

Whether a mason work by himself or in company with others, no matter how many, 
he may not undertake more than two works by the job, nor cause himself to be assisted by 
another following the same sort of handicraf t, unless this latter be without employment, or 
he hâve the assent of the deans. Any act of deceit or in contravention is punishable by 
a fine of three crowns, &c. 

Members may not cède to each other any work undertaken by the job. If there be 
two jobs of this kind, the master and the apprentice may not work at them separately. A 
job covering two ground-plots shall be counted as two. Defaulters shall pay three crowns, <fec. 
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S6 Transactions of the Quatuor Goronati Lodge, 

Should any hâve incnrred a fine nnder this head, or for some other dofanlt, or shoald 
he refuse to pay his dues to the Craft, the deaus and jurats may prohibit his working in 
or ont of the city until he shall hâve paid. Should he remain contumacîous after a second 
waming, he shall pay for every further summons, half a crown, àc. : and shall abstain from 
work until he satisfy the demands under penalty of two crowns, &c. 

If for a job on journey-work an assistant is eugaged, either by the day or the pièce, 
at a lesH wage than the ordinances, he shall not be accounted for at a higher rate, under 
pain of three crowns, Ac. 

Any master who may be without work shall, if so required, work by the day for the 
wage and under the conditions of the ordinance, under the same penalty. 

Whoever shall leave the city in order to take work elsewhere is still liabl« for the 
dues : on his retum he shall discharge the total as settled by the deans before resuming 
work, under penalty of one crown. In case the city should be in a difficulty, he shall be 
obliged to retum there immediately he is warned, unless he désire to run the risk of losing 
his haudicraft. To leave the city in case of alarm entails the same penalty. 

Whoever shall i^nounce the craft pays for his démit three florins of Khine gold. 

When the deans convoke the members for affairs of tbe craft, he who does not 
oomply with the summons of the beadle, if he be in town and well in health, is liable to a 
penalty of two groats to the craft. 

Each year, at the feast of St. Martin, the outgoing deans shall divide the total of 
the fines between the Lord, the City, and the Craft ; they shall render an account of their 
acte before two sheriffs, assisted by a swom clerk, as is usual in the other crafts. If a 
member should attack the deans, conceming their functions, by word or deed, he shall be 
handed to the Lord of the City, who shall inflict an exemplary and effîcacious punishment. 

In confirmation of the preceding we hâve attached to thèse présents, the Provost his 
personal seal, the Burgermasters, Sherifi^s and Council, the seal of the city, ad causai.

Bro. C. Pdrdon Clabkb, OJ.E., aaid : — In opening the discussion on Bro. d'Alvîella's 
interesting and yaluable paper I must first direct attention to the last paragraph but one, 
in which mention is made of the statement in my paper, the Yestigia, that the Quatuor 
Coronati illustrated in the triptych at the Musée Communal at Brussels were depicted as 
masons rather than sculptors, and Bro. d'Alviella proceeds to show that one of the four is 
engaged in chiselling a large statue lying on the ground. This was not an oversight on mj 
part, I having noted that one of the four was working on a statue whiist the others were 
employed in building, or on the sculpture of architectural détails almost in th& same 
manner that the four Companions are shown in the panel under the niche at the Church of 
Or San Michèle at Florence, a full-sized cast of which is exhibited in the Architectural 
Court of the Victoria and Albert Muséum. In this, the first on the left hand side is 
employed in building a wall ; the second one is carving a twisted column and using a drill 
in the Italian fashion to assist in the deep under-cutting ; tbe third, who is seated in a 
snperîor high-baoked chair, bas a square and compassés in his hands and is apparently 
" trying " a small stone capital ; whiist the fourth is engs^ed with a pick-hammer or gavel 
in roughing ont the statue of a boy. 

Bro. d'Alviella's référence to the fancy standards called " blazons " is very interesting 
to me personally as within the past two years I bave been fortunate in finding the banners 
of Bome English trade guilds, which, generally being of painted silk, are very difficult to 
préserve beyond a hundred years. Some time since the pai'aphernalia of a defunct Com- 
pany — the Felt Hat Makers of Dublin — was bronght over to London in a carved oak chest. 
This contained several banners dating from the earlj part of the eighteenth century. 
Somewhat later are the banners preserved by the Girdlers' Company of London, but the 
most yaluable is a banner of the time of Henry viii. with the Tudor blazon, which has 
recently been lent by the Clothiers' Company of Worcester to the Victona and Albert 
Muséum. Several of the London Companies possess burial palis of great beauty, the best 
preserved being that of the Saddlers' Company. The Parish Clerks' Guild has, besides a 
rich Gothic pall, the Masters' and Wardens' caps of office ; and the Girdlers' Company the 
Wardens* caps and Master's crown. I do not know whether a list has been made of the 
paraphemalia belonging to other Companies, and would be glad to receive any information 
onthesubject. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my high admiration of the paper brought before us 
this evening — so full of interesting matter and useful information — and feel sure that in 
proposing a hearty vote of thanks to our distinguished brother, Gount Goblet d'Alviella, 
Past Grand Master of Belgium, I am but giving voioe to the désire of every brother hère 
présent. 
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Bro. E. CoNDER, jan., S.W., made a few comments op the paper and seconded the 
voie of thanks. 

Bro. G. W. Speth, Secretary, said : Our W.M. in the chair has, in hîs allusions to 
several interesting banners, forgotten the one which is probably of greatest interest, viz., 
the Bine Blanket of the Craftsmen of Edinbnrgh. According to tradition, the banner of 
the mechanics who followed Allan, Lord Steward of Scotland, to Palestine, was blae, and 
presnmably of silk, but was affection ately al way s called the " blue blanket." The name 
came to stand for everything connected with the varions handicraf ts of Edinbnrgh, so mnch 
so that pétitions and charters speak of the privilèges of the blue blanket, thereby meaning 
the privilèges of the trades incorporations. The banner (we can hardly suppose that it is 
the original one however) still exists and is in the custody of the Lodge of Journeymen, 
Edinbnrgh, and is carried by them in Masonic processions. I am unaware of its présent 
blazon,^ but in 1482 King James m. ordained that it should bo the rallying standard of the 
Edinbnrgh Craftsmen in defence of the city or his person, and his Qneen is said, with her 
own hands, to hâve painted thereon a saltire, thistle, impérial crown and a hammer, 
together with the foUowing inscription : 

Fear God, and honour the King, 
With a long life, and prospérons reign. 
And we, the Trades, snall ever pray. 

It is a somewhat remarkable fact that the cuit of the Quatuor Coronati, which un- 
doubtedly did exist in England in early days, so soon died but, and was not renewed nntil 
our own Lodge was established. Of its early prevalence we hâve ample évidence. In the 
7th century there stood a church dedicated to thèse saints in Oanterbnry, which Bro. 
Purdon Clarke suggested in his last paper, might hâve been a survival of Roman times. 
If, however, we may crédit Leader Scott*s assertion in " The Cathedral Builders," that 
among the Masons brought into this country by St. Augustine were Comacine Masters, 
then, knowing as we do that thèse Masters venerated the Four Crowned Ones, we mày 
assume that the Church was one of the first built by them. Again, the Masonic Poem, or 
Regius MS., in the British Mnseum, speaks of " those holy martyrs four, who in this Craft 
were of great honour.*' The date is somewhere abont 1390. At that time the saints were 
therefore still the patrons of the English Craft. But our next transcript in point of time of 
the Old Charges of Masons, the Cooke MS. of about 1420, makes no mention of the saints 
whatever, and ail subséquent versions of the Old Constitutions are eqnally silent. As thèse 
last are ail later than the Reformation, the change might be ascribed to the gênerai neglect of 
minor saints which followed that event, but the Cooke MS. predates the Reformation, and 
therefore the reason is not an adéquate one. Their place was apparently occupied by the 
two Saints John. In Germany the Quatuor Coronati never quite lost their connection with 
the Stonemasons, but it became rather nebulous, and the Baptist in later times somewhat 
overshadowed their famé. But in Italy the Four Martyrs continued to be the patron 
saints of the building fraternities, and still more so was this the case in Flanders, as the 
paper just read sufficiently demonstrates. It has always constituted a puzzle to me why 
their cuit so soon faded in England, and, so far as I know, never obtained at ail in Scotland 
and Ireland. I hardly think that the well-known tendency of our forefathers to substitute 
English saints for Roman explains the phenomenon, because we do not find that any 
essentially English saint took their place, not even such a likely one as St. Albau, who, 
although a Roman by birth, became, as it were, naturalised in our traditions, and is 
mentioned in ail our old roUs of the Constitutions. 

I désire, in conclusion, to be allowed to support the vote of thanks to our dis- 
tinguished Bro. Count d'Alviella for his interesting paper, ail the more so as, at my request, 
he extended, at the very short notice of ten days, what had been previously only a mère 
note, because I was unfortunately left without a paper of any sort for this evening. That 
so busy a man should hâve thrown aside ail other work in order to oome to our assistance is 
a most gratifying testimony to his love for our cause, and to his appréciation of onr efforts, 
and is deserving of the warmest acknowledgment on our part. 

Bro. Rev. J. W. Horslbt said that one should be a Belgian antiquary, fuUy to folio w 
the valuable paper. The discrepancy as to the date on which the feast was kept might 
well be due to the 8th being occupied, perhaps only temporarily and locally, by the festival 
of a Saint of more gênerai renown than the Quatuor Coronati, so that their remembrance 
was " transferred " according to common ecclesiastical usage. So in the Roman Breviary 
November 8th is the Octave of AU Saints' Day, a double feast, and there is only a

commémoration made of SS. Quatuor Ooronatorum Martyrum. In this commémoration, 
whether in the Lection of the Roman Breviary or the Secret of the Sarura Missal, the names 
are Claudius, Nicostratus, Symphorianus, Castorins and Simpliciufl, five, not four, ** eminent 
sculptors who by no means could be induced to make statues for idol worship," and there- 
fore were tried, imprisoned, scourged with scorpions, and finally enclosed alive in leaden 
coffins and thrown into the Tiber. Their bodies were eventnally buried, with those of the 
Four Crowned Martyrs, SS. Severus, Severianus, Carpophorus and Vietorianus, some miles 
outside Rome. Plainly some confusion h as been as to names and number. He took excep- 
tion to doyen beiug translated deacon instead of dean. The dean is not necessarily an 
ecclesiastic as may beseen in a University or a Hospital, but he is always head of a body, or 
chief of his department. The deacon, or server, is howeveralwaysasubordinate. That the 
Antwerp Craft was governed in 1468 by tiao doyens was probably the resuit of rivalry 
between the masons and the stone cutters, resulting in one of each being chosen as a com- 
promise. At Ghent, an hundred years later, we find the Craft " governed by a Dean chosen 
cvery year from the masons and stone cutters alternately." 

It was very interesting to find the author of the paper had been for many years not 
only the preceptor but the examiner of apprentices and fellowcrafts. Thatsolittle instruc- 
tion was given in our Lodges was much to be deprecated. A AJasonic student hasreason to 
be astonished not merely at how much he has to learn and how little he knows, but still 
more at how ignorant most brethren are left of the history of the Craft, the reason for the 
varions parts of its ritual, and the meaning of its words. Were the System of '' examination 
essays conceming the history of their respective degrees " to be applied this moment even 
to the brethren présent, it was to be feared that many would recollect a pressing engage- 
ment elsewhere and apply to him as I.Gr. for exit. 

Bro. Speth said, in reply to some observations of the last speaker, that he was 
answerable for the translation of the Code of Charges in the appendix, and for the word 
" deacon " as the rendering of the French " doyen." He thought the word was justifiable, 
because it was the ordinary word used by the Scottifih Crafts, whose presiding officer was 
generally called deacon, and only the head of ail the combined Crafts wa« called the ^* Dean 
of Guilds." The Scots avowedly copied Bruges in the matter of guild organisation, and 
there could be no doubt that their word deacon stood for doyen. He (Bro. Speth) had un- 
consciously used the word most familiar to him in thi's connection, without much thought as 
to its strict accuracy. However, he was not wedded to its use, and as Bro. d'Alviella had 
employed " dean " in the body of the paper, he would suppress deacon throughout and sub- 
stitute dean in the interest of conformity. 

Bro. CoNDER also explained that the existence of two principal officers, two deans so 
to say, was not an uncommon occurrence in médiéval fraternities. The Company of the 
Masons of London, for instance, was at one time without a Master, but governed by two 
Wardens. After ail, it was only analogous to a Président and Vice-Président, or, more 
closely still, to a Grand Master and Pro-Grand Master. 

The vote of thanks was then carried by acclamation. 



I hâve been much pleased with the kind réception of my paper by the Lodge. I only 
regret that I am unable to afford more information. It is surprising how little is known, 
even in ray country, of the inner life and organisation of the Belgian Trade Guilds during 
the Middle Ages, although our public libraries and archives contain many documents on the 
snbject. I should be glad if I could induce some of our young archœologists to take up the 
matter in earnest, especially conceming the builders of our ancient Cathedrals and Town 
Halls. " So far," wrote to me lately, in answer to my enquiries conceming the craftsman 
of the 12th and 13th centuries who erected the Cathedral of Toumay, one of the men who 
know best the antiquities of that town, " we hâve given plenty of attention to their works, 
but not to their organisation." 

Bro. Speth contrasts the early disappearance of the Quatuor Coronati in England as 
patrons of the Craft, with their maintenance in Belgium. The latter fact, in my opinion, 
is due to the circumstance that the guild included several professions independent 
of each other, particularly the masons and the stone-cutters. AH the other guilds, 
while they also had each their patron saints, remained known by the dénomination of their 
respective trade. This could not be the case for the united masons and stone-cutters, as 
the^ kept their professional individnality insîde their common corporation, which had 
therefore to be called by a neutral name. Even then remains the question to which craft 
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Banner of the Ghent Guild (a.d. 1694). 
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belonged at first the Quatuor Coronati. I dare not to be too affirmative : but wherever I 
hâve found the masons independently organized previously to the 15th century they were 
nnder the guidance of t]he Virgin Mary, St. Joseph, or some other saint, not of the Quatuor 
Coronati. 

Rev. Bro. Horsley's objection to the use of the word âeacon seenis to me well founded. 
The Flemish expression is deken, which is translated by both deacon and dean ; but in 
Belgium, which bas always been more or less a bi lingual country, whenever an équivalent 
of deken is given officially in Freuch, it is always doyeii (dean), not diacre. Diacre (deacon) 
is never applied, save in the ecclesiastical and Masonic hierarchy, and, cven there, only to 
inferior digni taries. 

In his valuabl'e notice on The Legend of the Quatuor Coronati, appended to the bye- 
laws of the Lodge for 1895, Bro. Speth states that, according to the Ambrosian Breviary, 
the Four Saints, Severus, Severianus, Carpophorus and Victonnus were ** own brothers," 
and he adds that this relationship is ignored by ail other authorities. It is curions that in 
the painting of the Ghent Record Book, this odd tradition reappears, the names of the four 
being folio wed by the word gebroeder *' brothers." The only other explanation possible is 
that they were thus qualifîed as brethren of the guild; but it is not likely. 

The importance ascribed by Bro. Purdon Clarke to the banners of the trade guilds 
induces me to send you, for the muséum of the Lodge, an illustrated description of the Ghent 
Banuer alluded to in the above paper ; it is a separate sheet of the Inventaire Archéologique 
de Gand, published at Ghent by a group of antiquaries.^ 

The sculptures of the Van der Linden bouse and the painting of the Record Book 
hâve never been reproduced before, to my knowledge. I owe the photographs respectively 
to the kindness and skill of Bro. H. Tyman (of the Ghent Lodge Le Septentrion), and of 
M. Vanderhaeghen, librarian of the Ghent University.

îi^N bis review of Bro. Gould's Mtlitary Lodges, Lt.-General Sir Charles Warren, 
wisfaing to point oat that, in the Army, Masonry banishes class and even 
rank distinctions, withont in the least endangering discipline, qnotes 
instances wbere subalterns and even non-commissioned oflBcers bave oon- 
troUed Lodges in wbicb superior oflBcers were sitting as ordinary members. 
Is it not strange tbat tbere are cases exactly parallel in the Mi th raie 
Mystenes ander the Old Romans ? 
It is a well known fact tbat thèse mysteries oiTer striking analogies with macb tbat 
is found in Free-Masonry : their célébration in grottoes or covered halls, wbicb symbolised 
the Universe and wbicb in dimensions, disposition and décoration, presented a strict counter- 
part to our Lodges ; — their division in seven degrees conferrcd by initiatory rites wonderfnlly 
îike our own ; — their method of i^acbing, throngb the same astronomie symbolism, the 
bighest truths tben known in Philosophy and Morals; — their mystic bond of secrecy, 
toleration, equality and brotberly love. 

A young Belgian Hellenist, who bas devoted the last ten years to the study of tbis 
worship, and who is now travelling for the same purpose in Tarkish Armenia, Prof. Franz 
Cnmont, bas just published a most trustwortby and powerfal book : Textes et Documents 
figures relatifs aux Mystères de Mithra avec une Introduction critique (Bruxelles 1896-1899), 
two large volumes profusely illustrated. Not only does be confirm the alleged 
similarities, but be also affords new ones, with an ingénu ity enhanced by the fact that be 
is not himself a Mason. For instance, be shows tbat it was not uncommon for a non- 
commissioned oflBceror even a simple soldier to préside over cérémonies where legates and 
clarissimi played a subordinate part, in accordanoe with their respective degrees in the 
mysteries. 

Another important feature wbicb be brings to light is the way thèse mysteries were 
propagated in the western world. He shows bow they radiated from Persia — or rather 
irom Asia Minor, the home of Mithraic worship during the last centuries before our era — 
either througb Asiatics enlisted in the légions and employed in the civil service, or througb 
Syrian mercbants established in the principal cities and sea-faring towns of tbe Empire. 
Little by little natives were admitted, who, in their turn, wben tbe Asiatic élément retreated 
or died ouf, kept tbe worship alive and even spread it around. Had the author known tbe 
bistory of tbe rise of Freemasonry during tbe first balf of tbe IStb century, be would bave 
witnessed tbe same process. Even if we omit the Belgian tradition tbat our first Lodges 
owed their constitutions to the ofl&cers of Britîsb régiments quartered in South Netherlands, 
Bro. Gould's description of bow Masonry first entered Spain througb tbe military Lodge of 
Gibraltar equally answers the description. Else wbere, in Bordeaux, Rotterdam, Hamburg, 
St. Petersburgb, it was througb English mercbants ; in Paris, Lausanne, Gène va, and the 
principal Italian cities, througb English résidents that the same resuit was efPected — the 
British élément invariably playing tbe rôle of the Syrian in tbe Mithraic mysteries of two 
thousand years ago. — Thus bistory repeats itself. 

Tbe numerous mithrea wbicb bave been uneartbed in the Danubian provinces, 
Germany, Italy, the south of France, and even England, can ail be brought back to the 
folio wing type, as appears from tbe sketches given in Mr. Cumont's work. 
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The pronaos or vestibule was on a level with ihe strect. Opposite the entrance, a few 
steps gave access to the real sanctuary. This spelœum or subterranean temple h ad a 
rectangalar shape, longitadiiially dîvided into three parts ; the two podia, or raised plat- 
forms on which the members of the congrégation sat or knelt with their backs to the wall, 
and the central nave where the rites wei*e performed. At the furthcr end of the nave, 
beyoud an altar, stood invariably the saci*ed image of Mithra tauroctonosy with the snn on 
its nght and the moon on its lef t. Alongside the podia, pedestals supported the statues of 
the two dadophoroi — very likely symbols of the two dawns, or of day and night — one with 
a torch uplifted and bnrning, the other with a torch reversed and extinguished. The walls, 
the ceiling, sometimes the pavement, were ornaraented with the image of the seven planets, 
the signs of the zodiac, and other astronomical emblems. What are we reminded of by this 
description ? 

This is how Mr. Cumont ex plains the sndden spread of the Mithraic Mysteries in the 
third century of our era : Their theology was in accordance with the gênerai tendency to 
regard the Sun as the highest embodiment of the Spiritual Deity postulated by the progress 
of religions thoaght, while their syncretic spirit allowed their votaries to retain, with the 
faith in Mithra considered as Redeemer, the worship of ail the other gods. Their eschatology 
answered to the growing thirst for a promise and even a knowledge of another life to come. 
Their morals — the morals of the Avesta — satisfied the reaction of ail noble minds against 
the gross materialism of an overdrawn civilization. Their discipline established not only 
a strict equality among their members, in spite of ail outside social distinctions, but also a 
bond of real brotherhood and of mutual help. Their successive initiations favoured émula- 
tion, gave the néophytes something to look for, also Rattered the vanity of those who were 
fond of high sounding titles. Finally, their prospect of révélations deeper and deeper at 
every stage, fostered a hope to reach as suprême goal, the absolute wisdom whose secret was 
sapposed to hâve been brought from the Ëast. 

Why was this sndden rise followed by a still more rapid fall ? Our author explains 
that by excluding the women from their worship they parted with an élément of propagan- 
dism which the Christian faith knew how to utilize. The complexity of their symbolism 
prevented them from attracting the masses by a gospel which appealed to the heart by a 
language at once simple and pathetic. Their very syncretism and toleration deprived them 
of the power which Christianity found in its absolate rejection of Paganism. Thus the 
mysteries of Mithra were doomed to disappear before the mysteries of Christ. But their 
doctrine was not entirely lost ; it survived among the Manichœans and other heretics who 
strove, so long as the end of the middle âges, to reconciliate Zoroastrianism with Christianity

Powley, P.G.W., of New Zealand, viz., Vol. xii. of the Repuhlican, containing the original issue of Carlile's 
well-known sparions ritoal ; a photograph of a carions Masonic Apron preserved in the Masonio Hall at 
Aackland, N.Z. ; and a Japanese carving in sandal wood of Masonic emblems. The thanks of the Lodge 
were tendered to Bro. Powley, who, in acknowledging the vote, said that an ambition which he had 
cherished for 10 yeara, that of meeting his brethrenjn Lodge No. 2076, had at length been happily realised.

THE RELICS OF THE GRAND LODGE AT YORK- 

BY BRO, T, B. WHYTEHEAD, P,G.S,B., 
Worshipful Master, 




ÇRETHREN, — So mnch has been written and talked about the 01 d Lodge at 
York that I feel, on once more opening the sabject, there is before me an 
almosfc exhansted mine, and that beyond a few little bits of ore which may 
hâve been overlooked in the hnrry of shovelliDg np the proceeds of prier 
investigations, there is nothing to pnt before yon of fresh interest. Tlie only 
excnse to be made is that ail that has been published on the sabject is more 
or less scattered. Whether we shall sncceed eventually in gathoring into our 
own records the substance of what is known, or ever can be known, will be a matter for your 
future décision. At présent I am afraid that the bulk of any interest that I may enlist 
from you to-day will be found in the facsimiles of varions documents and other relies 
which you hold in your hands, and which illustrate in a striking manner some of the 
methods of their periods. The Old Lodge at York — I give it its original name — had a Time 
Immémorial beginning. I am perfectly aware that the Masonic use of this expression does not 
by any means imply antiquity, especially when taken witl\ our knowledge of other bodies 
now existing, claiming similar titles, bat which hâve no history whatever. But the Lodge of 
which I am discoursing had a history, and although its birth is shrouded in the mists of 
periods when writing was a spécial accomplishment, and when great jealousy was exercised 
as to ail records of Masonic Work, yet it has remaining to its memory suffîcient to provo 
that it was one of the most ancient, and I will say, ike most Ancient Spéculative Maionic 
Body in this country. I am aware that there are records earlier than those that exist at 
York. I am aware that there are earlier allusions to Spéculative Freemasonry than occur 
at York in actual.entries and relies, but I do not think that any unbiassed person with a 
fair knowledge of such matters would be disposed to deny that the gréâtes t probabilities of 
senior activity in the Craft belong to York. However, I am on this occasion intending to 
deal mainly with what is actually left to us from the possessions of our ancient brethren in 
the once time Northern Capital of England, and I think we shall find amongst them a great 
deal that will be of considérable interest to us. You hâve seen most of the records now in 
existence reprinted or described in some form or another, and in the last number of our 
Transactions Bro. Hughan has given you a transcript of the earliest known Minutes surviv- 
ing. Bro. Speth prefers to regard thèse particular Minutes as a sort of Register or Oolden 
Book of the Craft, and I hâve no objection to his suggestion. We know that in those days 
Minutes and Treasurers* accounts were kept in the same book (as I shall show you, I hope, 
on some future occasion), and that separate Lists of Members alone on Parchment were 
engrossed, or individually signed. The pecnliarity of this Roll is that it not only con tains 
the signatures, but also the Minutes which might hâve been supposed to hâve been in the 
Minute Book only. 

For convenience it perhaps may be as well to divide the History of the Lodge at 
York ronghly into three Epochs. 

(1) The unrecorded period. 

(2) The Records up to the hiatus in the middle of the 18th century. 

(3) The Revival until the Collapse. 

So let us first say something about No. 1 — The unrecorded period. We hâve hère 
very little else than a few odds and ends of more or less value. First we hâve the ancient 
Traditions of the Brethren at York, who from the earliest known period entertained the 
Edwin Descent Theory, and that even to a oomparatively late period. But we hâve the 
actual testimony of the existence of a Minute Book beginning in 1705, which we are credibly 
told not only contained Minutes and Treasurers* accounts, but which also gave a list of 
Grand Masters at York. (With regard to the term " Grand *' we shall hâve more to say 
later.) 

Moreover we hâve certain relies, formerly the property of the Old Lodge, which 
are of value, and you hâve illustrations of some of them. There is the Old Rule. It is 
true that it is not a 24 inch gauge, but it is indubitably a very old bit of wood and you can 
see for yourselves the Masonic value of it. The names incised thereon are " William Baron 
1663 of Yorke," "John Drake " and "John Baron." Now, as a William Baron was SherifE 
of York in 1677, 1 do not think it unreasonable to présume that he is the person in question. 
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Probably John Baron was one of the family, and ît is singulai*, to say tbe least of it, tHat a 
John Drake should appear in a Masonic rôle, since the name of Drake jexactly a century 
afterwards was one of the most houonred on the Register of the Grand Lodge at York, 
Francis Drake who revived the old Lodge in 1761. Freemasonry has ever been popnlar 
amongst the Civic Fathers of York. The présent Lord Mayor (Bro. J. Sykes Rymer) is a 
Past Master of the York Lodge No. 236, as is the Sheriff of York (Bro. A. Jones, P.M.) and 
many of the Aldermen and Councillors bave also lighted their lamps at onr Sacred Fires. 

With the raie is the old Bible which belonged to the Lodge when it met at Howard's 
Honse in Lendal at the Revival. It is a defective copy of the date of 1602, but happily it 
is identified by the inscription on the fly-leaf. 

There is a small square which is said to bave belonged to the same body, and I dare- 
say it did, as it was recovered from the same source, but it is not marked or dated, and is 
plainly of much later date than the rule. 

Then there is the old covered Loving Cup, a Wassail Cup of repoussé work of Carii., 
which we know belonged to the Grand Lodge at York. It is now in the possession of the 
family of Bro. Tew, late Prov. G. Master of West Yorkshire, who bonght it from the 
possessor. The préviens proprietor wrote to me some years ago as foUows, referring to this Cup 
— '* The arms are those of Mr Christr Wamley of Riccall who was a non-mason. His uncle 
who died unmarried and to whose estate he succeeded was one of the last of the six 
members of the old Grand Lodge, when they divided their property and ceased to exist as a 
body. The Emblems, I believe were removed and the présent coat engraved in the place 
thereof.*' The Cup was borrowed by me years ago, from the Newstead family, from whom 
it was purchased by Bro. Tew. It is a lovely bit of work, and if I had known it was in the 
market at the time, ît would now be in the possession of your W. Master. 

There are other interesting relies, but I think I must take them later since they 
belong to the 3rd Period, from the Revival to the final dissolution of the Lodge. 

When we come to No. 2. we arrive at actual documents in existence, and of course 
the earliest document is the parchment roll which our Bro. Hughan has already given you. 
Tbis is the roll about which so many controversies bave been centred. It is a long string 
of bits of parchment, sometimes sewn and sometimes glued together, 18-feet long and about 
8-inches wide. I am not going to bore you by reading it ail over, especially as its contents 
were given you by Bro. Hughan, but there are some points about it that may be referred to. 
I give you in facsimile the first entry, dated 19th March, 1712, and it is intei*esting to me 
that amongst the candidates then admitted was my great-great-great uncle, who was SherifP 
of York in 1717, his brother being Mayor of Scarborongh about the same time. York and 
Scarborough were in those days nearly connected, and naturally enoagh is it that it should 
bave been so,'because Scarborough at that time could only bave been approached throngh 
York by the old Coach Road. The Lodge at Scarborough held under the Old Lodge a£ 
York, and at one of its meetings, held in 1706, as recorded on " The Scarbro Roll," initiated 
amongst others a Brother who afterwards became a Grand Master, I mean Edward 
Thompson of Marston, also a collatéral ancestor of my own, whose porti^ait you bave before 
you, taken from the original in my possession. Many of the persons mentioned in this Roll 
of Minutes were men ot considération, and in fact the proportion of county men introduced 
at York during the period covered by thîs parchment register is unusually large, and tends 
to bear out the statement of Dr. Stukeley, in his diary, where he says (1721 a.d.) that 
Freemasonry *' became public fashion." You bave in this roll Sir George Tempest of Tong 
Hall, Robert Benson, M. P. (afterwards Baron Bingley), Sir Wm. Robinson, Bart., an 
ancestor of the Marquis of Ripon, Tobias Jenkyns, M.P., George Bowes, Chas. Bathurst 
Francis Drake, Matthew St. Quintin, Francis Thompson, Richard Thompson, Sir Wm.» 
Milner, Bart., Robert Kaye, W. Wombwell, Wm. Kitchingman, Cyril Arthington, Henry 
Tireman, Viscount Irwin, etc., ail men of more or less note in life, many of them members 
of Parliament, Lord Mayors and SherifPs, Aldermen and so on. The most important event 
during this period that happened to the Lodge was the admission into the Fratemity of 
Francis Drake, who subsequently played such an important part in the proceedimgs of tbe 
York brethren. Drake was a Yorkshireman by birth, his father having been Vicar of 
Pontefract. It was this circumstance, no doubt, which brought into his possession the 
Parchment Roll of Constitutions, now at York, presented by him to. the Lodge and endorsed 
" Found in Pontefract Castle at the demolishing." Drake was a man of great literary 
parts and wrote the f amous folio History of York published in 1736, and many other leamed 
Works. , He died in 1770, and a monument to his memory stands in St. Mary's Cburch, 
Beverley. Hargrove, a later York Historian, says " In personal appearance Mr. Drake was 
about tbe middle size, rather slender, and in his countenance possessed much of the sickly 
lang^or which generally accompanies the studious. In society he was cheerful and very 
agreeable, and in his political opinions warmly attached to the cause of the Stuarts." His 
portrait from a contemporary engraving is hère figured. 
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Robert Benson was Lord Mayor in 1707, and was created Baron Biuglej in 1713 and 
the Baronj died with him, but was revived in favour of his son-in-law Geo. Lane Fox, M.P., 
in 1731. He died childless before his father, and the Barony again lapsed. Sir Wm. 
Bobinson, Bart., was grandfather of the first Lord Grantham, who was great grandfather 
of the présent Marquess of Ripon. He was elected Member for York in 1713, bnt in 1715 
was beaten hy Bro. Tobias Jenkyns. He married an Aislabie of Stndley Royal, and so 
came into the estâtes. One of his danghters married an ancestor of our late Bro. Sir Wm. 
Worsley, Bart., of Hovingham. 

Sir Walter Hawksworth, Bart., yon know ail aboat, as I gave y on his history and 
portrait in onr last Christ mas Gard. 

The Bowes were well-known people, and the Geo. Bowes mentioned in the Roll died 
in 1724. His wife was a daughter of Sir John Legard, Bart., of Ganton, the ancestor of 
our Bro. Sir Chas. Legard, now living at Ganton. 

Robert Fairfax was Lord Mayor in 1715. He was grandson of Sir Wm. Fairfax of 
Steeton, and a Vice-Admiral in the Royal Navy. He died in 1725. 

Tobias Jenkyns was Lord Mayor in 1701 and 1720. He was a son of Col. Jenkins 
of Grimston, and he married a daughter of Charles Dake of Bolton, and his only daughter 
married Sir Henry Goodricke, Bart., of Ribston. 

Chas. Fairfax was a Jacobite, and in 1715 was fined for recusancy; his house in 
York was searched and his gun confiscated. The same year he was brought before his 
brother, the Lord Mayor, Sir Henry Goodricke, Sir Walter Hawksworth and Sir Wm. 
Robinson, and sent to gaol. 

Chas. Bathurst was of a family claiming to be descended from the same stock as the 
Earls Bathurst. The former of this branch was a Leeds lawyer whose son' Charles built a 
mansion in York, yet standing, and married a York heiress. He had a son Charles who 
is the Brother referred to in the document before us. He was High Sheiiff of Yorkshire 
in 1727 and died in 1743. 

Matthew St. Quintin was a brother of Sir Wm. St. Quintin, Bart., of Scampston. 
The St. Quintins were a family of great antiquity in the East Riding but died out at the 
end of last century, though the name still remains. 

Richard Thompson was twice Lord Mayor and was the son of Edward Thompson, 
who was Lord Mayor in 1683. He represented York in three Parliameuts. The Thompsons 
were a great family in the North. They ail were descended from one Richard Thompson 
of Kilham. Richard Thompson*s father purchased the estate of SherifE Hutton Park, near 
York, and his brother Stephen was the ancestor of the Meysey-Thompsons of Kirby Hall, 
while from another brother is descended Lord Wenlock of Escrick Park. 

Sir Wm. Milner was the first baronet of the family ; his father amassed a fortune in 
a business in Leeds, having been Mayor of Leeds in 1697. He was a Member for York for 
several years. The présent Baronet, Sir Frederick Milner, is the great-great-great-grandson 
of the first Baronet. He was W.M. of the Eboracum Lodge at York in 1885. The Eayes 
were an old and influential York family, Wm. Wombwell was a collatéral ancestor of Sir 
Geo. Wombwell, Bart. The Kitchingmans hailed from Carleton, near Thirsk, and the 
Arthingtons were a very well known Yorkshire family. Arthur Lord Viscount Irwin liyed 
in the old Palace of the Archbishops, which stood near the west end of York Minster. His 
was a Scotch Peerage. The founder of the family was Hugh Ingram, a London Merchant, 
who died in 1612 ; having purchased the Temple Newsam property. The 3rd Viscount had 
nine sons, of whom five were successively 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th and 8th Viscouuts. The last 
Viscount died at Temple Newsam in 1778. James, Duke of York and Albany, and his 
Duchess were lodged in the Old Palace during their visit to York in 1664. 

I hâve just gone into thèse particulars in order to shew that the Lodge at York in 
those days must hâve exercised considérable local influence. It is not to be forgotten that 
at this period York occupied a very difEorent position to that which it holds in the présent 
day. It really was the resort of the rank and fashion of the North of England during the 
season, and the lists of the winter ^* Assemblies," as they called their Balls, which are left 
to us, shew the names of ail the families oF county standing. Most families had town 
houses in York, and the bulk of thèse houses are still in existence and are well identified. 
Many of them hâve descended however to baser uses, such as offices and warehouses, and 
are to be discovered in portions of the City, which are now decîdedly " slummy." Never- 
theless they are very fine substantial buildings with spacious rooms, elaborate ceilings 
and pannellings, and were the scènes of many stately functions in the olden days. 

The houses of entertainment at which the meetings were held are also mostly still 
in existence, even retaining the same signs. 
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The following is the list referred to by Bro. Hughan of brethren, ail of whose names 
appear in the roll of Minâtes. . It is written on a narrow slip of parchment, 2ft. 6in. lon^ 
and 3in. wide, and is headed

This list is not dated, except between the names of Cordakes and Bnlkley, bnt it 
seems to me to point to the fact that it was began when Edwd. Thompson was Master in 
1729, and was signed subsequently by members in no particnlar order, but as they happened 
to hâve the opportnnity of doing so. You will note that in the heading it is called " The 
Lodge at York." There is no mention of " Grand,** whereas at the Lodge at Merchant's 
Hall, in 1726, Chas. Bathurst was designated ^' Grand Master." Names also occar which 
are not mentioned in the " Roll of Minutes.'* 

There can be no doubt w hâte ver that a ** General ** Lodge was intended to raean the 
Half Yearly Assembly, as contrasted with " Private ** Lodge which was the ordinary 
meeting summoned as occasion required. With regard to the term " Grand Lodge *' I havo 
heard it urged that the Lodge at York could not hâve been a " Grand Lodge,** because it 
acted as a private Lodge in admitting persons as Masons. I do not think that this 
argument can hold water, because I maintain that a Masonic Body which issued warrants 
for Lodges and was acknowledged as the Mother Body of the North for a period, had a 
perfect right to designate itself a " Grand ** Lodge. As for the objection in regard to 
initiations or réceptions of candidates it is absurd to judge a Body existent long before our 
Book of Constitutions was invented, by the Law in force a couple of centuries later. It is 
qnite impossible to know precisely what the first Gi*and Lodge in London did as regards 
candidates, but if they did not ** initiate ** they certainly "raised ** Brethren for some years, 
nntil the process became so extended and extensive that it passed beyond the grasp of any 
one Lodge, and then private Lodges were empowered to confer the 3rd Degree. That the 
Grand Lodge at York became not only somnolent but almost dormant is of course admitted 
by Bro. Drake and his friends when they revived the body in 1761, but unquestionably 
there was no such drift as 30 years without a meeting. Indeed the date 1734, in the body 
of the List just qnot«d, clearly shows that there had been meetings. Christr Coulton was 
made in 1725, y et he did not sign the List until after 1734. Bulkely was made in 1724 yet 
he signed thia List after 1734. The plain fact is that we hâve only left a few of the old 
documents. At the dissolution of the Lodge when the properties were divided many books 
and other things were naturally lost orgotinto wrong hands, and ail we can dois to manage 
as best we can without them. 

When we come to the 3rd Epoch, as T hâve termed it, our coui'se is easy enough. It 
would seem that certain Freemasons residing in York, who had been made Masons in somu 
Lodge holding under the Grand Lodge of England in London, petitioned for a warrant to 
form a Lodge. We bave not the names of the petitiouers, but it is to be fairly presumed 
that they were the Brethren who attended the lirst meeting, which was held at the Punch 
Bowl Inn in Stonegate, on February 2nd, 1761. No doubt this thing was not done in a 
corner, and the snrviving members of the old Lodge at York must bave heard of the move- 
ment. The resuit was a shaking of the dry bones, and Bro. Francis Drake and some of 
those who, with him, had permitted their meetings to almost lapse, put their heads together 
and resolved to assert their authority in York. With this view they held a meeting at the 
house of Mr. Henry Howard, in Lendal, in York, on the 17th March, 1761, and you bave in 
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your hands a reproduction of the minutes of that mémorable day. It is curions to remark 
that amongst the visiting Brethren were the Master, the Senior and Junior Wardens, and 
several other Brethren of the newly formed Lodge at the Punch Bowl Inn, showing that 
they, good fellows, were by no means antagonistic to the revival of the old Lodge. In fact 
several of the Punch Bowl Lodge were then and there accepted as joining members. I 
shall haye something moi*e to say about the Punch Bowl Lodge on a future occasion. 

The Grand Lodge became active enough and held regular meetings for a long time. 
You hold in your hands a facsimile of the minutes of this first meeting. It is interesting to 
note the immense care exercised by the Secretary in his entries. Of course, they might 
bave been, and should hâve been, much more complète, but the whole style of the book 
exhibits great painstaking. I bave had reprodactions made of pages of the Book at 
intervais in order to shew you the style of the thing, and now I propose to glance through 
the minutes, in such a way as to convey some idea of the career of this old Body from its 
revival to its subsidence. It bas been suggested more than once that some of its meetings 
were held at private bouses, but this was not the case. Henry Howard kept an Inn in 
Lendal, and you bave before you a photograph of the Breeches Bible, before alluded to, 
which the Brethren then used, with the inscription on the fly leaf, which identifies it. 
This Bible was presented to the Eboracum Lodge by a Mr. Carter of York, who lived in 
Stonegate, and whose ancestor was one of the last of the old crew. The meetings of the 
Lodge were held very frequently at this time and a lot of work was done. They had many 
visitors, but except in cases where they belonged to the Punch Bowl Lodge we cannot 
identify them. It was the practice at this period to ballot for a candidate and give him 
the first and second degrees. He then petitioued to be a Master and was again balloted for, 
and the third degree was given him, if elected. 

They were prompt in their sentences and would nofc brook anything like a slight. 
As for instance on July 13th " Mr. Joseph Râper having desired Bro. J. Palmes to propose 
him to be made a Brother and afterwards sending a recantation without assigning any 
reason, resolved that he shall never be made in this Lodge." 

There is rather an important entry, dated December 14th, 1761, when it is stated that 
** Mr. Thomas Atkinson and Joseph Atkinson petitioned to be made Brethren and being 
balloted for and approved nem con were accordingly made E Ps and F Cs without paying the 
usual fées of the Lodge, as being working Masons," shewing that the operative origin of 
the Craft was well known at York. The Dinner on St. John's Day was held at Howard's 
House, in Lendal, and the tickets were one shilling each. The fact of a man having 
been made in the Lodge did not entitle him to membership, since the Atkinson Brothers 
petitioned on St. John*s Day to be made members and were elected. On this occasion 
the Atkinsons presented the Lodge with "a Lewis let into a block of white marble," 
and ou January 25th, 1762, thèse two operatives were " raised Master Masons, gratis, for the 
reasou assigned when they were first made Brethren." Punch was of courseafavouritedrink 
in those days and the making of it was one of the fine arts. I bave had lessons in early 
youth from a very old parson who was an expert, and I am vain enough to think that I 
know the old York recipe. On February 8th, the Lodge elected two Stewards in order " to 
bave as much regularity as possible in the making of and supplying the Lodge with Punch 
and other liquors." On February 22nd, 1762, Bro. Mayer made a *'genteel prasent of a 
Silver extinguisher." This relie you will find among the illustrations. 

The Lodge did not forget its obligations in regard to Charity, as you will see during 
our progress through its minutes. On March 29th, 1762, they " relie ved " Bro. Daniel 
Gough with £2 2s., which represented a libéral sum in those days. On the 27th December, 
1762, the Brethren celebrated the feast ef St. John. There was Dot a large company, but 
we are told that " the Brethren having dined and spent the af ternoon with the usual 
barmony, festivity and mirth, at six o*clock in the evening opened the Lodge, and proceeded 
to business," which from a modem point of view looks rather like putting the cart before 
the horse. On January llth, 1763, John Holroyd, Esq., Cap tain of a Troop in the Eoyal 
Foresters, took the two first degrees. On the 25th January the Lodge voted £10 10s. 
" towards the relief of the prisoners confined in the Castle, Ouse Bridge and St. Pet^r's 
Gaols, and that the Gmnd Officers should distribute the same at their discrétion." At this 
period, as many of you will be aware, it was customary to con tri bute to the sustenance of 
prisoners, especially debtors, who sometimes died of starvation in prison. The castle of 
York is still a prison. The Gaol on Ouse Bridge bas long been demolished, although views 
of it exist, whilst St. Peter s Prison was in Minster Yard, and was in existence in this 
century. It was the prison of the Dean and Chapter of York, who had jarisdiction over 
the Minster Yard and Bedern, and who executed justice witbin their own precincts (but 
this is another story, as Kipling says). It is worth noting in this connection that " Capt. 
Siree, Capt. Holroyd, Capt. Morritt, Capt. Harvey and Philip Langdale, Esq. (ail visiting 
brethren), generously subscribed half-a-guinea each." On March 8th, 1763, a guinea was 
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voted for the relief of Bro. René Bonnett, and on April 12th, Half-a-guinea to Bro. James 
Wishart. On 27th December half -a-gui nea to Bro. McCIaymmon. On Janaarj Slst, 1764, 
half-a-gninea to Bro. Thomas Preston. At this date it was '^ ordered that the Freemasons' 
song set to music be boughtforthe use of the Lodge" — presumably the Entered Apprentice 
Ditty. 

The Lodge had ail this time been meeting at Bro. Henry Howard's house, in Lendal. 
There is no licensed honse in Lendal now, the street having been quite gutted even in my 
own time, but I find his name as an Innkeeper in the City records of that period. On 
October 29th, 176t5, the Lodge removed io Bro. John Dalton's honse, in Stonegate. On 
February lOtb, 1766, the Grand Master, Bro. G. Palmes, ezercised his right and suspended 
the rôle as to balloting, " according to his undoubted prérogative," and ordered two 
candidates to be balloted for at the same Lodge at which they were proposed, which was 
done. 

On 28th July, Bro. Barker's wife was relieved with a guinea, and Bro. Lee also with 
a gninea. At the same meeting the Grand Master (Bro. J. Palmes) offered an élégant medal 
as a prize for the Brother yrho should best acquit himself in giving the three lectures on the 
third Monday in December next. On 27th October, Bro. Maxwell was relieved with one 
guinea. (I am mentioning thèse reliefs to shew yon that the subséquent daim of this 
Lodge to hâve exercised charity was not anfounded.) On 28th September, 1767, two guineas 
were subscribed to the Gounty Hospital. It was also agreed that the laying of the foundation 
stone of Foss Bridge, which was to be constrncted by Bro. Atkinson, should be attended by 
the Grand Master and Brethren properly clothed (which was done). The meeting held on 
the 14th December, 1767, was important There were présent Bro. Agar, Grand Master, 
and 16 other Brethren, and after certain routine business had been done we are told that 
** Scveral letters from the Grand Lodge in London having been received by the Grand 
Master, the same were at this Lodge considered, and the following answer thereto agreed to 
be sent by the Grand Secrets ry. 

" Worshîpful Brother 

At the Grand Lodge in York held 14th December 1767. 

Présent the Bight Worshipful Seth Agar G.M. of ail England. 
John Tasker D.G.M. and G.T. 
Joseph Atkinson S. G. W. 
Ambrose Beckwith Junr J. G. W. 
Richard Davies D. S. G. W. 
William Spencer D. J. G. W. 
David Lambert G. S. 
Stephen Maxwell Grand Sword Bearer and many other Brethren. 

Your account of the business done at the quarterly communication held at the Crown 
and Anchor in the Strand London addressed to the Right Worshipful Master of the Lodge 
at the Punch Bowl in Stonegate in this City having come to the hands of the Grand Master 
was produced and read — and after due considération thereof it was UNANIMOUSLY 
RBSOLVED. 

That the Grand Secretary do inform the Grand Lodge in London that the Lodge 
heretofore held under their constitution No 259 at the Punch Bowl in Stonegate has been 
for some years discontinued, and that the most antient Grand Lodge of ail England held 
for time immémorial in this City is now the only Lodge held therein. 

That this Lodge acknowledges no Superior, that it pays homage to none, that it 
exists in its own Right, that it grants Constitutions and Certificates in the same manner, as 
is done by the Grand Lodge in London, and as it has from time immémorial had a Right 
and used to do, and that it distributes it's own Charity according to the true principles of 
Masons. 

That the Seal of this Lodge affixed to its Constitations and Certificates is three 
Royal Crowns with this circamscription ** Sigillum Edwini Northum Régis '* an impression 
whei*eof is annexed. 

It is not doubted but the Grand Lodge in London will pay due respect thereto and 
to ail Brethren praying Instructions or Relief by virtue thereof, as this Lodge has ever had 
a very great esteem for that in London, and for ail Brethren claiming privilège under its 
authority. 

Thiit it is the constant endeavour of this Grand Lodge to promote the honour and 
dignity of Masonry in gênerai ; for which reason it is very circumspect in admitting 
Members and ne ver makes any person a Mason for an unworthy considération. 
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In anything tHat may tend to the gênerai good, or may concern the whole fraternity 
of Masons thia Orand Lodge will readily concur with that in London and will pay ail 
proper respect to any information that shall be communicated by it. 

Grand Master Grand Officers and the other brethren présent join in Brotherly 
respects and hearty commendation to the Right Worshipful and Most Noble Grand Master 
the Grand Officers and other Brethren of the Grand Lodge in London with your faithfnl 
and affectionate Brother 

D. LAMBERT. Grand Secretary. 

To Samael Spencer Esq Grand Secretary 
of the Grand Lodge of free and accepted 
Masons in London. 

N.B. The above letter was sent by Bro Joseph Atkinson Senior Grand 
Warden and by him delivered to the hands of the above named Bro 
Samnel Spencer." 

On the same day two gaineas were voted to the widow of a brother. 

On the 15th Janaary, 1768, at a largely-attended Lodge of Emergency, Sir Thomas 
Gascoigne, Sir Walter Vavasour, Jari*ard Strickland, the younger, Esq., William Witham, 
Esq., and John Stapilton, Esq., and Mr. Thos. Williamson were elected, and had the three 
degrees conferred. 

On 12th September, 1768, the Lodge sabscribed two guineas to the Hospital and two 
gaineas to the Charîty Schools. 

Now begins a period when ont-lying brethren appear to hâve wished to form Lodges 
contignons to their homes, and on Janaary 30th, 1769, Wm. Askwith, the yonnger, of Ripon 
was admitted, and on 13th Febrnary, Mr. John Temple, Mr. John Powell and Mr. Wm. 
Gawncieres, o£ Malton, were ail admitted. On 27th March, Mr. John Atkinson was 
accepted, and was made Master Mason on 29th May, 1769. On the same day Mr. Robert 
Réveil of Knaresboroagh was admitted. There are still preserved the minâtes recording 
the issae of a Constitation to open a Lodge at Ripon with John Atkinson as Master. 

On September 25th, 1769, the Rev. Chas. Kedon and Mr. Wm. Bateson, of Knares- 
boroagh, were admitted Masons, and on 30th October in the same year a Constitation was 
issaed for a Lodge at Knaresboroagh at the Sign of the Crown with Bro. Chas. Kedon as 
Master. At the St. John's Feast, llth December, 1769, "The Brethren from Ripon 
prodaced their accoant and some new regnlations they had made which were approved of.*' 
This is in its way important, inasmach as it shows that the Lodges warranted from the 
York Lodge regarded their Mother as their Grand Lodge, and made a Sort of Annaal Retam. 
On 26th Febraary, 1770, a gainea was voted to the Infirmary for the nso of Bro. Glady*s 
wife and child. 

Bat their charity was administered with discrétion, for we are told that on 9th 
April, 1770, Francis Smith, a prisoner in the Castle, asked for relief and the Senior Grand 
Warden was ordered to investigate the case and give him a gainea if right. Unfortanately 
the Brother was not foand worthy, and was odly given 5s. 3d. 

On 18th May, 1770, the Brethren arranged to hâve a procession to somewhere 
(Charch presamably), but on Jane 5th the Grand Master appeared and put his foot on it 
and the anniversary was carried ont quietly. 

There was an unusually large attendance at a meeting on 24th September, 1770, when 
'' a pétition was presented craving a Constitation for the opening and holdmg of a Lodge at 
the Sign of the Duke of Devonshire Plying Childers in Goose Lane at Macclesfield in the 
Coanty Palatine of Chester which was agreed to." 

In the record of the Meeting, held 26th November, 1770, 1 find that " it was agreed to 
purchase a Bible, covered wifh crimson velvet, of Mr. Etherington, for the useof the Lodge." 

On 17th December, 1770," The Committee appointed by the Grand Lodge for setting 
the order of Procession and other necessary business préviens thereto reported to this Lodge 
the several Articles they had agreed apon and were in substance as follows, viz ; 

THE FEAST. 

" That the Members of the Grand Lodge in York shall hâve Tickets delivered to them 
at three shillings each and visifcing Brethren at four shillings each, for the Ordinary and 
Extraordinarys until 8 o*clock in tbe evenîng, when a Bill of expences shall becaH'd for and 
ail the Liquor that come in after, shall be paid for by the Brethren who call for the same. 

N.B. No Wine to be call'd for above two shillings per Bottle unless the Brethren 
who call for it are agreeable to pay the additional price. < -

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The Brefchren being Marshall 'd according to the order of procession ; abont eleyen in 
the Forenoon, they proceeded (being properly cloathed) with great solemnity to St John's 
Chnrch in Micklegate where an excellent Sermon on the occasion was preached by Brother 
Wm. Dade from I John IV. 8. " GOD IS LOVE " They retnmed from Chnrch in the 
same order (throngh Pavement, Colliergate, Petergate, and Stonegate) to the York Tavern, 
where an élégant Dinner "was provided; abont five oclock in the evening the Lodge was 
opened with tho nsnal solemnity, and Brother Sir Thos Gascoigne was in dne form Install'd 
Right Worshipfull GRAND MASTER Mason of ail England, Brother J. Palmes Deputy 
Grand Master, Brother Tasker Grand Treasnrer, Brother Harrison Senior Grand Wanien, 
Brother Lakeland Junior Grand Warden and Brother Johnson was appoint«d Grand 
Secretary on the résignation of Brother Williamson. 

After the Grand Officers were severally congratulated and salnted, the Grand Master 
humanely proposed from the Chair to opeu a subscrîption for a gênerai Charity, which 
being nnanimonsly agreed to by the Master Masons, that Lodge was closed, and a F.G. 
Lodge opened in the great Lodge Room to acqaaint the Brethren of that Degree, with the 
resolution of the M. M. Lodge, which they also much approving of, the Lodge was closed 
(and adjonrned to the 2nd Monday in January) when a genteel snm of money was 
immediately snbscribed and given to the Committee to be distributed among the Prisoners 
in différent Gaols." 

On January 14th, 1771, Chas. Tnrner, Esq., was "generously pleased to pay five 
guineas/' for his admission. 

On 25th March application was made to the Lodge, by letter, for a Constitutiob to 
be granted to Joseph Martin, Thomas Smith, Samuel Daiar and Isaac Henriqnes to hold a 
Lodge at the Sign of the Vine, in the Little Minories, London, by the désire of Bro. Abraham 
Sampson. It was agreed to defor the further considération thereof till Bro. Sampson visita 
this Lodge, and the letter to be sent to the Grand Master. 

Bro. Willbor, who was an old member, was told off *' to examine the visiting 
Brethren *' on St. John's Day, 1771, and two guineas were voted for " the use of the poor 
sufFerers by the late inundation in the North." On January I3th, 1770, Bro. Chapman 
from the Lodge at Richmond was relieved with one guinea. 

On 24th February, 1772, " Bro. Bedford, of Knaresbro, was paid his bill of expences 
amounting to £2 I5s. 5d., for procuring Lot Fawcitt his discharge from York Castle. 

At the same meeting it was ordered : — That the Secretary do write to Bro. JefEerson, 
of Scarborough, demanding his reasons why he detains the Jewells belonging to the Lodge 
formerly held there under a constitution from this Grand Lodge, and that the Secretary do 
also Write to Bro. Hart to acquaint him that Bro. JefEerson is wrote to abont the jewells, 
and if they are not given up he will be waited on by deputation from this Lodge to demand 
a restitution of them. 

March 30th, 1772, Bro. Andrew Scott, a patient in the County Hospital, relieved 
with half a guinea, and again a guinea was voted him on June 24th. 

This year there was a trouble with the Treasnrer, Bro. Tasker, who failed to produce 
his accounts, and Bro. Kitson was chosen Treasnrer and to look after the matter. 

On October 26th, the Lodge snbscribed 25 guineas to the new Lnnatic Asylum and 
an annual subscription of two guineas to the Hospital. On January, 1773, Bro. Lennox, a 
prisoner in Ouse Bridge Gaol, was relieved with two guineas, and again on March 8th, he 
got two guineas. On March 29th, 1773, a pétition was presented from Bro. Henry Taylor 
requesting a Constitution to be granted to him and others to open and hold a Lodge at 
Hôvingham, near Malton, in this County, which was nnanimonsly agreed to, and the 
Secretary was ordered to inform him of the same. 1 note that at the next meeting the Rev. 
Ralph Tnnstall, of Hôvingham, was admitted, and at the same time Bro. Alexander 
Stewart was relieved with one guinea. 

On June 24th, 1773, I find the foUowing entry : 

" At this Lodge it was order'd that the Secretary do give an answer to James 
Birkinhough's letter of the 2Ist inst to acquaint him a Constitution was granted for open- 
ing & holding a Lodge at the Sign of the Duke of Devonshires Flying Childers in Goose 
Lane Macclesfield in September 1770, but that the three guineas for the same to be paid by 
Bro Sampson bas not yet been received, on remittance of that su m, this Lodge will grant 
Certificates to the Officers, which will enable them to grant Certificates to theii Members — 
And as to the Antiquity of our Lodge it is deduced from King Edwia in the year 926, and 
that it is not customary for this Lodge to prefix a Number to the Constitutions granted by it." 

On July 26th " The Lodge was closed at a quarter past nine o*clock on account of 
the Tyler absenting himself from the door." 
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On August 30th, 1773, " Bro. Saunders intending to set forward very soon for London 
to embark for South Carolina petitioned to hâve a certificate from This Lodge which was 
agreed to." At a Lodge 27th September, 1773, the Tjler (Bro. Duke) was admonished for 
neglect of duty and promised to behave better for the time to corne. 

The Treasurer (Bro. Tasker) seems to hâve given some trouble at this time and a 
Committee was appointed to prod him up. In fact, at a Lodge held December 12th, 1773, 
a Committee was appointed to see him and his assignées and prove the debt due to the 
Lodge. In July, 1774, his assignées paid the Lodge a dividend of 10/- in the pound. 

On January 31st, 1774, Bro. Preston was admitted a joining member. We shall 
hear more of him bye-and-bye. 

February 28th, 1774, Bro. Tate was relieved with half-a-guinea. 

The first volume of minutes closes with an Inventory of Properties. The second 
volume begins with a list of Members and the dates of their receiving the several 
three degrees. Then cornes a minute of a Meeting held 27 th December, 1774, the Anniver- 
sary of St. John the Evangelist. Bro. Stapleton, Grand Master, on this occasion presented 
the Lodge with a deer, which was duly eaten on 23rd January folio wing. On June 26th 
Mr. P. Sullivan was relieved with half-a-guinea. ' On December llth, 1776, it was ordered 
that the tiler be provided with a Coat at the expense of the Lodge. It was also ordered 
that " The Bill on St Johns Day to be brought in at seven o'clock, or a quarter after, in 
failure of which the Stewards to be fined 2/6 each." On January 8th, 1776, it was reported 
that a Brother Mason in York was in distress and he was voted a guinea, to be given to 
him by the Secretary weekly at 5/3 per week. On January 29th the Rev. Mr. Parker was 
mad# a Mason gratis as *' he would be a proper person to act as Chaplain to the Lodge." 
On July 29th it was ordered " that for the future tjie Grand Chaplain shall take his seat 
next to the Grand Master's Right Hand." On October 28th " Bro John Hickman (the 
English Hussar) petitioned for relief, the Lodge therefore allowed him one guinea." On 
November llth two guineas were voted to the wife of Bro. Ambrose Beckwith, who was in 
great distress and wanted conveying to London. On November 25th it was ordered ** that 
a circnlar Letter be sent to the Lodges under the Grand Lodge of Ail England acquainting 
them with a sermon to be preached on St. Johns Day by the Grand Chaplain requesting 
their attendance." At a Lodge of Emergency held on 2nd December, 1776, Grand Master 
Siddall presiding, we find 

" At this Lodge of Emergency Bro. Kitson haveing observed that the Mason's 
Calendar for the ensuing year, published under the sanction of the Grand Lodge of 
England contains some strictures on the Grand Lodge of York, tending greatly to its 
discrédit and altogether founded on ignorance and malevolence, 

It is agreed, that the Right WorshipfuU Grand Master, the Senior and Junior 
Wardens, Treasurer, Secretary, Grand Chaplain and Bro. Lakeland be a committee to 
consider of some method most likely to réfute those unjnst assertions and obviate their evil 
tendency and for that purpose, the Committee are desired to perude the. antient Records 
and Muniments of this Lodge, and to make their report at the next Lodge night." 

On 31st March, 1777, Chas. Vavasour was admitted. The Vavasours were a very 
ancient Yorkshire family,and from their quarries came most of the stone of which York Minst«r 
was built. A figure of a Vavasour with an ashlar in his arms staiids in a niche at the west 
end of the Minster. On 28th July, 1777, we find " Order for the future when a Constitution 
is granted to any place the Brother that pétitions for such shall pay the money charged 
thereon upon delivery." 

On 8th December, 1777, it was ordered that the Anniversary of St. John be held at 
the York Tavern on the 29th December, a procession to St. Helen's Church and a dinner at 
2 p. m. The Grand Secretary was ordered to inform the Lodges of Knaresborough and 
Hovingham and to request their attendance and ** that they do bring their accounts along 
with them, and a small contribution agreeable to the circumstances of their respective 
Lodges towards the General Fand of Charity.*' 

At a Lodge held 2Gth January, 17/8, John Jenning was made a mason ** gratis on 
purpose to serve the Grand Lodge in the Capacity of Grand Sword Bearer." 

Bro. Beckwith, who was a York artist, was an energetic member, and you will find 
his portrait painted by hiniself amongst the illustrations. I am the happy possessor of the 
artists proof engraving. On May 25th, 1778, he submitted to the Lodge an emblematical 
drawing, novv in tho possession of the York Lodgo. Hère is the eutry, " Bro. Beckwith having 
offer'd some Di^awings to the Grand Lodge which was aproved of, the Grand Master with 
the unauimous consent of the Grand Lodgo requcsted that ho will make a painting agréable 
to oue of them, to be fixt over tho fire place in the Lodgo room at the York Tavern. Bro. F. 
Consitt was desired to apply to someeniinent artist in London toenquiro into the expence of 
engraving the other plates which is to be reported to a future Lodge to consider whether 
the said may be carried into exécution or not." 
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The Lodge Board, about 5ft. by 4ft., uow banging on tbe staircase of tbe Masonic 
Hall in Duncombe Street, is painted in gold and colours and is really an artistic thing. 
The design is the same as that of tbe Certificate which is in your hands, but in tbe centre is 
tbe folio wing legend in Old Ënglisb text letters :

On 28tb September, 1778,^ letter was read from certain Bretbren in London and a 
reply was sent as foHows : (Tbis was tbe beginning of tbe well known épisode wbich aroso 
ont of a sqnabble in tbe Lodge of Antiqnity and ended in tbe fîzzle of a Grand Lodge Sontb 
of tbe Trent.)

Sir, 

In compliance witb yoor reqnest to be satisfied of tbe existence of a Grand Lodge at 
York previoas to tbe Establishment of that at London in 1717, I bave inspected an Original 
Minute Book of tbis Grand Lodge beginning in 1705, and ending in 1734, from which bave 
extracted the names of the Grand Masters during that Period as follows.

It is observable that during tbe above period tbe Grand Lodge was not holden iwice 
together at tbe same bouse and there is an instance of its being holden once (in 1713) out 
of York viz at Bradford in Yorksbire wben 18 Gentlemen of tbe first f ami lies in that neigb- 
bourhood were made Masons. In short tbe superior Antiquity of tbe Grand Lodge of York 
to ail other Lodges in tbe Kingdom will not admit a Doubt ; ail tbe Books wbich treat on tho 
subject agrée that it was founded so early as tbe year 926, and that in tbe Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth it was so numerous that mistaking the purporfc of tbeir Meeting she was at the 
trouble of sending an armed force to dislodge tbe Bretbren ; it appears by tbe Lodge Books 
since that time that tbis Lodge bas been regularly continued and particularly by tbe Book 
above extracted that it was in being early in tbe présent Century previous to tbe Era of tbe 
Aggrandized Lodge of London — and that it now exists even tbe compilers of the Masons 
Almanack publisbed ander tbe sanction of ibat Lodge cannot but acknowledge tho they 
accompany such tbeir acknowledgement witb an invidious and unmasonic Prophecy that it 
will be soon totally annibilated an event wbich we trust that no man nor sett of Men who 
are mean enough to wish, shall ever live to see. I bave intimated to tbis Lodge what passed 
bet«veen us of your intention to apply for a Constitution under it and bave the satisfaction 
to inform you that it met witb uni versai approbation. You will thei'efoi*e be pleased io 
furnish me witb a pétition to be presented for tbe purpose specifying tbe Names of tbe 
Bretbren to be appointcd to tbe several Officies, and I raako no doubt that tbe matter will 
be speedily accomplished . 

My best respects attends Brother Preston wliom I oxpect you will make Acquainted 
witb tbe purport of tbis and hope it will be agrccable to liini— 1 am witb true Regards

Sir, 

Your obliging favor of the 29fch ult came safe to haDd, the information it gives is 
very satisfactory to me and ail the otherfriends hereof the York Grand Lodge. I can hâve 
no longer a doabt of the aathenticity of that Assemblj, and as I shall bave fréquent occasion 
to quote the original Book from which you bave extracted the names of the Grand Masters 
from 1705. to 1734. inclusive bope it will be carefully preserved, and ail the other Books 
preceeding the date thereofF, bat this caution I bave no occasion to give to Bro. Bassey a 
Gentleman ever strenuoas in support of so Ancient and noble an establishment. 

As to a pétition for a Coni^titution for a private Lodge hère we cannot thiok of it as 
we are ail at présent Members of a Lodge whose Constitution is universally allow'd to be 
IMMEMORIALL and which nothing can invalidate but a violation of the principles of 
Masonry and the rules of the Institution, which I hope will never happe n. 

A mntuall corrispondance being kept up betwixt the R.W. Lodge of Antiquity or any 
of its Members and the Grand Lodge at York, might be highly commendable, and I ani 
convinced a proper respect would ever be paid on onr parts to that truly Antient and 
respectable Masonic Législature. A Warrant or Depatation from York to a few Members 
of the R.W. Lodge of Antiquity to Act as a Grand Lodge for that part of England Soutb 
of the Trent with a power of constituting Lodges in that Division when properly applied 
for, and a regular correspond ence to be kept up, and some token of Allegiance to be 
annually given on the part of the Brethren thus authorised to act, in my humble opinion 
might tend much to revive the spleuder of that Assembly whose perogatives appear to have 
been so Grossly invaded. Should such a plan succeed I shal! be happy to spread the ART 
of FREE Masonry once more under the Banners of York and endeavour to convince the Gd 
Lodge of Loudon that the prophecy of their Calendar Compilers is not likely to be fulfilled. 

As the matter I understand bas been laid before the Grand Lodge by you, I have 
with the advice of my worthy friend Brother Preston and some other well wishers hère, 
euclosed a letter to the Grand Master and Brethren of the Grand Lodge in order to explain 
our meaning and must request you to lay it before their next meeting, and favour me with 
the resuit as soon as possible.

The contents of Bro Buasey's Letter to Mr Benj Bradley dated ye 29th ult bas been 
communicated to us, and we are much obliged to that Gentleman for the information it 
contains, but humbly conçoive that our meaning bas not been clearly explained to him. 

Though we should be happy to promote Masonry under the banner of the Grand 
Lodge at York, an application by pétition for a Warrant for a Constitution to act as a 
Private Lodge hère was never our intention, as we considerourselvessufficiently empowered 
bj^ the Immémorial Constitution of our Lodge to exécute every we can wish as a private 
Lodge of Masons. What we meaiit to propose to Bro. Bussey when we had the pleasure of 
seeing him in London, was, that in order to the forming a social Intorcourse betweeu the 
York Masons and tbe Brethren in the South of England, and thereby strengthen that 
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connexion. We were ready, if the Grand Lodge at York f arnished us witb sufficient and 
satisfactory proofs of their existence before the year 1717. — and provided the same met 
"with their Approbation, to accept froni them a Constitutional Authoritj to act as a Grand 
Lodge in London for tbat part of England South of the Trent, and would willingly and 
faithfully acquit ourselves of any Trust which might be reposed in us by that respectable 
Assembly of whose Antîquity and the regularity of whose proceedings we hâve the highest 
opinion

answer, whether it has the Happiness of meeting with your Approbation or not. We hâve

Books of the Grand Lodge at York, for which some considération will also be expected. 

We are happy to repose this trust in men whose abilities we admire, whose Integrity 
we hâve the highest opinion of, and whose commendable (we had almost said pions) 
endeavours to desseminate and enhance true Masonry, merit our warmest acknowledgements, 
and the highest encomions. We act upon the same plan, we treat with you in a Confidential 
Manner as Brethren, and to convince you that we bave no sinistçr mercenary views, we 
leave it to yourselves to fix the sums, to be paid to the Mother Lodge as well for the annual 
acknowledgement as for each Constitution. 

As a further proof of our Cordiality in this proposed Alliance we refer the Drawing 
of the Deputation to yourselves.

I may say en passant that at the préviens Lodge Josiah Beckwith of Rotherham and 
Wolley of York were made.' They were both Solicitors and you hâve the portrait of Wolley 
in your hands. Josiah was one of the Brothers Beckwith of York and was aftcrwards the 
founder of the Druidical Lodge at Rotherham. Wolley was a man in a very good position 
and was Grand Master years later when the Lodge fell to pièces. On 12th October, 1778, 
Josiah Beckwith and six otber Brethren of Rotherham petitioned for a Constitution to hold 
a Lodge there, which was granted. On the same occasion Bro. Kitson, Grand Treasurer, 
presented a Silver Bible gilt for a jewel for the Grand Chaplain to wear. ^t a Lodge held 
November 30th, 1778, "It was considered the title of Most Wobshippul shall be used in 
future tothe Grand Master of ail England and the Lodges granted in future under this 
Constitution the masters of such Lodges be stiled Right Wobshipfdl Masteb." 
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Then cornes a copy of the Constitution granted to the Botherham brethren, whîch 
perhaps it may be well to produce in oar Transactions.

Rotherham.

To ail and every oar Bight Worshipfull and loving Brethren of the most 
antient and honourable Society of Free and Accepted Maceons, Send Greeting 
in the Lord 

Know ye that we hâve received the humble Pétition and Bequest of our well beloved and 
faithfuU Brethren Josiah Beckwith, John Hassall, James Sims, John Cousins, Joseph Mid- 
lam, Thomas Chambers and Moses Glass ail of Botherham in the County of York Praying 
that we should grant a Constitution to them the said Brethren to hold a regular Lodge at 
Botherham aforesaid. 

We therefore with the unanimous Assent and Consent of our Brethren of the most 
antient Grand Lodge of ail England and more especially, because we are well satisfied of 
the good Life and Conversation of the said Brethren Josiah Beckwith, John Hassall, James 
Sims, John Cousins, Joseph Midlam, Thomas Chambers and Moses Glass, Do hereby con- 
stitute the same seven Brethren into a Begular Ijodge of Free and Accepted Maceons to be 
opened at the House of William Charlton in Botherham aforesaid to be stîled THE 
DBUIDICAL LODGE OF ANCIENT YOBK MACEONS, and to be held for ever 
on such Days at such Hours and in snch places in Botherham aforesaid as the Bight Wor- 
shipfull Master and the rest of the Brethren of the said Lodge shall appoint. And we do 
further at the Bequest of the said Seven Brethren on whom we in this matter repose the 
greatest Trust and Confidence, hereby appoint the said Brother Josiah Beckwith to be 
Bight Worshipfull Master, Brother John Hassall Senior-Warden, Brother James Sims 
Junior- Warden, Brother John Cousins Secretary» and Brother Joseph Midlam Treasurer, of 
the said Druidical Lodge, when the same shall be opened, and to continue in the said 
Offices for such further time as the Brethren of the said Lodge shall think proper; it beîng 
in no wise our Intention that this our appointment of the said- several Brethren, to the 
Offices abovementioned shall effect any future Election of the Officers of the said Lodge, but 
that such Elections shall be regulated in Conformity to the Bye Laws of the said Lodge for 
the time being ail of which we will and require, shall be consistant with the General Law 
and Principles of Maceonry. And we do hereby Will and require you the said Josiah Beck- 
with to take especial care by due Examination, that ail and every the said Brethren are 
Maceons regalarly made, and that they do observe the Laws of Maceonry, and in ail respects 
demean themselves as becometh Maceons. And further that you do from time to time, enter 
in a Book to be kept for that Purpose, an account of your Proceedings in the said Lodge, 
together with ail such Orders and régulations as shall be made for the good Government of 
the same. And that in no wise, you omit, once in every year, at or before the Feast of 
Saint John the Evangelist in Winter sending us at least one of the Brethren of the said 
Lodge (if it can be made convenient) to lay before us and our Successors, Grand Masters of 
Ali England, and the Grand Officers, and Brethren and Grand Lodge of ail England an 
Account in Writing of your said Proceedings, and Copies of ail such Bu les, Oiâers and 
Begulations as shall be made as aforesaid, to be then and there confirmed bat for reasonable 
Cause ; Together with a List of the Members of the said Lodge, and soch yearly sum of 
mouey as may suit the Circumstances of the Lodge, and reasonably be expected, to be 
applied towards General Charity, and in Augmentation of the Bevenues of the said Grand 
Lodge of ail England. And we further will and require you the said Josiah Beckwith Bight 
Worshipfull Master forthwith to send us an Account of what you and your Brethren shall 
do by virtue of thèse Presents.

On 14th December, 1778, a letter was received from Bro. Lambert of Malton request- 
ing a Constitution to be granted to Bvo. George Beswicke, Bro. William Lockwood, and 
Bro. John Coulson, for a Lodge to be held at Snainton, which was agreed to. Then cornes 
an account of what we should call the Consécration of the Lodge at Botherham, on Tuesday, 
22nd December, 1778. 
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AT ROTHERHAM. TUESDAY the 22nd of December 1778. 

The Lodge met according to Adjournuient. 

PRESENT. Brother Siddall G.M. Smith as D.G.M. Coupland, S.G.W. T Beckwith 
as J.G.W. Browne as G.T. Buasey, G. S. Parker, G.C. Capt. Wiggins, Beckwith, 
Hassall, Sims, Moses, Jackson, Holdsvvorth, Wilkinson, Charlton, Cosens, Glass, Drake, 
Alderson, Barstow, Medlam, Williams, Flint. The Brethren being marshalFd in due order 
for Procession and in proper cloathing about eleven oclock in the forenoon proceeded to the 
Parish Chnrch of Rotherham where an excellent sermon on the occasion was preached by 
the Révérend Brother the Grand Chaplain to the Grand Lodge of ail England from ACTS 
ch 17 Part of v 17. "for we are also his offspring " And from Chnroh they returned in the 
same due order to the House of Brother Wm Charlton where an élégant Diuner was 
provided. About five oclock in the evening the Grand Lodge. was open*d with the usual 
solemnity and the Constitution creating a Lodge io be held at Rotherham uuder the stile of 
" The Druidical Lodge of Ancient York Maceons " was open'd and in ample form enforced, 
Brother Josiah Beckwith being invested with the high office of Right Worshipful Master of 
the said Lodge And he then appointed for his Senior Warden Brother John Hassall, and for 
his Junior Warden Brother James Sims, Ail of whora with the rest of the Brethren of the 
newly created Lodge were saluted with proper congratulations. The Brethren of the 
Draidical Lodge in Grand Lodge assembled publickly requested that the sermon this day 
preached by our Révérend Brother might be printed, with which request he candidly 
complied. 

On 12th January, 1779, the folio wing letter was read from Bro. J. Wilson, Master of 
the Lodge of Antiquity in London. 

Sir, 

You herewith receive a form of a Deputation which has been drawn up in compliance 
with the Resolution of the Grand Lodge of York and approved by my Lodge. You are 
requested to lay the same before the nexfc meeting uf the Grand Lodge in order that if 
approved, it may be immediately ingrossed, executed and transmitted to me with ail con- 
venient speed. I hâve also sent you in another frank one of our Manifestes which by order 
of the Lodge is to be sent to ail the Lodges in the World that are known.

Copy of the MANIFESTO of the Lodge of Antiquity 1778. 

To ail regular free and Accepted Masons. 

Whereas the Society of free Masons is univerp.ally acknowledged to be of ancient standing 
and great repute in this Kingdom, as by our Records, and printed Constitutions, it appears 
that the first GRAND LODGE in England was held at YORK, in the year 926, by Virtue 
of a Royal Charter, granted by King ATHELSTAN — And, under the Patronage and 
Government of this Grand Lodge, the Society considerably increased ; and the ancient 
charges and i*egulations of the Order so far obtained the sanction of Kings and Princes, and 
other eminent Persons, that they always paid due Allegiance to the said Grand Assembly. 

AND WHEREAS it appears, by our Records, that in the year 1607, the Increaso of 
Lodges in the South of England being so great as to require some NOMINAL PATRON 
to superintend iheir Government, it was resolved that a Person under the Title of Grand 
Master for the South should be appointed for that pnrpose, with the Approbation of the 
Grand Lodge at York, to whom the whole fraternity at large were bound to pay Tribute 
and acknowledge subjection— And, after the appointment of such Patron, Masonry flourished 
under the Guardianship of him and his successors in the South, until the Civil Wars and 
other Intestine commotions interrupted the Assemblies of the Brethren. 

AND WHEREAS it also appears that, in the year 1693, the Meetings of the frater- 
nity in their regular Lodges in tne South became less fréquent, and chiefly occasional, 
except in or near Places where great Works were carried on — At which time the Lodge of 
Antiquity, or (as it was then called) the Old Lodge of St. Paul, with a few others of small 
note, continued to meet under the Patronage of Sir Christopher Wren, and assisted him in 
rearing that snperb structure from which this respectable Lodge derived its Title. But on 
completing this édifice in 1710, and Sir Christopher Wrens retiring into the Country, the 
few remaiuing Lodges, in London and its Suburbs, continued without auy Nominal Patron, 
in a declining State for about the space of seven years. 
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AND WHEREAS, in the year 1717, the f raternity " in London agreed to cernent 
nnder a New Grand Master, and with that view the Old Lodge of St. Paul, jointly with 
three other Lodges, assembled in form, constituted themselves a Nominal Grand Lodge pro 
Tempore, and elected a Grand Master to préside over their future gênerai Meetings, whom 
they afterwards invested with a power to constitute subordinate Lodges, and to convene the 
f raternity at stated Periods in Grand Lodge, in order to make Laws with their consent and 
approbation for the good Government of the Society at large. But subject to certain 
conditions and restrictions then expressly stipulated, and which are more fully set forth in 
the 39th Article of the General Régulations, in the first Booh of Constitutions, This Article 
with 38 others was afterwards at a Meeting of the Brethren in and about the Cities of 
London and Westminster in the year 1721, solemnly approved of ratified and confirmed by 
them and signed in their présence by the Master and Wardens of the four old Lodges on th.e 
one part and Philip Duke of Wharton then Grand Master, Dr. Desaguliers D.G.M. Joshua 
Timson and William Hawkins Grand Wardens, and the Master and Wardens of sixteen 
Lodges which had been constituted by the fraternity betwixt 1717 and 1721, on the other 
part. And thèse Articles the Grand Master engaged for himself and his Successors, when 
duly Installed, in ail time coming to observe and keep sacrèd and inviolable — By thèse 
prudent Précautions the Ancient Land Marks (as they are properly styled) of the foar Old 
Lodges were intended to be secured against any encroachments on their Masonick Rights 
and Privilèges. 

AND WHEREAS, of late years, notwithstanding the said solemn engagement in 
the year 1721, sundry innovations and encroachments hâve been made, and are still making, 
on the original plan and Government of Masonry, by the présent nominal Grand Lodge in 
London, highly injurions to the Institution itself, and tending to subvert and destroy the 
ancient Rights and Privilèges of the Society, more particularly of those Members of it, 
under whose sanction, and by whose Authority, the said Grand Lodge was first established 
and now exists. 

AND WHEREAS, at this présent time, there only remains one of the said four 
Original ancient Lodges, The Old Lodge of St Paul, or as it is now emphatically styled, 
The Lodge op Antiquity, Two of the said four Ancient Lodges having been extinct many 
years, and the Master of the other of them having, on the Part of his Lodge, in open Grand 
Lodge relinqnished M such Inhérent Rights and Priviledges which, as a Private Lodge 
acting by an Immémorial Constitution, it enjoyed. But, the Lodge of Antiquity, conscious 
of its own Dignity, which the Members thereof are resolutely determined to support, and 
justly incensed at the violent Measures and Proceedings vfhich hâve been lately adopted 
and pursued by the said Nominal Grand Lodge wherein they hâve assumed an unlawful 
Prérogative over the Lodge of Antiquity in Manifest breach of the aforesaid 39th Article, 
by which means the peaceable Government of that respectable Lodge bas been repeatedly 
interrupted, and even the Original Independent Power thereof, in respect to its own 
Internai Government, disputed : 

THEREFORE, and on account of the Arbitrary Edicts and Laws which the said 
nominal Grand Lodge bas, from time to time, presumed to issue and attempted to enforce, 
répugnant to the ancient Laws and Principles of free Masonry, and bighly injurions to the 
Lodge of Antiquity. 

WE, the Master, Wardens, and Members of the Lodge of Antiquity, considering our- 
selves bound in duty, as well as honour, to préserve inviolable the ancient Rights and 
Priviledges of the Order, and, as far as in our Pow^er, to haud them down to Posterity in 
their Native Purity and Excellence, do hereby, for ourselves and our Successors, solemnly 
disavow and discountenance such unlawful measures and proceedings of the said Nominal 
Grand Lodge ; and do hereby déclare and announce to ail Our Masonick Brethren through- 
out the Globe, that the said Grand Lodge bas, by such Arbitrary conduct, evidently violated 
the conditions expressed in the aforesaid 39th Article of the gênerai régulations, in the ob- 
servances of which article the permanency of their Authority solely depended. 

And in conséquence thereof, We do by thèse Présents retract from, and recal, ail such 
Rights and Powers, as We, or our Predecessors, did conditionally give to the said Nominal 
Grand Lodge in London ; and do hereby disannul and make void ail future Edicts and Laws 
which the said Grand Lodge raay présume to issue and enforce, by virtue of such sanction, 
as Représentatives of the Ancient and honourable Society of free and Accepted Masons. 

AND WHEREAS We bave, on f ull enquiry and due examination, happily discovered, 
that the aforesaid truly ancient GRAND LODGE at YORK does still exist, and hâve 
authentic records to produce of their Antiquity, long before the establishment of the nominal 
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Grand Lodge in London, in the year 1717. WE DO, tberefore, hereby solemnly avow 
acknowledge, and admit thfc authority of the said Most Worshipfal GRAND LODGE at 
YoRÇ, as the truly ancient and only regular governing Grand Lodge of Masons in England, 
to whom the fraternity ail owe and are rightfally boand to pay Allegiance. 

AND WHEREAS the présent Meipbers of the said Grand Lodge at York bave 
acknowledged the ancient Power and Anthority of the Lodge of Antiqnity in London as a 
Private Lodge, aiid bave proposed to form an Alliance with the said Lodge, on the most 
generous and disinterested Principles, — We do hereby acknowledge tbis gênerons Mark of 
their friendship towards us, and gratefuUy accept their libéral, candid and ingennons offers 
of Alliance : — And do hereby, from a firm persuasion of the Justice of our Cause, announce 
a gênerai Union with ail Regular Masons throughout the World who shall join us in 
supporting the original Principles of Free Masonry, — in promoting and extending the 
authority of the said truly ancient Grand Lodge at York, — and under such respectable 
auspices in Propagating Masonry on its pure, genuine and original Plan. 

AND LASTLY, We do eamestly soUicit the hearty concuri'ence of ail regular 
Lodges of the fraternity in ail Places where Free Masonry is legally established, to enable 
us to carry into exécution the aforesaid Plan, whioh is so apparently bénéficiai to our most 
excellent Institution, and at the présent critical juncture, so essentially necessary to curb 
the arbitrary power which bas already been exerted, or which hereafter may be illegally 
assumed, by the Nominal Grand Lodge in London, and so timely prevent such unmasonick 
Proceedings from becoming a disgrâce to the Society tt large.

mémorial Constitution, is removed from the said Mitre Tavern, to the Queen's Arms Tavern, 
in St. Paul's Church Yard ; where ail Letters to the Lodge are requested to be directed.

In proof of the statements made in the foregoing manifesto the following autborities 
are quoted by its autbors: "Books of Constitutions of 1723, 1738 and 1767," Preston's 
" Illustrations of Masonry," "Original MS. in the Lodge of Antiquity A. d. 1686," "Free 
Mason's Calendar," " MS. in the British Muséum and a Variety of Publications on the 
Subject of Masonry," " O.Ms. in the Hands of Mr. Wilson of Broomhead near Sheffield, York- 
sbire, written in the reign of K. Henry 8th," " Biographia Britannica vol. i. Asbmole," and 
" Records in the Grand Lodge at York." 

It would appear that a Committee appointed by the Grand Lodge at Yorkto consider 
tbis manifesto met and considered the Document and suggested another Draft of a Consti- 
tution which was ordered to be sent to the Lodge of Antiquity. Hère is the correspondence 
which it seems désirable to give hère since it bears so strongly upon the claims to jurisdic- 
tion of the Lodge at York. 

" Most Woi'sbipf ul Grand Master and Brethren 

I am to acknowledge the rect of your kind favour of the 16th ulto inclosing a copy of 
the Draft of a Deputation sent you a short time since by the Right Worshipful Lodge of 
Antiquity for your perusal and Approbation. Tbis copy of ye Deputation with the 
Additions made by you was duly laid before the Lodge at their last Meeting for the 
considération of ye Brethren then assembled when they came to the following Résolutions. 

That as ye expences which will unavoidably be incurred in supporting with propriety 
the Dignity of ye Grand Lodge of York Masons assembled in London under your auspices 
will obiefly fall on the Lodge of Antiquity and the only resource they can fly to for reim- 
bnrsing themselves those expences being ont of ye émoluments to arise from granting 
Warrants for Constituting Lodges of ye Brethren South of the River Trent. 

And as the Proviso contained in the Deputation in its présent state bas an immédiate 
tendency to deprive the Lodge of Antiquity of tbis resource. It being natural to suppose 
that ye Grand Lodge at York as the fouutain Head of Masonry will be moi-e generally 
applied to for Warrants of Constitution than any Grand Lodge subordinate to them. In 
whioh case the very end now meant to be accomplished, that of extending the Influence of 
your truly ancient and vénérable sooiety throngb the Channel of the Lodge of Antiquity 
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may anhappily be friistrated bj reason that ye Lodge of Antiquity as a Grand Lodge in 
London failing of the proper sopplies for supporting their dignity with propriety may be 
bronght into disrepute. 

Therefore and for sundry other cogent motives the Lodge of Antiquity beg leave to 
submit to your candid délibération and attention whether they hâve not already given 
sufficient reasons for the Proviso inserted by you at y e f oot of ye inclosed copy being entirely 
omitted éspecially as they freely consent to the addition previous made by you thei-eiu (viz) 
That every Warrant to be granted by them shall express that ye same is so granted by 
virtne of the anthority delegated to them by the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of ail 
England held at the City of York. 

The Lodge of Antiquity are anxious for the resnlt of your Délibérations on ye above 
as they feel themselves as solicitons as you can possibly be that nothing may obstruct the 
friendîy alliance now proposed to be established. 

In expectation of your reply, I beg leave to greet you ail heartily and subscribe 
myself, By ovdet of the Right Worshipful Lodge of Antiquity Most Worshipful Grand 
Master and Brethren, Your sincerely affect Bror and most obdt hble Servant.

In answer to Brother Sealy's letter stating the Lodge of Antiquity's reasons for 
wishing the Proviso at the foot of the proposed Constitution to be entirely omitted, Oar 
Committee for negociating this business are heartily concurrent in wishing every obstruc- 
tion to be removed that may any ways tend to frustrate the exécution of the Powens meant 
to be granted to you, and, having considered your représentations as to the Proviso, hâve 
agi*eed that it is an immaterial and unnecessary clause and are perfectly willing to comply 
with its total omission, truly happy that in other respects the form of the Constitution 
seems to meet with your approbation. If therefore the Lodge of Antiquity wish to hâve 
the Constitution speedily perfected by its being engrossed hère and put uuder Seal this 
inay be now accumplished and your next reply détermine the completion. By order of the

The Brethren will not« that I go System atically thi-ough the Books. Tome ii seems 
a simpler method than taking ono subject and folio wing it out from start to finish, and, 
being chrouological, represents most correctly thèse minutes as they présent themselves to 
the reader. At this time the Grand Lodge met in a room at the back of what was then 
called the Théâtre Tavern in Little Blake Street, a house still standing in my youthful 
days. On 8th February, 1779, it was ordered *' that the Tyler be paid two shillings for bis 
extra trouble in attending at the Play-honse on the 6th inst and keeping tho Box then 
taken for tho Brethi*en of this Grand Lodge." Tlie Brethren often patronised the Théâtre 
which was only natural, since their Lodge was largely supported by members of the 
Profession. Jn the collection of the Eboi-acuni Lodge, No. 1611, is a Play Bill of the date of 
February 5th, 1791, headed " By Désire of the Ancient & Honouiable Society of Free and 
Accepted Masons," announcing a performance at the Théâtre Royal, York, of the Meixhant 
of Venice and the Irish Widow *• for the Benefit of Mr. Oram," who was in bad health. 

On 29th Mai-ch, 1779, John Jeuuings, Sword Bearer, and Ambrose Beckwith, botli 
received relief, and on the 3rd April Bro. Jacob Bussey was authoi-ised to go to London with 
the Constitution for the Grand Lodge South of the Trcnt and deliver it to the Lodge of 
Antiquity. This is what our Brother took on bis eoach jouiiioy to town. 
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" Copy of the Constitution granted to the Lodge of Antiquity, creating them a 

Grand Lodge.

We the Grand Master and Members of the most Worshipfal Gi'and Lodge of ail 
England of free and accepted Masons legally assembled at the City of York, Send Greetiug, 
Whereas it has been represented to us, that there now exists in London a regular Lodge of 
free and accepted Masons under the Dénomination of the Right Worshipful Lodge of 
Antiquity which acts by an Immémorial Constitution Indepcndent of the Nominal Grand 
Lodge in London held at the Hall lately erectcd in Great Queen Street Lincolns Inn fields 
called Free Masons Hall, And whereas on due enquiry and examination We hâve happily 
discovered that the said Lodge of Antiquity continues to discharge the Duties of Masonry 
in a regnlar and Constitutional manner by virtue of their said Immémorial Constitution, 
And Whereas the Membsrs of the said Lodge of Antiquity bave expressed a Désire of 
establishing a friendly Alliance and Communion with us wherein We on our Part are willing 
to concnr. 

NOW BE IT KNOWN to ail regular Masons throughout the World That for 
sundry good and sufficient Reasons us thereunto moving We do for ourselves and our 
successors acknowledge and déclare that we do allow of and admit the power and authority 
of the said Right Worshipful Lodge of Antiquity to act as a privât^ Lodge of free and 
accepted Masons so long as the Government thereof corresponds with and is consonant to 
the apcient charges and noble principles of our vénérable Institution And as a Joken of our 
friendship and regard for and of the confidence we repose in the members of the said Lodge 
of Antiquity We do hereby admit of ratify and confirm Our Alliance with them and do 
hereby déclare and publish the same And further at the reqnest of the Master Wardens 
and Brethi'en of the said Right Worshipful Lodge of Antiquity We do hereby for ourselves 
and our successors by virtue of the authority inhérent in us as the Most Worshipful and only 
légal Grand Lodge of ail England of free and accepted Masons admit them to a participation 
of our Government as hereinafter mentioned, and to act as a Grand Lodge throughout that 
part of England which is situated SOUTH OF THE RIVER TRENT, ko long as they do 
faithfuUy observe andkeep inviolable the ancient Charges and Régulations of our Orderand 
do acknowledge in manner hereinafter mentioned the Allegiance and Homage due to us as 
the most ancient Patrons of the Masonic Art. And for this purpose Be it further known 
to ail whom it may anyways concern That ont of our Good Will and faveur and for the 
Honour and Increase of our Truly ancient Institution upon the original planof its establish- 
ment and from the great Trust and confidence We repose in our well beloved Brothers — 
John Wilson, Benjamin Bradley, Daniel Nantes, Samuel Bass, William Preston, James 
Donaldson, Gilbert Buchanan, John Sealy, Thomas Shipton, Hugh Lloyd, John Savage, 
William Sheppard, James Cookson, Samuel Goddard, Samuel White, John Wells, the 
présent members of the Right Worshipful Lodge of Antiquity anciently and now held at 
the Qneen's Arms Tavern in St. Pauls Church Yard London. We do give and granf unto 
them (Independent of the Power and Authority Vhich they already possess as a private 
Lodge of Masons acting by an Immémorial Constitution) full power and authority at ail 
times hereafter to assemble as a Grand Lodge of free and accepted Masons and when regu- 
larly convened as a Grand Lodge Do vest in and give and grant unto them full and sufficient 
power and authority to issue Warrantas of Constitution for ail that part of England which is 
situated South of the River Trent aforesaid and also to any place or places in foreign 
Countries upon Application being regularly made to them for that purpose, Also to make 
and euforce Laws and to do and perform every other Act and Deed requisite and necessary 
for the due support of their Authority as a Grand Lodge in friendly communion and Alliance 
with us And we do promise ail countenance and protection as far as shall be required of us 
to ail Lodges which shall be constituted by them And we do hereby authorize and command 
that the first Meeting of the said Grand Lodge hereby created under the title of THE 
RIGHT WORSHIPFUL GRAND LODGE OF FREE AND ACCEPTED MASONS 
OF ENGLAND SOUTH OF THE RIVER TRENT, consisting of the aforesaid 
Members of the Right Worshipful Lodge of Antiquity or s.icli of them as shall be then 
living together with the Mastur and Wardens of ail such other Lodges as shall be consti- 
tuted by them to be held at the Queens Arms Tavern aforesaid on the feast day of St John 
the Baptist now next ensuing And do nomlnate and appoint our dear and well beloved 
Brother John Wilson Esquire to pi-eside at such Meeting as Grand Masler, Brother Samuel 
Bass as Dcputy Grand Master, Brother Benjamin Bradley as Senior Grand Warden, 
Brother Daniel Nantes as Junior Grand Warden, Brother James Donaldson as Grand 
Treasurer, Bi-other John Sealy as Grand Secretary and as Grand 

Uhaplain. And at the said Meeting do impower tlie said Brethren in Grand Lodge 
assembled to pi*oceod to tho élection of Grand Officers for the ensuing twelTc montfas and dg 
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order the élection of Grand Officers to take place annually on the feast Day of Saint John 
the Baptist And that as soon thereafter as maj be the Names of snch Grand Officers be 
transmitted to us to the Intent that the same may be duly commemmorated by us and 
entered in our Records. And the more efEectually to carry our desigfn into exécution We do 
f urther enjoin that the said Grand Lodge so constituted by us as hereinbefore mentioned Do 
meet in quarfcerly assembly four times at the least iii every year at such times and places as 
shall be most convenient for them And we do reqnire that ail Lodges to be constituted by 
the said Grand Lodge do pay due Allegiance to them and that the names of ail such sub- 
ordinate Lodges as shall from time to time be constituted by the said Grand Lodge shall be 
annually transmitted to us in order that the same may be duly entered on our RecorsJs And 
our request and expectation is that as a token of the Allegiance and Homage due from the 
said Grand Lodge to us as the most ancient Patrons of the Masonic Art they do pay into 
our Treasury at the City of York an annual considération in money and the su m of two 
guineas for every Constitution which shall be so granted by them in their said Grand Lodge 
as aforesaid. And also that in every Warrant and Constitution to be granted by them they 
do specify aud express that the same is so granted under the Authority delegated to them 
by the Most Worshipf ul Grand Lodge of ail England held at York And further that they do 
remit to us snch Payments as aforesaid annually on the feast day of St John the Baptist or 
as soon after as may be And Lastly in considération of the Premises and for other sufficient 
Inducements us hereuuto moving We do solemnly engage and promise that we will from 
henceforth for evermore patronize and cherish as far as in us lies or We lawfully may or 
can the said Grand Lodge in ail their regular proceedings as long as the same shall corres- 
pond with and be conformable to the ancient usages of the Order and do promise faithfully 
to maintain a strict and regular Alliance and coi-i*espondence with them Given under the 
seal of our truly Ancient and Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of ail England, legally 
assembled at the City of York this Twenty ninth Day of March A.D. 1779 A.L. 5783. 
John Browne Gr Secretary." 

Several military men, probably belonging to a Régiment quartered in York, were 
made at this period. Amongst them was Captain James Perryn of the Ist Régiment of 
Guards. Hère is an interesting entry under date of 3 Ist May, 1779, "Mr John Kemble 
Commedian was proposed to be made a Mason." At this time there was a Grand Secretary's 
jewel which had been presented by Bro. George Palmes, and which was handed down from 
each Secretary to his successor. A pièce of plate was ordered to be presented to Bro. Bussey 
who had done so much for the Lodge as Grand Secretary. 

Hère is a copy of a letter from London describing the proceedings of the brethren 
warranted to hold the Grand Lodge South of the Trent. 

" Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren, 

In conséquence pf the Députât ion received from you impowering certain Members of 
the Right Worshipful Lodge of Antiquity to act as a Grand Lodge South of the River Trent, 
Sundry Committees of Grand Officers .were held préviens to the day appointed for the 
Installation and amongst other resolutions agreed to at snch Committees it was proposed, 
That at ye earnest request of Bros Sam Clanfield, James Sims, Wm Norris, James Macombe 
and Theophilus Beauchant, (ail members of the Lodge of Antiquity) they should be admit- 
ted Members of thie Grand Lodge of Englanâ South of the River Trent, who were ail 
admitted accordingly, And as Bros Gilbert Buchanan and John Wells (both named in the 
deputation) had withdrawn themselves from the Lodge of Antiquity it was resolved that. 
they should no longer be considered as members of the Grand Lodge. 

Such were the steps most material for the information of the Grand Lodge at York 
which were taken by the Committee préviens to the Grand Feast and Installment of Grand 
Officers.

Immediately wherenpon the Grand Lodge proceeded to elect the following Officers viz

The proceedings of the sandry Committees of G. Officers being then read by the 
Grand Secretary they were ail nnanimoosly confirmed and the M.W. Master finding that 2 
Lodges had applied for Warrants of Constitution to act under his Banner was pleased to 
order that they sho*d be daly constituted in ample form at such time as shod be most 
conve nient for himself and his Officers. 

After this business was finished, the nomination of Grand Stewards for the ensuing 
year took place whose names are as follows, vizt.

Nothing bcsides what I hâve stated above occurred during the course of the Installment 
necessary for the information of Your Most Ancient and Honourable Society But I wod beg 
leave préviens to the closing my letter to assure yon that as every means in onr power has 
been and still shall be put in practice to render the vénérable f rater nity of York Masons as 
respectable and their influence as Uni versai as possible in the Southern parts of this King- 
dom so we flatter onrselves tjaat no endeavours are awanting on your parts as the fountain 
HE AD OP MASONRY to extend your influence in the North, and by that means put a 
final Period to that power and those Innovations which has too long been usurped and 
patronized by the nominal Grand Lodge in Great Queen Street London. I hâve the Honour 
to remain, By command of the G. Master So of the River Trent, Most Worshipful Sir and 
Brethren, Your Sincerely affect and very hble Servant.

Then comes : 

" A brief account of the Grand Lodge at York with a narrative of the 
Unmasonic conduct of the Nominal Grand Lodge in Ijondon, as transmitted to 
the Right Worshipful Master of the Druidical Lodge at Rotherham, 2nd 
November, 1779. 

The superior antiquity of the Grand Lodge at York to eveiy other Lodge in the 
Kingdom is beyond a doubt. Not only ail the printed books on the his tory of Masonry 
under whatever sanction issued but the old records themselves testify that it was established 
80 early as the time of Edwin for that ail the Masons in the realm were convened by virtue 
of Edwin's charter to a gênerai Assembly at York where they accord ingly met and estab- 
lished a General or Grand Lodge for their future Government, being empowered to meet 
annually in communication there, and under the patronage and Government of this Grand 
Lodge the Society coosiderably increased and Kings and Princes with other eminent persons 
of the fraternity always paid due allegiance to this Grand Assembly But as the events of 
times were varions and fluctuating so was this Assembly of Maceons sometimes more, some- 
times less respectable but its influence was gênerai and extensive. The Maceons in Ireland 
to this day bear the appellation of Ancient York Maceons and their uni versai Tradition is 
that theBrethren of this Appellation originated at Auldby near York. Now this carries 
with it the strongest marks of confirmation for Auldby was the seat of Edwin. York was 
deemed the established place of Masonic Government, no other place pretended to claim it 
but the whole fraternity paid Allegiance to its authority, nor has there yet appeared any 
thing to authenticate its removal for though a number of respectable meetings of the 
fraternity occur to hâve been convened at sundry times in différent parts of England yet we 
cannofc find an instance on record of any General Meeting (so called) having been held in 
any other place besides York. 
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In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, Sir Thomas Sackville being Grand Master, we find 
the fraternity so nuraerous under its auspices that the Queen mistaking the pnrport of 
their meeting and being jealous of ail secret assemblies She sent an armed force to York 
vvith intent to bi'eak up their anniial communication Bnt this design was happily frustrated 
by the Initiation of some of the Queens Oflficers who thereupon joined in communication 
with the Maceons and making a true report to the Queen she countermanded her orders and 
never afterwards attempted to dîsturb the fraternity. Hence we find its influence so 
extensive and flourishing that Masonry in the South came to require some nominal patron 
to supèrintend its Government and accordingly in the year 1567, on the résignation of Sir 
Thomas Sackville and the élection of Francis Russell Earl of Bedford as his successor in 
the North a person under the title of Grand Master for the South was appointed with the 
approbation of the Grand Lodge at York to whom the wholc fraternity at large were bound 
to pay tribute and acknowledge subjection. Masonry now flourished for many years in the 
South as well as in the North but afterwards became again at so low a Ebb in the South 
that in the year 1717, only four Lodges remained extant in those parts Those Lodges how- 
ever held it their peculiar honour to bave originated from the ancien t York Masons and in 
perpétuai Testimony of this the first offerings of their cérémonies were, as many old 
Brethren now living can Testify, ** To the Success and Prosperity of the Grand Lodge at 
York " Thèse very Lodges cemented under a new Grand Master for the South and hence 
arose what is now called the Nominal Grand Lodge in London who then described them- 
selves by the name of ancient York Masons and whose meetings in London within thèse few 
years hâve by some been considered as General Meetings, on account of the great increase 
of the fraternity in and about the Metropolis, but without any Constitutional authority to 
give such meetings a sanction to that Title. If it is admitted, and ail that bas been found 
either written or printed on the History of Masonry do admit it, that the Constitutions of 
the English Lodges are derived from York and that that Assembly reformed and issued tho 
Laws and charges by which ail Masons in the Kingdom were to be governed and which 
they were bound to préserve and observe in ail time coming it is évident that while those 
Laws and Charges exist as the standard of Masonic Gonduct and any vestige or remuant 
of that Assembly from whence those Laws and charges sprung remains, to that Assembly 
and that Assembly only Allegiance is due and no other convention of Masons be their con- 
séquence ever so great can consistent with thèse Constitutions withdraw their Allegiance or 
set aside the original Power and Authority of that Assembly which is justly considered as 
the Parent of Free Masonry in England and which not only Antiquity bas sealed but the 
concurrent approbation of Masons for âges has honoured with a sanction. To understand 
this matter more clearly we mnst advert to the Original Institution of that Assembly called 
a General or Grand Lodge. It was not nor is it restricted as it is underatood by tho 
nominal Grand Lodge in London to be, to the Masters and Wardens of Private Lodges with 
the Grand Master and his Train at their Head but consists of the whole fraternity in the 
Kingdom who being within a convenient distance may attend, assembled at York under the 
auspices of one General Head who being chosen by the fraternity themselves is considered, 
after being duly InstaH'd as the sole Governor of the whole Body. The mode of confining 
the Priviledges of Masonry to certain Individuals convened on certain days at certain places 
is an idea that was never once thought of. There was but one family among Masons and 
every Mason was a child of that family though the Priveledges of the Order center'd in 
certain numbers of the fraternity according to their advancement in the art who were 
authorized in conformity to the ancient charges to hold Lodges at their Will and Discrétion 
in such places as best suited their convenience and there to receive Pupils or deliver 
Instructions in Masonry, Yet ail the Tribute from thèse individuals separately and collec- 
tively rested ultimately in the Grand Lodge to which ail the fraternity might repair. 

Let us now revert to the State and Conduct of the Nominal Grand Lodge at London 
and we shall find that perfect harmony existed betwixt it and the Grand Lodge at York till 
after the year 1725. and that in this Masonic Unity of acting, Masonry much flourished in 
the North and South. In the year 1725. there was a notcd procession of the Maceons at 
York, Charles Bathurst Esqr being then Grand Master and a charge was delivered by 
Francis Drake Esqr then S.G.W. wherein we find mention of the Grand Lodge in London 
in a truly Masonic and Brotherly way but withall maintaining the superiority of the Grand 
Lodge at York, which is provcd by the Title of TOTIUS ANGLIAE which then and 
anciently belonged the Grand Masters at York. This charge was so favoured by the Grand 
Lodge in London that it was printed by their printer and inserted amongst others published 
by their orders. Hence however the Grand Lodge in London from its situation, being 
encouraged by some of the principal Nobility of the Nation arose to great Power and begnn 
to despise the Origin from whence it sprung in an unbrotherly manner wishing the Grand 
Lodge at York annihilated which appears by one of their Almanacks insinuating that though 
there are some Brethren remaining who acfc under the old Constitution of York yet that they 
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are few in number and will soon be annibilated. Now some of the York Brethren happening 
on a most trivial occasion to incline to cecede from their ancien t Lodge were enconraged to 
an open revolt by the nominal Grand Lodge in London who without the least enqniry into 
the merits of the question immediately granted a Constitution to set np a new Lodge in the 
very City of York.^ Then in a subséquent Almanack they even publish that there was a 
division in the Grand Lodge at York and venture to create a new distinction of Masons 
giving to themselves and their adhérents the appellation of Modem Masons in distinction 
from those who remained on the old Landmark. Now what could be more unmasonic than ail 
thèse measures swerving from every ancien t Landmark of the Order and polluting the very 
soarce from whence Masonry sprang. In a Bock published at Exeter and much counten- 
anced by the Nominal Grand Lodge in London it is falsly said that the Grand Lodge 
anciently established at York was some years ago removed from thence to London. Now 
such a removal as is hère pretended could hâve done no good, and the York Maceons were 
too just to give np their Rights to a sett of men acting on measures so arbitrary and foreign 
to true Masonry as the Nominal Grand Lodge in London havepresumed to act. Besides, the 
Charge before mentioned and their acquiescence thereto very fully contradict it as well as 
the records of the Grand Lodge at York which at that time were faithfully kept under the 
direction of several Grand Masters who were Gentlemen of Honour Probity and Fortune and 
whose names for a few years before and after the formation or revival of the Nominal 
Grand Lodge in London Anno 1717. shall be hère subjoined.

Beside what is before mentioned of the arbitrary conduct of the Nominal Grand Lodge in 
London we meet with several other marks of their oppression. Many Masters and Lodges 
under their Sanction hâve been struck off their Books on trifling occasions and particularly 
on Pecuniary ones, Motives which Masons ought to blush at. The Grand Lodge at York 
hâve beheld sach measures with lamentation but like Masons pass'd them unnoticed till 
roused by repeated Insults to themselves, of which, two daring instances occor. The one in 
refusing Admission to Brothera who hâve been made under the old Constitution of York and 
whom they could not deny to be Masons by their having granted a Constitution to some who 
had ceded from the same origin, a behaviour which the Grand Lodge at York as Maceons 
could not nor hâve not retaliated. The other by imposing such Terms to the Préjudice of 
the Grand Lodge at York on the Initiation of new Brothers as no Masons ought to impose 
but which may not in writing be more fully expressed. 

Upon the whole let a dispationate Mason but weigh impartially the several facts hère 
stated and he must spnrn at the daring Innovations offered by the Nominal Grand Lodge in 
London to so sacred an Institution. If he wishes to partake of Masonry in its original 
purity he will turn his attention to that source where it hath been inviolably maintained 
and continued for successive Ages to this Day, and where the Législature of Maceonry for 
this Kingdom stands fixed by its true Title THE GRAND LODGE OF ALL ENGLAND 
ESTABLISHED AT THE CITY OF YORK." 

On 29th November, 1779, Wm. Siddall, Grand Master, presiding, some correspon- 
dence was read with Bro. Wm. Hutton Steel, of Scarbro*, respecting the Regalia of a Lodge 
constituted by this Grand Lodge. Some of the Jewels of this Lodge, in which doubtless 
Edw. Thompson was made, and which would appear to hâve been the oldest known body 
holding under York, will be found in the illustrations. At this meeting "a new Silver seal 
for the Grand Lodge South of Trent (a copy of the design whereof is herennto annexed) 
being executed and at this Grand Lodge inspected the same was approved of and ordered to 
be transmitted to Bro. Sealy, Grand Secretary in London." The impression is much 
crushed, but I hâve had it sketched and you hâve it before you, figured, I think, for the 
flrst time. 

^ This is evidently an aHasion eitlier to the Warrants of the Punch Bowl Lodge, in 1761, or the 
Union Lodge, in 1777, both of whioh acts were regarded as hostile moyements on the part of London. ^ 
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On 27th December, 1779, there is a Minute of considérable importance becanse ît 
points to the fact of a Board of Installed Masters being formed in order to place Bro. 
Francis Smyth, Grand Master Elect, in the Chair. Hei*e it is : 

'* The Brethren being ail properlj cloathed and marsbalFd in the Grand Lodge Room 
proceeded abont eleven oclock in the forenoon to the Parish Chnrch of Saint Helen where 
Divine Service was performed and an excellent sermon delivered by Our Révérend Brother 
John Parker Grand Chaplain. The Brethren then ail returned in proper form to the 
Grand Lodge Room and soon afterwards the Grand Master with ail the OflScers and such 
Members of the Grand Lodge as had passed the Chair withdrew into the Chapter Room 
where a Lodge of the third degree was then opened and Brother Francis Smyth Esqr 
Grand Master Elect was instaird according to ancient usage and custom * Tlie Most 
Worshipful Grand Master Mason of ail England ' and was salnted homaged and 
acknowledged as such, Whereupon ail the old Officers delivered up their respective Jewels 
and the Most Worshipful Grand Master then declared the following Brethren to be his 
Officers for the year ensuing,

and they were ail accordingly Invested by the Grand Master with the Jewels or Badges of 
their respective Offices. Then the Grand Master declared that notwithstariding the Grand 
Lodges Treasurer and Secretary appear to bave been sometimes considered as Officers in the 
Grand Masters Nomination, yet that he taking the same into his considération deemed them 
Lodge Officers And he therefore for himself and his Successors for ever renounced and 
relinquished ail manner of Right Claim and Pretence which he hath or which his Saccessors 
may hâve or prétend to hâve in or to the élection or nomination of the said Officers or either 
of them Upon this condition and it was unanimonsly resolved and ordered that the Treasurer 
and Secretary bo for ever henceforth Elected and Nominated from time to time by a 
majority of the Members of the Grand Lodge, the Grand Master in case of need having 
the casting vote, Immediately whereupon the Members of the Grand Lodge then présent 
unanimously elected Brother George Kitson G. Treasurer. Brother John Browne G. Secy 
for the year ensuing, & they were accordingly invested with the Jewels or Badges of their 
respective Offices." 

" Also at this Lodge certain Regalia formerly belonging to a Lodge at Scarborough 
oonstituted by the Grand Lodge of ail England were received from Brother William Hutton 
Steel, the only surviving member of the said Lodge, and contained as follows. A Pair of 
Gold Compassés with a steel leg (the other leg being lost). A silver Square with thèse 
words engraved on it, O. Rudsdell Master 1729. A silver Level with thèse words engraved 
on it, R. Raine Senr Wardn 1729. A silver Plumb with thèse words engraved on it, 
B. Mumford Junr Wardn 1729. Also an honorary Jewel, and a large ebony Cup or Bowl 
with a silver rim. 

Also a Letter was received from Bro Wm Holdsworth Secretary of the Druidical 
Lodge at Rotherham inclosing a retum of their proceedings for the year 1779. 

Then Brother Wm Siddall presented the Grand Lodge of ail England with an élégant 
Banner of Maceons Arms." 

The Bowl alas is missing. The Banner is still existent and you hâve a picture of it 
before you. It is painted on both sides. 

On 31st January, 1780, "A minute book of the Dormant Lodge at Scarbro was 
received from Bro Steel." This Book is lost. 

On 4th February, 1780, the Members were warned to attend the Funeral of Mr. 
Martin Croft the elder. They were " to assemble at the York Tavem (now Harkers Hôtel) 
at half past two o'clock in the af temoon dressed in mourning with white stockings gloves 
and aprons" and they did so, "having each a sprig of evergreen in his hand" Then the form 
of procession the Stewards with "Mourning Rod" & the Brethren "two and two went arm 
in arm " Then Master and Wardens of the Union Lodge (Warranted from London in 1777) 
beitig présent in the procession. Just before the Grand Master Smyth were carried the 
" Ancient Constitution Rolls and Ensigns of Masonry on a cushion covered with Black 
Cloth" The Grand Chaplain preceded the Coffin. "The Pall was supported by the 
Commoners of Monk Ward in their Gowns and Square and Compassés with two swords- 
crossed was placed thereon " The procession was closed by two tylers " with Swords 
debased." 
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There are several matters in the minutes of this particular Lodge worthy of note, but 
in fear of making thèse èxtracts too long I refrain from giving them, especially as the uexi 
entry is most remarkable. I hâve given it in facsimile. This is the earliest entry of any 
meeting of an order called Knight Templars in York (18th Febrnary 1780). 

The receipt of the si l ver seal sent to the Grand Lodge Sonth of the Trent was 
acknowledged on the 3rd April, 1780. 

Again on 18th May, 1780, we hâve a meeting of "The Honorable Order of Templars 
or Knights of the Tabernacle assembled at the Grand Lodge Room in York." They seem 
to hâve had two orders or rather degrees, the " Grand Lodge of Knights Templars " and 
** The Royal Grand Encampment, formed and raised as nsnal." 

I am going to give y ou rather fully the minutes of the next meeting held on 20th 
June, 1780, because they are important as exhibiting the value with which the York 
Brethren regarded what are known now as outside degrees. " The Members were ail 
summoned on particular business " and there were présent *' Robert Lakeland as Grand 
Master," the Wardens, Treasurer, Secretary, and eleven other Brethren, and the following 
are the minutes. 

" At this Lodge certain resolations from the Grand Chapt^er were introduced read 
and considered of, and varying onlyin a little addition to the payments of quarterages, were 
ail unanimously approved. Wherenpon the following resolutions and orders took place 
Resolved That the Masonic Government anciently established by the Royal Edwin and now 
existing at York under the Title of ' THE GRAND LODGE OF ALL ENGLAND ' 
comprehending in its nature ail the différent Orders or Degrees of Masonry very justly 
claims the subordination of ail other Lodges or Chapters of free and accepted Masons in 
this Realm But that in itself it ought in no wise to be divided nor to consist of more than 
one fund. That each Member's payments ought to be proportioned accordingto the Degrees 
of his advancement and each inferior order should observe dae déférence to the superior. 
That ail the Regalia Seals Plates and other Utensils do appertain to the Members in 
General for the time being, having regard to the Propriety of their use and subject to the 
Rules aud directions extant. 

Therefore ordered that the Grand Lodge of ail England comprehending five degrees 
or orders of Masonry shall from and after St. Johns Day next be assembled five times in a 
quarter, to wit, one night in the Degree of Entered Apprentice, one night in the fellow 
Crafts Degree, One night in the Masters Degree, One night in the Degree or order of 
Knight Teraplar, and one night in the Most Sublime Degree of Royal Arch," and then it 
gives the dates of meetings. 

On 6th July, 1780, it was resolved that " the Presiding Ofi&cers of the Grand Lodge 
iu the other Degrees shall préside also in this order or degree, whensoever such Presiding 
Officers shall be members of the same.'* And yet some writers ask us to believe that at York 
they only recognised three degrees in Freemasonry. If the English language can be in- 
terpreted in snch a manner, I can only say as Tallyrand said, that language was a gift 
created to conceal our thoughts and intentions. 

At the same meeting a pétition w^as received from Rotherham for a Lodge and En- 
campment of K.T. to be held there, and the same was granted. Immediately follows a copy 
of a Warrant for a Royal Arch Chapter to be held at Rotherham. 

The last entry in the book shows that both Warrants took efFect. Hère it is: 

Copy of Letter with acconnt of the forming a Royal Arch Chapter and 
K.T. 's Lodge at Rotherham. 

" Sir and Brother, 

A Royal Arch Chapter and Lodge of K.T. was last night held in this Town under the- 
Warrants gi*anted us from the Grand Chapter and Grand Lodge of K.T. whenBro. the Revd 
Matthew Dixon of Tickhill and Brother William Eastfield Laughton of Rotherham were 
Initiated into the mysteries of both orders and Brother James Simesof SheflGleld wasremade 
a K.T. — Several other Brothers promised but did not attend so that the fées for making 
(nothing being expected from Brother Simes who is poor) fall greatly short at présent of 
the expence of the Constitutions, However I hâve as desired sent you the three gaineas by 
the Bearer Brother Hassall and most wait with Patience till I can reimburse myself. I am 
with proper Respects to ail the Brethren of the Grand Lodge, Sir, 

Your Affectionate friend & Brother 

Josiah Beckwith. Rotherham 22nd July 1780. 

P. S. Brothers Dixon and Laughton were elected to supply the OflSces filled by Bro 
Simes and Bhïther Bumsîde' till we hâve more membéri^." 
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And hère ends the second volume of minutes. The Brethren will be good enough to 
obsei've that I hâve merely extracted from thèse books the most important of their contents, 
80 far as I hâve observed. No doubt it would be interesting to hâve the whole séries of 
minutes transcribed. 

I now come to the wind up, so far as we know from the Records remaining of the Old 
Lodge at York. John Browne, who was Grand Secretarj was a most painstaking brother 
and the minutes are written up beautifully to the last entry in this book. There are only 
3 pages left blank at the end of the Book, so that I suspect another minnte Book was 
commeneed and subsequently lost, because it is plain that meetings still continued. However 
the Book is not to be found and the subséquent évidence we bave had to go upon up to date 
is a scrap of paper which states : 

** At a Meeting of the Grand Lodge of Ail England held at Brother Wolley's on 
Thursday the 23rd of August 1792 the Lodge appointed Brother Wolley to the oflGlce of Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, Brother Kit son was appointed to the oflSce of Grand Treasnrer, 
Mr. Thos Richardson was appointed Senior Grand Warden, Brother Willans Junior Grand 
Warden, and Mr. Blanchard Grand Secretary. It was ordered that a Constitution be 
granted tô the *' (then comes a dash Une and the words) 

" Call on the Revd. Mr. Parker " 

This is plainly a mémorandum made at the meeting by the Grand Secretary 
(Blanchard.) Probably he subsequently entered the substance in the Minute Book which is 
not forthcoming. 

I hâve told you about Wolley. I am giving y ou his portrait. I presented a copy 
of it to the Grand Lodge of England some years ago. He inherited a fortune, took the 
name of Copley, gave up business and took up his résidence at Potto Hall in Yorkshire. 

But I hâve something more to tell you of interest. It was incredible that this old 
body should hâve come to so sudden an end, and I felt sure that something might be 
rummaged ont from the minutes of contemporary Masonic bodies. So far the only minntes 
I hâve examined are those of the Union Lodge (now the York Lodge, No. 236), which was 
warranted in 1777, and I hâve not been disappointed. I fînd from tbese minutes that on 
March lOth, 1802, " The Rev. John Parker, Chaplain to the Grand Lodge of Ail England 
attended and performed the ceremony.*' This ceremony consisted in the reading of the 
Burial Service over the remains of a Brother of the Rodney Lodge, then held in Hull, who 
had died in York. Then I find that on August 27th, 1802, amongst tbe visitors présent was 
" Edward Woolley, of the Grand Lodge of Ail England and the Rev. John Parker, Grand 
Chaplain of the Grand Lodge of AU England." On the 18th October, 1802, one of the 
visitors was Bro. J. R. Reynoldson, ** of the ancient Grand Lodge.** But the parson was the 
best visiter, for I 6nd him attending the Union Lodge frequently, and always described as 
"Grand Chaplain '' in 1803, 1805, 1806, 1811, 1812, and 1813. 

Now 1 think it is scarcely to be supposed that thèse visitors would hâve been set 
down as Grand Master and Grand Chaplain respectively if the body from which they 
derived their titular distinctions had been non-existent. I therefore think we may fairly 
claim to hâve discovered presumptive évidence of the actual vitality of the Old Grand Lodge 
at York up to some year in the second décade of the 19th century. 

How it came to an end I am not prepared to say, but I hâve not yet, I am glad to 
think, exhaoeted ail sources of information, neither hâve 1 given you ail that I hâve to tell 
you of the " Relies ** at York. My paper has gone to an unruly length and I feel that I 
must bring it to a conclusion at this point. If you will permit me to do so, I shall be ready 
to tell you more on a subséquent ocoasion during this year, and touch upon the Royal Arch 
and Knight Templar Orders as they appeared at York. There are several other relies 
remaining to be described, but thèse 1 really must leave to a future occasion, the présent 
paper having run to sufficiently tedious proportions. 

You will observe amongst tbe illustrations a facsimile of a Constitution granted to a 
set of French Prisoners in York. It is curious that no cntry of this is to be seen in the 
minute book. Phiinly it was originally intended to keep a rcgister of Constitutions granted, 
but the only one entered in the list is this one concoded to French Masons. It is fortunatc 
that the record-keeper happened to uiake this entry, as in default we should never bave 
been aware of any such Constitution ever having been granted. 

In the meantime I must express my gratitude to the W.M. and bi*ethren of the York 
Lodge No. 23G, who are the privileged custodiansof thèse old " Relies,** and who most fi-ater- 
nally and readily gave me permission not only to examine them but to hold possession, for 
purposes of photographingand so on. of their treasurcs. 1 must also thank in the same way 
their treasurer, W. Bro. Potter-Kirby, and W. Bro. A. Proctor (to whom 1 fear l must hâve 
been a terrible bore), for their kiudness in unlocking and locking innumerable times the 
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Bafes containing their treasnres. I bave also to thank the Master aad brethren of the 
Ëboracnm Lodge No. 1611, for the loan of the old Bible and several engravings reprodnced 
in onr Transactions. To our kind Secretary, W. Bro. Speth, I owe apologies for the pains 
and anxiety to whicb I put him on the last occasion of onr meeting, when J failed to toethe 
line, but he knew my diffîculties and he saved my honoar. He bas also boen most kind and 
gênerons on this occasion, and I know that later in the year, when I again ask his aid, it 
will be forthcoming. 



Bro. G. W. Speth, P.A.G.D.C, said : In rising to propose a hearty vote of tbanks 
to onr W.M. for the excellent paper wbicb he bas jnst read to ns, I feel snre that I shall 
hâve the nnanimoas approval of the brethren. 

There bas been much written about the old Lodge at York, tbe Grand Lodge of ALL 
England, as it delighted to call itself in its natural and harmless pride of autiquity, but no 
one can be more capable of adding to onr knowledge by placing fi-esh facts and views 
befoi-e us, tban Bro. T. B. Whytehead. Much in the paper of this evening is new, or was 
only dimly realised, but our Master bas afforded ns little opportnnity for discussion. A 
récital of facts, authenticated facts derived from officiai minutes, does not lend itself to 
controversy, and Bro. Whytehead bas seldom allowed himself the luxury of drawing 
inferences. 

He bas done so, however, in the last portion of bis paper, relative to the possible 
date of the final collapse of this grand old Lodge. I bave no désire whatever to dispute 
the inference that, inasmuch as visitors to other Lodges were still described in 1813 as " of 
the Grand Lodge of ALL England" or by some similar title, that body may still bave 
been alive, even if moribund. It may well be so. On the other hand, it is qui te possible 
that a brother who formally held high office in that body may bave become so identified 
with it in the gênerai mind as to be usually so described years after its démise. The date 
of the actual extinction of the Grand Lodge is therefore still undecided, but Bro. 
Whytehead bas at least shown reason to doubt its sudden collapse in the last century, as 
bas hitherto been maintained. I trust be will pnrsue his investigations on this point, 
which I am glad to see he does not regard as exbausted. The continued existence of the 
body as a Grand Lodge, obvionsly impossible, would bave been nnfortunate in more ways 
than one, but we musc ail lament that it was not found possible to continue its life as a 
private Lodge, even had it refrai ned from joining tbe Grand Lodge of England. 

It is somewhat remarkable that the first Constitution granted by this Grand Lodge 
was for a Lodge of French Prisoners of War. And it is still more curions that we should 
bave preserved any record at ail of this fact. Ail other Constitutions granted by the 
Grand Lodge are noted in the minutes, but this one finds no mention there. On the other 
hand, a list was prepared on which it was intended to register every Constitution granted, 
and tbe first one was so registered, and none other. This entry is ail we know about the 
Lodge. Bro. J. T. Thorp bas récent ly written a book on Lodges worked by Frencb 
prisoners of war in England, so récent that the printer*s ink is scarcely dry, and bas 
collected a wonderful quantity of disconnected évidence of such Lodges. He, of course, 
mentions this Lodge at York, and it is tbe only one wbich was ever warranted by an 
Ënglisb authority of any sort, although the Lodges seem to bave enjoyed a tacit acknow- 
ledgment and of ten a direct récognition by tbe neighbouring Ënglisb Lodges and even by 
the authorities of Grand Lodge. 

Among the relies of the Grand Lodge at York there are some important ones to 
whicb our Master bas made only the slightest allusion. I refer to the remarkable group of 
Rblls of the Constitution now in the custody of the York Lodge. Neither will they be 
found among our illustrations. The reason is, that onr Master's material was so great that 
a sélection became necessary, and as thèse rolls bave been described, photographed, 
facsimiled, and transcribed, more than once, and in raany publications, be thonght that 
they might be omitted on this occasion. 

I am glad to gather that Bro. Whytehead bas still more to give us on this 
iuteresting topic, and much to say about the Knights Templars and other degrees in York. 
We shall look forward with intei-est, heightened by the recollection of our pleasure on this 
occasion, and although I fear we cannot accept bis ofFer of a further paper this year, seeing 
that our meetings are ail pre-engaged, and that the elasticity of our volume of proceedings 
is not without limit, wc shall hopc to remind him of his promise at no very distant date. 

Bro. W. F. Lamonby, P.A.G.D.C, secoudcd tho vote with great pleasure. He was 
sure no vote could be better deserved. He was pleased to note that in the extracts given 
us this evening, the word Warrant was couspicuous by its absence, the older word 
GonstitutioD being used. To this day in Cumberland and Westmorland, where bis Masonio 
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youth was spent, old Masons still spoke of the Constitution, and not of the Warrant, of the 
Lodge. Probably they had learnt the usage by intercourse with York. In the earliest 
days a Lodge was ** constituted " by the Grand Master, or his deputy, and duly enrolled, but 
no written document was handed over, and if occasionally the word " warranted " was 
used, that only me&nt permtttedy authorized. When written documents came into use, they 
were called "warrants of constitution," and this was shortened by someinto warrants and 
by others into constitutions. 

Bro. T. J. Salwey said that he had noted that visitors were expected to pay their own 
refreshment fées, and in old minute books which he had perused, this appeared to be the 
usual custom. The fées for visitors were, however, less than for members. 

Bro. Speth said that was universally so iutheoldendays. Butitmustberemembered 
that visiting then was very prévalent, unknown visitors were much more customary than 
now-a-days, the Lodges had very little spare funds, and it was not thought unbrotherly to allow 
aguestthe same privilège as a member, that of paying for his supper. Tothis day the sur- 
vival of the custom might be traced in the by-laws of every London Lodge, where the Visitor's 
Fee is always noted, and invariably at a lower figure than wonld cover the expenses of the 
dinner. No mention is ever made as to who is to pay this fee, accordir.g to the by-laws one 
would suppose the visitor himself . But in London it is a most unnsual thing for any visitor to 
présent himself uninvited, and, as a matter of fact, the fee is always paid by, and charged 
to, the brother ex tend ing the invitation. Still, there it was; it was not the "fee for a 
visitor,*' but the " visitor's fee." The Quatuor Coronati was the only Lodge which stood 
by the old time-honoured custom, and paid its visitors the compliment of putting them on 
the same footing as a member, which entailed the privilège of paying for thcir own refresh- 
ment. 

The S.W. then put the vote of thanks which was carried by acclamation and duly 
acknowledged by the W.M. 

Bro. Fred. J. W. Growe writes : — 

The history of the famou.s Grand Lodge at York bas again received a valuable 
addition in the most interesting paper by oar Worshipful Master, of which I hâve just 
perused the advance aheets. I should be glad to know when the Lodges at Knaresborough, 
Ripon and Macclesfield ceased to exist, and if traces of any other daughter Lodges hâve 
been found by Bro. Whytehead, in addition to those already mentioned by Bro. Hughan, 
and qnoted in Lane's Masonic liecords, The notice of Aprons in the " Advertizement " of 
December, 1770, is of spécial interest to me, as, when J wrote my papers on Masonic 
Clothing for the Ars of 1802 and 1893, 1 did not know there was any mention of Mazarine 
Blue in connection with the Grand Lodge. The Schedule of 1776 mentions "One Grand 
Master's Apron, five aprons lined with pink silk, and ten common aprons." The Schedule 
of Sept. 15th, 1779, also mentions "pink silk," but no bine silk. It is curions also that 
the Deacons' aprons were to be lined and bound with red, in addition to those of the 
Stewards. In 1738 the Régulations of the "Modem" Grand Lodge in London ordered 
that " The Stewards of the year were allow'd to bave Jeweîs of silver (tho* not guilded) 
pendent to Bed Ribbons about their necks, to bear Wkite Rods, and to line their White 
Leather Aprons with Bed Silk. Former Stewards were allow *d to wear the same sort of 
Aprons, White and Bed." Probably, therefore, the Grand Lodge at York adopted the idea 
from them, but as far as my knowledge goes the Deacons elsewhere hâve never worn any- 
thing but blue. Can our Worshipful Master tell us whether " The Colours" mentioned in 
" The Order of Procession " were those of Grand Lodge, or of the Inniskilling Régiment ? 

The phrase, " The Brethren of the Inniskilling Régiment who carry the colours and 
act as Tylers " might be i*ead either way. 

Was this a Gavai ry or Infantry Régiment ? The 6th Drageons are the " Inniskillings ;" 
and there is also the " Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers," the Ist Battalion of which is the old 
27th Foot, and the 2nd Battalion the old 108th Foot. On référence to Gould's History, 
vol. iii., pp. 400—402, I find that to the Oth Drageons were granted an " Ancient " wairant 
in 1763, No. 123 ; a " Modem " warrant in 1777, which is, of course, too lat©, as is also a 
second " Ancient " warrant of 1797 ; also an Irish Warrant of No. 876 of unknown date. 

The 27th Foot had an Trish Warrant No. 24 in 1738 (also two other of 1787 and 
1808), whilst the 108th Foot had nothing to do with the Inniskillings at that date. Would 
the Lodge in question be the " Ancients " No. 123, the Irish No. 24, or what ? 

I hâve always underatood that no actual ccrtificate of the York Grand Lodge was in 
existence, but only the^2a^e. Am 1 right F

I shoald like to take this opportanitj to express my warm appréciation of our 
esteemed Master's Paper on " The Relies of the Grand Lodge at York.'* [t conld not be 
botter done, and doubtless will be highly valued by onr members of both Circles, 

It only needs a sketch of Royal Arch Masonry in York, from 1744 (when Mr. 
Dassigny alladed to it) — 1762, to the end of last century, with a few more particulars as 
to Knight Teraplary, to make the thing complète, 

I qnite believe with our W.M. that there were meetings between 1734 and 1761, 
which were either unrecorded, or the minutes hâve been losb. In fact, the existing List of 
Master Masons proves this to hâve been the case. 

The " No. 109 " to the Warrant reproduced in the Paper, I take to be a harmless 
bit of déception, /or No. 9 of a.d. 1778, aud if it did not amuse the brethren of that period, 
it certainly answers that purpose now. 

We are ail indebted to the W.M. for writing such an admirable and succinct account 
of the extinct " Grand Lodge of ail Bngland."

\OYAL ARCH APRON. — I enclose you the photograph of an apron: I do 
not recall that you hâve fio^ured anything like it before. It belongs to Bro. 
John Thomson, of Hartwood Asylara, Lanarksbire, a raember of No. 3 bis. 
It has corne down to him from his grandfather, John Thomson, of Twyn- 
holm village, near Kirkcudbright, who was a member and Arch Mason of St. 
Cuthbert's Lodge No. 41, and the âge of the apix)n is therefore aboat Tôyears. 
It is made of cotton, 2f t. by 2ft. 2in., and printed in red and purple. The parple 

is much faded, and consists only of the indents on each side of the border : the rest is red. 

The flap is 6ctitious, printed only. The outlines of the design are in li deeper red. The 

top edge is bound with white silk, which was evidently continued as a tie, bnt is now tom 

short ofE at the corners.

Julius L. Brown, of Atlanta, Georgia, hand written in imitation of 
copper-plate, with the exception of such words as are given above in italics. Mostly thèse 
are signatures, but it is difficult to understand why the scribe should hâve been able to

insert tlie years in which the Warrants of Lord Aberdour and Viscount Weymouth are 
alleged to hâve been granted, and yet bave been obliged to leave a space for the day and 
xnonth to be filled in by some other hand. It is also difficult to understand why he did not 
himself fill in the name of George Handley as petitioner, althongh he was able to cite him 
as the new Master. The absence of the Wardens' names is possibly owing to not having 
been named on the pétition. Thèse little matters are of a nature to raise some slight 
saspicions. 

Our brethren in Georgia are most désirons of ascertaining ail they can àbout this 
Warrant, and I trust that some one of our members may be able to help them. Bro. Brown 
writes that this Warrant is signed by three Govemors of Georgia, one Postmaster General 
of the U.S. A., and by Mordecai Sheftall, who was Commissary General for Georgia dnring 
the American Révolution. This would account for ail five signatures, a goodly show. He 
also says that the Grand Master Samuel Elbert, who does not sign but is a party to the 
Warrant, was a Govemor of the State. And he suggests that six such men would not 
" recite a falsehood." Probably not, if they knew it to be such. And yet there is much to 
cavil at. The Warrant is signed on the llth July, 1786, Samuel Elbert being Grand 
Master. But according to such authorities as I am able to consult, the Grand Lodge was 
not formed until the 16th December of the same year, and William Stephens was the 
Grand Master, althongh cited above as only the Deputy. Lord Aberdour was Grand Master 
of Scotland for 1755-56,— not 1757-58,— and Grand Master of England 1757-61, the error 
in the Warrant is therefore not a grave one ; but it is an error. But who was the Grey 
Elliott to whom he issued a Warrant ? and was said Warrant for a Lodge, or for a Provin- 
cial Grand Lodge, or what ? Again, Lord Weymouth was Grand Master of England in 
1735, but who was Hugh Lacy ? And what sort of a Warrant could he hâve granted to 
him? If for Prov. G.M. we know nothing of it: and such a thing as a Warrant for a 
Lodge was then unknown under our Constitution. It might possibly hâve been a Deputa- 
tion to constitute a Lodge, t.e. a document authorising Bro. Lacy to constitute certain 
brethren into a regular Lodge, acting for such purpose as the temporary représentative of 
the Grand Master. There was a Lodge apparently constituted in that year at Savannah, 
the Solomon's Lodge n^entioned so often above, then No. 189 on our register, and now No. 
1 on the register of the Grand Lodge of Georgia. But of a Hugh Lacy we, or at least I, 
know nothing. One of the twelve Stewards at the Grand Festival on the 27th March, 
1731, was a Mr. Roger Lacy, but he is not designated Esquire, althongh bis namesake 
Hugh, in the above warrant is, and last century we weremuch more particular in using the 
title than in thèse days. The " Sir " prefixed to the names above is, of course, only Masonic 
Knighthood, as suflGlcïently shown by the description of "Esquire " closing following it. 

I am far from suggesting that any misstatements in the warrant are intentional, they 
may be the innocent resuit of tradition, and we know from sad expérience how inaccurate a 
factor this has been in Masonic matters. The warrant is a curious document and if any 
brother can throw any light upon any of its statements he will confer a faveur upon onr 
brethren in Georgia.

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|T is with great regret that we annoance the death of Brothers : — 

Rev. George Gunn, of Kelso, N.B., on the lOth January last. Bro. 
GuDn waa a Past Grand Chaplain of the Orand Lodge of Scotland, and joined 
our Cori'espondence Circle in Maroh, 1888. 

Joshua Raphaël Joseph, M.D., of BHsbane, Queensland, on 28th 
Jannary last, aged 52. Bro. Joseph was a prominent member of the Craft in Brisbane, and 
was given a full Masonic burial. The Brisbane papers speak very highly of our deceased 
brother, who fi]led several officiai appointments in the médical service, and was known and 
loved far and wide. He joined our Circle in May, 1897. 

Walter Kiddle, Major R. A.M.C., murdered by a Shan tribe on the Burma frontier, 
he being at the time Médical Officer in charge at the Camp of the Boi'ma-China Boundary 
Commission, on the 9th February last. Mr. A. B. Sutherland, the Extra Assistant Corn- 
missioner shared his sad f ate. Bro. Kiddle was only 36 years of âge, and joined our Circle in 
January, 1892. 

Henry Kinder Cheese, of Clapham, on the 25 th February, af ter threemonthssevere 
fiuffering. He joined our Circle in January, 1897. 

H. P. Hay, of Romford, on the 18th of March, who joined us in Jannary, 1897. 

Thomas Charles Thdrburn, of Birkenhead, a P.Prov.G.W. of Cheshire, on 8th 
April. He joined us in January, 1894. 

John Alexander Gartley, of Sackville Street, on the 4th March. He joined us 
in March, 1893. 

Joseph Wakelin, of Witham, Essex, on the 6th May. Bro. Wakelin was a large and, 
which is unusual now-a-days, successful f armer, well-known as a CountyCouncillor, Justice 
of the Peace, and promoter of the interests of agriculture. He died of internai goût and 
kidney complications at the âge of 50, having joined our Circle in May, 1894. He was often 
présent at our meetings, and took part in several of our Outings. Most of us will remember 
his bnrly form, a wouderful replica of the typical John Bail, his hearty langh and geniality, 
and cherish the remembrance. Bro. Wakelin's funeral was quite a county matter, being 
numerously attended, a large body of Brother Masons leading the way, and the coffin was 
carried to the grave on the oldest of his farm waggons, drawn by his two oldest horses in 
their everyday hamess. 

Hennr Greensmith Wade, of Auckland, New Zealand, on the 4th April, aged 
64. Bro. Wade was a prominent Mason in the Colony, where he arrived 38 years ago, 
for 30 of which he had served as secretary of his Lodge, Waitemata, No. 699. He was also 
for a long séries of years District Grand Secretary, and, at the time of his death. District 
Orand Treasnrer. Our brother was one of the earliest members of our Correspondance 
-Circle, having joined us in June, 1888. 

Edward Hulbert» of Stroud, Gloucestershire, suddenly on the 12th June. Bro. 
Hulbert was a P.Pr.G.D.C. of his Province, and an active Mason. He joined us in January, 
1896, and almost immediately offered his services as Local Secretary, in which capacity he 
was of great assistance to our Lodge. For months past he had been engaged in preparing 
for our visit to his district this summer, and his absence was felt by ail those who knew 
him and ^membered him on our former excursions. In local politics Bro. Hulbert had also 
made his mark, editing and owning for years a Stroud newspaper, and was well-known as a 
lecturer on and propagator of a very successful benefit society, worked under spécial 
•conditions. 

William Bril^RSt of Caxton Road, Wood Green, on the 21st March, aged 48, of 
pnenmonia. Our brother joined our Circle in October, 1897. ^ ^ 
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Richard Eve, Past Grand Treasnrer, on the 6th Jnly. The sad occnrence, although 
nob nnexpected, will none the less corne as a ahock to ail who knew him, and few indeed 
miist be the Masons who did not. Bro. Eve was distinctlj a brother who bulked large in 
the Masonic world. As a fréquent speaker in Grand Lodge, with very pronoonced views of 
his own which were always strenaously advocated with eqnal ferveur of expression and 
amiability of temper, his place will be diffîcult to fiU. If he was présent, Grand Lodge was 
always sure to hear both sides of every question. As a ready after-dinner speaker £e will 
b% missed at our private Lodge. meetings, where hia geniality, eomestness and elo^ence 
always ixisured a delighted audience. And our central' Charities, particularly th^ Boys' 
School, will probably miss our brother most of ail. Many of us may hâve f ailed ti» agrée 
with Bro. Eve on more than one occasion, but no Mason ever doubted his sincerîty, er liked 
hÎKi the less for his plaioi speaking and hard hitting. H^ joined car Correspondence Circle 
m Maroh, 1888. 

George Gravely, P.G.Pt., of Wanstead, on the 13th July. Bra Gravely, who 
joined us in November, 1894, had the antiquarian instinct strongly developed, and had 
opportunity and time permitted, would probably hâve been heard of in archasological circles^ 
He was well known in connection with our charities.

RENCH PriSOners' Lodges.^— This remarkable work by Bro. John T. Thorp 
will be read with interest and profit wherever it goes, for what with ite 
unusual character, the numerous plates illnstrating so admirably the text, 
and tbe happy manner în which it bas been written, French Prisoners* Lodges 
cannot but prove to be attractive, and bids fair to be one of the most welcome 
Masonic books of this year. 

Bro. Thorp bas already done good service as a trasted and most 
successf al local Masonic Historian, as author of " Fif ty Years' Records of the John of Qaunt 
Lodge, No. 523," ** Aiinals of the Chapter of Fortitude, No. 279," •* Memorials of Lodge 
No. 91, Antients," " Early History of the Knights of Malta Lodge, No. 50," and otber most 
usefal monogi*aphs (printed and pablished at bis own expense) ; and as one of the chief 
Founders of the '* Lodge of Research, No. 2429," formed on similar lines to the '' Quatuor 
Coronati," its first W.M., and subsequently the indefatigable Secretary, as well as for many 
years the Hon. Secretary and Chief Librarian of the Leicester Freemasons' Hall Library, 
he bas achieved a réputation as one of our most earnest and zealous Masonic students, 
whose name and famé bave penetrated far boyond the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of 
England. 

[ think, however, in the présent instance, he bas really done bis best work, becanse 
such entirely new ground bas been covered by bis well directed researches, and the matter 
dealt with is so entirely and exclusively bis own, that he may well be congratulated on 
having made one of the most original and at the same time really interesting contributions 
to the literature of the Craf t during what may be termed the historié era of the Fratemity ; 
moreover, Bro. Thorp bas been wholly successful in bis treatment of a confessedly diflScult 
and but little known subject. To many it is admittedly terra inœgnita, and the neatly 

grinted pages of this artistic volume will be quite a révélation to not a few readers of 
Lasonic Historiés. 

In the Préface Bro. Thorp states that "The existence of Freemasons' Lodges 
amongst French Prisoners of War bas long been known to the reading members of the 
Fraternity." That is so, but only to a slight degree, for with the exception of incidental 
références to two or three of such Lodges in extant Masonic works or papers, no attempt 
bas ever been made to adequately describe thèse bodies, and 1 feel persnaded that, even by 
those who bave done a little to make their character known, like myself, the extent of Bro. 
Thôrp's researches, will come as a surprise, for fully 26 Lodges and Chapters are ably 
treated, and of some tbe particulars are quite a pleasure to peruse. 

Of actual Lodges, not simply French brethren joining (as they did No. 84, Bandon, 
Ireland, 1746-7), the earliest traced is the one at Leeds, 1761, and another in the folio wing 
year at York. The early portion of this century, however, witnessed quite a number of 
such Ateliers being started on English and Scottish soil. Over fifty towns or cities are 
noted as locaiities in which thèse prisoners were kept, and " there is no doubt that many 
other towns besides thèse had their complément, either temporarily or permanently." 
There is no lack of évidence, also "that the Freemasons amongst the prisoners were 
received as visitors at Masonic meetings in England, Scotland and Ireland, the minutes of 
Lodges at Leicester, Winchester, Bandon, Selkirk, Hawick, Melrose, Redruth and other 
towns amply testify, and in many cases there is no doubt they became joining members of 
thèse local Lodges." 

As the tasty volume may be had from the Author, 57, Régent Road, Leicester, for 
5s., post frecj it would not be fair for me to draw much from its pages ; but I should like to 
appreciatively note the numerous plates and oertificates reproduced, mostly from the 
originals in pen and ink by French Prisoners, and to gratefulljr express my acknowledg- 
ment of the work being dedicated to myself ; a compliment which is highly valued, from 
my respected friend and esteemed coUaborator.

Caementaria Hibemica, No. 8.^— M7 heartiest of greetings to the third of the 
wonderf al trio of *' Caeinentaria Hibemica," by my esteemed friend, Dr. Chetwode Crawley ! 
Long has its advent been looked for, and at last it has corne to the joy of ail Masonic 
Students. There are now three grand volnmes pnblished, each being îndependent, as 
respects treatment and text, so to speak, and yet mntnally sapplemental of ooe another. 
They contain more reliable information as to the Tnsh Craft, than is to be fonnd in ail 
other Masonic works combined, besides much that cannot be obtained elsewhere. The 
yalae of the facts thas collected and so handsomely and faithfnlly repi-oduced cannot be 
over-estimated ; the laboar involved must hâve been enormons, and the skill with which 
they hâve been arranged, presented and descHbed, as well as the thoronghness of the 
investigations concerning the eventfal periods, 1726-1730, 1735-1744, and 1751-1807, are 
simply beyond praise, and only what an enthasiastic, most scholarly and extra diligent 
Craf tsman could produce. 

Dr. Chetwode Crawley in his particalar departments, has neither eqnal nor rival, 
and has made the Grand Lodge of Ireland in particalar, and the Fraternity generally, his 
debtors for ail time. We honoar him in the QucUuor Ooronati Lodge exceedingly. 

As with the other volâmes, there is so much to particalarize — the contents being so 
rich as respects variety and valae — that it is far from easy to mention the chief character- 
istics of Fasdculus teriius, in anything like a fair amoant of space (knowing the nnmeroas 
claims the Editor has on his colurans) withoat bringing some into so much prominence that 
others hâve to be omitted because of the fnil length of the cahle tow runningoat too qaickly. 
Whichever item I begin aboat calls for so mach to be said, and each in tnrn equally claims 
my attention and interest, that of necessity, this f riendly notice of a most important work, 
will partake more of a bibliographical character than aught else. Unless one namber of 
the Ar$ were placed at my service, I should not feel able to do justice to my friend's labours, 
original researches, and valuable reprodnctions. 

First then comes the Préface, in which it is stated that the unavoidable delay in the 
publication of this, the completion of the séries, has led to '' much nev7 light being thrown 
on the obscure history of Freemasonry in Dublin," so that our being kept on the qui vive so 
long, is more than compensated by additional facts. The original Tripos, or undergraduates 
Harangue, Dublin, 1688, has been duly appreciated from a Masonic point of view; the 
" Letter from the Grand Mistress of the Female Freemasons " is now proved, through the 
Doctor's investigations, to hâve been issued in 1731, as he previously surmised (by 
inductive criticism), and a "Spurious Ritual or Catechism, dated 1711, was discovered 
among the Molynenx papers." As to the latter, our very careful author observes '* The data 
at présent is insuflScient for forming judgment." 

The worthy Dr. has kept most rigidly to the programme sketched in the original 
Prospectus, as he says, but only so far as the character of the reproductions and the 
needed explanatory introductions are concerned. 

1 venture to assert that the extent of such facsimiles, that is, their number and 
nature, far exceed what was first of ail intended; just as the limits of the expense hâve 
long been passed, leaving the gifted author a large loser financially by his charming trio. 
The édition consists of but 300 copies, and is supplied to Brethren of the Craft only, so that 
I hope many of the Correspondence Circle of the Quatuor Goronati Lodge will lose no time 
in securing examples of this, as well as of the préviens volumes, through our respected 
Secretary, if they hâve not already subscribed. 

The most important parts of the rare "New Book of Constitutions," by Edward 
Spratt, 1761 (with the still rarer frontispiece), are reproduced in perfect facsimile, as well 
as the *' Rules, Orders and Régulations, Anno Laotomiœ, 5768 *' ; and those since the year 
1768 to 1803, from "The Constitution of Free-Masonry, or Ahiman R^zon, 1807.'* To ail 
thèse there are gems of introductions, communicating much interesting information 
concerning Grand Secrète ry Spratt and other old worthies, and just what I should revel in 
describing, but time and space forbid most assuredly just now. Neither do I consider any 
extended notice is needful until the volume has been widely read and stndied as it deserves 
tobe. 

**The Early Certificates of the Grand Lodge of Ireland" receive most careful 
treatment and their reproduction, in one form or other, is a spécial feature of this the third 
of the séries. A fine spécimen belonging to Bro. G. W. Bain, of 1761, has been lent to be 
facsimiled, the oldest I believe of the kind, and one of several such valuable documents

owned bj thai mosfc persistent, intelligent and saccessfnl collector, who has them preserved 
iti his magnificent Masooic Library and Mnseum. Another facsimile represents an engraved 
form of Certificate of 1774 ; another reprodnces an Army Lodge one of 1762, as perfect and 
clear as wfaen issned, and still another is from tbe MS. original of 1762, signed by the Grand 
Secretary {John Caîder), under the Seal of the Grand Lodge. The latter is believed to be 
the earliest extant, îssued by autbority of the Grand Lodge. 

And now I can onïy briefly allade to a wonderful compilation which follows, 
invalnable for référence and never hitherto obtainable, because never done. I refer to the 
Succession of Grand Officers of Ireland, 1725-1900. No name has been admit ted to the List, 
as our anthor tells ns, " except on docaraentary évidence, derived at first hand from 
contemporaneons, public or private sources " ; for be it remembered " the loss or destruction 
of the early records has caused the Grand Lodge of Ireland to lag behind the other Grand 
Lodges of the United Kingdom in commemorating the services of other Grand Offîcers." I 
can, in part, appreciate the labour involved in this extraordinary Roll, having begun sach a 
work many years ago, but finding that my leamed friend was on the war-path, fortnnately 
had the common sensé to withdraw, before being defeated. 

Ail imaginable and inimaginable sources hâve been ransacked for the purpose of 
this comprehensive and unique Register, which is a monument of fidelity and research. 

In concluding my very short sketch of the contents of volume three, 1 should like to 
most sincerely congratula te Dr. W. J. Chetwode Crawley on the completion of this most 
important trio, and to express my very warm appréciation of the value of his researches, 
introductions and reproductions.

The Jonah Legrend : a suggestion of interprétation. By William Simpson, F.B.A.S. 
London : Grant Richards, 1899, 1 vol. 8vo, 182pp. ill. 

Among the narratives of the Bible which hâve stood in the paths of the old mode of 
literal interprétation the story of Jonah has proved to be one of the worst stumbling blocks. 
Nowhere bave the rationalistic school, the symbolical, the allegorical, the historical — and 
many others besides — better succeeded in maintaining the impossibility of adhering to the 
letter of the story ; but nowhere also hâve they made a poorer show of their own respective 
latch-keys. As Dean Stanley said, at the funeral of Sir Charles Lyell in Westminster : 
" There were and are two modes of reconciliation which bave each totally and deservedly 
failed : the one attempts to wrest the words of the Bible from their real meaning and force 
them to speak the language of science ; the other attempts to falsify science in order to 
meet the snpposed requirements of the Bible." 

Bro. Simpson's remarkable essay is not one more attempt to pnt new wine into old 
bottles, bnt simply to seek how the Jonah legend has originated and grown. To that effect, 
the author resorts to the comparative method, which, he says, throws the older process of 
investigation into the shade, " as idle or vagae spéculation." In the very prayer which 
Jonah utters from the whale*s belly, the Prophet represents himself as speaking " from the 
worab of Sheol " and even adds : " I went down to the bottoms of the mountains ; the earth 
with her bars was about me for ever." Such language would hardly apply to a fish. In 
later iconography, Hell is often represented by the head of a sea-monster with the 
jaws open. 

The Bible contains more than one story, which according to Bro. Simpson, has its 
origin in some initiatory legend of the same kind ; for instance, the translation of Enoch, 
whose name means " the Initiate," and whom our author compares to the cûlture-hero of 
the Chaldœans, the Fish-God Oannes - also the translation of Elijah, which so closely 
resembles that of Enoch. Elijah, among other feats, recalls to life a Widow's son, by 
stretching himself three times on the body and crying to the Lord. Hère again Bro. 
Simpson is inclined to sappose some form of ritual rather than pretended miracles. 
According to a Mahomedan tradition, referred to in Mirkhond, the Widow's son was Jûnas 
or Jonah, " the Companion of the Fish." 

In the Christian Church, Baptism (always by immersion at first) is deolared to 
contain a death and a résurrection (Col. ii., 12, and Rom. vi., 4). The néophyte is 
deolared to pass throagh a form of death and résurrection in imitation of Christ. This 
was also the symbolical meaning attached by the early Christians to Jonah's adventnre, 
which scems therefore the type or legend of an initiatory rite practised to our days by the 
Christians. Is that the reason why the Fonts, as Mr. Didron observes, are so often 
decorated with the image of the Fish ? Starting from the idea lately put into prominenoe 
by C. 0. Muller, Frazer, Robertson Smith, etc., that myths spring from customs, not customs 
or rites from myths, Bro. Simpson tries to prove : (1) That mostof the religions rites were, 
from the outset, dramatic — viz., pièces of aoting; which in volves the création of a story, 
the Btovj in time becoming an accepted fact ; (2) That among thèse religious performances, 
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the rites which had an initiatory meaning were, as a gênerai rule, regenerative in tbeir 
symbolism; tho initiate went through cérémonies which implied a simulating of death, 
followed bj a new birth. Death itself was represented by a cave, a tomb, a monster, a 
womb. Often there is a god or divine person who is said to hâve died, generally by a 
violent death, and wbo cornes to life again ; the néophyte is snpposed to represent this 
person ; (3) That thèse rites were used to celebrate entrance into kinship. Later on, they 
were reserved for admission into certain brotherhoods or priesthoods. At last, in some 
Systems, the simulation of a physical rebirth became typical of spîritnal rebirth (for 
instance, the girding with the sacred cord among the Brahmans ; tbe immersion in the 
Baptismal Font among the Christians). 

Does the story of Jonah fall nnder this explanation ? Bro. Simpson has no diffîcnlty 
in showing that, according to both Jewish and Christian traditions, it implied a death and 
a re-birth. 

Initiation, as a mie, iiicludes an investiture. The organised society into which 
the initiate enters has generally some distinctive dress or badge, and the assumption of this 
dress becomes part of the ritnal. As Robertson Smith has shown, the oldest forms of 
sacred garments were the skins of animais and Babylonian monuments ezhibit priests 
adomed with the skin of a fish. In the Brahmanic ritual of initiation, the néophyte, in 
order to be born again, had to sit on (and, later, to be wrapped np in) an antelope*s skin ; 
this garment being considered as emblematic of the womb f rom which the '* twice born '* is 
going to émerge. Thus, in some Semitic initiation, a fish may hâve become the place of 
re-birth ; the novice would hâve lain on its skin for three days, or an imitation of it, large 
enough to envelope a man, may hâve been made ; then, after certain cérémonies, he was told 
to rise and keep the skin over his shoulders as a remembrance and a badge ; henceforth he 
would be the man who passed three days in the belly of the Fish. 

Ail this is very possible, and, in the whole of the argument, there is nothing that 
cla^hes with our présent knowledge. We might even say that, in this new interprétation 
of an old story, William Simpson has displayed once more the érudition and accuracy for 
which he has always been praised. But, after ail, it is only an hypothesis and ought not 
to be taken for anything else. The records of the past hâve still other stories afloat, which 
might equally be translated into initiatory legends — for instance, the adventures of Istar, 
of Osiris, of Odyssœus, of -^neas, in the nether world. Whether thèse mythological 
dramas were realiy acted by néophytes, who personified the hero in his descent and retum, 
is a point which we are not able to décide for the présent. In many cases, such legends 
may be the commentary of an old rite, whose primitive significance was lost, for ail that we 
know. But, in opposition to the views held by Bro. Simpson and other authorities, I cannot 
accept, as a universal explanation, that myths forcibly dérive from rites and rites never 
from myths. There is no rite without an original meaning, therefore without an under- 
lying idea, which it tries to carry into practice. The belief in résurrection and therefoi-e the 
legend of beings who had actually risen from the dead must bave preceded the symbols 
imagined to represent death and re-birth. 

Thèse remarks detract nothing from the value of the essay, considered either as an 
ingénions and original " suggestion of interprétation " or as a rich store of facts, collected 
and presented in a new light. Attractive as it is for the ordinary reader, it has a spécial 
interest for those who look through its pages with the eye of a craftsman, from a stand- 
point which Bro. Simpson seems to hâve never desei*ted in his archœological and 
historical reeearches during tbe latter part of his life.

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EN6LAND. 

HE following members of onr Correspondence Circle were promoted to Grand 
Lodge rank at the Grand Festival in Âpril last. Bros. Harry MansBeld, 
Grand Treasurer ; Daniel Majer, Senior Grand Deacon ; J. H. Whatcoat, 
Janior Grand Deacon; J. G. Fitzroy Tower, Deputy Grand Director of 
Cérémonies ; T. P. Dorman, Assistant Grand Director of Cérémonies ; and 
W. S. Whitaker, Assistant Grand Pursuivant. 

Royal Hasonic Institution for Girls.— The annual Festival was held on the 
16th May, when snbscriptions to the amount of £23,037 5s. 6d. were announced. 

Royal Hasonic Institution for Boys. — The fonndation stone of the new school- 
baildings at Bnshey was laid with fall honoars by H.R.H. the Duke of Connanght, P.G.M., 
acting on behalf of the M.W. Grand Master, on the 12th May. The function was a brilliant 
SQCcess, as was to be expected. 

At the annnal Festival of this Institution, presided over by the Pro-Grand Master, 
Ëarl Amherst, on Tnesday, lOth Jnly, the sabscriptions announced amounted to £16,834. 

L66ds* — The corner stone of the new Masonic Hall about to be erected in this city 
was laid on Wednesday, 18th July, by the Earl of Warwick, Dep.G.M. The plans give 
promise of an exceptionally saitable building for the use of the numerous Masonic bodies 
working in Leeds. 

Hanloy. — In this flourishing centre of the Potteries, we are pleased to note an 
évidence of the hold which Masonic literature is taking. Dr. Charlesworth, a member of 
the Gordon Lodge there, bas been for some years collecting, regardless of cost, a splendid 
collection of Masonic books, and books which, although not perfaaps Masonic, are y et useful 
to the Masonic student. Some are ezceedingly rare, and ail hâve been well bound. This 
handsome library he bas now presented to the Gordon Lodge, and it is hoped that the 
library will be formally opened by the Prov.G.M., Jjord Dartmouth,sometimein September. 
The members of the Lodge, who are mostly professional men, are luoking forward to the 
occasion as a red-letter day. A catalogue is being compiled, and students will probably find 
little difBculty in acqnring copies if they apply to the Lodge. So many of the numbers are 
diffîcult to obtain elsewhere that their présence hère may often prove of real service to 
enquirers. 

NeweaStle Rosicrucian Collegre Library.— Owing to changes in the management, 
this library bas latoly been somewhat dormant. We are requested to announce that it is 
now once more in full working order and a<!tivity, and the librarian will be exceedingly 
obliged if ail the corresponding bodies will favour him with their communications, as 
hitherto, so as to render the collection complète. 

IRELAND. 

The Grand Lodge of Ireland took advantage of the meeting in Dublin, la.st June, 
of the Association of Municipal Corporations, to invite those visiting municipal o£cers who 
were Masons to a banquet at Freemasons' Hall. Over one hnndred visitors sat down. The 
banquet was preceded by a meeting of the Grand Lodge of Instruction, in order to 
exemplify to the visitors the working of the Irish ritual. The initiation ceremony was 
given for their benefit, the work being divided between Dr. W. J. Chetwode Crawley and 
the Bight Hon. Lord Justice FitzGibbon. It is interestiug to note that among the guests 
were no less than three Lord Mayors, those of York, Dublin, and Belfast, besides any 
number of Mayors and Aldermen. Truly a remarkable gathering ! 

NETHERLANDS. 

The Lodge " Three Colamns,*' Rotterdam, in a circular letter of the 8th May 
requested ail Netherlands Lodges to indite a common protest against the war in South 
Africa, together with a mémorial setting forth the rights of the South African Bepublics, 
to be sent to as many American Lodges as possible. It was hoped thereby to influence 
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public opinion in the United States, America, in favour of the Boers, and thuB to engineer 
a diplomatie pressure by Washington on the English Government. (Latomia). We are 
not aware whether this unmasonic project has been cairied f nrther, or whether it has been 
countenanced by the Grand East at the Hague. We trust not. It is perfectly natural that 
our Dutch brethren, as individuals, should sympathise with the Boers, but they ought 
surely to know by this time that, as Masons, they hâve nothing to do with politics. 

A.S we go to press we learn from Latomia that the protest has been drawn up, signed 
by 30 Netherlands Lodges and two Masonic Clubs, and that an édition of 13,200 copies has 
been forwarded to the Lodges of the United States of America. The round-robin was 
accompanied by t»000 copies of the " Opea Letter to the Duke of Devonshire," and 7200 
copies of ''The Struggle of the Dutch Republics" (open letter to an American Lady), both 
of which must be known to our members, as they were published in the English papers of 
the day. The protest ifcself has been published by the journal, L* Union Fraternelle. 

GERMANY. 

According to statistics furnished by Latomia^ the Lodges under the jurisdiction of 
the nine Grand Lodges of Germany now number 440, of which 14 are in foreign countries. 
Thèse 440 are divided as foUows : —

The odd Lodge is accounted for by the curions fact that the Lodge at Bautzen owes 
allegiance to two Grand Lodges at one and the same time. 

This shows an increase daring the last four years, 1895-1899, of 31 Lodges. 

The total membership of thèse Lodges was, at the end of 1899, 47,727 Active 
Members, 3,692 Permanent Visitors, and 1,815 Serving Brethren. The 2,207 initiations 
and 300 affiliations during the year, an increase of 2,507, is reduced by 2055 losses, 
consisting of 1317 deaths, 707 résignations and 31 exclusions The Benevolent Institutions 
attached to or controlled by thèse 440 Lodges amount to 973, the majority of which are of 
course small, restricted and local, resembling rather our private Lodge Benevolent Funds. 

The new édition of the Allgemeînes Handbuch der Freimaurerei is progressing apace. 
ï^arts 7 and 8 hâve been issued, bringing it down to the article " Jesaphat." The lirst 
volume will close with " L," and will be finished very shortly, and we are promised that the 
remainder shall be completed with equal promptness. We reserve our review until such 
time as the whole work shall be before us. German notices speak very highly of the 
undertaking so far as it has gone, but a word of warning to owners of the first édition may 
not be ont of place. Do not part with the old one : the new one has been considerably cur- 
tailed in many less important, but still usefal features, in order to provide more room for 
what is considered more important. The first édition will therefore remain, what it has 
hitherto been, indispensable for the Masonic student, in spite of the re vision now being 
published. We by no means regret this : the Allgemeines Handbuch has been so long our 
friend and companion that we are glad of an excuse to keep it on our shelves, notwithstanding 
the ever présent necessity of constantly thinning them ont. 

HUNGARY. 

According to the Officiai Report of the Symbolic Grand Lodge of Hungary for 1899, 
the Lodges had increased by three (Pioneer in Pressburg, Stella Orientalisin Pancsova,and 
Patria in Budapest), making a total of 54. But of thèse eight are dormant and one inactive, 
so that only 45 Lodges are really at work. The total membership had risen from 3029 to 
3073, giving an average of 68 3 members per Lodge. The strongest Lodges are 
**Humanitas" in Pressburg, with 249, and *' Kônyves Kalman " in Budapest, with 219 
members. Two Lodges show as small a membership as 9 each. Twenty Lodges poesess 
iibrarit'B, with together 13,731 volumes. {Latçmia). 
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NORTH AMERICA. 
MaSOniC PeriodicalS. — in comparîson with eitlier Qerraany or tlie United States 
and Canada, Great Britain lags far behind in literary activity so far as coucerns 
Freemasonrj. The Quarterly Bulletin, issued by the lowa Masonic Library, for February, 
1900, supplies a liât and particulars* of Masonic periodicals issued in North America, from 
which we compile the following condensed table : —

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 

Detroity Michigrftn* — Assuredly very few Lodgea are able to run a little news- 
paper for their own private circulation ; the éditer only knows of one, the Palestine Lodge, 
No. 357, at Détroit. The Palestine Bulletin, published on the 15th of every month, is a 
chatty quarto of 4 pages, well printed, and admirably edited. It is full from beginning to 
end of gossipping news relative to the Lodge and its members, gives reports of Lodge 
proceedings during the previons month ; of varions Lodge entertainments of a less Masonic 
description, such as children's parties, pionics, base- bail matches, etc., and announcements 
of future events. A prominent feature is the portraits of new members, several every 
month, together with short biographies, and periodical portraits of new offîcers. Most

interesting are tbe occasional letters from absent members. Of course, a Lodge must be 
strong in numbers to carry ont such an enterprise, and Palestine Lodge numbered on 
the 31st December last, 575 members. But given such a strong Lodge, what better plan 
could be devised for keeping the members, especially the absent ones, in touch with each 
other ? 

The May number publishes some interesting statistics of the ten Détroit Lodges, 
relating to the twelve months closing on the 31 st December, 1899. The total membership 
amounted to 4,070, an average of 407 to a Lodge, the largest being 661 and the smallest 
and youngest, 80. This showed an increase on the year of 218, the largest gain being 
Palestine with 43, and the smallest only 2. The initiations were 235, affiliations 73, and 
restorations to membership 13 ; against wbich we hare to place, résignations 25, deaths 57, 
and suspensions 26. The meetings of nine Lodges (one is not stated) total 401, or an 
average of 44*5 per lodge, the lowest being 19 during the year, two Lodges showing 56 
each, and Palestine 51, or nearlj' one a week. Thèse figures are sufficient to provehow 
Freemasonry, as worked in the United States of America, differs from what we are 
accustomed to in England. Thèse meetings do not inclade the various entertainments for 
brethren, wives and children, already alluded to, so that the officers of a " live ** American 
Lodge must be tolerably well occupied during their year of office. 

WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 

The history of Freemasonry in Western Australia will not be complète unless the 
future historian pays a passing glance at the abortive efforts made by several brethren to 
claim récognition as a Grand Lodge. The majority of those concerned in the attempt to set 
up an independent body were unattached brethren hailing from several Lodges holding 
under as many Grand Lodges. The basis on which they reared their arguments to justify 
their action was, shortly stated : That in a territory not already under the direct Govern- 
ment of a Grand Lodge it was open for any ten master masons, in good standing, to set up 
a Grand Lodge, and to masonically take possession of the territory. Acting in accordance 
with such a dictum thèse brethren at once proceeded to erect a Grand Lodge for Western 
Ausfcralia. There is, however, reason to infer that they were ignorant of the clauses 
promulgated by the Grand Lodge of England, anent the setfcing up of Sovereign Grand 
Lodges, as thèse clauses were not circulated amongst the Craft in Western Australia until 
the I5th December, 1898, a few months after the action of the brethren concerned in the 
movement of what has been termed the spurious Grand Lodge of Western Australia. That 
their action was doomed to failure was apparent from the first, for ail masonic intercourse 
with the brethren who claimed allegiance to the alleged Grand Lodge was forbidden by the 
District Grand Lodges, E.C. and S.C., in Western Australia. There were other reasons 
sufficiently good for the extinction of the body which need hardly be touched upon, except 
it be to say that the spurious Grand Lodge of Western Australia was conceived in an 
atmosphère of discontent and unabashed ambition.

and J. Thompson, ail of London. After an enjoyable mn, diversified by tea, which 
'was served in the saloon carriages at Swindon, Gloncester was reached at 6 o*clock, where 
the brethren were met on the platform and welcomed to the city by Bro. R. V. Vassar- 
Smith, the Dep. Prov. G. M., Bro. J. A. Smithin, secretary of the Réception Gommittee, and 
otber local brethren. No time was lost in proceeding to the Bell Hôtel, the headqaarters, 
where the following brethren had already arrived by varions routes independently, viz., 
Bros. B. H. Buck, Gosport ; J. Bryant, Southsea ; J. T. Salwey, Ladlow ; W. H. Tarrant, 
Witney ; T. Taylor, Newcastle-nnder-Lyne ; and J. N. Blood, from the ontskirts of the city. 
Dinner was served at 7 o'clock, and many of the members spent the rest of the evening in 
making a preliminary acqnaintance with the town nnder the gnidance of local brethren, or 
with the Gloncester Club of which they were made free dnring their stay. 

On Thursday, we were joined by Bro. A. Darling, of Berwick-on-Tweed, and after 
breakfast were condacted, abont 10 a.m., by Bro. Vassar-Smith to the Price Mémorial Hall 
in the Free Library. Hère oar chief gaide for the morning, Mr. John Bellows, the well- 
known antiqnary, was awaiting as, and began his work by delivering a most interesting 
disconrse npon the place of Gloacester in the Roman History of Britain. For fnlly an 
boar he held the attention of the brethren while, with the aid of specially prepared maps 
and charts, and " lightning sketches *' on the black board, he proponnded his theory of the 
third invasion of Britain, showing good caase for holding that it took place from the Isle of 
Wigfat with a direct march northwards instead of, as nsnally maintained, from some point 
on the coast of Kent. He then ennmerated the Roman remains still to be seen in the city, 
and, leaving the hall, condacted as on a perambnlation. The first visit was made to his 
own premises where, in excavating for an enlargement, he had laid bare a portion of the 
original Roman wall, which he had taken care to leave accessible. Thronghont the walk 
he showed how the existing streets followed the Unes of the old Roman ones, even preserv- 
ing the original width, and the tam to the left ontside the gâtes as prescribed by Yitrnvias, 
so as to expose invaders to a flank fire between their shields, and finally condacted as to the 
New Inn, where he demonstrated that it still preserved ail the featnres of a ty^cal Roman 
dwelling. As will be seen, the annexed sammary covers not only the formai lectnre 
delivered in the Hall, bat also its continnation in the streets of Gloacester, and, althoagh 
far from doing jasticc to the intensely interesting natare of the addresses, will enable those 
who had the advantage of hearing Mr. Bellows to recall the chief points made by him. 
Mr. Bellows, who had come back from London on parpose to meet as, favoared as with his 
Company at Innch at the Bell Hôtel at 1 o'clock, and left immediately after wards to retarn 
to London.

THE PLACE OP GLOUCESTEB IN THE ROMAN HISTORY OF BRITAIN. 

Summary: — Jnlins Gœsar's two Invasions were tentative, made with insnfficient 
force on a wrong part of the coast, the Island being very imperf ectly known to the Romans. 
— In the reign of Angastns they became mnch better acqnaintod with it, Strabo describing 
the commerce with it as carried on f rom four principal ports. — The plan of the Invasion 
nnder Glandius probably one which had been laid down by Jnlins Cœsar himself, as he was 
the first to make great rivers the bonndarîes, where practicable, of the Roman territory, 
and the Remains at Gloncester, as well as the narratives of Tacitns and Dio Cassias point 
to the Sevem as having been the boandary intended in the year 43. — Military condition of 
the Empire, and positions of the Légions in the year 23, soon af ter the accession of Tiberins, 
showing the importance of the Rhine. — First step towards the downfall of the Empire, the 
removaJ of the " centre of gravity " from Rome to Trêves. — Fonr Légions, the II., IX., 
XrV., and XX«, recorded as serving in Britain in the Glandian invasion. — Their stations 
preceding this. — The month of the Rhine, and not Bonlogne or Calais, the point of 
departnre of the forces. — ^' Omen " of the meteor from east to west : mention by Snetonins 
of Isle of Wight as one of Vespasian's conqnests : he being commander of second légion, 
who had served in Germany as a young man, whence he was ordered to serve " in Britain." — 
Anlas Plantins divides bis army into three for landing — showing three légions probably com- 
posing it. — Reasons why the IX. Légion shonld foUow later with Clandias in the year 44. — 
Camps at Wareham and Sonthampton. — Advantages ofPered by the Isle of Wight as a base. 
— March inland. — The " Bodnni' nnder the " Catuchellani " snbmit to the Roman arms. — 
Légions move forward to '^ banks of a large river," certainly not the Thames, as Mommsen 
snggests. — Gloncester lowest point at which Sevem was then bridgeable ; therefore the key 
of the Sevem. — Powerfnl fortifications with view to North-Western bonndary of the 
Empire hère; fonr différent Unes of defence on the weat, the side of the Silures. — Tacitns' 
statement of a légion being moved forward into the heart of their conntry corresponding with 
what wa now find at Caerleon where the second Angnstan légion was stationed for over 300 
years. — Also the discovery in Italy of tombstone of a citizen of the " Nervian Oolony " of 
Glevnm, shows the change in its status. — As a colony the freed soldiers of the légion wonld 
reçoive lands on the side nearest the enemy. — Freemen's lands now on the west, nezt the 
Sevem. — Marks of the Roman Camp still remaining in the walls and streets. — Bend of 
street at the gâtes. — Curve of the wall at the corners, and Vitruvian rule for its radins. — 
Width of streets corresponding to Roman measnrements. — Style of old houses Roman : t.e. 
timber-framed with overhang^ng storeys, as in Constantinople, and in many Roman towns 
in Britain, such as Ch ester. Winchester, Bath, Totnes, Gloncester. — Plan of a Roman 
mansion with double conrtyards ; as at Pompeii. — Reason for the second court ; copied from 
the Greeks, who secluded the women of the family thus. Turks of présent day copy the 
Greeks in this, but by a différent arrangement, in two floors. — New Inn at Gloncester, 
beantiful ezample of the Roman mansion. Its position at the Cross corresponding with the 
square indicated by Yiollet-le-Duc in the theoretical plan he gives of the Castra Pretoriana 
at Rome, which belongs to the same period as the foundation at Gloncester. — Yitruvius' 
rule for making south wing lower than the north, to secure sunshine on the latter. — The 
Oourtyaid and open galleries offering great facilities for meetings, which were availed of 
for theatrical performances in the Tudor time. — Probably such a building in which the 
Apostle Paul preached at Troy (Acts xx.) when Eutychus "fell down from the third loft," 
opposite the room in which the assembly was gathered. — Roman burial remains ; abund- 
auce of Roman coins still found in the city. — " Borough English." 



At 2.15 p.m. the brethren assembled in the porch of the Cathedra], where we were 
warmly weloomed by Bro. Bowers, the Canon in résidence, and addressed by Mr. A. W. 
Waller, the Diocesan Architect. Mr. Waller had also provided himself with large plans 
and sections, and, after preliminary ezplanations, condncted us through the édifice, 
«zplaining as he went the varions points of interest, in a manner so lucid and free from 
technicalities that even those least acquainted with architectural matters were able to 
follow him. * A visit to the crypt, and a walk round the cloisters, chapter house and 
ezterior of the building, ail of which fumished subject for comment and ezplanation, 
concluded the visit which had occupied two hours. It was with regret that we parted from 
Mr. Waller, who would not even allow us to formally tfaank him, although few of us failed 
to do 80 privately. 

At 4.80 wdnet in the Guildhall, where the ancient and valuable chaiiiers of the city 
and the corporation plate were laid ont for onr inspection, and ezplanations given. Bro. 
Treasnre, the Mayor, was unfortanately unable to be présent in person, as hewas attending 
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a oommitiee of Parliament in oonnection with a Glonoester bill then before the hoase. The 
earliest and most valnable charter is an insignificant scrap of parchment of 8 lines only, 
bafe it accords to Gloacester ail the privilèges enjoyed bj the citizens of London and 
Winchester, a most comprehensive and all-sufficing charter, singalarly free from the 
rednndancy of légal phraseology which distingnishes so many docaments of later date. 
Oar earliest kings and chanoellors had a directness of method which is worthy of émula- 
tion. Many of the seals were in a wonderf al state of préservation. The mayor's chain is 
cnrîoas, each link being a small horseshoe, indicative of the iron indnstry of the Forest of 
Dean, whence the city derived mnch of its original importance. 

At 7 o'clock theJbrethren of Gloacester, beaded by the Dep. Prov. G-.M., entertained 
ns at dinner in the Hôte), some 80 brethren sitting down. The speeches were few, only 
four, ail commendably short, in order that we might the better enjoy the excellent 
programme of song provided for ns. 

On Priday we were joined by Bro. Harry Tipper, P.G.Pt., and Bros. F. Hughes and 
T. A. Bayliss ran over from Birmingham to spend the day with us at Gheltenham. After a 
9 o'clock breakfast we took the train at 10.40 for Gheltenham, arriving at 11.15. At the 
Masonic Hall we were received by Bro. G-. Norman, the mayor, and the masters and 
brethren of the two Gheltenham Lodges. We then split up into smaller parties, each of 
which was accompanied by one or more of the local fratemity, and spent an hour or so in 
seeing the town, some contenting themselves with the streets and gardons of this fascinat- 
ing residential town, others visiting the institutions, or the celebrated Gheltenham Gollege 
for boys, or the no less renowned collège for girls, where over 1,000 of our fnture wives and 
sweethearts are being educated. The rendezvous was for 1 o'clock at the Masonic Hall, 
whence we were taken in carnages to Pi tt ville Spa, the old pump rooms, which, together 
with the park like grounds of great extent, hâve recently been acqaired for the public use 
by the municipality. Hère an excellent lunch was provided for us, and a subséquent hour 
spent in the grounds. About 4 o'clock we were driven to Gharlton Park, the résidence of 
Bro. Yassar- Smith, where tea was served on the lawn, and refreshments of ail kinds 
provided in a large marquée. Bro. Vassar-Smith had apparently invited the whole county 
to a garden party io meet us, the extensive and beautif al lawns being crowded with ladies 
and gentlemen. We were ail pleased to see among the guests our old friend Mr. Waller, as 
also to greet two Past Grand Ghaplains, the Bev. Ganon Ghild and the Bev. G. J. Martyn, 
who had been with us at lanch. At 6 o'clock we were obliged to take leave of our host and 
drive back to the station, returning to Gloucester in time for dinner at 7.30 p.m. The rest 
of the evening was spent as on Wednesday, by a quiet stroll through the streets, finishing 
up at the club. 

Saturday was an ideally lazy day, with just sufficient sight seeing to give it a zest. 
After the usual 9 o'clock breakfast, we met at the station and took the 11.32 train to 
Girencester, arriving at 12.35. Hère we were met once more by the Dep. Prov. G.M., and 
the W.M. and Gommittee of the Gotteswold Lodge and conducted to the King's Head 
Hôtel where lunch was served. At 2 o'clock we proceeded to the fine old Parish Ghnrch, 
over which we were shown by one of the clergy, the while the organist charmed our ears 
with a voluntary on the splendid organ. From there we proceeded to the muséum of 
Roman Antiqnities coUected by Bro. Gripps and housed in his résidence, a wonderf ul 
gathering of interesting matter ail found in the immédiate neighbourhood, some of the 
exhibits being unique. Bro. Gripps was unfortanately absent in London, and only joined 
us later at tea, but Mrs. Gripps yery kîndly and efPectively acted as cicérone. At 3 o'clock 
the brethren divided into two parties, the one being taken in breaks for a drive through 
Lord Bathurst's Park, and the other occupying the time by an inspection of his lordship's 
private grounds, induding a wonderful yew hedge grown as a screen for the house, fully 40 
f cet in height, and winding up with an investigation of the Boman antiquities in his private 
maseum. Lord Bathurst is the Prov. Sen. G.W. and had intended to be with us, but he is 
also in command of the Gloucester Militia, and in this capacity was ordered by the govem- 
ment to St. Helena, to take charge of the Boers there intemed, so that we were deprived of 
the pleasure of our brother's company. At 4 o'clock we retamed to the King's Head, and 
were entertained to tea and other light refreshments, leaving for Gloucester at 4.50, where 
we arrived about 6 p.m. 

At 6.30, under the presidency of Dr. Ghetwold Grawley, we received a large number 
of guests from the three towns, including the Dep. Prov. G.M., the Mayors of Gloucester 
and Gheltenham, Past Grand Ghaplains Ganon Ghilde and G. J. Martyn, the Worshipful 
Masters of the six Lodges, their Wardens, Secretaries and Treasurers, the Prov. G. 
Treasurer and many others. Dinner was served at 7 o'clock, and the brethren broke up 
before midnight, althougb had the next day not been Sunday, they would probably hâve 
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had no désire to leave us so early. The toasts were few and short, and chiefly directed to 
expressing our thanks to those who had so kindly and efficiently prepared for our coming 
and 80 strenuously provided for our récréation and instruction, and were replied to by Bros. 
Vassar-Smith, the two Mayors, the Worshipful Masters présent, and Bro. Smithin, the 
indefatigable secretary of the Réception Committee. The music and recitations, ail of 
first-class quality, were provided partly by our own members — Bro. H. Tipper's performance 
on the bells provoking as usual astonishment and admiration — and partly by our gnests 
and the Cecilia Glee Party, composed of members of the Cathedral Choir. The thanks of 
the Lodge are due to Bros. Cohu, Songhurst and Powell for their attention to the guests, a 
duty which they carried ont at the sacrifice of the main portion of their own dinner. 
Unfortunately no opportanity presented itself for thanking them officially. The evening 
was certainly a splendid wind up of a mémorable visit, and we are pleased to think that 
our gnests and kind hosts of the préviens days enjoyed themselves as thoroughly as we did 
in receiving them. 

Sunday, 8th Jnly. Breakfast at 9. Cathedral service at 10.30, places having been 
kindly reserved for us in the choir. A most remarkable sermon was preached by the 
Master of Pembroke, who, as the clock strnck 12, candidly informed us that he must defer 
the conclusion to some other day, perhaps the only disappointing feature of our whole trip. 
Lunch at 12.30 was naturally somewhat hurried, and at 1.55 p.m. we took our place in the 
saloons reserved for us and started back for London. But to the very last the extraordinary 
courtesy of our entertainers was apparent, as Bro. Vassar-Smith had travelled in from 
Cheltenham in order to bid us " God speed " on the platform, and many other local 
brethren were also présent. Tea was served at Swindon, and on arrivai at Paddington 
about 6.30, many of the brethren, in order to defer the hour of parting, dined together at 
the Great Western Hôtel. 

Throughout the weather was ail that the most exacting could hâve wished. The 
continued downpour of June ceased on the Tuesday before we started, and the beat wave of 
July did not set in until after our return. A little threatening of rain was observable in 
the early mornings, but the clouds always forbore their threat, with the resuit that we 
were able to enjoy cool weather, and that clond beflected canopy of heaven so typical of our 
country and which adds such a charm to our landscapes. Any brother désirons of being 
scmpulously exact might safely aver that a few drops did fall, but so few were they that 
nôt an umbrella was unf nrled from first to last.

A perpétuai Masonio Galendar, engraved brass, presented by Bro. G. Pnrdon Glarke. It shows the 
datée of the meetings in each month, signs of the zodiac, length of the day and night, hoar of san rise and 
set, day of the week, &o., àc, Is inscribed " Galendrier Perpétuel à Tnsage de la Loge Française S. Gharles 
à Brunsvic.'* In 1744 some French actors at Branswick, headed by the celebrated Le Boeuf, erected a 
lodge oalled the St. Gharles de l'indissoluble fraternité." Owing to qnarrels this, and German Lodges in 
the city were, by Ducal orders re-arranged into one German and one trench Lodge in 1770. The latter 
took the name of St. Gharles de la Goncorde, and as snch was inaugurated on behalf of the- Grand Lodge of 
England by the Provincial Grand Lodge of Hamburg. The same year the Strict Observance gained the 
npper hand and both Lodges were fused in the Lodge of the Nine Stars. On the snbsidence of this rite, 
the Lodge resumed in 1802 the Hamburg modification of the English ritual, acknowledged the G.L. of England 
as its mother although it remained iadependent, and resumed ils original désignation of St. Gharles with 
the addition of *'of the Growned Golumn," joîned the Grond Lodge of Hamburg in 1835, and is still 
flonrishing. The Galendar itself therefore dates between 1744 and 1770, and is as curions as unique.

THE EAEL OF MIDDLESEX AND IBISH FBEEMASONRT, 1788. 




pHE Sackville Medal liolds a place, amougMasonic Medals, so conspicnoiiR that 
it maj be fairlj called unique. Apart from the nsaal considérations of 
intrinsic value or artistic merit, the historical associations of this famous 
Medal hâve been sucb as to cause its claims to be examined with unusual 
care. The interest in the Medal has been renewed and strengthened by the 
important item of news, derived from a source previously unknown, and com- 
municated by Dr. W. Begemann to the last part of our Transactions (vol. xil., 
p. 204). Our learned Brother has helped to dispose of one of the two main questions, aifectinç 
the anthenticity of the Medal, that stood over from the préviens controversies on the subject^ 
Until the advent of the new school of Masonic sfcndents who applied to the History 
of Freemasonry the methods of scientific investigation, the Sackville Medal stood unchal- 
leuged at the head of ail our Numismatical Catalogues. Then the point of vîew Tvas altered. 
The obscure origin and mysterious disappearance of the medal : its slender connection with 
the nobleman af ter whom it was called : its alleged exécution by one adhèrent of the Strict 
Observance, and its opportune citation by another ; ail tended to arouse suspicion. 

The controversy thus belongs to our own time. But so fast does the world, even the 
world of Freemasonry, revolve, that it may be doubted whether many of the younger 
génération of students, born and bred under the tutelago of the Quatuor Coronati Lodge, 
know precisely why sach manifest importance is attached to Dr. Begemann's unpretentious 
article, or why anyone should take the trouble to note the discovery that Charles Sackville 
was connected with Irish Freemasonry. 

The story of the Sackville Medal is worth the telling, inasmuch as it means the 
reinstatement of the Medal in its pride of place, and the reversai of a hasty condemnation 
of its claims. The best way of beginning the story is to quota the words, in which Bro. 
William T. R. Marvin, a standard authority, introduces the medal in his work on the 
snbject. 

" I. Probahly the oldosb Masonio Medal extant, is tbat stmok ia oommemoratîon of the 
foundation of a Lodge in Florence by Lord Charles Saokville, Duke of Middlesez, in the 
jear 1733. He was ' the g^at grandson of Thomas Sackyille, who in 1661 was Grand 
Master of the Masons acknowledging the jnrisdiction of the Grand Lodge of York.' 
Engravings of this Medal are given in the * Namotheca ' of Zacharias : No. I. in Kobler^s 
* Mûnz-Belnstigangen/ part 8, p. 129; in Bode's 'Pocket Book*(1777 No. L); and an 
impression in silver formerly existed in the valnable collection of Masonic Medals in 
possession of the Lodge Minerva of the Three Faims, at Leipsic; bat is said to hâve 
disappeared. Obverse—Bast of Lord Sackville, to rîght, Legend Gabolvs . Sackvillk . 
MAGisTKa . FL. Uoder the bnst L. Nattek 1733. Reverse— (figure Z} — Harpocrates, the 
god of silence, leaning upon a broken oolamn, on his head a orown of lotns, in his left hand 
he holds a oomncopia. At his feet are the cabic stone, square and compassés on the right» 
and on the left the mysiic chest, with a serpent and thjrsus, and other Masonic emblems. 
Legend, As. Origine . In exergae, L. Nattkb . F . Florent in two lines. Stmok in silver ; 
some casts hâve been taken in lead. This Medal is extremelj rare. Merzdorf sajs but one 
spécimen is known, which was in the Hammerstein collection." 

The Medals of the Masonic Fratemityy 

By Wm. T. B. Marvin, M.A.; Boston, M80, (p. 14.) 

The Continental anthorities whom Bro. Wm. T. R. Marvin follows are hopelessly at 
Bea as to the titles borne by Charles Sackville. He is mentioned fonr times in the fore- 
going extract, and each time with a brand-now incorrectness of style. He was never Dnke 
of Middlesex ; nor was he ever known as Lord Charles Sackville ; nor as Lord Sackville ; 
and his relationship to Sir Thomas Sackville of 1561 was not that of great-grandson. 

^ An elaborate ezaminatîon into the anthenticity of the Sackville Medal was conducted in the 
oolnmns of the Freemaaon^ 1883, by two writers who signed themselves respectively G.B.A. and Dryasdnst. 
The information collected by G.B.A., whose method of argument showed to great advantage, ail tended to 
oonnect the medal with the visit of Charles Saokville, Earl of Middlesex, to Florence, in 1733. Bat some 
points were neceesarily left to the future to détermine. 
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To put it plainlj : Charles Sackville, eldest son of Lionel- Oanfield Sack ville, 7tli 
Earl and Ist Duke of Dorset, was known as Lord Buckburst from bis birth in Februarj, 
1710-11, till bis nintb year, wben bis fatber was created a Duke in 1720 ; tbenceforward he 
was known as Earl of Middlesez till be succeeded bis fatber as 2nd Duke of Dorset in 1765, 
a title be enjoyed till bis deatb in 1769. 

Tbis extract from Bro. Marvin's standard work comprises ail tbat was known about 
tbe Medal in 1880. It will be gatbered tbat tbere was tben no spécimen of tbe Medal known 
to be actually in existence, and tbat tbe earliest assertion of its former existence was to be 
found in Bode's Pocket-Book, 1777. Now, Jobann Bode, éditer of tbe Almanach fur die Br, 
Freimaurer.^ from 1776 to 1793, was in 1777 an ardent sapporter of tbe Rite of tbe Strict 
Observance founded by Von Hund. So was tbe engraver Lorenz Natter. And tbe Medal 
was beaded witb tbe motto Ab Origine, words well known in Von Hund's Rite. 

Tbese circumstances, enough in tbemselves to beget doubts of tbe autbenticity of tbe 
Sackville Medal, were reinforced by more tban one side-issue tbat seemed to tend in tbe 
same direction.^ 

Leaving tbe side*issues out of view, tbe main grounds on wbicb tbe autbenticity of 
tbe Sackville Medal was contested may be tbas presented. 

First, it was contended tbat tbere was insufficient évidence of tbe existence of tbe 
Medal. No example of it was known to collectors ; no living person claimed ever to bave 
seen one. But tbis line of argument, or, ratber, of négation, was rendered untenable by tbe 
présence of a spécimen in tbe British Muséum, wbere it is to be seen to tbis day.^ 

Secondly, it was contended tbat tbere was no évidence to sbow tbat tbe Earl of 
Middlesex was in Florence in 1733, wbile tbe improbabilîty was increased by ourknowledge 
tbat evei-y day spent by bim at Florence diminisbed by a day bis possible stay at Paris, 
tben as now the magnet of youtb bent on pleasure. This objection was overset by tbe 
testimony of an eminent Oxford scbolar, tbe Rev. Josepb Spence, who accompanied tbe 
young nobleman on tbe Grand Tour. It bad to be admitted tbat tbe Cbarles Sackville wbo 
visited Florence in 1733 was tbe Earl of Middlesex. 

In tbe tbird place, an angument against tbe autbenticity was drawn from tbe 
antécédents of tbe engraver. It was contended tbat tbe known circumstances of Lorenz 
Natter*s career were sucb tbat, tbongb tbe real existence of tbe Medal, and tbe présence of 
Cbarles Sackville at Florence in 1733, conld no longer be impugned, yet tbe Medal migbt 
be a pious fraad, an ex postfacto forgery of a latter date. Completely sbifting tbeir ground, 
tbe objectors now pat forward tbe tbeory tbat tbe Medal bad, in trutb, been executed at 
St. Petersburg in 1761, by Natter, wbo drew on bis memory for a place and a uame to suit 
bis purpose. In support of tbis argument, it was pointed out tbat tboagb tbe exécution of 
tbe Medal could no longer be denied, yet tbat no mention of it occurred before tbe time of 
Jobann Bode, 1777, and tbat botb be and Natter were at tbe time ardent partisans of 
Von Hund's Rite of Strict Observance, wbicb tbe Medal was tben forged to serve. Tbis is 
tbe argument wbicb Dr. W. Begemann bas belped to demolisbin bis récent note contribnted 
to Ara Quattior Coronaiorum (vol. xii., p. 204). He tbere sbowed tbat tbe Sackville Medal 
was known, figured, and described in printas early as 1738. Indeed, if tbe leamed doctor 
bad pusbed bis researcbes a little furtber back, be wonld bave found tbat tbe copy of 1738 
was derived from tbe original engraving in Kdbler, 1736. 

Tbus far tbe arguments against tbe autbenticity of tbe Sackville Medal bave been 
fairly met. Tbere remain two arguments, or ratber one argument witb two beads, to 
wbicb tbe disputants attacbed great weigbt. 

' For instance, we bave seen that the Continental aathorities oited by Bro. Marvin are at variance 
with tbemselves and wîth the British Peerage as to the titles of courtesj borne by Charles Saokyille. Nor 
does it condnce to ciedibilitj to find the Medal assooiated with the fable of a Grand Master and a Grand 
Lodge at York in Elizabethan times. On the other hand, the confirmation of Charles Saokville's sojonm 
at Florence in 1782-3, thoDght to be obtained from his poem, Amo't Vcde, faJls to the fçronnd, becanse the 
poem is inspired hy the death of John Gaston, last of the Medici, which did not ocoar nntil 1737. 
{Cf. J. Bitson, qnoted in Thomas Park's édition of Walpole's Royal and Noble Authors, London, 1806 ; vol. iv., 
p. 281.) The same chronologioal diflSoulty does away with the supposition that this Florentine Lodge of 
1733 was favoDred by ** Brother Lorrain," as Dr. Andersen styles hitn. For Francis of Lorraine had no 
dynastie connection wich Florence before the extinction of the maie line of the Medici in 1737, when he 
was pitchforked into the Dncal Throne of Tnscany. 

' As a matter of fact, there are two spécimens of the Sackville Medal in the British Masenm, and 
two in the collection attached to Bodley's Library at Oxford. Both the examples in the British Masenm 
are in silver : one of those at Oxford is in gold, and the other in silver. See Addendum by Bro. G. W. Speth. 
A fifth example is in the renowned collection of W. Bro. George W. Bain, of Snnderland, onr Local Secretary * 
for the Province of Dnrbam, who bas, with characteristic conrtesy, permitted his spécimen of this rare 
medal to be exfaibited in illustration of this paper. A sixth spécimen is in the collection of the Lodge 
Archimedes in Altenbarg, an electro reproduction of which will be showil at Lodge by Bro. C. Kupferschmidt. 
Thèse six are ail that are known to be in existence. 
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It was conteoded ihat Charles Sackyîlle, Earl of Middlesez, could not bave been a 
Freemason in 1733, because be was then nnder tbe proper Masonic âge. Charles Sackville, 
son and beir of Lionel, firsfc Duke of Dorset, was bom, as we bave seen, Gtb Feb., 1710-11, 
and conseqnently bad attained only bis 22nd year in 1783, wbereas tbe limit of âge laid 
down by the Grand Lodge of England was twenty-five. Tbe fourtb of tbe Général Eegulations 
" approv'd by tbe Grand Lodge on St. John Baptist's Day, Anno 1721" (Dr. Anderson's 
Constitutions 1723, p. 69) enacts that no Lodge shall make a Mason of "any man nnder the 
âge of twenty-five." Following the same train of reasoning nnder a second bead, it was main- 
tained that if the Ëarl of Middlesez bad been admitted by Dispensation, be mnst bave left 
bis mark somehow on tbe Grand Lodge that bad so favoared bim. Yet no trace of tbe Ëarl 
of Middlesex conld be fonnd in tbe records of tbe Grand Lodge of Ëngland. 

Botb thèse arguments assume that Charles Sackville, if be was a Freemason at ail, 
mnst bave been a Freemason nnder tbe jurisdiction of tbe Grand Lodge of Ëngland. Tbe 
existence of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, tbe intimate connection of tbe Sackville family 
witb Dublin, and tbe conséquent probability of tbe Ëarl of Middlesex bailing from tbe 
Grand Lodge of Ireland were overlooked. Very excusably overlooked, for attention bad 
not yet been directed to the history of tbe Grand Lodge of Ireland. The next génération will, 
it is to be hoped, bave more plentiful materials at comraand, and a more adéquate conception 
of tbe function discbarged by the Grand Lodge of Ireland in tbe development of eigbteentb- 
centnry Freemasonry. 

The matter seems natural enougb to tbose wbo are acqnainted witb tbe prominent 
part in Irisb affairs played by tbe Sackville family of that day. The bead of tbe family, 
Lionel-Cranfield, seventh Ëarl, and first Duke of Dorset, fatber of Charles Sackville, Ëarl 
of Middlesex, served continuonsly for more tban fif ty years in bigb offices of State, fie was 
appointed Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 19tb June, 1730, tboughbedid not cross tbe Cbannel 
till tbe following year. It will belp to gi ve an idea of tbe difficul ties of transport in tbose days, 
to leam that bis Grâce and bis bousehold took tbree weeks on tbe journey from London to 
Dublin, wbere be entered on formai résidence as Viceroy in September, 1731. He beld office 
till September, 1737, wben be was succeeded by tbe Duke of Devonsbire. Tbe Duke of Dorset 
as Yiceroy was not less splendid in outward sbow tban successfnl in public administration, 
and contracted an attacbment to the Irisb Metropolis that sbowed itself in a score of ways. 
He took bis full sbare in tbe public institutions of the country. He gave bis name to 
Sackville Street, still tbe broadest tboroughfare in any Ëuropean Capital, and to Dorset 
Street, wbich corresponded to tbe Oxford Street of London. He entered bis son at Trinity 
Collège, Dublin ; Lord George Sackville, tbe inglorions bero of Minden, was a graduate of 
tbe University of Dublin. So favourable an impression was left on bim by bis sojoum in 
Dublin that in June, 1751, bis Grâce resigned tbe post of Lord Président of tbe Conncil in 
order to take np again tbe govemment of Ireland. He continued Lord Lientenant till 
May, 1755, wben be was again succeeded by a Duke of Devonsbire. It was during tbis 
second Viceroyalty that bis son, Lord George Sackville, M. P., Cbief Secretary, was installed 
Grand Master of tbe Grand Lodge of Ireland, 1751-2.^ 

In tbe controversy about tbe Medal, great stress was laid on tbe nncertain informa- 
tion we possessed about Charles Sackville's movements. He was returned to the Parliament 
of Ëngland, for Ëast Grinstead, and made Govemor of Walmer Castle in 1734. It was 
argued that tbis made it very probable that tbe candidate bad been présent in Ëngland, for 
electioneering pnrposes, during tbe préviens year, or that, at any rate, it made bis résidence at 
Florence improbable. AU presumptions of tbis sort were swept away by tbe t^stimony of 
the Rev. Joseph Spence, to wbich we bave previously referred. Tbis amiable and cultured 
divine was Professer of Poetry at Oxford, and was a friend of Pope, wbich latter circumstance 
migbt, in tbe opinion of many, give bim a better claim on the Muses tban conld be derived 
from Académie status. A postbumous work of bis, suppressed during bis lifetime, and 
neglected for ûfty years af ter bis death, was suddenly issued in two competing éditions by 
two rival pnblisbers on tbe same day in 1820. Tbe correspondence of Spence, detailed in 
tbe Introduction to tbis volume, shows that tbe Ëarl of Middlesex was domiciled at Florence 
in tbe first week of October, 1732. He fonnd tbe place so mncb to bis liking that he 
remained there till Jnne, 1733.' He madehimself agreeable to a social en vironment, refined

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thongli finîkin, and was conspicnous as a Dilettante among Dilettantî. Fanattco per la 
Musica, his infataation for Italian Opéra led liim into extravagances that in after years 
estranged him from political affairs, embroiled liim witH his father, and impoverished bis 
princely estate. 

There can be no donbt of the sincerîty of Charles Sackville's liking for Florence and 
its Society, jadging by tbe prolongation of bis stay there. He left bimself barely time 
enongb to stop a few days in Paris on bis bnrried retnrn joarney to England, or, rather,- to 
Ireland. Leaving Florence in Jnne, tbe Earl of Middlesex reacbed tbe family mansion 
" adjoinîng to Wbiteball " at tbe end of Jnly, in time to accompany bis fatber, ** witb a very 
great retinue," to Ireland. Tbe Viceregal party arrived at Dublin on 17th September, after 
a transit of tbirteen days, witb better luck tban bad cbaracterised tbe Viceroy's préviens 
" very dangerons passage.'* In tbose days Dublin was fartber from London tbtiln New York 
is to-day.^ 

Tbe Earl of Middlesex bad not been in Dublin many weeks before we find bim 
attending a " Grand Meeting " of Freemasons, in very good company. 

1733. Dablin Satnrday Novr. 24. — On Thursday last, being the 22nd Tnst : there was a 
Grand Meeting of the Bight Worshipful Society of Free Masons at the Hoop Tavem 
on Cork Hill, where waa présent the Ht. Worshipfal the Lord Yisoonnt Kingsland, 
Grand Master, the Lord Yiscoant Tyrone, Depnty Grand Blaster, the Bight Hon : the Lord 
Kingston, the Earl of Middlesex, the Lord Yisconnt Moantjoy, Sir Seymour Pjle, Bari., 
Bobert Nagent, John Pigot, Charles White, William Champnies, Dillon Pollard Hamson, 
William Taylor, Col. Blighe, the Hon : John Allen, John Lei^h, John Baldwin, Col. Ivers, 
Esqrs. Mr. Thomas Griffith, and Mr. John Pennell, Secretary to the Grand Lodge. The 
Grand Master then gave orders to Mr. Pennell Seot : to issue snmmons's to the Begistered 
Lodges to meet him in their proper Cloathing, at the said Hoop Tavem, on Tharsday nezt 
the 29fch inat : at five o*olock in the aftemoon, to attend his Lordship at a Play for the 
Benefit of their Brother Mr. Thomas Griffith. 

(Faulkner* 8 Dublin Journal, Taes : Nov. 20 to Sat : Not. 24, 1733.)' 

The names of this very good company of Free and Accepted Masons hâve lain nnre- 
garded for the better part of two centaries. The odds are that the paragraph has not been 
read throngh in the interval eince the day of its publication in 1733. Some information 
abont thèse forgotton Freemasons is, theref ore, dne to the reader of Notes on Irish FreemcLsonry, 
who mnst bear in mind the difficalty of bmshing o£E the dast that lies so deeply over the 
old-time worthies. For instance, the loss of onr Qarly registers makes it donbly difficnlt to 
ascertain when and where the brethren at the Hoop Tavem had been first admitted to 
Freemasonry. Ont of the score, or so, then présent, only fonr or five can bave their dates of 
initiation fized witb certainty, and tbe best known of them. Lord Kingston, has been traced 
to a London Lodge by tbat indefatigable enqnirer, Bro. W. J. Hnghan.^ 

Bnt the initiation of sncb as we do know to bave been admitted in Dnblin Lodges, 
took place before the date laid down by Edward Spratt for the érection of the Grand Lodge, 
whose early records he so fanltily présents. The time and place of the initiation of the 
otbers, inclnding the Earl of Mfddlesez, are merely matters of inference, and cannot be held 
to bave been satisfactorily determined. 

The Rigbt Hon. Henry Benedict Barnewall, 4tb Yiscount Kingslànd, was the Repré- 
sentative of an old Oatholic family of the Pale, and adhered to bis religion ail throngh tbose 
troublons times. The Pope's ban against Freemasonry had not been officially pnblished in 
Ireland, and like the Dnke of Norfolk, in England, Yisconnt Kingslànd was a stanncb son of 
the Ghnrch, and a zealons Freemason at the same time. 

Lord Kingslànd had been appointed Depnty Grand Master by his immédiate prede- 
cessor in office, Yisconnt Notterville, or Nettirvill, as he bimself spelled the name. Lord 
Kingslànd served as Grand Master in 1733 and again in 1734, in accordance witb the Irish 
cnstom that the Grand Master shonld serve two years.^ He appointed as Depnty Grand

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Master, Sir Marcus Beresford, Viscount Tyronb, who was af terwards çreated Earl of Tjrone, 
progenitor of the Marqness of Waterford of to-day. Lord Tyrone served as Grand Master 
in 1736 and 1737. 

Tbe only Grand Master of Ireland darîng the last century, whose name îs likely to 
be familiar tothe reader of il.Q.C, is the Rt. Hon. Lord Kingston, whose services to thé 
Grand Lodge of England bave been recorded by Dr. Andersen.^ This enthusiastio Free- 
mason, fitly called the International Grand Master, served as Grand Master of England in 
1729, and in 1731 was elecfced Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Ireland. A little later 
in the same year, bis Lordship was elected Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Manster, 
which thenceforward merged into the Grand Lodge of Ireland. Lord Kingston was again 
Grand Master of Ireland in 1735, in 1745 and in 1746, and took a prominent part in Irish- 
Freemasonry, till bis death in 1761.^ Lord Kingston's accession to the Chair of tbe Grand 
Lodge of Ireland marked a mémorable epoch in its bistory ; so mémorable, that the date of 
bis Grand Mastership bas been commonly given as that of the création of the Grand Lodge. 
We now know, however, that, in 1731, Lord Kingston sncceeded tbe Earl of Bosse as Grand 
Master of a Grand Lodge which had been in fuU swing since L725, if not from an earlier 
date. Mnch misconception on this and similar points bas been cansed by tbe singalar omission 
of ail référence to our Grand Lodge before Lord Kingston *s accession, in the narrative com- 
piled by Edward Spratt, the officiai Historian.^ This omission bas thrown ns on ontside 
sources for information^ and bas introdaced mnch gratnitous confusion into onr early bistory. 
It may be alleged in exten nation that Edward Spratt did but folio w Dr. Andersen in thns 
passing over the course of e vents before 1731, but what might be pardonable in tbe case of 
an English writer trcating of events across the Ohannel, becomes inexcusable in the case of 
an officiai compiling a bistory of bis own Grand Lodge.^ 

The Viscount Mountjoy présent at this Lodge was a wealthy young peer, the third 
Yiscount of that création. He had but just taken bis seat in the Irisb House of Lords, 
being much of the same âge as bis friend, the Earl of Middlesex. He served as Grand 
Master of Ireland in 1738 and in 1739. His Lordship was the représentative, through bis 
mother, of the extinct peerage of Blesinton, and in 1745 he was created Earl of Blesinton. 
TJnder thistitlebe maybe known to English Masonic stadents as the ''first noble Grand Master" 
of the Grand Lodge of the Antients, over which he presidedfrom 1756 to 1760. This Grand 
Lodge is now generally admitted to be of Irish origin, and not due to a sécession from the 
Grand Lodge of England (Modems), or to a dévolution of authority from the Grand Lodge 
of AU England at York. This considération explains wby tbe Antients had recourse, at tbe 
beginning of their career, to noblemen connected with Irish Freemasonry, such aâ the Earl 
of Blesinton and Lord George Sackville. 

SiK Setmour Pile, the sixth and last of bis line was a young Hampsbire Baronet, 
who had recently succeeded to tbe title. He seems to hâve taken much interest in 
Freemasonry, and to bave been présent at more than one meeting of Dublin Lodges; 
notably at that meeting of Grand Lodge, 7th December, 1731, when " Bules and Orders for 
the better Régulation thereof " were adopted. The Baronetcy became extinct on bis death 
in 1761. 

The Hon. John Allen was another young spark of fasbion, son and beir of Joshua, 
2nd Viscount Allen, of Stillorgan. At tbe time of this Lodge be was a member of the 
House of Gommons, but was called to tbe tJpper House on tbe death of his father, in 1743. 
He was elected Grand Master in tbe following year, but be did not complète his term of 
office, as he had the ill luck to get wounded in a street fight, and died of the wound.. The 
event made a great noise at tbe time, and our bistorian, Edward Spratt, makes a great to- 
do over tbe difficulty of securing another nobleman as Grand Master, but gives never a bint 
of the mode in which tbe vacancy fell ont. .

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DiLLON PoLLÀRD Hàmson sorvod as Junior Qrand Warden in 1731, and his name 
appears on the iirst Warrant ever granted by a Grand Lodge. Robert Nuqbnt sncceeded 
him as Junior Orand Warden in 1732. 

John Leiqh, of Rose Qarland, co. Wexford, and Col. Henrt Ivers (or levers) were 
présent 17th December, 1731, when " Sir William Burdit, Bart, and Charles Pulteney, Esq.," 
were initiated in the Lodge at the Yellow Lion, " Warborough's St," when Lord Netterville 
acted as Master and Thomas Griffith as Secretary. Col. Thomas Bltoh, M.P., was the 
brother of the Ist. Earl of Darnley of the Irish creatioD. He, too, was présent at the 
making cf Sir Wm. Burdit. 

John Bâldwin, Bsq., was Grand Secretary from 1738 to 1742. He Was the first to 
haye a Deputy or Glerk to discharge the dnties of the office, and was evidenrly of higher 
social standing than eîther of his predecessors, Thomas Griffith or John Pennell, whose 
fortunes we shall trace presently. Charles Whitk of Leixlip, was présent with " Thomas 
Griffith, Secretary to the Grand Lodge," at the Lodge " held at the Yellow Lyon in 
Warborogh's St., by the Rt. Bon. the Earl of Ross, Ghtind Master of Ireland," 6th Maroh, 
1730-1, when Lord Tyroné, Lord Nettervill, Hon. Col. Bligh, aud Hon. Henry Sonthwell 
were admitted members of the Craft. John Pigot owned large estâtes in co. Limerick, and 
William Taylor was a Herefordshire squire, connected with the Tyrconnel family. 

Thèse Brethren were of high social standing, noblemen and county magnâtes. There 
remain two worthy Brethren, Thomas Griffith and John Pennell, who successively filled 
the post of Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Ireland. 

Thomas Griffith, tha Comedian, was a man of mark in his profession, and his name 
cannot even now be omitted from tho History of the British Stage. Bom of Welsh 
parents in Dublin, in 1680, he is said to baye been apprenticed to a Mathematical 
Instrument-maker, whose workshop he speedily deserted for the Stage. His réputation ^ 
stood high as a représentative of the lighter comedy, and his powers as a Tocalist 
added to his success as an actor. His popularity induced the first Lord Sonthwell, 
in 1710, to obtain for him a post in the Revenue, which he enjoyed till his death, dis- 
charging his dutîes by deputy. The earliest recorded meeting of the Grand Lodge 
of Ireland, 24th June, 1725, ended in a visit to the Plav* for the benefit of Bro. 
Thomas Gbiffith. He was at this time Secretary to the Grand Lodge of Ireland, as 
Hitchcock, the Historian of the Irish Stage, informs us, and his connection with the Craft 
iâ^ repeàtedly mentioned in the contemporary paragraphs. His name is appended as 
Secretary to the famous Warrant of the ^' First Lodge of Ireland," the oldest Lodge Charter 
itL existence. He ceased to be Secretary immédiat ely afterwards, for bis name is erased 
from the Warrant of Lodge No. 2, and that of his successor, John Pennell, substituted. 
Pdnnell compiled the earliest Irish Book of Constitutions, making such altérations in Dr. 
Anderson's pioneer Book of Constitutions as were thought likely to fit it for nse in the Irish 
Lodges. He makes no allusion to Griffith's previous tenure of office, and seems to make a 
poîrït of throwing no light on the history of the Irish Grand Lodge. Pennell was a book- 
seller by trade, and published his Book of Constitutions about Midsummer, 1730. He then 
carried on business at the ^' Three Blue Bonnets in St. Fatrick's St.," and had not yet been 
compelled by ** a dismal accident " to change his résidence to the neighbouring Plunket St. 
. " The story of this accident chimes in so exactly with the visit of the Earl of Middlesex 
tp Dublin, and is so quaintly told by Peter Paragraph, the Father of Penny-a-liners and 
Interviewers, that we cannot but quote it.

Tuesday, Augt. 14, [1733.] On Sunday Moming, the 12thinBt., a rerymelanoboly Accident 
happened in St. Patrick'B Sfc., viz : between 7 and 8 o'clook in the Moming, three old Honses 
f ell down. Sereral persons were borled in the Bnins, five of whom were taken np dead, and 
Éereral very mnch hnrt. 

{Faulkner^s Dublin Journal, Sat : Angt. llth to Tnesday, Aagt. 14th, 1783.) 

Retumîng to the charge at the end of the week, Peter Paragraph adds the graphie 
touches that speak the practised reporter. 

Satnrday, Anfct. 18 [1733]. The dismal Accident that happen*d on Snnday last in St. 
Patrick St., and bas pnt the Town in so great a Consternation, baving been told so many 
ways, that it is bard to gness wbat is trne or false, we bave endeavour^d to get the beat 
Aoconnt we can of it, in order to satisfy the Publick : which is as follows : 17 Persons were 
buried nnder the Rnins, 8 of whom were taken ont Dead, and 9 alire. Tbose taken ont dead 
were Mary Clark, Francis Hnssey, son to Mr. Hnssey in Mill St., and his wife, botb killed 
in one Bed, haying been married abont six weeks ; Mr. Lowrey Evans, Clerk to the "BLqIU 
Office, Elias Crispin ; Walter Salmon | Sarah Darbyshire and her Daaghter. : * : 
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Those taken ont alive were : William Gallagher, James Clark, John Hobbs, Mr. ETan8*8 Wife, 
Margaret Grispin, Mother to the abore Elias, Jane Hajman, John Delap and Mother, and 
Mary Evans, aliaa Lee, wbo lay at the Bottom of the Rabbish 82 honrs, vis : from the honr 
of 7 on Sanday Morning nntil 3 o'clock thé Day following. in the afternoon of Monday. 
Mr. John Pennell, witb his Family miraouloasly escaped the Bains, and now liye at the Sign 
of Harcules, near the end of Plankett 8t. 

(FaiUhner'8 Diiblin Journal^ Taesday, Angt. 14th to Satnrday, Angt. 18, 1733.) 

John Pennell emerged from the Rains in time to be présent at the réception of 
the Earl of Middlesex and his father the Viceroj. He retained the office of Secretary to 
Grand Lodge till his death in 1739. Thomas Griffitb survived Him bj four years, djing 
23rd Jannarj, 1743 [O.S.], more than twelve months after Edward Spratt bad been 
appointed Depatj Q-rand Secretary. It is verj odd that tbougb we find Griffitb and Pennell 
sitting side by side in Lodge, and thongb we know that Edward Spratt mnst bave bad 
Personal acquaintance witb Thomas Griffitb, neitber one nor tbe otber makes tbe faintest 
allusion to tbe Comedian wbo bad preceded tbem in office.^ 

Tbe benefit of Bro. Thomas Griffitb, tbe Comedian, was duly bonoured by tbe firetbren. 
Tbe play was " The Turin Bivals, witb a Free Mason's Song between every Act, and a 
Prologue and Epilogue proper for tbe Occasion." Tbe announcement that tbe Freemasons 
were to appear *'in tbeir proper cloatbing " drew an overflowing audience. " Tbe House was 
so full before tbe Society came, tbat Seats were erected round tbe Stage, wbereon sat tbe 
Nobility and Gentleman Free Masons, wbo made a most beautiful and magnificent Appear- 



ance. 
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A few weeks later, we leam from the same source tbat tbe Earl of Middlesex bad 
returned to England, sbortly after Christmas, to contest tbe county of Kent.' 

Tbe bitter quarrel betwéen fatber and son bad not yet broken out. In 1743, tbe Doke 
and bis son were still ostensibly of tbe same politic^l party, and by the Duke*s influence tbe 
Earl of Middlesex was appointed a Lord of tbe Treasury. But in 1747 tbe breacb widened, 
and tbe Earl of Middlesex openly broke witb bis fatber's friends, by tbrowing bimself into tbe 
arms of tbe Prince of Wales' party. He resigned tbe Lordsbip of tbe Treasury, and was 
" constituted Master of tbe Horse to His Royal Higbness."^ Tbe point is of some importance 
in tbis controversy, as it was tbougbt tbat if tbe Earl of Middlesex was a Freemason and a 
friend of tbe Prince of Wales, be ougbt to bave been présent at tbe initiation of His Royal 
Higbness in tbe '* Occasional Lodge " at Kew, 5tb November, 1737. But tbe Earl of 
Middlesex does not appear to bave been on intimate terms witb tbe Prince till 1747. 

No furtber argument against tbe autbenticity of tbe Sackville Medal, derived from 
tbe career of Charles Sackville, Earl of Middlesex, remains to be examined. Tbe movements 
of Cbarles Sackville from tbe day be left Oxford witb bis M. A. degree in tbe autumn of 
1730 to tbe day of bis élection for East Grinstead in tbe spring of 1734 bave been tolerably 
well ascertained. He made a prolonged stay at Florence, and burried tbence to Ireland, 
wbere be is at once found prominent among Irîsb Freemasons. Tbe objection tbat be was 
nnder tbe Masonic limit of âge, prescribed by tbe Grand Lodge of England, breaks down, 
inasmuch as tbe limit under tbe Grand Lodge oî Ireland was twenty-one, not twenty-five 
years, and it is in connection witb tbis Grand Lodge tbat we find bim.^ 

Anotber usage in wbicb tbe Grand Lodge of Ireland differed from tbe Grand Lodge 
of England, suggests an odd possibility. Tbe use of Lodge Cbarters, or as tbey are now 
styled, Warrants, bad been introduced into Freemasonry by tbe Grand Lodge of Ireland 
immediately aft<er its reorganization in 1730. If, tben, tbe Sackville Medal was struck in 
commémoration of the foundation of a Lodge, at Florence, as is asserted by tbe Continental 
autborities wbom Bro. Wm. T. R. Marvin foUows, it is quite possible tbat the connection of tbe 
Earl of Middlesex witb Irish Freemasonry indicates the source from wbicb a Warrant was 
obtained. Tbe fact tbat tbe destination of some of tbe Warrants of tbat day bas yet to be 
traced falls in witb tbe possibility, but fails to change it into a probability. 

At tbis time of day, it is bard to say wbat basis tbe Continental Numismatologists 
bad for tbus stating tbat Charles Sackville founded a Lodge at Florence in 1733. Tbe proba- 
bilities lie ail tbe otber way. Tbe Earl of Middlesex did not bring Freemasonry to 
Florence : be found it tbere wben be came. Tbe Florentine Lodge was snfficiently alive to 
earn the Pope's réprobation, wbile Cbarles Sackville was still in résidence at Cbrist Cburcb,

attempt to catch the breeze which Prichard's Masonry Dissected Had excited, thongh its 
contents were qnite inconsistent with the Spnrions Bitnal compiled bj that notorions 
impostor. 

Some extracts from contemporary periodicals are given as a sort of appendix to the 
text of the pamphlet, and one of thèse chronicles the existence of a Lodge of Freemasons at 
Florence at an earlier date than has hitherto been snpposed. As far as is known, the 
pamphlet has never been cited by any of the anthoritîes who hâve discnssed the Sackville 
Medal. 

«From RoMB, Joly 18, 1730. 

The Society of FacJC Masons, lately detected at Florence, makes a great Noise : They paes 

there for Quietists ; bnt hère it is said they are of the Epîcarean Seot, and that there are no 

LawB too serere to deal with them. The Pope sent the Father loqaisitor of that Office, 

Post to Florence, in order to persecate them, at the Beqaest of the Grand Dake of Tnscany, 

who was absolntely resolV'd to extirpate the whole Sect." 

*' As his Highneaa is êinee deady and the Duke of LoKRAm, who was mode a Free Mason in 

Bngland, is to sMCceedf this Persécution may not go far»** 

Masonry Farther Dissected, London, 1788, p. 22.* 

The foregoing eztract from this eztremely rare pamphlet Feems conclusive as regards 
the existence of Freemasonry at Florence before the Earl of Middlesex and his Mentor had 
started from Christ Ghnrch, Oxford, to make the Grand Tour. Of coarse, a new Lodge, 
with or withont a Warrant, may hâve been erected in 1733, or the previously existing 
Lodge may hâve thonght it prndent to provide itself, in that year, with a légal Charter. 
Bat there is no need of thèse suppositions. The évidence goes to show that the Medal was 
strnck to commemorate the connection of Charles Sackville with a Lodge of Freemasons at 
Florence in 1733, and we hâve fonnd that snch a Lodge was at work as early as 1730, and 
snfficiently active to atti*act pnblic attention. The final clause, added in italics by the 
compiler of Masonry Farther JDissected, shows fair groand for suppo&ing Freemasonry still 
alive in Florence at the accession of Francis of Lorraine in 1738, the year in which the 
pamphlet was printed. 



ADDENDUM.

The Sackville Medal has hitherto been fîgured in the following works only : —

(1.) Professer John David Eôhler was a celebrated antiqnary and historian, he 
was born at Leipsic in 1614, spent his life chiefiy as a professer at Altdorf and Gôttingen, 
and died at the latter city in 1755. In 1729 he began to issne, in weekly nnmbers, his 
well-kuown Hiatorische MuemhelusHyung, each number containing a wood cat of one or more 
coins or medals, with a description, and a fall, learned, and often humerons disqaisition on 
the personage commemorated. The separâte parts collectively formed annual volumes. 
Yolame Y III. is for the year 1736, tind at page 129, being the part for the 25th April of 
that year, Kôhler gives a cnt of the Sackville Medal, and an nnosaally long commentary, 
which, however, has very little to do with the medal. But, as it reprodnces the views then 
held by several prominent German literary men about Freemasonry in gênerai, at a time 
when the Craft was barely established there — Hamburg, 1733, being the earliest possible 
date — a few extracts and a short summary will prove interestiug. I fear, however, that 
mnch of the qnaintness of Kôhler's old-fashîoned and pondérons German mnst evaporate in 
the translation.

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He wrîtêsl "Two years ago fi.e., in .1734, or very shortly after, îte issue] an 
illnstrions patron sent me tbis medal from Florence, and promised me to supply the 
needfal information.... The war troubles which broke out in Italy prevented him from doing 
fiO....I wrote to my highly esteemed friand Solinus to make enquiries respecting the 
Freemasons of our mutual patron Antonius Musa, who is so well acquaintëd with Fnglisb 
affairs." Musa wrote to Solinus, who showed the letter to Kôhler, who quotes from it as 
follows: 

'^ Concèrning the Freemasons nothing bas been published except a wretched pièce 
which bas also been translated into German and is presumably known to you. I know not 
wbether the contents be correct, but they may be so. Workmen everywhere bave their 
tomfooleries. There are two members hère, but nothing trustworthy is lobe got out of 
them. They say that however resolved a man might be to obtain initiation with the firm 
intention of sabsequently breaking bis promise of secrecy, he would nevertheless, once 
admitted, préserve inviolable silence thereon. Such cases, they say, are well-known. 
They say : Once a quarrel broke oiit in company between two men, and seemed likely to 
become- serions, but in the thick of it they discovered by certain signs that they were 
Freemasons, whereon the quarrel at once subsided and they embraced, because no Free- 
mason will ever hurt another. They also say that a needy Freemason, wherever he finds a 
feliow, may rely upon assistance or support. They also state that ail real masons in 
England belong to the society. In Holland their conventicles bave been suppressed for 
fear of political plots. But they aver that ^to discuss Negotia puhlica in their meetings. is,^ 
per Leges Societatis^ forbidden. I can make nothing of it, but believe that there is nothing. 
spécial behind ail this, and that the secrets are not worth the trouble of finding; out :l 
ptherwise silence could not so long bave been preserved among so many, so varions, ànd in 
many cases, such common, people. Do not, even in Gfermany, a few quite common worJc-^ 
men rejoice in their childish cérémonies or Arcana ? Important matters, if known to many, 
people, do not long remain secret." 

Kôhler then relates that shortly after this Antonius Musa sent him Anderson's. 
1723 Book of Constituions, the title of which he proceeds to give in English and makes long 
extracts from it in German. He regrets that ail this doés not enable him to fînd ont who: 
Carolus Sackville was, and treats us instead to a long commentary on the book < and. on; 
Masonry in gênerai. He cannot imagine why so worthy a brotherhood sTiould adopt a 
connection with the " dirty " trade of a masôn.' It cannot be the mère antiquity of the 
Craft, because the " worshipful and cleanly tailors' craft " is undoubtedly much earlier. 
Clothes came before bouses. Besides the first bùilder of bouses was a wicked Gainite, 
whereas the Semitic Patriarchs dwelt in tents. But they were clothed. " Even to this day 
great Lords and Ladies ,look more to fine clothes than grand palaces." *' Therefore the 
English, po given to parfcy and association, would hâve donc better to choosethe taUor-craft 
instead of the masons' for élévation to so . distinguished a fraternity. Did not Queen 
Christîna énnoble her body tailor, and even gi*ant him the Gothic Lion for a coat of arms P " 
Finc(*lly9 he does not so much marvel at the sucdessful secresy of the Masons as at the 
assumptioh that among so many thousands of Masons of ail sorts, they should ail be 
bonourable, honest, intelligent, moral, peaceful and benevolent. " Our Saviour only chose 
12 disciples, and among thèse few one was a de vil !" 

Kôhjer*s illustration is a fine one, and was taken from the medal direct, as he 
possessed. a spécimen. There are, however, one or two slight defects, which iï were hyper- 
criticism to notice but for the f act that thèse very- defects are perpetuated in ail subséquent 
représentation^ »w h ich I have'seen. One of thèse is peculiar to the engraver employed by 
Kohler. Tbroughout bis book he shades the centre of ail his medals ànd' doins by 
horizontal lines, leaving the outer circle, on which the legends are modelled, with â Whité^ 
ground. The reason was probably merely to throw the legends as well as the central' 
figures into higher relief, but it bas the effect of suggesting a sunken centre to the inedals. 
Then our Sack ville medal shows varions minute tools lying about, and close inspection will 
reveal that several of thèse are not drawn with absolu te accuracy. It may only be a slight 
variation in their position or direction, almost too slight to notice, but it exists. 'And to 
the extrême right of the medal, lying on the ground, will be found what I take to he a tiny' 
chisel and maul crossed saltirewise, which Kôhler shows as a gavel. Trifling defects' 
énough, but they ail reappear in other cuts, as we shall see, a fact which is not wîthout its* 
importance. The legends in Kôhler's drawing are, however, represented by opeïi letters,' 
indicating relief, as is nsual. Subséquent engravers bave replaced thèse open letters by 
black ones with thin cross lines, like printed characters, which are far from suggesting the 
work of a die-cutter. 

^2.) Gruendliche Nachrieht. The wood-cut of the medal is undoubtedly copied from 
Kôhler, whose publication hàd only predated the Gruendliche Nachrieht by two years, and- 
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liot from a specîmenbefore the engraver ; and it is very rongbly executed, so innch so that 
Bro. Begemann was nnable to identifj some of the objecte ennmerated. 

It is important to note, as illustrating the inveterate Masonic habit of répétition 
witbout independent investigation, that two of the four errors of misdeseription, commented 
on by Dr. Chetwode Crawley, are to be found in this book (c/. Dr. Begemann's note, vol. 
XII., 204). We find both of the expressions "Lord" Charles Sackville, and'* Duke" of 
Middlesez. We do not find the allégation that Sackville was the great-grandson of the 
Sir Thomas Sackville of 1561, for a very obvious reason. The tradition was not yet known 
in Germany, having been only published by Dr. Anderson in the 1738 Book of Constitu- 
tions. It is true that he alludes to the incident in his first, 1723, édition, but without 
giving auy names. Had he only mentioned Sir Thomas in 1723, Prof . Kôhler would not • 
hâve been so utterly at a loss to guess who Carolus Sackville was. 

(3). Bode's 1777 Almanach or Taschenbuch, Judging from the peouliarities, already 
mentioned, in the drawing of the tools^ and from the fact that the shaded centre is retained, 
Bodé's illustration is, in ail probability, a copy of Kôhler's. It is scarcely a successful 
effort, however. The open letters are retained, bat the basket is now shut instead of 
slightly open, and the serpent might be anything except a snake. Harpocrates has lost bis 
godlike . élégance of contour and resembles an efPeminate Hercules sufFering from fatty 
degeneration of the muscles. In one matter the artist has been grossly careless. Under 
the bust stands simply L.N. 1733 instead of L. NATTER 1733. 

Bode does not say whether he has ever seen the medal, and his description fumishes 
some particulars peculiàr to himself. " Lord Sackville, Duke and Earl of Mid^dleisex " [the 
titles are given in English] " founded a Lodge at Florence, for which reason the Brethren 
there struck this medal in his honour in 1733. . . . He expressly ordered ail his titles 
to be omitted, and would only be called Magister Florentinus." The authority for this act 
of abnégation on Sackville's part is not quoted, but of the three titles given, at least one, 
Earl of Middlesex, has the unwonted merit of accuracy. 

(4), Zacharias. The illustration of thja medal given by this writer, as will be seen 
by référence to our reproduction, is once more copied from Kôhler. The tools are 
represented with the same slight inaccuracy, and the shaded centre is retained. The basket 
and snake are badly drawn, but better than in Bode. The great différence is in the letter- 
ing, which is hère an imitation of printer's type, instead of being shown in relief. 

Zacharias is the first to oail Charles Sackville a'* great grandson of Thomas Sackville, 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge at York in 1561," and he rightly describes him as son of 
"Lionell Cranfîeld Sackville, Duke of Dorset" although he wrongly calls hin\ ^^ Lord 
Charles Sackville, Duke of Middlesex." He refers to préviens illustrations in Kôhler and 
Bode, and mentions ihe existence of a* spécimen in the Minerva Lodge, Leipsic. 

Die Denkmuenzen der l'reimaurerbruederschaft, by Dr. J. P. L. Th. Merzdorf, -was 
published at Oldenburg in 1851 . It gives no illustration of this medal, but describes it 
%minutely. Merzdorf avoids ail errors of title by refraining from any historical remarks. 
Among his authorities he also quotes Kôhler, Oruendliche Nachricht, and Bode, with several 
others. He himself owned a galvano-plastic copy of the medal, but states that the silver 
spécimen formerly in the Lodge at Leipsic was no longer there, and that a spécimen had 
once formed part of the Hammerstein collection. 

(6.) Marvin. Dr. Chetwode Crawley has given the text of this brothers's remarks. 
They simply follow Zacharias. I think he bas gone to the same authority for his drawing. 
fle gives the reverse only. We bave the same inaccuracies in the tools, the same use of 
printer's type for the legend. The shaded centre is omitted, but in order to retain the 
suggestion of a sunk centre which is really non-existent, an inner circle is drawn where in 
previous illustrations the edge of the circular shading was found. The basket and serpent 
are now no longer recognisable as such, but appear to be a coil of rope with a-loose eud. 
And finally, the L. NATTER F. /FLORENT, beneath the figure of Harpocrates is 
altogfither omitted. Marvin's artist, bas, morover, with delightful modesty, girded the ' 
previously nude god with a loin cloth. 

Is it not a curions and somewhat instructive fact that, although Zacharias, Merzdorf 
and Marvin ail refer explicitly.to Kôhler, even giving the number of the page on which the 
medal will be found, no participant in the discussion, which has raged with more or less 
activity since 1883 ever bethought himself of refemng to this, the first writer to mention 
the medal ? And yet, every beginner in the study of numismatics is aware that the 
Muenzhelustigung at once assumed a foremost place and has ever since been considered a 
standard work. Half an hour in the British Muséum or other good public library would 
bave settled the existence, of the medal in 1734 at least. 

Whilst comparing the two silver spécimens of the medal in the British Muséum with 
Zacharias and Marvin, the Keeper informed me that, according to his notes, the Bodleian 
owned a bronze copy. This is a mistake ; Bodley does not own a bronze spécimen, but does 
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possesâ one in silver and one in gold or nnnsually heavily gîlt. Sabseqaenily a 
good photograpb of the gold one was farnislied to ns through the kindness of 
Mr. E. W. B. Nicholson, M.A., Bodlej's Librarian. AU are strack from the same 
die at about the same date. Not only are the' imperfections due to the die cntter 
identical, but the subséquent faults arîsing from usage, as for instance the chip in the die 
over the M of MAGISTER, agrée perfectly. Either the die was injured Tery early in its 
career or thèse particular spécimens are not among the first struck. In one respect only 
was the gold medal slightly the better, viz., the date 1733 under the bust is a shade less 
indistinct. The medal is cariously unequal in artistio executiou, the bust and Harpocratea 
being each excellent, boldly eut in good relief, and f ull of life : while the lettering through- 
out is very poor. The O in CAROLVS, and the PL after MAGISTER are in such 
wretchedly low relief that they can only be seen in a good light, and I was doubtfnl 
whether they would appear in the photograph at ail. And, as will be seen, the medal is not . 
strack centrally on the dise. 

For pnrposes of comparison I roproduce herewith the illustration in Zacharias and 
give a photograph from a cast, kindly supplied by the British Mnseum authorities, from 
one of the silver spécimens in their custody. 

The portrait of Charles Sackville, secoAd Dnke of Dorset, is from the only print of 
that brother in the print room of the British Museam. 



Bro. T. B. Whytbhbad, P.G.S.B., W.M., desired to express his high appréciation of 
the interesting paper to which they had just listened. It was, of course, a most welcome 
achievement to bave run Charles Sackville to earth, and to hâve dissipated the last linger. 
ing doubt as to the genuineness of ail connected with the medal, but be ventnred to think 
that the part of the paper not immediately concerned with the medal exceeded it, if possible, 
in interest. He alluded to tbe biographical sketches of those ancient brethi'en wbo were 
présent in Lodge with the Earl of Middlesex. Bro. Ghetwode Crawley simply revelled in 
every fresh occasion of fumishing us with thèse welcome détails ; one had but to glance 
back at his former communications to this Lodge to grasp how much he had persistently 
donc to make us acquainted with the career of many an old brother. When Bro. Crawley 
introduces a new brother to us, he takes care that he shall cease to be a mère name and 
nothing more, but présents him to us as a living créature with whom we can henceforth 
claim a speaking acquaintance. He begged to move a vote of thanks to Bro. Chetwode 
Crawley. 

Bro. T. H. GoLDNEY, P.G.D., rose to second the vote. He endorsed the remarks 
which had fallen from tbe W.M. He thought it a great pity that no systematic attempt 
had been made, so far as he knew, to compile a biographical dictionary of Freeroasonry. 
Encyclopedias gare, of course, biographies of some few prominent masons ; but the names 
cîted were far too few. The German Handhuch der Freimaurerei had gone much further 
than any English work of a similar nature, especially as regards German Masons. But 
even in that excellent book few English masons found a place. Surely it would be worth 
the while of onr Lodge to keep this fact in view, and place on record détails of tbe career of 
their ancient brothers whenever opportunity offered, and perhaps at some future time thèse 
might be collected and reprinted in alphabetical order, so as to form a book of référence. 
In the same way he snggested that another great want was a list of published portraits of 
prominent men who had been connected with the Craf t in by-gone days. 

Bro. C. KuPFERSCHMiDT, A.G.S.G.C., said : — In supporting the vote of thanks I haye 
nothing to add about the excellence of the paper, which could scarcely bave been more 
detailéd, complète or satisfactory. 

The fact that the medal was illustrated in Qriindliche Nachricht bas always been 
known to German stndents, including myself. There never bas been any doubt in GKermany 
about the actual existence of the medal or of the genuineness of its alleged date. The only 
questions hâve been whether Sackville ever founded a Lodge in Florence, and who Sackville 
was P Dr. Chetwode Crawley bas thoroughly solved the last question for us. 

I bave brought with me this evening a copy of that exceedingly scarce book Oriindîiche 
Nachricht, of which even Bro. Speth bas hitherto been unable to obtain a sight. He now 
agrées with me that the illustration of tbe medal therein is undoubtedly taken from Kohler^ 
sharing ail its peculiarities and slight defects in a somewhat increased degree. 

Besides the other writers quoted by Bro. Speth, Netteblatt in his Oeschichte der FM, 
Systems also alludes to Oriindîiche Nachricht on page 670, as does the Hamburg ZirlceU 
Oorrespondenz in January, 1898, on page 86, 
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From Zacharias : " Numotheca Numismatica Latomorum."

THE SACKVILLE MEDAL. 
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Discussion. 15& 

The Lodge *^ Archimedes zn den drei Reissbrettern " in Altenbnrg possesses a very 
good and rich collection of medals, the largest in Qermany. It formerly belonged to the 
late Bro. Horst von Baerenstein, who acquired the greater part of it from Merzdorf. Thîs 
collection contains an onginal spécimen of the Sackville medal in bronze, and through the 
kindness of Bro. Rndolph Hase, keeper of the collection, I hâve been furnîshed with an 
electro-galvanic copj in white métal, which I hâve brôught with me for the inspection of 
tbe brethren this evening, and hâve much pleasnre in handing over to the Lodge Mnsenm. 

Onr thanks are due to Bro. Speth for giving ns the extracts from Kôhler's Mûnz- 
helustigungeH in référence to Freemasonry, which were not known to me, as I was nnder the 
impression that the first printed allusion to Masonry in Germany was the Orundliche 
Nachricht so often referred to. Even Kloss, Bibliographie (No. 1327) only mentions Kôhler 
in connection with a part translation of Anderson's 1723 Constitutions, and doea not allnde 
to the interesting comments of which Bro. Speth has given as portions. 

Bro. E. CoNDER, JUN., S.W., thought that there was an oil portrait of Charles 
Sackville at Knowle Park. 

Bro. "Speth, P.A.ŒD.C, Sec, suppôsed that there would now be little danger in 
assuming that Sackville was really a mason at the time of his sojourn in Florence, but the 
assumption was not without a slight difficulty still. Sackville was not 21 years of âge 
until the 6th February, 1732. In the first week of October of the same year we find him in 
Florence. When did he leave England for the Continent ? Probably in August at latest. 
This left him a bare six months in which to get initiât éd. Did the ceremony take place in 
Ireland, as was assumed ? If so, was he there between February and August of 1732, or 
did he leave for the Continent direct from Oxford ? But perhaps he was initiated under 
âge ; in the case of the eldest son of the Viceroy jbhere would bo nothing surprising in snch 
an occurrence. It would be more satisfactory if Dr. Chetwode Crawley oonld follow 
Sackville's movements from, say 1731 to October, 1732. 



Bro, W. J. nughan,P.O.D,f wrote as follows : 

Dr. Chetwode Crawley's paper on the Sackville Medal is most interesting and 
valuablo, and I feel qnite certàÉiin that this, his fifth " Note on Irish Freemasonry," will be 
duly acknowledged and appreciated by Collectors and Students of the Craft throughout 
the world ; . the subject being one that has hitherto evaded complète récognition and 
antbentication. Thanks to the Irish Masonic Historian, the presumed oldest Craft Medal 
is now proved to be genuine in every respect, and has thus become one more " feather in the 
cap " of " ould Ireland," as well as another triumph for our esteemed friend, whose success in 
unravelling intricate puzzles practically admitted to be impossible of solution has been 
almost phénoménal. 

Bro. Speth's Addendum is also an important addition to our précise information as 
to this remarkable pièce, and the illustrations supplied, with such particular description, 
add much to the value of the supplément to Dr. Chetwode Crawley's able brochure. 
Neither shouJd we forget Dr. Begemann's préviens communication, which, so far as it 
went was wholly satisfactory. 

T consider that the fortunate discovery of such précise information, which has 
resulted in this pièce being placed, beyond question, in the position of the premier masonic 
medal, furnishes another proof of the utility and value of the researches conducted by tbe 
members of our Lodge, on scientific principles, and, of course, without bias from prédilec- 
tions, fancies, or théories of the brotherhood. 

It seems to me too, that the newspapers of early last century hâve not yielded ail 
their testimony to the activity and transactions of the British Craft, 1717 — 1740.

INTRODUCTION OF THE K.T. AND K.M. DEGREES. 

j HE Order of the Bretliren, or Soldiers, of the Temple {Milites Templi)^ known 
popalarly as Knights Templar,^ was înstitnted in the jear 1117, and was 
forci bly dîssolved by a bail issned by Pope Clément V., lOth May, 1810, 
Their primary object was the protection of pilgriras on their way to the Holy 
Land, and they fonght valiantly in the crnsades against the Saracens. 

For a long period they were located in the Holy City ; henoe ooe of 
their désignations — Knights of Jemsalem. They originally professed 
poverty, which profession is syrabolized by the figure of two Knights npon one horse, which 
is still borne on the Seal of the Order. In process of time they accnmnlated great wealtb, 
and it is said that in the thirteenth centnry they were possessed of 9000 manors in Europe. 
The Knights Templar possessed several rich domains in Ireland. The Royal 
Hospital, Kilmainham, is sitoated on the site of a Great Priory of the Order, snrronnded by 
1200 acres, once owned by the Knights. 

It is interesting to ns, as Dublin people, to learn that the illustrions poet, Torquato 
Tasso, in his Qerusalemme Liherata refers to the Kilmainham Knights. 

There is a tradition that when the Knights Templar were despoiled of their 
possessions they took refuge amongst the Freemasons. No critical historian of Free- 
masonry now believes that there is the slightest élément of fact in the tradition. 

About the year 17«S7,avery leamed Scotchman and most distinguished anthor named 
Ramsay brought forward the theory of the Knight Templar origin of Freemasonry, for the 
purpose, it is said, of inducing the upper classes to patronize it on account of its noble 
origin. Although this theory met with no acceptance in England, it fonnd a ready faveur 
in France. Ramsay, created a Chevalier, took up his abode in Paris, and devoted himself, 
according to some writers, to the manufacture of Masonic Degrees. Dr. Chetwode (Jrawley 
states that there are no proofs of thèse alleged wholesale inventions. Although the Order 
of the Temple had not the slightest point of resemblance to Freemasonry, it wonld seem 
that the two were brought into connection about the middle of the last centnry. Perhaps 
the revived Templar Order was at first worked separately from Freemasoniy ; but, in the 
main, the Order was conferred in Lodges of Freemasons. One can understand that the 
Lodges, meeting in private, and possessing the exclusive use of buildings, and employing a 
ritual, would be suitable places for conducting the cérémonies of the Templar Order. The 
exact time of the introduction of the revived Templar Order into the United Kingdom is 
not koown. It probably came to Scotland and Ireland about the same time, and, I hâve no 
doubt, earlier than it was received in England. Ramsay was a Jacobite, and some of the 
officers who came with Prince Charles Edward, the Pretender, to Scotland in 1745, were 
presumably Knights. Both in Scotland and Ireland there were many adhérents of the Stuart 
Dynasty who had served in the armies of the French King or, who had resided in France. 
It is highly probable that they introduced some such degree into both Scotland and Ireland, 
chiefly for political purposes. For similar purposes, numerous Irish degrees, such as 
" Irish Master," " Puissant Irish Master," " Perfect Irish Master," etc., were simultaneously 
invented. Happily for the Freemasonry of thèse countries, the Order bas never, in the 
centurj which is so nearly ended, been made the vehicle of political intrigues or treasonable 
plots. 

> I ose the form Knights Templar simply beoaase it was adopted by the Great Prioiy : Knight 
Templars, and Knights Templsurs appear to be forma of older aathority. 
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The theory of fche Jaoobite origin of the Knight Templar Order is ablj raaîntained in 
an Essaj by Bro. B. Greeven, pnblisbed at Benares, India, in 1899, a copy of which bas 
been placed at my disposai by my colleagne in the Grand Master's Gonncil, Dr. Ghetwode 
Crawley. 

Thos there is fairly strong présomption that at the time, 1745, Prince Gharles Edward 
was in Sootland, some kind of Knight Templar Order was in existence — probably introdaced 
from France by the Pretender's partizans. Writers of réputé deny that this Order was 
associated with Freemasonry, and it mnst be admitted that its disappearance was sus- 
picionsly complète. 

The Order of Enights Hospitaliers was institnted in 1048. Its members were 
snbseqnently known as Knights of St. John of Jérusalem ; aud of Rhodes, when they had 
been ezpelled from Jérusalem by the Saracens. After the capture of Rhodes by the Turks, 
in 1522, they were styled Knights of Malta. In 1798, the French captnred Mal ta, and 
Boon after the Order became eztinct. 

Some of the présent Masonic Knights of Malta claim to be the représentatives of the 
Âncient Order ; but it is certain that the degree of Knîght of Malta was conferred in Irish 
Masonic Lodges many years before the dissolution of the Ancient Order and the confiscation 
of its estâtes. 

The édition of Dean Swift's works, publishod in 1746, contains a skit, entitled '* A 
Letier from the Grand Mistress of the Female Freemasons." It does not appeor in Sir 
Walter Scott's later édition of the witty Dean's works; but Dr. Ghetwode Grawley 
maintains, with a good show of argument, that it really was written by Swift sometime 
between 172ôand 1731. It refers to the " famous old Lodge of Kilwinnin" and "the 
Knights of St. John of Jérusalem " in such a way as to lead to the inference that they were 
correlated in popular opinion. No mention is made of the Knights Templar. 

The Baldwyn Encampment of Knights Templar at Bristol is reputed to hâve had an 
existence in that city from an unknown but remote period. That the Grand Encampment 
in Bristol was allied to Freemasonry is évident from the fact that in its manifesto the 
first words are, " In the name of the Grand Architect of the Universe." A century ago, 
there was a Suprême Grand Encampment in Ireland whîch claimed to hâve existed since 
the beginning of the eigbteenth century. It must be admitted that Masonic bodies often 
dépend upon tradition, and not upon strict historical évidence, in matters relatîng to 
their antiquity. 

In the minutes of St. Andrew's Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, held in connection 
with an American Lodge warranted by the Grand Lodge of Scotland, it is recorded that on 
the 28th August, 1769, the degree of Knight Templar was conferred. This is the earliest 
known référence to the degree in America, and the earliest known minute of the kind in any 
Lodge book.^ The American Masonic writers, Bros. Robert Macoy and Isaac Simonson, 
state that Templar Masonry was iutroduced in 1769 iuto Massachusetts, from England, 
Scotland, or Ireland.^ 

After a careful study of the records published at the célébration in 1870 of the 
centenaiT of the St. Andrew's Lodge, Boston, I gather from them that by far the most likel v 
source of the K.T. degree iutroduced into it was the Irish Lodge connected with the 29tn 
Régiment, stationed in Boston in 1769. Although St. Andrew's Lodge held under the 
Grand Lodge of Sootland, the latter made no reply to the request for permission to work the 
R.A. degree. When permission was sought for, many of the members had already received 
the degree, nnquestionably from an Irish source ; and, I hâve little doubt, from a similar 
source the Lodge derived the K.T. degree. 

Aocording to J. Ross Robertson's '^ History of the Knights Templar of Canada, 
Toronto, 1890," the fii-st référence to the K.T. degree is found in the records of Lodge No. 
211, English Constitution, (G.L. Antients) Halifax, Nova Scotia, 20th September, 1784. 
The Grand Lodge of Antients worked in close f raternal union with the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland, which, according to Dr. Chetwode Grawley, did not recognise the rival Grand 
Lodge of the Modems.

' *' In 1788, a Boyal Arch Ghapter was established in Charleston by a Warrant issned from Dnblin." 
There were no Irish Royal Aroh Warrants issned in those days ; bnt the Chapter referred to was held in 
conneotion with an ordinary Oraft Lodge warranted by the Grand Lodge of Ireland. In 1804, 16 Irish 
Lodges were at work in Bngland, Sootland, United States, France^ and the Colonies. 
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THE ORDERS OF THE TEMPLE AND MALTA IN IRELAND. 

The circumstaDces under which thèse Orders were introdnced into Ireland are afe 
présent unknown. By the year 1780, they were worked iu Masonic Lodges throughout 
Ireland ; bnt for how many years before that date they were known we hâve now no accnrate 
knowledge. They might bave been introdnced from France in the middle of the last 
centary and transmitted to England at a later period. They might hâve been at first 
worked as Orders, qnite distinct from Freemasonry, or from the first as Chivalric Degrees 
of Freemasonry. In favonr of the former view, it may be nrgred that, whilst there were 
never, in the last centary, Royal Arch Chapters unconnected with Craft Lodges or Knight 
Templar Encampments, there were perfectly independent Encampments of Knights 
Templar having no connection with Craft Lodges. 

As in the early days of the Order individual Knights Templar claimed the right of 
conferring Knighthood on those whom they considered worthy of the hononr,* the Knights 
Templar who were members of Masonic Lodges " dnbbed '* thcir deserving brethren. The 
Masonic Lodges were organizations in which the cérémonies of installation conld be con- 
veniently and fitly carried ont, and there is no donbt that soon after the introduction of the 
Templar Order it was adopted by very many Craft Lodges in Ii*eland. 

I hâve roade extensive enqairies with the object of determining the earliest dat-e at 
which theK.T. Degree was conferred in Ireland ; bat so far I hâve not been snccessfnl. The 
early minnte books of the Lodges warranted before 1780, seem with few exceptions to hâve 
perished — at least they cannot be discovered. I bave seen the By-Laws of Lodge No. 296, 
Tipperary, which was established in 1758 ; they refer to the K.T. and K.M. degrees, bnt nn- 
fortnnately bear no date. As this Lodge was in a moribnnd state after 1771, it is almost a 
certainty that the by-laws had been adopted before that year. The Rev. Dr. Clarke, whom 
I shall bave occasion to qnote again, states that the minutes of the now extinct Lodge, 
No. 338, for 1782, contain références to the K.T. degree. 

If the statement made by the Early Grand Encampment of Ireland, inJ1805, that it had 
been more than a centnry in existence, conld be accepted, then the Order must hâve been in 
Ireland forty years earlier than the date assigned for its origin on the Continent. It is 
likely that the Grand Encampment exaggerated (unintentionally no donbt) the dnration of 
its existence ; bnt, having claimed to be more than centenarian, and bearing the name 
"Early" Grand Encampment, it conld scarcely bave been less than half a century in 
existence in 1805.^ Of this Early Grand Encampment I shall bave more to say later on. 

DIVERSITY OF AUTHORIZATION. 

In the eighteenth centnry the degrees of K.T. and K.M. were conferred (1) by 
Encampments unconnected with Craft Lodges, (2) by Warranted Encampments connected 
with Craft Lodges, and (3) by Craft Lodges nnprovided with Templar Warrants. 

HIGH DEGREES CONFERRED BY CRAFT LODGES. 

The degrees of K.T. and K.M. were conferred by Lodges that worked solely under 
Warrants granted by the Grand Lodge, in which Warrants no référence was made to any 
degree except those of Craft Masonry. The K.T. and K.M. degrees were thus conferred by 
Lodges long after the establishment of a Governing Body (the Suprême Grand Encampment) 
of the Order in 1836. In April, 1842, Archdeacon Alant reported to the Suprême Grand 
Encampment that scarcely a week passed in Belfast without the degree of K.T. being con- 
ferred in Lodges or Royal Arch Chapters to which no Knight Templars' Warrants were 
attached ; the fee for the degree being only six shillings. Of course, the names of the 
récipients of such degrees were not registered in the Grand Encampment's book ; but they, 
no donbt, received certificates from the Lodges or Royal Arch Chapters concerned. 

^ Acoording to some anthorities, ail Knights in the earlieet days of the Order 'were qualified to con- 
fer the honoar of Knighthood. 

• Gonld States, in his Hiatory of Freemasonry f that the Kilwinning Knights fonnded the Early Grand 
Encampment. He gives no anthority for this statement, and there is no gronnd for donbt as to the gpreater 
antiqnity of the Early Grand Encampment. The Dnblin Freemasons, who, in 1770, were anthorized to form 
the " Kilwinning High Knights Templars Lodge," included some who were already Knights Templars. The 
only new part of the name of this Lodge was " Kilwinning/' for it had been in existence several jears before 
it receiyed the Charter from Scotland. On the occasion of the reconstitution of the Lodge on the 27th 
Deoember, 1779, an Encampment was opened after the Craft Lodge had olosed. The presiding officer 
signed the minutes of the transactions as foUows : " B. Colville, E.G.M." [Early Grand Master]. It seems 
perfectly clear that Colville put the prefix Early before Grand Master, because he had been a K.T. in the 
Early Grand Encampment, or in some Encampment in connection with that body. It is absurd to suppose 
that the term early could apply to a perfectly new Encampment. Other members of the Kilwinning H.K.T. 
Lodge put E.G< after their names, and oontinned to do so until long after the Early Grand Encampment 
had commenced to issue Warrants. The références to the Kilwinning Lodge in the Address to Knights 
TemplarBj in 1806, oonolusiyely provo that the two bodies were always distinct. 
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The Suprême Grand Encampment appointed several members to act as district 
inspectors so as to detect irregularities. In 1846, Lodge No. 86 was called upon at the 
instance of the Grand Encampment to shew canse why it sboald not be proceeded against 
for conferring the degree of K.T. Tbe members apologised to Grand Lodge, and excased 
themselves on the ground of ignorance; and having applied for a K.T. warrant were 
granted one. 

The title page of the By-Laws of Lodge No. 620 (which still exists) was, in 1786, as 
follows :— " Raies and Orders of the First Volanteer Lodge of Ireland, held in the corps of 
Independent Dublin Volunteers, Excellent, Superexcellent, Royal Arch and Knight 
Templars, No. 630, on the Registry of Ireland. Dublin ; Printed by Bro. William Rainsford, 
A.D. 1786, A.L. 6786." This Lodge had no K.T. Warrant, but it was provided by the "Kil- 
winning Knight Templars Lodge with a ' Dispensation ' aothorizing it to confer the K.T. 
degree." 

Many Lodges possessed three forms of certificate—one for Master Masons, another 
for the R.A. degree, and a third for the degrees of K.T. and K.M. 

That erudite Brother the Rev. F. E. Clarke, M.D., Deputy Grand Master of North 
Connaught, possesses a Certificate granted on the 28th December, 1789, to Randal Peyton. 
It is printed on parchment in Latin and English, and is impressed with the Craft, Royal' 
Arch, and K. Templars' seals of the Lodge. Less ornamental certificates, and in writing 
only, were issued by Lodges, as for example the following which is in possession of Bro. 
Douglas, P.M., of Lodge No. 730. It is noticeable that the certificate is siïrned by the H F 
(High Priest).^ "^ " * 

"In the name of the Most Holy, Glorious, and TJndivided Trinity— The Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost. ' 

" We, the undernamed, Grand Masters of the Invincible and Magnanimous Lodge of 
Knight Templars held under the sanction of Lodge No. 336, Banbridge, on the Registry of 
Ireland, Dp Hereby certify that the bearer hereof our trusty and well-beloved Brother Sir 
George Lunn, who was by us regularly admitted and dubbed a Knight of that Most Noble 
and Illustrious Order of Knight Templars : he having with dne valeur proved himself a trne 
and faithful soldier of Jésus Christ, and as such we recommend him to ail enlightened 
Knights of that Order round the Globe." 

" Given under our hands and seal of our conclave in the town of Banbridffe. the 7th 
day of October, 1803, and of Masonry, 6803. 

"Thos. Shields, H.P. 
"John McConnell, C.G. 
" Samuel Hareison, S.G. 
"John Cbaig, J.G. 
"William Haludat, G.S." 

The following certificate, in possession of the Grand Lodge of England, appears on a 
large sheet of paper, containing more than fifty symbolio illustrations, and is in print, except 
the names and date : — 

" In the name of the Most Holy and Undivided Trinity, Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. ^ 

" We, the High Priest, Captain General, and Grand Masters of a Royal Arch Super- 
excellent Masons Encampment and Grand Assembly of Knight Templars under the sanction 
of the Oarrickfergus, the Blue Lodge No. 263, on the Registry of the Grand Lodge of 
Ireland, do hereby certify that our beloved Brother the Worshipful Sir Pet«r Mathews 
having duly passed the chair of the aforesaid Lodge was arched a Royal Arch Superexcellent 
Mason, and was subsequently dubbed a Knight of the Most Noble and Worshipful Order of 
Knights Templars, after having withstood with skill, fortitude, and valeur, the amazing 
trials attending his admission. Given under our hands and the seals of our Grand Encamp- 
ment and Assembly aforesaid this 21st day of August, 1801. A.L. 6801. 

" Richard Marran, High Priest. 
" John Lee, Captain General. 
" Adam Cunningham, ) ^ -,-»,. 
" William Reed, j ^^^^ Masters. 
"Alex. McKbon, Secretary." 

' It waa not uncommon to confer the K. Templar Degree in a Royal Arch Ohapter, henoe the cer- 
tificates given to K.T.'8 sometimes are signed bj the High Priest of the Ohapter. That leamed Brother 
Dr. VranQÎ3 G. Grossie, giyes instances of this praotioe. ' 
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When the Sapreme Grand Encampment of K.T. was establislied in 1836 the pétitions 
to it for Warrants to confer K.T. and K.M. degrees invariably came from the Lodges. It 
was a sine quâ non that the Encampment shonld be held in the same building that contained 
the Lodge, and it was enacted that no Encampment conld be att«ched to a Lodge nnless 
previonslj a R.A. Chapter was in connection with the Lodge. Statnte 4 of the Suprême 
Grand Encampment provided in référence to precedence " that when several applications 
for Warrants came before the Grand Encampment on «the same day, the prioritj of claim 
shall be decided by the seniority of the Bine Lodge Warrants from which the applications 
shall come." 

The last meeting of High Knights Templar Encampment, No. 206, was held on the 
Ist October, 1851, and the following note appears npon the minute book immediately after 
the minutes of the meeting: "This Encampment being in connection with the Bine 
Warrant of Lodge No. 206, has not been worked since in conséquence of the Blae Warrant 
of No. 206 Lodge having been surrendered to the Grand Lodge ; and as a matter of course the 
Warrant has also been surrendered. — John Cottle Past Grand Commander." 

The connection between Lodges and Encampments lasted until the establishment of 
the Great Priory of Ireland, when ail formai association between Lodge and Preoeptory was 
terminated. There still, however, exists a sentimental connection between the Lodges, 
Royal Arch Chapters, and Preceptories, having a common number. Thus Lodge No. XXY. 
affiliâtes, without affiliation f ee, members of R.A. Chapter, and of Preceptory, No. XXV. ; and 
the Chapter and Preceptory act similarly as regards the Lodge and each other : — of course a 
ballot takes place in each case. 

THE EARLY GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF IRELAND AND ITS WARRANTS. 

It is greatly to be regi*etted that the minute books of this extinct body cannot be 
found. I bave not been able to ascertain the date of its foundation. In 1805, it 
claimed to hâve been in existence for more than a century ; but such an antiquity seems 
highly improbable, though currency was given to the claim by a Masonic writer of the day, 
César Gautier, who says '* its âge was above a century as appears by its books." It met 
on the last Thursday in every month, at the *• Eléphant" in Fleet Street. It not only 
granted Charters, but exercised supervision' over the Encampments on its Register ; for 
example, we find in the minutes of Grand Encampment No. 25, 7th May, 1817, " That it was 
moved and seconded in conséquence of a communication from Sir Michael Crawley, No. 30, 
Encampment, Cork, that the Members of this Encampment do meet the Officers of the Early 
Grand Encampment at the hour of one o'clock to discuss said information." 

It seems highly probable that this Early Grand Encampment was the first estab- 
lished in Ireland, and hence its name and assumed superiority over other Encampments. 
However long it may bave existed, it seems improbable that it began to issne charters 
mnch before 1793, unless, indeed, that it issned them without numbering them, which 
is unlikely. The earliests of thèse Warrants which I bave seen is dated 80th Jane, 
1793, and bears the number 4. A Warrant granted to Lodge No. 451, Kingsconrt, Co. 
Cavan, is dated 29th September, 1796, and is numbered 9. I reprodnce it hère with in a 
rednced scale. No. 27 Warrant was granted to Lodge No. 821, Tullamore, in 1804. It 
is pictorially illustrated, and contains several mottoes, such as In hoc signo vinces; Mors oui 
Victoria, <fcc. The text is as follows : — 

"By the Right Worshipful Sir John Hill, Early Grand Master; Sir James Keams, 
Deputy Early Grand Master ; Sir Robert Bermingham, Cap tain- General ; Sir John Lawlor, 
Grand Marshal, and Sir Allen Robinson, Standard Bearer : 

" Whereas, our faithful and welUbeloved brethren, Sir William Frazer, Sir Joseph 
Pike, and Sir Robert Long, bave besonght us that we would impower tbem to form and 
establish an Encampment of High Knights Templars and Knights of Malta in the Town of 
Tnllamore : 

*' Therefore, duly weighing the prémisses, and désirons to promote the harmony and 
union for which thèse magnanimous and invincible Orders were originally instituted, and 
being convinced of the fortitude and skill of the above Sir Knights Companions, of whose 
valeur and intrepidity we bave had sufficient and amazing trials : Do, by this our Warrant, 
authorize and commission them to hold an Encampment of High Knights Templars, to be 
held by them and their successors, duly elected, agreeable to the Régulations of our Early 
Grand Encampment, with power to make such private Laws, Rules, and Orders, as from 
time to time they may deem necessary, for the well-being and ordering of their Encamp- 
ment, reserving to ourselves and successors, the Early Grand Master and Officers of the 
Early Grand Encampment of Ireland, the sole right of deciding ail différences which shall 
be brought by appeal before us. In witness whereof we bave put our hands and triangular 
seal of our Encampment. Given in Dublin, in the year of Masonary, 5804, and of Oraoe, 
X804. "JosBPH HiLL, E.O.S.'* 
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The Early Orand Encampment, 161 

As the Early Grand Encampment issned a large number of Warrants, and as 
many pnrely Craft Lodges conferred tbe K.T. and K.M. degrees, Knights Teniplar mnst bave 
constitnted a very large body early in tbe présent centary. 

Tbe Early Grand Encampment of Ireland grauted Warrants not only in Ireland bnt 
in England, and, especially, in Scotland. Tbe last warrants wbicb it sent to Scotland, and 
very Hkely its final on es, were granted in 1822 to bretbren in Newmilns and Saltcoats, 
andwere nnmbered respectively 60 and 61. Aboat tbis time tbe Early Grand Encampment 
exbibited symptoms of internai troubles. Tbe minutes of Grand Encampment No. 25 for 
25tb Jnne, 1822, record tbat it was resolved *' tbat Sir James Kelly sbonld not be admitted 
into tbis Encampment nntil be gîves np tbe seal and books of tbe Early Grand Encampment 
in bis possession." 

Tbe last act of tbe Early Grand Encampment wbicb I bave been able to discover 
took place on tbe 24tb Jnne, 1826, and was a rennnciation of rigbts over its Encamp- 
ments in Scotland. In 1836, it bad ceased to be in existence. 

Altbongb tbe Early Grand Encampment granted so many warrants, it does not 
seem to bave regarded itself as tbe only body wbo bad tbat power, as it aoknow- 
ledged tbe rigbts claimed by tbe Kilwinning Grand Encampment. It, bowever, resented 
tbe attempt of tbe Grand Lodge in 1805 to interfère in tbe affairs of tbe Knights Templar. 

Tbe oldest minute books of Palestine Preceptory are missing, bnt tbere is very little 
doubt tbat tbis Preceptory is tbe direct saccessor of No. 1 of tbe Early Grand Encampment. 
It was No. 1 on tbe roU of tbe Suprême Grand Encampment ; but tbat number was subse* 
quently assigned to tbe Encampment in connection witb Lodge No. 1 Cork, and Palestine 
Encampment was placed second on tbe roU. 

ENCAMPMENTS INDEPENDENT OF CRAFT LODGES. 

Some of tbe warrants issued by tbe Early Grand Encampment and tbe Kilwinning 
Ghrand Encampment were to Lodges ; but tbere were many Encampments establisbed wbicb 
were not connected witb Craft Lodges. Besides tbe two bodies above mentioned, tbere 
were in Dublin, in tbe early part of tbis century, tbe following Independent Encampments 
on tbe Registry of the Early Grand Encampment—Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 21, 25, 35 and 49. 

I bave tbe minute book of Grand Encampment No. 25, Dublin, wbicb was granted a 
warrant by tbe Early Grand Encampment of Ireland. It was not connected witb any 
Lodge, and tbe seal bore only tbe words " Early Grand Encampment of Ireland." Tbe 
minate book records tbe visits of bretbren to tbe meetings and dinners, and I notice tbat 
tbe visitors are described as bailing f rom a Grand Encampment No. 1 or No. 3, etc. ; or from 
an Encampment beld by such and sncb a Lodge ; or simply from a Lodge, in wbicb evidently 
tbe K.T. Degree was given without any warrant other tban tbat of tbe Craft Lodge. Tbe 
bretbren seem to bave dined frequently, and several Encampments occasionally combined 
to bave a dinner togetber. The dinner chèque of Encampment No. 25 was moderate, 
namely 4/- ; but wbiskey was very cheap in those days. The festival day of tbe Knights 
was tbat dedicated to St. Switbin. 

THE KILWINNING GRAND CHAPTER, H.K.T. 

In 1779, tbe " Mother Lodge," Kilwinning, Scotland, granted a Warrant to certain 
Freemasons in Dublin, to form the '* High Knight Templars of Ireland Kilwinning 
Lodge," from wbicb apparently is descended tbe présent Kilwinning Preceptory. AU 
tbe early minute books are missing. 

Tbe warrant granted by Mother Kilwinning Lodge, as will be seen by tbe annexed 
facsimile of tbe warrant, is not really one empowering a Craft Lodge to confer the higber 
degrees ; but tbere was an erroneous notion tbat tbe Scot'Cb Kilwinning Ix>dges were entitled 
to confer varions bigb degrees. 

Twenty.four years after its establishment, the Grand Kilwinning Chapter, as it was 
tben styled, resolved to grant Warrants. The first issued (in 1805) was to three bretbren 
in Finea, County of Westmeath, wbicb was always a small village, and bad in 1891 only 
149 inbabitants. Tbe following appears on tbe Warrant, wbicb is reprodnced berewitb. ' 

" Bv tbe Sublime Commander, Captain-General, Grand Marsbal, Standard Bearer, 
and Sword Bearer of tbe Grand Kilwinning Chapter of High Knights Templars of Ireland, 
beld by Spécial Authority from tbe Mother Lodge of Kilwinning, Scotland : 

"Wbereas, our faitbful and well-beloved Bretbren and Knights Companions, Sir 
Andrew Bell, Sir James Grier, and Sir Robert Stratford, bave besought tbat we would be 
pleased to form and establisb a Chapter and Encampment of High Knights Templars in 
the town of Finea, and County of Westmeatb : - . . 
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" We, therefore, duly weighing the prémisses, and desirons to promote the welf are 
of this Snblime Order, DO herebj anthorize the said Sir Andrew Bell, Sir James Grier, 
and Sir Bobt. Stratford to hold a Chapter and Encampraent of High Knights Templars, to 
be held by them and their snocessors dulj elected, agreeable to the régulations of onr Grand 
Kilwinning Chapter of High Knights Templars, with power to make snch Laws, Raies, 
and Orders, as they may deem necessary for the well-being and ordering of their Chapter, 
reserving to ourselves and snocessors, the Snblime Commander and Officers of onr Grand 
Kilwinning Chapter of High Knights Templars of Ireland, the right of deciding finally on 
appeal any différences which may happen amongst them which cannot be determined 
amicably in their own Chapter. Provided, moreover, that the said Chapter or Ëncamp- 
ment shall at ail times pay due respect to our Grand Kilwinning Chapter, otherwise this 
Warrant to be null and void and of no effect : 

" In Witness whereof, we hâve put onr hand and seal of onr Chapter. Given in 
Dablin in the year of Masonry, 6806, and of Grâce, 1805." [Names of Officers follow.] 

The action of the Kilwinning Encampment in issning Warrants was the immédiate 
resnlt of the declared intention of Grand Lodge to license Knight Templar bodies. But, 
previonsly to 1805, the Kilwinning Encampment had granted permission to varions Lodges 
and individnal Brethren to confer the K.T. degree. 

The Knights made by the Kilwinning Encampment were in gênera! snperior in social 
position to those " dubbed " in Encampments on the registry of the Early Grand Encamp- 
ment. On the formation of the Suprême Grand Encampment in 1836, the Kilwinning 
Encampment was given precedence over ail the other snbordinate Encampments. 

RED CROSS KNIGHTS. 

The degrees of " Knight of the Red Cross and Mark Maater " were given nnder the 
sanction of the Early Grand Encampment. I hâve seen a certificate issned from the 
'* Royal Master and Captain- General of the Grand Chapter of Knights of the Red Cross and 
Mark Masters of Encampment No. 48, held nnder the sanction of the Early Grand Encamp- 
ment of Ireland." It bas a plain red seal in wax, and a stamped black and white seal 
containing a Maltese Cross and the words : " Red Cross Lodge No. 48." It is signed by the 
Royal Master the Captain- General, the Lieutenant, and the Grand Scribe, and is dated 
1807. The titles Royal Master, Captain-General, and Lieutenant, are those nsed in the 
degree of Knight of Malta ; which circumstance, and the Maltese Cross on the seal, show 
that thë body which issned the above certificate worked the degree of K.M. The récipients 
of the degrees of Knight of the Sword, Knight of the East, and Knight of the East and 
West, were termed Red Cross Knights, which was not an accurate désignation as it 
ponfonnded them with the Rose Croix Knights, or 18°. 

A certificate issued from " the High Priest of the Grand Chapter of Knights of the 
Red Cross and Noachidas,'* held nnder the sanction of Lodge No. 271, is " dated in Limerick 
27th February, 1790, and of the Order of the Red Cross, 2326°." Noachite, or a descendant 
of Noah, was a name assumed by Freemasons ont of respect for Noah, who preserved pure 
religion though surrounded by idolaters. Noachite, or Prussian Knight, is the 21° in the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. 

In Limerick, for many years, the degrees of K.S., K.E., and K.E. and W., were 
conferred at stated meetings held quarterly for that spécial purpose. 

Although the Suprême Grand Encampment empowered the snbordinate Encamp- 
ments to confer the degree of K.S., K.E., and K.E. and W., I doubt if snch authorization 
was not ultra vires. Thèse degrees hâve really no connection with the Knights Templar or 
Knights of Malta Orders. They constitute the 15th, 16 th, and 17th degrees of the Ancient 
(md Accepted Scottish Rite. Apropos of this Rite the term Scottish is a misnomer, as the 
System of thirty-three degrees did not originate in Scotland. 

' In 1849 the Grand Encampment resolved to issue warrants for the degrees of K.S., 
K.E., and K.E. and W., distinct from warrants for K.M. çind K.T. degrees. 

A Snmmons to a ** chapter of Knights of the Sword," dated 26th April, 1844, and 
signed by A. Dudgeon, Secretary, 98 Talbot Street, is in the archives of Grand Lodge. \ 

The following appears in the nnmber of the Freenuuons* Quarterly Beview^ for 
September, 1837: "June 20th. An investiture of 'Knights of the Sword or Red Cross' 
was held in the Chapter Rooms (Dublin) on which occasion Brother Philips, P.M., No. 2» 
Brother T. I. Quinton, P.M. No. 4, and Bro. James Nixon, No. 50, were knighted and 
invested with the badges and jewels of this honourable degree which is a continuation of 
the Order of the Sword first instituted A.D. 1515 by Gustavus Yasa and revived as a 
military distinction in the year 1748 by Frederick the Great. The heralds in their gorgeous 
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tabards, tbe banners, regalia, and armoriai bearings, being arrangea in martial array 
stamped a pecnliar and additional interest on tbe sacred solemnities wbicb were 

'A model to behold, serene and noble/ 
The brigade afterwards betook of a fcivottow:..prepared by Radley ; tbe munitions of * War to 
tbe Knife ' consisting of much variety furnisbed an nnexceptionable repast, and some good 
singing imparted a lively zost to tbe rationable converse of tbe evening." 

THE ROYAL ARCH TEMPLAR PRIESTS. 

In tbe latter part of tbe last and early part of tbe présent centnry, a degree was 
current in Ireland under tbe narae of tbe *' Sacred Band Royal Arcb Knigbts Templars, 
Priests after tbe Order of Melchisedec." Its certificates refer to tbe Early Grand Encamp- 
ment ; one of tbem is as follows : — 

" Dublin Union Band. — Wisdom batb built ber bouse, sbe batb bewn ont ber seven 
pillars ; tbe ligbt tbat cometb from wisdom sball never go ont : 

" To ail to wbom this may come, we send greeting : 

" In tbe name of tbe Qreat and Blessed Redeemer wbo suffered on tbe Cross for tbe 
salvation of our soûls, We, tbe Grand Pillars of tbe United Sacred Band of Royal Arcb 
Knigbt Templars, PHests after tbe Most Antient and Christian Order of Melcbisedeo, do 
bereby certify tbat oar faitbfnl and wiBll-beloved Brotber and cemented friend, Jobn 
Starkey, baving regularly obtained and bonourably, witb equal skill and valour, tbe dignity 
of knigbthood, wa« by as initiated, consecrated, and confirmed in ail tbe Divine Mysteries 
of tbe Modt Sacred Holy Order of Rojal Arcb Knigbts Templars Priestbood, and as snch 
admitted for ever ; a Priest in our Tabernacle and a Pillar in tbe Temple of oar God, and be 
sball go no more ont : 

** In testimony wbereof we bave delivered to bim tbis instrument wbicb, lîke tbe 
olive brancb of peace, we commit into his bands, praying tbat tbe cboicest blessings of tbe 
Etemal Tbree in One may attend on ail tbose wbo may in any wise be serviceable to bim. 
Given under our bands and seal of our Band beld under tbe sanction of Encampments No. 
49, No. 25, and No. 35, ail beld under tbe Registry of tbe Early Grand Encampment of 
Ireland, in oar Council Gbamber, at Dublin, this 26tb day of Augast, 1807, and in tbe year 
of Masonry, 5807, and of the Order of Priestbood, 1774." [The Grand Scribe ànd seven 
Pillars append their names.] 

The seal bears a cross and doves, witb tbe words : **Dablin Union Band, Lodge No. 
49, Antient." There seems to bave been a union of bodies conferring tbis degree. A seal 
wbicb I bave contains tbe words, " 92 Union Band," and also tbe words, ** Lodge 333." 

The Rev. Dr. Oliver, writing in 1847, states tbat be believed tbe Priestly Order in 
connection witb tbe Knigbts Templar degree was still worked in Belfast. So late as 1867, 
tbe Grand Encampment was requested by Belfast Knigbts to issue warrants for conferring 
tbe Priestly Order. But no action was taken in tbe matter. 

ACTION OF THE GRAND LODGE IN REFERENCE TO THE 

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR. 

In 1805, tbe Grand Lodge resolved to virtually constitute itself into a Grand 
Encampment of Higb Knigbts Templars, witb tbe view of issuing Warrants and of con- 
trolling tbe Order. It passed tbe foUowing resolutions : — 

"I. — Tbat in order to establisb uniformity in tbe principles and cérémonies of tbe 
Knigbts Templars degree, and to avoid many irregularities wbicb prevail and bave 
unavoidably resulted from tbe want of a oontrouling power to regalate tbe proceeding of tbe 
namerous Knigbts Templars Encampments in tbis Kingdom, it is indispensably neoessary 
tbat the Grand Lodge sbould take tbat Degree ander its immédiate sanction, and tbat 
warrants to bold Encampments sbould be granted to sucb bretbrenr Knigbts Templars as 
sball make proper application; and no person is to be admitted or initiated a Knigbt 
Templar under sucb warrant except a Royal Arcb Mason duly registered. 

" II.— Until tbe Ist day of June next, tbe Grand OflBcers and Members of tbe Grand 
Lodge, being Knigbts Templars, sball constitute tbe Grand Templars Encampment, and 
from tbe said first of June the Grand Knigbts Templars Encampment sball consist of sucb 
of tbe Grand OflBcers and members of tbe Grand Lodge as are Templars and Members of 
Encampments beld under warrants issued nnder tbe sanction of tbe Grand Lodge, pursuant 
to tbe ârst resolution. 

" III. — Tbat tbe Grand Knigbts Templars Encampment sball be invest-ed witb as full 
power and autbority over Encampments of Knigbts Templars and Masons of tbat degree as 
is exercise^} by tbe Grand Lodge of Ireland over tbe warranted Blue Lodges, dnd tbe 
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members tbereof , under îts jnrisdiction. The Grand Knîghts Templars Encampments at ail 
times conforming hi its proceedings, as mnch as possible, to the rôles and regnlations of tbe 
Grand Lodge. 

" IV. — That a register of ail warranted Encampmente, and tbe members the^of, 
sball be kept — two gnineas to be paid for eacb warrant ; two shillings for registering a 
member ; and three shillings for a Grand Knights Templar's certificate. Thèse sums to be 
applied to the gênerai funds of the Order. 

" V. — The Sublime Commander, for the time being, of eacb Encampment held under 
warrants grant«d pursuant to the resolutions, sball be a member of the Grand Lodge, 
provided bis élection bas been approved of bj the Grand Knights Templars Encampment, 
and notice of such approbation transmitted to the Grand Lodge. 

" VI. — That the Grand Treasurer be appointed Treasurer and Register of the Grand 
Knights Templars Encampment and the Grand Secretarj, Secretary therefco." 

This raised a storm of indignation amongst the Encampments and Lodges that 
conferred the K.T. degree. No fewer than 400 Lodges and Encampments protested against 
the proposai of the Grand Lodge, and the Earlj Grand Encampment circalated the follow- 
ing document : — 

"Angu8t29, Ï805. 

" The Early Grand Encampment of Treland met in ample form. 

" Sir Johm Hill, Early Grand Master, on the Throne. 

" The following Address to ail the Grand Encampments deriving under this Early 
G. Encampment, and other High Knight Templars, was ordered to be printed, and 
distributed over the United Kingdom : 

" Sir Knight Companions, 

*' The Early G. Encampment of Ireland bave heard with equal surprîse and astonish- 
ment, of a resolution of the Grand L. of Ireland, at their last meeting in July, of taking 
under their immédiate authority our high and magnanimous Order, and, as far as in them 
lies, to render nul! and void ail the warrants which we hâve granted for a long séries of 
years back. To question onr anthority or right to grant warrants were equally as absurd 
as the above attempt. We claim it by prescriptive right. Our Early Grand Encampment 
of Ireland bas subsisted in the City of Dublin for above a Century ; and the individuals of 
it from time to time, bave invariably conducted themselves in such a manner as to do crédit 
to themselves, and reflect hononr on the Order. Nor bas the harmony of our Early Grand 
Encampment been ever disturbed by any of those unbecoming passions of the mind, that 
bave nothing in view but discord, division, and strife. 

"Thus respect-ably numerous in members, and prospérons in Masonic fortnne, our 
ancestors declared it to be their will and pleasure to grant warrants to ail such High 
Knight Templars as might be fonnd worthy applying for the same; And we*find by our 
records, that warrants hâve been accordingly granted to différent H. Knight Templars in 
England, Scotland, and Ireland, many of whom at this moment are in a prospérons and 
flonrishing state. 

"It will be fonnd that every G. Lodge which we know of originated from no other 
authority but the will and pleasure of a few well-meaning individuals. There is at this 
moment an Encampment of H. Knight Templars held in this City, under a warrant granted 
to their predecessors many years back, by the Kilwinnin High K. Templars of Scotland. 
Will any man say, that thèse warrants can be superseded by the Grand Lodge ? We can 
conceive no idea more absurd, than to suppose a Lodge of Bine Masons, (which may 
eventually be composed of Brothers who could not possibly be admitted or belong to onr 
Order) arrogating to themselves the power of granting warrants to High K. Templars — an 
Order completely abstracted from them, and as différent in their natures as the colonrs by 
which they are distinguished. 

" Taking ail thèse circnmstances into our raost serions considération We do unani- 
mously résolve to resist ail such unconstitutional and unmasonic innovations on onr high 
and magnanimous Order. That we will hold no intercourse with, or acknowledge any one 
as of the Order, who dérives under such authority. And we recommend it to such High 
K. Templars deriving under ourselves, as bave not already registei-ed their names with us, 
to do it forthwith, that we may thereby more intimately know ail those who belong to us. 
And we will continue to grant warrants and certificates to ail H. K. Templars, who corne 
recommendcd to us as deserving the same. And we do call upon and exhort ail H. K. 
Templars holding under us, to act as above, and con tribu te to the public stock of our 
bappiness and prosperity, by resisting every proper innovation. 

" Signed by order,

The Grand Lodge let the proposai drop ; but after tbe establishment of the Suprême 
Grand Encampment in 1836, tbe Grand Lodge managed the finances of the Templars' 
Order until the year 1875. 

THE SUPREME GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 

In 1823, Encampment No. 25 proposed the formation of a gênerai bodj of the K.T.'s 
of Ireland to be plaoed nnder the protection of a nobleman as Grand Master of tbe whole 
bodj. The project did not succeed at the time, bnt it was not lost sight of. On the 25th 
Aagust, 1836, at a Convocation of Knights Templar, held in the Grand Lodge Rooms, it 
was resolved to establish an Encampment of H.K.T. nnder the auspices of tbe Dnke of 
Leinster as Illastrious Grand Commander. Encampments Nos. 1, 5, 85, 284, and 888, 
were represented, and Encampments 331 and 957 notified their adhésion to the objects of 
the Convocation. 

On Febmary 23rd, 1837, the first meeting of the Suprême Grand Encampment was 
held nnder the presidency of the Duke of Leinster, and since tbat date, up to the présent, 
the Order of the Temple bas been under the direction and government of a suprême body. 
Warrants were issued in 1837. In 1838 the title, ** Grand Commander," was changed to 
" Grand Master." A great many Warrants were issued to Lodges, and in 1851 their number 
amounted to 50 ; at présent there are 45 Precep tories on the Roll of the Great Priory. 

The Suprême Grand Encampment like the Early Grand Encampment granted 
warrants to establish Eucampmeats outside Ireland. The following is an example of the 
Warrants issued from 1837 onwards : —

" Whereas our right trusty and well-beloved Brothers and Knights Companions, 
Andrew McCready, William Robinson, Hugh Lough, Patrick McKee, Alexander Mcllwain, 
William Hamilton, senior, and Robert Hamilton, bave sought us to constitute and establish 
an Encampment of High Knights Templars and Masonic Knights of Malta. together with a 
Council of the preceding degrees of Knights of the Sword, Knights of the East, and Knights 
of tbe East and West, commonly called Red Cross Masons, to be held in Hawkesbury, in 
Canada West, by them and their snccessors lawfuUy admitted, and to be attached to Lodge 
and Chapter No. 159. We, duly considering the premises, do by thèse présent authorize and 
constitut« the above named Knights Companions, and their snccessors, to be the offîcers of 
an Encampment of High Knights Templars and Masonic Knights of Malta, and of the 
aforesaid preceding degrees of Knights of the Sword, Knights of the East, and Knights of 
the East and West, commonly called Red Cross Masons, to be holden at Hawkesbury, 
in Canada West, and to be attached to Lodge and Cbapter No. 159, aforesaid, with full 
power to perform ail acts befitting such assemblies, provided the same shall be in strict 
conformity to the rules and régulations now existing, or hereafter to be made, by this 
Suprême Grand Encampment, reserving to ns and our snccessors the right of deciding ail 
difficulties that may arise, and of annulling or cancelling thèse présents if we shall deem it 
necessary so to do.

The facsîmile of a Warrant given herewith, is that of a still earlier document, 
granted by the same body, on the 6th Angust, 1839. 
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THE CONVENT-GENERAL AND GREAT PRIORIBvS. 

In 1869 nepfotiations were commenced with the Suprême Knight Templar bodies of 
England and Scotland with the view o{ assimilating the Ritaals of the three great bodies 
and of forming a union of them. By the close of 1872 conventions between England and 
Ireland resulted in the création of a bodj termed the Convent General. The Prince of 
Wales was elected Grand Master, and the Duke of Leinster became Great Prior of Ireland, 
and the Earl of Limeriôk Great Priur of England. The Grand Encampments were converted 
into Great Priories. Her Majesty was pleased to become Patroness of the Order. The 
Warrants granted by the Grand Encampment were called in, and new ones issned bj 
the Great Priory. 

In 1873 the Canadian Knights Templar solicited to be created a Great Priory and 
admitted to the Convent General. Their request was tardily acceded to in 1876 ; but they 
seceded in 1884. Scotland never joined the Union. 

On the 7th April, 1873, the Convent General was inaugurated in the largest Hall in 
Wiliis' Rooms, London. The ceremony was a brilliant one, and was attended by a very 
large nnmber of Knights. The Prince of Wales presided. In the evening there was a 
banquet at whioh the Prince of Wales and more than 100 members of the Convent General 
were présent. The représentatives from Ireland were Judge Townshend, Capt. George 
Huband, R. W. Shekleton, Q.C., R. B. de Burgh, John Ringland, M.D., and myself ; of ail 
thèse £ alone survive. 

A Ritual Commission was formed representing England and Ireland, and the ritnal 
which we now use in Ireland was adopted ; it is much shorter than the ancient one, and 
differs from it in several particulars, especiallyin the omission of one of the most import-ant 
signs. The adoption of the costume now worn was an improvement, for the combination of 
an apron with a military scarf was somewhat incongruous. The Prince of Wales, on being 
elected Grand Master, created the dignities of Knight Grand Cross and Knight Commander 
of the Temple. 

The convention led to the abandonment of thedegrees of K S., K.E., and K.E. and W. 
I remember when they were conferred in a very effective raanner ; but the degrees of the 
Knight of Malta and the Mediterranean Pass were, so far as I know, given in a very bald 
manner in the Dublin Preceptories and Encampments. Many years ago I saw the degrees 
of K.T., K.M., and M. P., given with great élaboration in an Encampment in Waterford. 
The apartment in which the degree of K.T. was given contained a roughly Macadamized 
road over which the pilgrim had to joumey. There was a "sepulchre" guai*ded by a 
Knight with drawn sword, and Sir Knights were stationed at varions points to int^rrogate 
the candidate during his perambulations. 

On the death of the Duke of Leinster, in 1874, H.R.H. The Prince of Wales, Grand 
Master, appointed the Marquess Conyngham, Great Prior. On the death of the Marquess, 
the Grand Master appointed H.R.H. The Duke of Connaught, Great Prior. His Royal 
Highness was made a K.T. and K.M. in the Kilmainham Preceptory on the 28th April, 
1873, and was installed Preceptor of that Preceptory on the 28th January, 1878. On the 
same day he was inst-alled Great PHor, and wasinvested with the Insignia of G.C.T., Lord 
Powersconrt acting as the Deputy of the Grand Master. 

The great popularity of H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught was the cause of the 
unusually large gathering of Knights présent at his installation ; the cérémonies in connec- 
tion with which were made as imposing as possible. 

After a very few meetings of the Convent General, it practically ceased to exist, and 
was formally dissolved on the 19th July, 1895, by the Prince of Wales. The Prince of 
Wales became Titular, or Honorary Sovereign of the Order, and the Great Priors resumed 
the ancient title of Grand Master. As a substitute for the Convent General, délégations 
from the Great Priories of England and Ireland and the Grand Chapter of Scotland meet 
every year alternately in London, Dublin, and Edinburgh ; their principal object being to 
secure nniformity in working. Some advance in that direction bas already been made, and 
concessions on ail sides may ultimately lead to an absolate nniformity in ritual. 

In 1898, the Seneschal, Sir Knight W. R. Shekleton, Q.C., G.C.T., retired from 
office, on which occasion he was presented with an address from the Great Priory, in which 
his services to the Order were f uUy recognised. I had the honour to be appointed by the 
Grand Master successor to Sir Knight Shekleton, as His Rojal Highness' Deputy. 

In April, 1896, délégations from the Great Priory of England, headed by the Grand 
Master, the Earl of Euston, and the Grand Master of Scotland, the Marquess of Breadal- 
bane, met a délégation representing the Great Priory of Ireland. On the 7th April, they 
were entertained at a banquet in Freemasons' Hall, at which the Seneschal presided, and 
a large gathering of Eaiights was présent. 
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In Âpril, 1900, délégations from England and Scotland were présent at the Dublin 
Meeting of the Annnal Conférences, and were entertained at a banquet at which I had the 
hononr to préside. The Grand Master of England — Lord Enston, and the Qreat Seneschal 
of the G hapter- Général of Scotland — Sir James Bnchanan, Bart., were présent. 

CHIVALRIC DBGREES IN SCOTLAND. 

According to some credalons acconnts, the Order of Knights Templar never became 
extinctin Scotland, but continaed there after the Reforniation nntil ultimateljitmergedinto 
Freemasonry. It is alleged that Prince Charles Edward (the " Pretender ") was elected 
Grand Master of the Knights Templar in 1745. Critical writers maintain, on the contrary, 
that the présent Masonic Knights Templar are not the direct snccessors of the Ancient Order, 
and assert that the Order over which Prince Charles was elected Gi'and Master was totally 
nnconnected with Freemasonry. The "Royal Order of Scotland*' is certainly of ancient 
origin ; but it always was a pecnliar and exclnsive Scottish Order,and had no real fonndation 
in Freemasonry. 

As in the case of Ireland, the introduction of the Knight Templar Degree into 
Masonic circles in Scotland probably took place aboat the middle of the last centnry. It is 
impossible to prove by any document known to be in existence that the degree was conferred 
inside or ontside of Masonic Lodges before that time. Very little was put on record in 
référence to the degree until very nearly the close of the last century. 

The minute book of the Stirling Lodge, which dates from L741, refers to by-laws 
passed in 1745. The original by-laws are non-existent ; but according to Bro.W. J. Uughan 
what purports to be a transcript of them made in 1790, refers to the degree of Knight of 
Mal ta. If the transcript be correct, this is the earliest référence to that degree in the 
United Kingdom or America. It is possible however, that, in the transcript of the by-laws, 
there may hâve been interpolations rendered çecessary by the long interval between 1745 
and 1790. 

The earliest Eucampmeni in Scotland not connected with a Lodge was probably that 
warranted in Aberdeen in 1794 by the Early Grand Encampment of Ireland. In 1813 this 
Encampment nnited with the St. George of Aboyne Encampoient, Aberdeenshire Militia, 
holding under the Edinburgh Grand Conclave from July, 1812; but, subsequently, it 
received a charter from the Grand Encampment of Scotland, and it is now the Aberdeen 
Military Encampment No 5^. 

According to Bro. David Mnrray Lyon, the K.T. degree was worked about 1780. 
This author states that the Royal Arch Degree was introduced into Ayrshire between 1771 
and 1778 through the " médium of the Hibernian élément which tben permeated the Lodge 
of St. John at Newton-npon-Ayr." In 179C a body of Knights, mostly from Ireland, 
formed a ** Grand Assembly " at Maybole. 

Bro. Hughan states that the historian of Lodge No. 4, Banff, Bro. Bairns&ther, 
mentions a tradition in that Lodge that the higher degrees were introduced in 1764, by 
Freemasons bclonging to an Irish régiment quartered in the town. 

The foUowing Knight Templar*s certificate, which is in possession of the Grand 
Lodge of England, was issued in the last year that Lodges were permitted to work the 
degree. 

" Glory to God in the Highest. Amen. 

"We, the Grand Prince, Captain General, <fec., Ac, <fec., of the Invincible and 
Magnanimons Assembly of Knight-s Templars encaraped at Kirkcudbright under the Free- 
mason's Lodge of St. Cuthbert, from Kilwinniug No. 43 on the register of the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland, do hereby certify that our trusty and well-beloved the worshipful Sir Andrew 
McDowalI was by us duly and regalarly admitted and dubbed a Knight of the Most Noble 
and Christian Order of Knight Templars. 

" And that since bis induction thereto (so far as is known to us) he hath discharged 
the relative duties of a Sir Knight Companion with affection and integrity. 

" We, therefore, for his very exemplary good conduct and character whilst amongst 
us, do eamestly recommend him to ail valiant Knight-s round the globe. To prevent frand 
if this should fall into bad hands, we bave oansed the true owner to place his name on the 
margin.

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Â black ribbon îs intermixed in tbe certificate, ivhich bears a block having a sknll, 
crosM-bones, and coffin displajed npon it. 

Another Scottish certificate, dated 1818, is in possession of the Grand Lodge of 
England. The first part states that the brother was certifîed bj the Grand Bojal Areh 
Chapter of Scotland to be a Royal Arch Mason. Then follows the certificate of K.T. issned 
from the *' Grand Asctembly of Knights Templars in Edinbnrgh, Premier Encampment of 
Scotland, No. 1 on the Registry of the Grand Conclave of Scotland." 

During certain law proceedings in a Scottish Superior Com-t in 1799, it transpired in 
évidence that nnasaal degrees were being conferred in Masonic Lodges. This révélation 
created some excitement, amongst Masonic as well as non-Masonic circles. The A et of 
Parliament (39 George HT., c 79, r2th Joly, 1799), which probibited the administration of 
oaths by secret and unknown societies, made an exemption in fayonr of the Freemasons ; 
bnt it was thonght that the new degrees introduced into the Lodges, bat only commnnicated 
to certain of their members, might be an excuse for the propagation of treasonable doctrines. 
A rébellion had recently raged in Ireland, and it was asaerted that United Irishmen 
probably introdnced the Knight Templar Degree into Lodges as a cloak to a treasonable 
propaganda. Finally, in 1800, the Gi'and Lodge prohibited the conferring of any degrees 
beyond the first three in the Lodges nnder its jnrisdiction ; in faut, the Grand Lodge had 
ne ver recognised any other degrees. 

Abont the same time, the Enight Templar Degree was worked in Edinbnrgh. It is 
asserted that it was introdnced by non-commissioned oflScers belonging to régiments of 
regulars and militia, possessed of Warrants on the register of the Grand Lodge of Ireland.^ 
bnch warrants were very numerons. In 1804, no fewer than 112 Military Lodges held 
warrants granted by the Grand Lodge of Ireland, whilst there were only 59 Military Lodges 
in connection with the Grand Lodge of England. It adds to the likelihood that it was a 
Military Lodge, or Lodges, warranted by the Irish Grand Lodge, that introdnced the 
Templar degree into North America, to fînd that the early ritnal of the American Ejiights 
Templar was almost identical with the Irish ritnal. 

When the Craft Lodges were prohibited from working the K.T. Degree, Scottish 
Knights applied to the Early Grand Encampment of Ireland for warrants, which were 
readily granted. The first issned, No. 21, was dated on the 9th Jnne, 1802, and created an 
Encampment (the second of the kind in Scotland) in the town of Ayr. This Encampment 
is now dormant ; but many others, warranted by the Early Grand Encampment, still ezist 
and work nnder their Irish warrants, ail of which hâve been confirmed by the Scottish 
•Grand Encampment. The last Warrants Nos. 60 and 61 were grantecl in 1826, to brethren 
at Newmilns and Saltcoats. The greater nnmber of the warrants were applied for from 
Ayrshire and adjoining districts. 

THE EARLY GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF SCOTLAND. 

In 1822, " Frater *' Robert Martin of Kilmamock proceeded to Dnblin and presented 
a Pétition to the Early Grand Encampment reqnesting, on the part of Encampments Nos. 
28, 33, 39, 40, and 42, the création of a Suprême Knight Templar body for Scotland. He 
was received by the Conncil of the Early Grand Encampment on the llth May at the honse 
of the Grand Commander " Sir " Peter Kelly, Wood Quay. The Conncil resolved to grant 
the prayer of the pétition. It presented Frater Martin with a Warrant creating him 
Grand Mast«r for Scotland, and, on the 24th Jnne, 1826, sent to him a charter of renonciation 
of authority over the Scottish Encampments. Martin remained Grand Master until his 
death in 1857 ; since that year there has been a i^gnlar snccession of Grand Masters down 
to the présent one — Colonel Peter Spence of Airdrie. 

In 1850, the Suprême Grand Encampment of Ireland refused to ent«r into relations 
with the Early Grand Encampment of Scotland ; and, in 1860, declined to recognise its cer- 
tificates. In 1896, the Great Priory of Ireland declined an interchange of représentatives 
with it, being, apparently, qnite unmindful of the history of the Early Grand Encampment. 

This body now styles itself the ** Grand Encampment of the Temple and Malta 
in Scotland ; " bnt formerly it was known as the *' Early Grand Mother Encampment of 
High Knights Templars, Scotland." It claims control over the folio wing degrees : — ''Knight 
of the Red Cross of Rome and Constantine,** " Knight of St. John theEvangelist,"**K.H.S," 
" Knight of the Christian Mark," " Knight of the Holy and lUnstrions Order of the Cross," 
" Pilgrim," "Knight Templar," "Knight of the Mediterranean Pass," or "Knight of St Paul," 
and " Knight of Malta." Only Royal Arch Masons are eligible for the Templar Degree. 

' Âccording to the "Revue Historique, Scientifiqae, et Morale, de la Frano-Maçonnerie," Vol. I., 
page 184 (ParÎB, 1830), the Freemasons of the Nottingham Militia introduced the K.T. degree into Edinbnigh 
in 1798. This Bee^ment had an Irish Oraft Warrant. 
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At présent twenty-two Encampments are sobordinate to this Grand Body. The fées in con* 
neotion with the Sapreme and Sabordinate Encampments are verj moderate. Until 1870 
tbe Grand Encampment eontrolled the R.A. degree aud tbe higher degrees wbicb are now 
placed nnder other Sapreme bodies. 

THE CHAPTER GENERAL OF THE RELIGIOUS AND MILITARÎT ORDER 
OP THE TEMPLE IN SCOTLAND. 

The Minutes of an Edinbnrgh Craft Lodge for 1807 record a visit in that year to the 
Lodge of a deputation from the Grand Assembly of High Knight Templars, No. 31 of the 
Early Grand Encampment of Ireland, headed by the Most Worshipf al Grand Master.^ The 
event appears to bave been a novel one. A prominent member of this Encampment, nàmed 
Alexander Deuchar, created a ''Sapreme Grand Conclave'' for Scotland in 1811, under 
the patronage of H.R.H. the Dnko of Kent, father of Her Gracions Majesty the Qneen. 
The first Grand Maater was Alexander j3euoher himself. The great majority of the 
Scottish Encampments refased to give ap their allegiance to the Early Grand Encampment 
of Ireland. Deucher died in 1830, and daring the following six years the Grand Conclave 
was in an nnsatisfactory state. In 1836, the body changed ils name and became the 
*' Chapter General *' and elected Admirai Milne as Grand Master. It was resolved that it 
was no longer necessary that candidates for the Order shoald be Freemasons, and the Duke 
of Leeds and the Bishop of Edinburgh, who were not Masons, were created Knights of the 
Temple and Mal ta. In 1856, the Chapter repealed this resolntion, and since that year only 
Freemasons hâve been admitted. The Chapter General bas nnder its j arisdiction a Preceptory 
in Edinbnrgh (the Lothians), the Preceptory of Glasgow, the Preceptory of Ayr, the 
Preceptory of Towerhill, Dnnfermline, and the Rosslyn Preceptory, Kirkaldy — fxve in ail in 
Scotland. It bas two Preceptorins in New Branswick, one in New Zealand, one in 
New South Wales, one in Calcutta, one in Bombay. It bas a Priory of Mal ta in 
Edinbnrgh, two in Glasgow, one in Danfermline, and one in Bombay. Altogether, ifc 
bas a total of seventeen sabordinate bodies, of which ten are located in Scotland. The 
Knights under the jnrisdiction of the Grand Chapter are of high social position, and the 
affairs of the Order are admirably mana^d by thnt distingaished Freemason, Bro. 
Lindsay Mackersy, Grand Secretary and Treasurer of the Order. 

It is to be regretted that there are two «Grand Bodies of Knights Templar in 
Scotland. Attempts bave been made to anite them ; but hitherto nnsnccessfally. 

The Grand Encampment seems to go on the principle that every Craft Mason of good 
standing in bis Lodge is eligible for advancement to tbe Order of the Temple ; whilst it 
wonld appear that the Chapter General considers that it is only the élite of the Masonio 
world who shoald be elevated to the high position of a Knight of the Temple and of Malta. 

THE TEMPLAR AND MALTA ORDERS IN ENGLAND. 

In England, as in Ireland and Scotland, the early history of the Knights Templar 
Orders m connection with Freemasonry is obscure. A distingnished Freemason, Bro. 
Howell, bas published the Minntes of bis Lodge,^ from which it appears that the degree or 
K.T. was conferred in Plymouth on the 21 st October, 1778. This is the earliest record of 
the kind as yet discovered in England. 

THE BALDWYN PRECEPTORY. 

Perhaps the most famous association of Mason ic Knights Templar in the world is the 
Baldwyn Preceptory, Bristol. It claims to bave existed from ** time immémorial," and tobe 
the modem représentative of the Knights Templar of the middle âges. This traditional 
antiquity is not admitted by the more critical writers on the History of Freemasonry. 

The earliest record preserved by this Preceptory is an authentic and important 
document containing the statntes of a Sapreme body of Knights Templar acting nnder a 
charter. This body styled itself *' The Suprême Grand and Royal Encampment of 
the Order of Knights Templars, Knights of St. John of Jérusalem, Knights Hospitaliers, 
and Knights of Malta, &o" There are twenty danses and statates in the document, from 
which I shall only qnote two— the 7th and 8th : — 

" 7th. And whereas, this Encampment is by charter constitated the Sapreme Grand 
and Royal Encampment, be it therefore known that no Encampment within the Kingdom 
of England will be aoknowledged by us unless they admit of our supremacy and conform to

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thèse statates, nor any received as Kniglits Gompanions except tliose iDstalled in an Encamp- 
ment oonstitufced by us, or in some foreign Prince*s Dominions, or were installed before 1780." 
*' 8th. That the mode of application for a charter be bj pétition addressed to the 
Suprême Grand and Royal Encampment at our Gastle at Bristol, signed by five Gompanions 
of the Order, specifying the time when, and the place where, to be held, with the names of 
the three first officers and the title they would bave the Encampment known by." 

The document bears the seals of the Order of Knights Templars, Knights of St. John 
of Jerosalem and Knights of Malta, of the Knights Bosœ Grncis, and of the Grand Elected 
Knights of Kadosh : it is dated 20th December, 1780. 

It is claimed that this body was constituted by a charter, which is referred to in the 
document as folio w s : — " Whereas, by charter of compact, our Encampment is constituted 
the Suprême Grand and Royal Encampment of this Noble Order.'* There is no récital of a 
written charter nor statement as to who grant^ one. It seems to me highly probable that 
the Gharter of Gompact was merely an agreement or compact amongst the members of the 
Baldwyn Encampment and another ancient body at Bath, the " Gamp of Antiquity," to 
establish a snpreme body of the Order. It was by sucli a compact or agreement that the 
Suprême Grand Encampment of Ireland was formed. 

The Baldwyn Encampment was practically identical with the Grand Encampment, 
for the Bath Encampment soon became dormant. On the establishment of another Grand 
body in London, in 1791, attempts to attach tbe Baldwyn Encampment to it were made, 
but without success ; but it is curions that the Baldwyn Encampment appears on a roll 
published by the London body in 1810. 

In 1812, the Bristol Grand Encampment elected H.B.H. the Dake of Sussex its 
Grand Master, but he never took any interest in its proceedings, and never communicated 
with it during tbe twenty-four years he was its nominal head. 

After a great many years of abeyance, the Grand Gbapter was revived in 1855 by the 
Baldwyn Encampment (which still remained independent of the London body) and the 
" Gamp of Antiquity " of Bath which had been reinvigorated. 

Four other Encampments (at Birmingham, Warwick, High bridge and Garoham) 
joined this Grand Encampment. 

After a few years the Bristol Grand Encampment became extinct, and the Encamp- 
ments conneoted with that ancient body passed, with réservations of certain privilèges, under 
-the dominion of the Grand body locatednn London. 

The Baldwyn Preceptory exercised the right of conf erring the 30° and other degrees 
of the A. and A. Rite. In the old times, when Lodges and Royal Arch Ghapters worked 
the K.T. and K.M. degrees, some Encampments of Knights Templar conferred the R.A., 
the 18°, the 30°, and many other degrees, now become obselete, or like the K.S., K.E., <fcc , 
transferred to other Orders. 

The folio wlng certificate (a copy of which is in possession of that distingnished 
Masonic Author, Bro. Uughan, of Torquay), shews that in 1798 the Suprême Templar Body 
in London recognized the 30 1 h degree. 
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" In the name of the Holy and Undivided Trinity.

THE YORK GRAND LODGE AND H.K.T. 

In 1780 the York Grand Lodge virtually constituted itself a Suprême Knight 
Templar Body, and issued a few Warrants to found Encampments. This is the first and last 
Instance of any Grand Lodge granting Templar Gharters. 

' It was their caatom to add 4004 to the years of the Christian era:— 4004+1798=5802. 
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THE GRA.ND AND ROYAL CONCLAVE OF KNIQHTS TEMPLAR. 

Towards tbe close of the last centurj, the degree of K.T. appears to hâve become 
yevy popalar amongst EnglisH Masous. Eariy in 1791 conférences of some of the Knights 
were held in London, and at a great gatberîng of them on tho 24<th Jane, 1791, they consti- 
tuted formally a Grand and Royal Conclave of Knights Templar. Soon after the Conclave 
was hononred by the patronage of H.R.H. Prince Edward, afterwards the Duke of Kent 
and father of Hei Most Gracions Majesty the Qaeen. 

On the lOth April, 1809, a meeting was held at which the statntes passed in 1791 
were revised. ïn 1846, another revision of the stafcutes took place, and they were confirmed 
on the 3rd April by the Grand Master. In 1853 the statutes underwent another révision^ 

The first Grand Master of the Conclave was Thomas Dnncklerley, of Hampton Court 
Palace, who was elected in February, 1791. He died 19th November, 1795, and the Conclave 
was under an " acting " Grand Master until 3rd February, 1796, when Lord RanclifFe was 
insfcalled. That nobleman died on the 17th November, 1800, and Grand Conclave remained 
in abeyance until the 20th January, 1805, when H.R.H. the Duke of Kent was elected 
Grand Master. He resigned l'ith April, 1807, and his- place was taken by the Acting 
' Grand Commander Judge Walter Rodwell Wright. He resigned 6th August, 1812, and 
H.R.H. tbe Duke of Sussex, who had been elected Grand Master on the 5th May, 1812, was 
ipstalled on the 6fch August foUowing. H.R.H. died on the 21st April, 1843; John 
Christian Bnrckhardt, Grand Sub-Prior, became Acting Grand Master until the 30th 
April, 1846, when Colonel Charles Kemeys Kemeys Tynte, was installed Grand Master. 
He died 22nd November, 1860, and the Depnty Grand Master, William Staarfc, became 
Acting Grand Master until lOth May, 1861, when he was installed Grand Master. SStuart 
resigned on the 13th December, L872, and his Deputy, the Rev. John Huyshe, became, 
for the moment, Acting Grand Master. 

THE GREAT PRIORY. 

On the 13th December, 1872, the Grand Conclave ceased to be a sovereîgn body, and 
became the Great Priory of England, Wales, and the Colonies thereof, having then, as I 
bave already stated, become a constituent of the Couvent General. On the 19th July, 1895, 
the Great Priory resamed the status of a Suprême Sovereign Body. 

In 1873, when the Grand Conclave became the Great Priory the Earl of Limerick was 
nominated Great Prior by H.R.H. the Prince of Wales who had now become Grand Master 
of England and Ireland. The Earl of Limerick resigned in September, 1876, and Colonel 
Shadwell Henry Clerke, Sub-Prior, became Acting Great Prior. On the 8th December, 
1876, the Bail of Shrewsbary was appointed Great Prior; he died llth May, 1877, and 
Colonel Clerke again became Acting Great Prior. On the 25 th October, 1877, Lord 
Skelmersdale, afterwards the Earl of Lathom, was appointed Great Prior. He was 
succeeded on the 8th May, 1896, by the présent Great Prior, the Earl of Euston, son of the 
Duke of Graffcon, a most distinguished, learned, hardworking and popnlar Freemason. 
The Executive Officer, Bro. Charles F. Matier, Great Vice-Chancellor, has oontributed 
materially to the prosperity of the Order. 

The Great Priory has under its jurisdiction 27 Provincial Great Priories, and 
119 Precep tories, to 29 of which latter bodies Priories of Mal ta are attached. Twenty-six 
of the Preceptories are in India and the Colonies ^namely, 11 in India, Burma, and Ceylon ; 
6 in South Africa ; 4 in Australia ; and one each in Malta, Barbadoes, Demerara, Bermuda 
and Hong Kong. 

In the Roll of Preceptories, '* according to seniority," the Baldwyn Preceptory only 
occupies the third place (c) ; a and b being the Abbey Preceptory, Nottingham, and the 
" Antient York Conclave of Rédemption " Preceptory, HuU. Thèse Preceptories, together 
with (d) Mount Calvary, London, (/) Union of Rougemont, Exeter, are " time immémorial" 
Preceptories. No. 1 Preceptory i* the Antiquity Preceptory, Bath. 

THE EARLY GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF IRELAND IN RELATION TO 

ENGLAND. 

Although there were in 1809 Grand Templar Bodies in England, that circumstance 
did not de ter the Early Grand Encampment of Ireland from extending its influence to 
England. In that year Encampment No. 51 on its register was established in Scarborongh ; 
no donbt it was not the only Irish one in England. 

It is iateresting to find that the Faith and Fidelity Preceptory, No. 26 on the English 
roll, was formerly the " Early Grand Encampment of England," and only holds a " warrant 
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of confirmation," 1838, from the Grand Conclave, shewing that it was not originally constî- 
tuted by the latter.i Monnt Calvary Preceptorj, a " time immémorial Bncampment," is 
similarlj the *' Early Grand Encampment of Bnjçland," with a Warrant of confirmation 
which was granted in 1842. 

It seems almost a certainty that both thèse renowned Preceptories owed their orîgin 
to the Barly Grand Encampment of Ireland. Bro. Charles Belton, K.C.T., Great Marshal, 
informs me that the earliest minute books of the " Paith and Fidelity " Preceptory are 
missing, but that notes in a later minute book state that the body was established in 1792 
as the " Early Grand Encampment of England and Conclave of Faith and Fidelity." In 
1838 their Warrant was surrendered to the Duke of Sussex, and a charter obtained from the 
Grand Conclave. It is altogether improbable that either of the surrendered charters had 
been received from the Bristol or York bodies, for they wonld surely not hâve used the term 
" Barly " which was peculiar to the Irish Grand Encampment.^ 

In conclnding this brief account of the Masonic Chivalric Orders, I hâve pleasare in 
acknowledging the fraternal assistance in collecting materials for it which I hâve received 
from the foUowing brethren : — William J. Hnghan, P.S.G.D., Eng., Torquay ; Dr. Chetwode 
Crawley, P.S.G.D., Ireland; Charles F. Matier, Gt.

Bro. W. J. Hughan, P.O.D., witesi— 

I consider we are jnstified as a Lodge, in discnssing the origin of the Masonic 
Knights Templars, and other Cérémonies more or less connected therewith, for which 
reason I gladly welcome Bro. Sir Charles Cameron's able and fairly exhaustive paper on 
the Bubject, 

So much has been said about Ramsay and his '* manufacture of Masonic Degrees " 
that it would be quite refreshing to hâve proof of his having actually arranged or promoted 
one particular ceremony additional to those worked prier to his initiation ; and in like 
manner, any real évidence that the Pretender (Prince Charles Edward) took a prominent 
part in the Craft, either in regard to the K.T , Rose Croix or the Royal Order. 

The title page of the Bye-Laws of No. 620, Dublin, a.d. 1786, referring to the K.T. 
and other preliminary degrees, is an interesting fact, though not early enongh to be of much 
value. The Warrant granted by the " G.G.C. of the G.R.B. of Ail Bngland at York," for 
Manchester, was dated also in 1786, and empowered those so favoured " to make and admit 
such worthy brethren S.K.T., as are regularly and properly qualified to reçoive such Order 
and Dignity." 

No doubt the distinctive name of the Lodge — " High Knights Templars of Ireland " — 
chartered for Dublin by " Mother Lodge Kilwinning " (Ayrshire, Scotland), 8th October, 
1779, proves that the members knew of the K.T., but the Warrant simply granted 
to ** certain Masons in the City of Dublin^ ail powers and privilèges which now are, or for any 
time past may hâve been, legally enjoyed by any other Lodge holden of the M.W. Grand 
Master of the Mother Lodge, Kilwinning," and neither directly nor indirectly empowered 
the Petitioners to work any degrees beyond the first three, which were the only ones ever 
authorised by that Scottish Lodge. The Dublin Lodge also conferred the vénérable Royal 
Arch, the Elose Croix and other degrees, so that the brethren were determined there should 
be no lack of Cérémonies under their authority. 

The " Kadosh '' (or 30° Degree) was certainly noted on K.T. Certificates so early as 
1791 ; but of late years, happily, it and other Cérémonies, more or less connected, hâve been 
placed under the ** Ancient and Accepted Rite " exclusively. 

Sir Charles Cameron has donc well to bring together, in such an attractive form, so 
many particulars conceming the origin and early history of the Knights Templars, and I 
hope his admirable paper will tend to the elucidation of the difficulties he refers to.

Thia oiroam* 
stance makes it ail the more interesting to Irish Knights Templar, to find the Irish origan of thia 
Preceptory so highly probable. 

* According to Gonld, only two K.T. warrants are known to haTO been issned pj the York Grand 
Lodge. It is believed its warrants of ail kinds were oonfined to Yorkshire and Lanoashire. 
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Bro, F, J. W. Orowe writes : — 

I hâve read with the greatest iuterest Bro. Sir Charles Cameron's able paper on the 
Origin and Progress of Chivalric Freemasonry, and my own collection of Masonic Certifi- 
cates fally bears oafc his re marks as to the additional Degrees being worked under Graft 
Warrants. I haVe many snch documents. 

The Carrickfergns certificate does not seem to be quite correctly qnoted, as I 
hâve a spécimen of it myself which I trànscribe, indicating the variations by italics : — 

" In the Name of the most Holy And TJndivided Trinity. Father Son and Holy 
Ghost. We the High Priest Captain Qenl and Grand Masters of a Royal Arch Super- 
excellent Masons Encarapment and Grand Assembly of Knights Templars, Under the 
sanction of the Carrickfergns True Blue Lodge No. 253 On the Eegistry of Ireland do hereby 
Certify that our dearly Beloved Brother the Worshipful Sir Thomas Torrance After having 
duly passed the Chair of the aforesaid Lodge was arcKd a Royal Arch Superexcellent 
Mason, and Subseguently duhhd a Knight of the Noble and Bight Worshipful Order of 
Knights Templars, after having withstood with Skill Fortitude and Valeur, the Amazing 
Tryals attending His admission, given under our Hands and the Seals of our Encampment 
and Qrand Assembly Aforesaid this 26 Day of Feby 1816 A L 5816

There are three seals on hlue, red, and black ribbons respectively, and the Capital 
letters and spelling are as 1 hâve given them. 

There was an extraordinary multiplicity of degrees given in connection with some 
Irish Lodges during the early part of the présent century, and I hâve a curions set of 
Manuscrîpt Certificates, ail to the same brother, written on parchment, which enumerate 
the foUowing degrees conferred " under the sanction " of a Craf t Warrant : — 

No. 1. To Bro. John Toulson for degrees of " Passed the Chair,'* s^d Excellent and 
Super Excellent R.A. Masonry, with seals of the " Royal Arch Lodge No. 176, 
88th Regt," then meeting in Dublin, March 12th, 1825. 

No. 2. For " the Most Noble and Christian Order of High Knights Templars and 
Knights of Malta," with seals of " Knights Templars No. 176, 88th Regt." 
Dublin, April 24th, 1825. 

No. 3. For " Royal Orders of Phillipi, Death, and the Grave." This has the same 
seals as No. 2, but the ribbon is of blue on red. Dated at Corfu, August 24th, 
1832. 

No. 4. For "Knights of the White Cross and of the Roads" (? Rhodes) "Held 
under the sanction of Lodge 176 on the Grand Registry of Ireland." Seal as 
No. 2, but in red wax instead of black, and on a ribbon of white on rose 
colour. Corfu, August 24>th, 1832. 

No. 5. For " Royal Cousin Sir Knights and Royal Prince Masons," and " Red Cross, 
Ark, Mark and Link, Mark'd Masons and Persian Blue." Corfu, August 
24ith, 1832. This has smoke seals of the "Royal Arch Lodge No. 176, 88th 
Regt.," " Knights Templars No. 176, 88th Regt.," and " Red Cross Council, 
No. 176, 88th Regt.," with a red wax " Red Cross " seal on rose, green and 
yellow ribbon. 

No. 6. For the " Royal Arch Knights Templars High Priests," dated Corfu, Sept. 
20th, 1832, " under the sanction of Lodge No. 176." This has two smoke 
seals of the " Royal Arch Lodge," one of the Knights Templars, one of the 
Red Cross, and one of " Corcyra Union Band, 176," with two wax Union Band 
seals (red and black respectively) each on ribbons of red, purple and white. 

Referring to the " Early Grand Knights Templars," the certificate, of which I append 
a copy, will, I think, be of considérable interest, as it bears the signature of Alexander 
Deuchar as " Grand Master " of the Knights Templar Encampment No. 31 at Edinburgh, 
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"holding of the Earlj Grand Lodge of Ireland." Thus it places beyond ail dispnte the 
fact that he was a member of the " Earlj Grand " body when he indaced the Dnke of Kent, 
then G.M. of the English Knights Templars, to make him Grand Master of a new body, 
which he himself started in de6ance of the fact that a jnrisdiction to which he had swom 
fealty was already in possession of the Scottish Masonic territory. The original document 
is in my own collection. The parchment is cnfc to reçoive five ribbons and scals,but of three 
there are no trace, ho that I cannot tell if they were ever inserted. The first seal attached 
at the left is on a pnrple ribbon, and in the tin box affîxed to it is a black seal inscribed 
'* Gi'and Assembly of Knights Templars, Edinburgh," and the usnal triangle of twelve lights, 
with the open Bible, skull and crossbones, pascal lamb, and cock. The second seal is of 
red wax, snspended to three ribbons of red, white and green, and inscribed, " Grand Royal 
Arch Encampment, Edinr.," and bearing the arch, triple triangle, and twelve shields with 
the initiais of the twelve tribes.

That We, the Grand Master, Captain General, and Marshalls of the Grand Assembly of 
Knights Templars in Edinbnrgh.

Holding Of The Early Grand Lodge of Ireland, Hâve after dne Trial and Examinatioxi 
instmcted, and initiated oar said Trusty & Well-beloved Companion and Brother, the

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NOTES AND QUERIES. 




|HE Hasonie Hall, Abergavenny. — I hâve jost retumed from a short visit 
to Àbergavennj, . a small town in Monmonthshire, containîng some six 
thousand inhabitants, and possessing one Craft Lodge, aRojal Arch Chapter, 
and one Mark Lodge, ail of which are in a flourishing condition. The 
Masonic body in this little countrj town possesses what I think is a most 
remarkable Masonic Hall, a short description of which I will endeavonr to 
give. Local tradition says that prior to the dissolution of Monasteries, by 
King Henry VIII, a priory existed in the town, which at the dissolution was given to the 
town, as a parish church, for which pnrpose it is still used. Before this period, however, 
another charch existed which is said to hâve been dedicated to St. John, and was till the 
dissolution used as a parish church. This church was immediately afterwards secularised 
and devoted to the purposes of a Grammar School, and called, after its pious founder, the 
Gramraar School of King Henry VIII., and a portion of the endowments of the priory are 
said to hâve been handed over for its maintenance. The Grammar School continued to be 
held in this same building until some time in 1898 or 1899, when the Governors, in order 
to meet the needs of the population, built a new school, and tbe old church of St. John was 
sold to some gentlemen who subseqnently transferred it to the Masonic body. 

The church itself appears to hâve consisted of a nave with a tower at the east end, 
a pointed window and door at the west end, and other Windows at the sides. Tbe présent 
tower is, however, only about a century and a half old. The walls of the old church itself 
are I think of great antiquity, but other buildings still existing bave been allowed to be 
erected adjoining it in places. Of the interior 1 can say but little : the walls bave been 
plastered and partly pannelled and coloured, and as to the roof, the latter is of half circnlar 
shape and has also been plastered, thus hiding both walls and timbers, which I think is a 
misfortune. Abergavenny is one of the places referred to in Bro. Thorpe's history of 
French Prisoners' Lodges, and I send you hère with a pamphlet containing an addross 
delivered by a P.M. of the Lodge at the dedication of the New Hall, and which contains 
much information respecting the history of Freemasonry in AJjergavenny. 1 obtained this 
copy from the Tyler during my visit. It contains a picture shewing the old tower and a 
very commonplace house by its side. The church or hall is at the rear of this. 

The Masonic body in Abergavenney may fairly be congratulated upon its public 
spirit, which has enabled it to obtain possession of a Masonic Hall which I think is 
absolu tely unique. 

The building must be, ezcept the tower and cottage, about 700 years old.

Marks.— I send you two marks, which, although not masons' marks, fall into the 
same category. The one is from the king-post of a wooden bridge near Interlaken, date 
1745 ; the other is on a tin-plate of 1609.

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A CurioUS Warrant,— Referring to " A Curions Warrant" in the last nnmber of 
the Transactions (p. 125), in ail the références I hâve come across to the Provincial Grand 
Lodges of States in America, they were alwajs called " Grand" Lodges, the " Provincial " 
being omitted. 

Samuel Elbert (who was a Governor of Georgia, and after whora a Lodge and a 
township were named, viz , Lodge Elbert No. 12 Registry of Georgia, held in Elberton) was 
Provincial Grand Master of Georgia in 1786, préviens to the Grand Lodge of Georgia beinfç 
formed, and, therefore, according to their cnstom calIed " Grand " Master. 

Thomas Smith Webb, in 1808, writes *' On the iGth day of December, a.d. 1786, a 
Convention of the several Lodges holden in the State, assembled at Savanah, when the 
permanent appointments which had been theretofore made by the Grand Master of England, 
were solemnly relinquished, by the Right Worshipfnl Samuel Elbert, Grand Master, and 
other officers of the Grand Lodge, and certain régulations adopted by which the Grand 
officers are now elected annually by the Grand Lodge." After which it would appear 
William Stephens was elected first Grand Master of Georgia. 

Again consulting T. Smith Webb, I take it that Grey Elliott was Provincial Grand 
Master of Georgia in 1700, and that the warrant issued by Lord Aberdour, was a warrant of 
confirmation for the Provincial Grand Lodge. 

I think your suggestion as to the nature of the first named warrant being a deputation 
to constitute a Lodge, is very near the mark, as no warrant for Provincial Lodge is 
mentioned by Auderson. This might hâve been construed into a permanent insteâd of a 
temporary authority ; however, this is only conjecture. 

" Hugh Lacy " is evidently a mistake on the part of the Scribe, as T. Smith Webb 
gives " Roger Lacey " as being the récipient of the Warrant from Thomas Thyne Lord 
Viscount Weymouth, Grand Master of England. Smith Webb is also correct in the other 
dates over which the Scribe seems to bave stumbled. As to the Warrant itself — Is Bro. 
Brown sure of the authenticity of the signatures ? If not, I should be inclined to think 
that this is a draft prepared, but not completed, of a Warrant issued to a Lodge in 1786. 
There was a Lodge formed about that time in the town of Augusta, viz , *' Social " No. 18 
Registry of Georgia.

The 17th Century Tripos.— I casually noticed at page 84 of Olivor's " Révélations 
of a Square" an account of tfie Dublin University Tripos, which bas been re-discovered by 
our learned Bro. Dr. Crawley. The careless omission of the date and an allusion to 
Dean Swift, bave probably caused the note of the good old Doctor Oliver to be overlooked ; 
and though bis account is a fairly fuU one, it omits some important items which are given 
by Dr. Crawley. I am half inclined to think that there are varions Masonic items, now 
looked upon as fables, that mây bave some basis of trnth, though inaccurately rendered ; one 
Ruch runs in my mind, namely, that in the I5th century a '* municipal law " was passed, at 
the instance of the Archbishop of Canterbury, that no person should become a " freeman of 
the Guild," unless he was an '' initiated freeman in the third degree."

The Letter G.— 

By letters four and soience five 
This 6 aright does stand. 

About three years ago (A.Q.C, x., 40), you did me the hononr to insert a short article 
I wrote on this subject, to which Bro. Wildman replied. His comments displayed moch 
érudition, but hardly amounted to a réfutation of my contention that the one letter 
by which the letters four were represented was in the ancient form of the Gamma, 
and not in that of the modem club-footed innovation. The very essence of Masonry 
oonsists in geometrical représentation, and the square is the only method of thus 
representing the idea of four, so that if the Tetractys or the four letters of the Tetragram- 
maton are to be geometrically represented by any letter of the alphabet the requirement 
can only be met by a letter that is in the form of a square. Now the only letter that 
answors this description is the ordinary gamma, for although there were local variations in 
shape, the classic and most generally used form was that of a right angle, as may be seen 
by referring to the papyri of the classic âge. That the right angle was the accepted fonn 
is also supported by the fact that the Swastica, oonsisting of four right angles combined, was 
called by operative masons the tetragammaton, and in heraldry the same device is known 
as the gammadion. The F also was formerly known as digamma. The fact that the 
gamma was used as a numéral, and in that sensé stood for 3 and not 4, does not al ter the 
position, for the question is one of geometrical représentation and not of numéral significance.

INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

JRETHREN, — After an apprenticeship of seven years, during which time I hâve 
served in ail the miuor offices of this important Lodge, I find myself at length 
placed by yonr faveur and kindness in the prend position of Mast^r. 

Allow me to thank yoa for the great hononr you hâve conferred npon 
me, and at the same time to assure you tbat it will be my constant endeavour 
during my year of office to justify that faveur. By closely following the lines 
on the tracing boards of management which hâve been se ably laid down by 
the distinguished Brethren who hâve already passed the chair, I trust you will feel at the 
end of my tenure that your confidence in my fitness to direct bas not been misplaced. 

This occasion of issuing, for the last time in a century that will be for ever notable 
in history, an address to nearly 3000 English speaking Masons, in ail parts of the civilized 
world, is cf itself a matter of solemnity and peculîar importance. Ere thèse lines are in 
your hands, the 19th century will hâve become an idea of the past ; a period of time 
lost in eternity. 

We, members of this literary Lodge, halting at the gâtes of a new cycle in the human 
computation of terrestrial time, may plead the importance of this occasion if we rest upon 
our oars and mentally review the progress of Craft literature during the past, and consider 
its possibilities at the opening of the 20th century. In doing so I confine myself to English 
literature ; our Bi-ethren in Grermany were, during the early part of this century, far ahead 
of us, commencing with the Altenburg School, about 1804. 

I would remind you that at the so-called revival in 1717, the MS. Constitutions were 
the only documentary évidence available for the Masonic enquirer, although there was 
doubtless a quantity of customary rules, and perhaps the orders of arrangement according 
to the old ritual, still living in the memory of those members of the Craft who could 
remember the Constitution of the Old Lodge of St. PauFs, at the commencement of the re- 
building et the Cathedral, in 1675. 

Some indeed might hâve had memories connected with the Old Masons' Hall Lodge, 
which bas been shewn to bave been one of the Connecting links between pre-reformation 
and 17th century Masonry. Be this as it may, we know that for the first few years after 
the foundation of Grand Lodge, there was absolutely nothing in print, beyond slight notices 
of the existence of the fraternity.i 

As the number of Lodges became augment^d by the foundation of new ones, so 
did the increase of copies of the Old Constitutions become a necessity, consequently it isnot 
surprising to find this demand supplied by printed copies. In 1722 a London printer issued 
an unauthorised édition with the following title page : — ^

This printed oopy of the MS. Constitutions was quickly followed by the Constitations 
of the Free-masons, &c., for the use of Lodges, drawn up by Dr. James Andersen, and pub- 
lished with the authority of Grand Lodge in 1723. 

Under the new régime the Craft spread with remarkable rapidity, so that a revîsed 
and enlarged édition of the old legend, together with the raies and bylaws, became neces-

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sary. Ii^ 1738 Andersen issued his second work, nnder the title of " The new book of Con- 
stitutions of the Antient and Hononrable Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons." This 
édition of the Constitutions during the whole of the 18th centurj was the mine of 
information whence the varions éditions of " pocket books " and " companions '* were 
compiled. 

The Constitutions edited for the use of the Masons in the " Sister Isle," were com- 
piled in 1730 bj Bro. John Pennell, who of course used Anderson*s first book. In 1756 
Laurence Dermott compiled from Anderson's work his Ahiman Rezon,which was the authority 
for the use of the Antients, or Athol Masons. This work passed through eight éditions 
before the union of the Grand Lodges in 1813. With the success attending thèse new 
Lodges and from the mystery and secrecy with which their members enveloped their pro- 
ceedings it is not çurprising to find some satire cast upon the society. 

So called *'exposures" of the secrets and " keys '* tothe Lodges were soon offered to 
the credulous. Food for gossip and material for scandai may be found in the weekly press 
and magazines of the day.^ 

Not with standing the silent contempt shewn by the society to thèse lampoons, which 
in themselves are not without interesb, it is a remarkable fact that one extraordinary 
imposture was cleverly foisted on the literature of the Craft in 1753. With such success 
was this accomplished, that what is known as the " Locke MS." ^ was retained by ail succeed- 
ing editors and compilers of Masonic his tory until a more critical school in our own day bas 
cast it aside as spurious. 

As the century which gave birth to the revival progressed, new and reyised éditions 
of Anderson*s Constitutions fulfilled the requirements of the âge. Amoug them may be 
noticed those edited by the Revd. John Entick in 1756 and 1767, also that by John Noor- 
thouck in 1784. 

A still more popular work, also founded on Andersen, appeared in 1772, entitled 
" Illustrations of Masonry " by William Preston. This work passed through nine éditions 
before 1800. 

With the opening of the 19th century we hâve to deal with only Preston's " Illustra- 
tions " for the Modems, and Dermott*s '' Ahiman Rezon " for the Antients. 

Before thèse there were Hutchinson*s " Spirit of Masonry,*'* and a few minor com- 
pilations of the " Pocket Book " or " Companion " order, together with the Freemasons* 
Calendar, >¥hich had been started in 1776. 

Joumalism, however, had produced in the last décade of the 18th century " The 
Freemasons* Magazine " commenced in 1793 and continued in 1797 as ** The Soientific and 
Freemasons' Repository,'' but this first attempt at periodical literature collapsed in 1798. 

In 1804 Alexander Lawrie published at Edinburgh ** A History of Freemasonry," 
with an account of the Grand Lodge of Scotland. This compilation, oS which a second 
édition appeared in 1859, is said to hâve been the work of the late Sir David Brewster ; 
undertaken by him when a young man of some twenty-three yoars of âge, and at the time 
when he was writing his early sermons for the West Eirk Congrégation of Edinburgh. 
This was the first Scotch history. 

The union of the two Grand Lodges in 1813 brought together the readers of Preston's 
" Illustrations " and Dermott*s '* Ahiman Rezon." As a resuit the Constitutions of the 
United Grand Lodge became the only recognised text book, altbough certain smaller works 
such as the ** Pocket Book " and the " Vade Mecam " continued to find purchasers. 

In 1819 appeared the first book treating Freemasonry from the strictly moral and 
religions point of view. This was a work by Matthew Garland, entitled " Masonic 
Effusions,*' London, 1819, and although of small interest at the présent day, yet it paved 
the way for the works of Dr. George Oliver, the father of Masonic ArchsBology, whose 
philosophie yet somewhat uncritical writings still remain green and fuU of weighty reflec- 
tions. It was at the close of the first quarter of the century, whose sand in time's hour 
glass is so swiftly running ont, that ourdeceased brothergave to the Masonic world his first 
book devoted to the history of their Craft. This was " The Antiquities of Freemasonry," 
published in 1823 (London). 

For the next thirty years English Masonry received his almost undivided attention. 
In fact the second quarter of the 19th century will probably be noted by future Masonic 
writers as the Oliverian period of Craft literature. 

In the words* of the late Bro. Woodford, whose loss is still moumed in this Lodge, 
we may sum up the value of the work of Dr. Oliver.

*' concède to him the crédit o£ awakenîng a love of Masonic study in England, 
" and of being the father of Anglo-Saxon Archœological investigation." 

In 1825 appeared Oliver's second work, " The Star in the East." This was quickly 
followed by " Signs and Symbols, explained in a course of twelve lectures on Freemasonry/* 
published at Grimsby, 1826. '' The History of Inititation " was published in London in 
1829; "The Théocratie Philosophy of Freemasonry " in 1840, London. "A History of 
Freemasonry " was produced in 1841, as was also " The History of the Witham Lodge, 
Lincoln." In 1844-6 he was engaged in writing " Historical Landmarks and other 
Evidences of Freemasonry," London, 2 vols. " An Apology for the Freemasons," 1846, was 
followed by " The Insignia of the Royal Arch '* in 1847. Then came " The Golden Bemains 
of the Early Masonic Writers," in 5 vols., 1847-1850; "A Mirror for the Johannite 
Masons," 1848; "Institutes of Masonic Jurisprudence," 1849; and "The Book of the 
Lodge," in the same year. In 1850 he added to it his " Century of Aphorisms," which 
went through four éditions, 1849, 1856, 1864, 1879. The year 1850 also saw the publica- 
tion of " The Symbol of Glory." Then followed in 1853 his " Dictionary of Symbolical 
Masonry," and in 1855 " The Révélations of the Square.*' Oliver had now reached beyond 
the allotted âge of three-score years and ten, but his ener^y was unceasing ! In 1863 he 
issued his " Freemasons* Treasury **; in 1866 " Papal Teachings in Freemasonry *'; and in 
1867, the year of his death, was published " The Origin of the Koyal Arch.** A posthumous 
work on " The Pytbagorean Triangle,** and one on " Discrepancies of Freemasonry,*' were 
published in 1875. Besides thèse he also edited the 14th, 15th and 16th éditions of 
Preston's " Illustrations,'* bringing it down to 1849; Ashe's "Masonic Manuel," 2 éditions, 
1843*and 1870; and Hutchinson's " Spirit of Masonry,** in 1843. Oliver died on March 
3rd, 1867, and was buried with full Masonic rites in the cemetery attached to the Church 
of St. Swithin, Lincoln. 

With the death of this voln minons Masonic author my sketch of English Craft 
literature enters upon the strictly critical period, and the commencement of a séries of 
books and essays on varions points ip the history of Freemasonry, written from the strictly 
historical and sound archœological standpoint. I allude to a little band of writers whose 
names will for ever be remembered as the pioneers of authentic information. Thèse 
brethren were brought together by means of the periodical publications of the day, to 
which I will now refer. 

At the close of the 18th century, I hâve noticed ôarlier in this paper, the " Freemason's 
Magazine,'* 1793-1797, continued in 1798 as the-" Scientific and Freemasons Repository." 
This magazine énded with the eleventh volume. No attempt at a similar venture was 
made until 1834 when the " Freemasons' Quarterly Review '* was launched. After twenty 
years of successful life, the Quarterly became a Monthly Magazine, and in 1856 its title 
was changed to the " Freemasons* Magazine and Mirror." As such, it continued to be 
issued regularly until 1871, when it ceased to appear. In 1873, the " Masonic Magazine, a 
monthly digest of Freemasonry," was again offeied to the reading mason, but after running 
nine years it ceased in 1882 at the eight h volume. The weekly " Freemason," devoted to 
the meetings and festivities of the London and Provincial Lodges, and articles on Craft 
History and Jurisprudence, issued its first number in 1869, and is still in progress. 

It is to the proprietors and editors of those period icals that the thanks of Masonic 
students are due, inasmuch as it was through articles in their pages that the little band of 
pioneers in accurate Masonic history was first brought together. 

In 1873 theRev. A. F. A. Woodford, Grand Chaplain, who hadbeen a constant con- 
tributor to the magazine, became Editer of the " Freemason " and the " Masonic Magazine." 

His scholarly articles on the antiquity of the Craft at once drevv around him the 
little band to which I hâve referred. Among the brethren who began to associate them- 
selves with Bro. the late A. F. A. Woodford, were William James Hughan, Robert Freke 
Gould, William Harry Rylands, T. B. Whytehead, Henry Sadler, John Yarker, George 
William Speth, John Lane, and many others ;^ ail earnest students of Masonic history and 
ail highly qualifîed to write upon and discuss the subjects to which they were devoted. 

Of Bro. Woodford's work it is only necessary to point out that for something like 
twenty years he was actively engaged in the pursuit of Masonic Archaîology. The last 
thirteeen years of his life he was engaged in a literary career entirely devoted to the Craft. 

* Of those mentioned ail except Bro. Lane are still happilj with us. Bro. Hughan wrote one of the 
artioles in the first nnmber of the Freemason, 1869, and fréquent papers in the Freemasons* Magasine, so 
that he may be considered the pioneer of the band, even preceding Bro. Woodford. 
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Dttring his editorship of the FreeTnason he fonnd time to compile the greater portion of 
Kenning*8 Encyclopœdia. 

Oontempoi'aneouslj with Bro. Woodford's work car Bro. Hngban was zealonslj 
followiDg up the search for old MS. copies of the Constitutions. Althongh the late Mr. J. 
0. Halliwell, earlj in 1839, brought before the Society of Antiquariea the Begins MS. 
(17 A. 1.) and showed that instead of being simply a poem of moral duties, as catalogued, 
it was really a curions poem of the Constitutious of Masonry, y et it remained for Bro. 
Hughan, thirty years later, to demonstrate that in this and other old M S. copies, there was 
in the Constitutions of Masonry an abundance of matter ready for cai:eful considération and 
research. 

In 1869 Bro. Hughan published bis work on the Constitutions of the Freemasons, 
and in 1872 appeared bis Old Charges, of which a new édition was produced in 1895. In 
187;^ Scotland came to the front with the History of the Lodge of Edinburgh, by Bro. D. 
Murray Lyon, who inclnded with it a far reaching suryey of the rise and progress of Free- 
masonry in North Britain. 

it may be hère noted that Bro. Lyon had previonsly given the English Masons an 
édition of FindeVs History of Freemasonry [London, 1869.] 

I now enter upon the literatnre of the Craft. dunng the last quarter of the présent 
century. To do justice to the writers who bave done so much to clear up obscure points, 
and open ont new fields for research during the' last twenty-five years, would require a 
volume devoted to the subject. 

I mnst therefore content rayself in thia sketch with simply pointing out to your 
notice a few only of the important works that hâve seen the light. 

Proceeding ifrom the lesser to the greater, we bave first Lodge Historiés, next 
Historiés of groups of Lodges, Provinces or Districts, and fiually Historiés of Freemasonry 
as a whole. The two former classes can not be kept well separated, becaune often a Lodge 
History includes practically that of the surrounding neighbourhood, and at other times a 
Histoiy of a Province enters into détails of the several Lodges therein. Including Scotland 
and Canada, but exclusive of the United States of America, the total of thèse two classes 
does not fall far short of 150 volumes, many of them being of considérable size. The 
eafliest of ail is probably " Freemasonry in the Province of Durham," 1736, presumed to be 
by Sir Cuthbert Sharp, D.P.G.M. ; and the latest is the monumental work of Bro. Ross 
Robertson, P.G.M., *'The History of Freemasonry in Canada," so lately issued. To 
enumerate the writers would be impossible, but we may note in passing, that of those who 
bave walked in this field of research, the following are, or were, members of our Lodge or 
Gorrespondence Circle.

In 1879 America gave us a very complète Encyclopœdia of Freemasonry, which was 
published by Bro. Albert G. Makey, at Philadelphia. The same year Bro. Robert Freke 
Gould published two important works, one " The History of the Four, Old Lodges," the 
other, the ** History of the^Atholl Lodges." In 1881, our Bro. Rylands greatly added to 
the knowledge we possessed of Freemasonry in the 17ih century, by a séries of articles 
wrîtten for the *' Masonic Magazine," dealing with Ashmole and the existence of 
Spéculative Masonry in Lancashire and Chesbire in 1646. fle followed this up with papers 
on the introduction of Masons into England. 

In 1882 Bro. Gould produced the first volume of his " Magnum Opus," the History 
of Freemasonry, the last part appearing in 1887. 

1 bave already stated that the great literary movements of the century, although 
well started before his time, was consolidated by, and gathered around, our late Bro. 
Woodford during his editorship of the " Masonic Magazine." It was during the year 1881 
that a Students* Lodge was under the considération of Bros. Woodford, Hughan, Rylands 
and Gould. Associated with them were Bros. Sir Charles Warren, Sir Walter Besant and 
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G. W. Spetb. Sir Walter Besant as far back as 1868 bad realised tbe possibility of form- 
ing a bond of union for Masonic students, and tbe Masonic Arcbœological Institote, wbich 
held its inaagnral meeting at Freenaasons' Hall, London, on Friday, Januarj 29th, 1869, 
was due to bis energy. This Society, wbicb ceased to exist in 1872, found a worthy 
successor in tbe Quatuor Coronati Lodge No. 207f>. Tbe Warrant eonstituting our Lodge 
is dated November 28tb, 1884. Tbe founders were Bros. Sir Chas. Warren, W. H. Rylands, 
R. F. Gould, A. F. A. Woodford, W. Besant, J. P. Rylands, Major S. C. Pratt, W. J. Hugban, 
and G". W. Spetb, By reason of tbe absence of Sir C. Warren in Soutb Africa, tbe first 
meeting for consécration was not beld until January 12tb, 1886. 

From tbat date to tbe présent evening tbe Quatuor Coronati Lodge bas regularly 
beld its statatory meetings and annually publisbed its transactions, wbicb iind readers in 
every part of tbe globe wbere tbe English tongue is spoken. 

To some future writer will fall tbe bappy task of writing tbe bistory of tbis most 
important Lodge, and tbe next genei'ation will be able, not only to critise tbe great work 
tbat bas been and is being done by our members, but will bave in tbe pages of Ars Quaiuor 
Coronatorum ample material for tbe intellectual study of tbe bistbry of tbeir Craft. 

One Word in conclusion. To tbe question wbicb may be put to us as to wbetber we 
bave not already exbausted ail tbe interesting points and drained ail tbe founts from 
wbicb we may expect to iind fresb facts and new interests, 1 reply most empbatically, No ! 
Masonry is a progressive science, and its literature will not come to an end witb tbe lOth 
century. Wbat tbe future bas in store for us none can say, but I may be pardoned if I 
forecast one or two questions tbat will doubtless receive answers, and a few points tbat will 
reçoive attention in tbe early part of tbe new century, wbose dawn we are so soon abont to 
witness. Quite recently a lady, writing under tbe 7iom de plume of " Leader Scott," bas 
issned an important work entitîed, *' Tbe Catbedral Builders," and opening up for tbe Masonic 
student a new field for bis labours. We know at tbe présent moment very little conceming 
tbe Roman Collegia, and it bas remained for Leader Scott^ to point ont tbe cbaiii of 
évidence by wbicb tbe Magistri Comacini, a Mediœval Guild of Free Builders wbo at tbe 
fall of tbe Western Empire fled from Rome and sougbt refuge on Lake Como, were tbeir 
direct descendants and successors. P^urtber, tbat tbese Magistri Comacini kept alive tbe 
traditions of classic times and in turn banded tbem on to tbe travelling masons wbo in the 
lOtb and lltb centuries were engaged ail over Western Europe in raising tbe great 
Catbedrals wbicb to day so mucb appeal to our taste for beauty. 1 eamestly présent tbis 
most interesting subject to tbe careful considération of ail Masonic stndents. 

I would also f)oint ont to tbose of niy bretbrenwbo réside in London tbat a considér- 
able collection of documents is y et waiting tbeir attention at Lambeth. Tbey are known as 
tbe Wren MSS., and relate to tbe building opérations in London at tbe end of tbe 17tb 
century. 

To tbose of you wbo live in tbe provinces I would commend tbe Fabric Rolls of your 
Catbedrals, and tbe Municipal Records of your Towns, for careful perusal, as mucb infor- 
mation of tbe local guilds may y et be obtained from sucb sources. 

Witb regard to you my bretbren wbo bave already passed tbe cbair of the Lodge, 
let me beg of you not to consider your work finisbed and your duty accomplisbed, tbere yet 
remains mucb for eacb of you still to coutribute to our Transactions. To you, my bretbren 
below tbe chair, 1 look for continued assistance in directing our gênerai well being; and to 
you bretbren of our Correspondence Circle I appeal for jour literary belp, if you will give 
it, and if sufficient leisure will not permit of tbis, tben 1 appeal for your support and good 
wisbes during my year of office, and for your belp in still furtber lengtbening our roU of 
members. 



After dinner Bro. T. B. Whttehbad proposed the health of the Wonhipf al M aster in the foUowing 
temiB:-- 

Brkthrkn, — As tbere exist Degrees in Free Masonry, so we find tbat tbere are 
degrees in the pleasures wbicb attacb to tbe discbarge of our Masonic duties. To my own 
mind ail Masonic duties are pleasurable, and I may honestly say tbat from no < portion of 
tbe expenditure of my own time bave I derived more satisfaction tban from tbat wbicb bas 
been devoted to Freemasonry. But of ail tbe tasks falling to tbe sbare of tbe Installed 
Master tbere is none tbat affords bim more gratification tban tbat of installing his successor. 
To me, tbis day, it bas been a particular satisfaction, and for more tban one reason. 1 feel 
tbat my sboulders bave been relieved of a (rreat respousibility, and 1 also feel tbat tbe work 
and labour attacbing to tbe Cbair of tbis Lodge bave been transferred to a Brotber wbo is 
eminently qualified to bear tbe same and to discbarge tbe duties of bis office witb tbat zeal 
and ability to wbicb be bas tbis^ day pledged bimself. Your newly installed Worsbipfnl 



i.e., Mrs. Lucj Baxter. 
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Master shares with only a few of his predecessors the distinction of haying been installed 
for the first time as a Master in this Lodge Quatuor Coronati. The majority of onrMasters 
had already served in the chairs of other Lodges. I call it a distinction, because it proves 
that Bro. Conder*s record, even as a comparatively young Mason, bas been suflBciently good 
to jnstify his admission into our Inner Circle and his élection as Master. 

But I sball presently be able to showyon that Bro. Conders services to Freemasonry 
and Literature generally bave been of no mean order, but bave placed him in a position of 
eminence and distinction reacbed by few Brethren ; and it is h\rgely the energy of our 
Brother and his love of science and work which bave gained him this position. For it is 
not given to every man of leisure to buckle on his armour and tackle work which is not of 
necessity. Many men who are in a position to neglect work, take every opportunity of 
doing 80, and live selfish lives. Not so our Brother in the Chair. The only son of the Head 
of an old Westmoreland Family, holding lands in direct succession from the time of Henry 
VIII, be is in the happy position of making his own time and selecting bis own work. He 
was educated at King's Collège, London, and admitted a Student of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers in 1879, being then aged 18 years. Subsequently he studied Architecture in 
Paris, Rome, Naples and other Continental Cities for a year ; and returning io England in 
1881, took up bis résidence in Gloucestershire, where he indulges in the delightful, thougb 
expensive, purpuit of amateur farming, variegated by bis duties as a County Magistrate at 
Quarter and Petty Sessions and Grand Juryman at County Assizes, and by the joys of the 
Hunting Field. 

But our Brother*8 hobby — and a most delightful, albeit expensive, hobby, — is thatof 
the.study of Antiquities. I sympathise most tboroughly with him in this pursuit, not only 
as regards its endless charm«, but also as regards its temptations and snares. I know of 
notbing more delightful than the progress of an Antiquary, and I fear that hé is almost 
always both selfisband covetous. But I use thèse terms in their good sensé. He likes to 
acquire for the sake of knowledge, and he loves to keep for the sake of posterity. 

Our Brother was admitted to the Livery of the Worshipful Company of Masons of 
the City of London in 1884, joining the Court of the Company in 1885. In 1884, he left 
England for a long tour through Canada and the United States, spending some time among 
the ancient cities of New Mexico. In 1887, be niade a journey to Vienna, Yisiting the 
principal old world towns in Austria and Gennany. In 1894, Bro. Conder was Master of 
the Mason's Company and the same year published a History of that Company, the standard 
work on the subject. It was during our Brother's investigations that he discovered proof ' 
of the old Mason's Hall Lodge of Accepted Masons, dating at least as early as 1620, and it 
is this discovery of what is still the earliest authentic évidence of XVIIth Century Free- 
masonry in England which induced him to enter our Brotherhood. He was initiated in 
1892 in the Bowyer Lodge No. 1036, Chipping Norton, joining our own Lodge during the 
following year. As yon know be bas diligently served in the several sabordinate offices and 
bas justly won the position which he now occupies. I bave not told you yet ail of our 
Master's achievements. In 1895 he was elected a Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries in 
London. Besides bis monumental work, which I bave already named, he bas read papers 
before the Society of Antiquaries on Prehistoric Burials, before the Cumberland and West- 
moreland Archœological Society,- before the Engineering Society of King*s Collège, London, 
and bas contributed numerous articles to the archives of our own Lodge and to the Press 
on antiquarian and scientifîc subjects. 

I feel satisfied that enough bas been said to show yon that Bro. Conder bas 
thorougbly earned the position of ruler of this important Masonic body, perbaps it may 
fairly be said, the most influential Lodge in the World ; and I speak for you ail wben I say 
that every one of us is tnily gratified to see him in his présent office. That he will bonour 
it I bave no doubt. That we sball be happy and prospérons under his rule I am certain, 
and that we sball ail strive to make his occupation of the Chair one of pleasure and success 
I am convinced. Coming, as he does, from a long line of Edward Conders, a fact of which 
be may very properly and justly be proud, he now takes bis place in a line of Masonic 
Rulers, amongst whom I trust he will ever be regarded as a Beacon of Light and Leaming.

Constitutions of the Grand loûge of western Australia.— With 

cotnmendable expédition the newly erected Grand Lodgeof Western Australia 
ïms pablislied its Book of Constitutions and, as was to be expected, the Con- 
stitutiouB o F tbe United Grand Lodge of England form the basis whereon the 
new Grand Lodge bas built the régulations for its government and that of the 
Lorlges uîider its jarisdiction. There are but few divergences from the Consti- 
tutions of the mother Grand Lodge, but it may be of interest to note them. 
The rules and régulations are prefaced by the Charges of a Freemason and Summarj 
of the ancien t Charges and Reofulations. In Clause T. récognition is given by the Grand 
Lodge of Western Australia to " the Honourable Degree of Mark Master Mason/* The Clauses 
relating to Grand Lodge are similar to the pattern Constitution, save that Clauses 17 and 
65 which, in the E. C, relate respectively to abuse of power by the Grand Master and reso- 
lutions contrary to the antient Landmarks of the Order, are deleted. Perhaps Clause 17 
ne ver will be missed, but Clause 65 could with advantage liave been retained as some toc 
enthusiastic Brethren are sometimes anxious for ephemeral modernity. There is no pro- 
vision made for Provincial Grand Lodges, as the number of Lodges at présent existing in the 
Terri tory does not yet warrant their establishment. Provision, however, is made in Clause 
11 (eleven) for the meetings of Grand Lodge to " be holden in Perth or such other place as 
the Grand mast.er may direct." Under the caption Private Lodges in Clause 114, Election 
of Master, a slightly différent procédure to the English one is established : " Candidateei for 
the office of master shall be proposed and seconded in open Lodge, without comment y and shall 
notify their consent to be so nominated." In ail other respects the mode of élection and the 
qualifications of the Master foUow the English Constitution. Clause 1 19 provides that in the 
event of there being only one candidate nominat^d for the position of Treasurer the formality 
of a ballot is dispensed with, a wiser course than that followed in English Lodges where the 
ballot for the sole candidate for the office is both tedious and unnecessary. Régulation 138 
is one which has no prototype in the E. C. It provides that " Copies of the summonses 
conveningall regular andemergency meetings of private Lodges, and of Lodges of Instruc- 
tion shall be transmitted to the Grand Secretary at the same time as the summonses are 
being forwarded to the members of such Lodges. The names of ail candidates to be balloted 
•for mnst reach the Grand Secretary*s office three days prier to the date appointed foi such 
ballot.'* Undor Rule 159 "the name of any rejected condidate shall be communicated to 
the ' Grand Secretary." Clause IftO also requires that '* a proposition for initiation, or for 
affiliation, can not be withdrawn from the ballot, except with the consent of the master and 
proposer, and the master sball commnnioate the fact to the Grand Secretary and state the 
reason for such withdrawal." It would bave been an advantage if Clauses 159 and 160 
had followed immédiat ely after that numbered 138. A half-yearly retum of members is 
required from ^very Lodge within the junr.diction with ail the usual pai-ticulars. If this 
requirement is strictly enforced it should prove a blessing to the Grand Secretary. Régula- 
tion 181, which corresponds to that numbered 212 in the E. C. referring to excluded 
brethren, has the following very necessary sentence added to it : "a Brother excluded from 
any Lodge for non-payment of dues shall thereby be excluded from ail Lodges of wbich he 
is a member." The rules regarding Regalia, etc., follow the English pattern in every 
détail except that the Collars of Grand Lodge dignataries are embroidered with the 
Kangaroo Paw (amgozanthus fiamdus) and Boronia (Megastigm^) two représentatives of 
Westralian flora. The schedule of fées of honour has been fixed at very modest snms 
and might well bave remained at the amounts which were first proposed by the Com- 
mittee which drew up the schedule. An appendix giving spécimen forms is added to the 
little volume which will no doubt serve the Craft in Western Australia for some time to 
come.

The MaSOniC lUustrated.— iSpenc«r ^ Oo., Oreat Queen Street, London.— The first 
two numbers of this " monthly journal for Freemasons " lie before me. The object of the 
new venture in Masonic journalism may be best described by an excerpt from the " Prefa- 
tory*' article. *' As an Illustrated Monthly Journal for Freemasons it is without a 
eompetitor. On the other hand, we shall not attempt to rival our weekly contemporaries 
in their fuller reports of lodge meetings, nor can we compare with the excellent work donc 
by the Quatuor Coronati in the direction of antiquarian and archœological research. . . . 
There is no reason why a paper which deals with the Craft should be behind any other in 
the readability of its letter press, in the nature of its illustrations or the mode of presenting 
them." 
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In ail of thîs I thoroaghlj concnr. Between the specialised and sometimes ratber 
" dry " work of our Lodge, and the verbal reports of Lodge meetings of no particnlar interest 
to anj others than tbe members, tbere îs a distinct gap wbicb requires filling. Meetings of 
importance sbonld be pictaresqnely described, events eonnected with Masonry shonld be 
well illnstrated^ tbe homes of the Fratemity, scattered througbont the world, shonld be 
pictorially brought before ns, Masonic hïstory sbonld be broadly treated. Granted good 
paper, good printing, good blocks, and, not least, good sensé, tbere need be no donbt that 
saoh a paper will be a snccess. So far as thèse two nnmbers go, the above pre-reqnisitea 
seem to be présent in ample force. The paper is very well illastrated indeed, and tbe 
snbjects are well chosen. It will take some time to exhanst London alone, bnt London is 
not the whole conntry, still less the world, and tbere are magnifîcent baildings devoted to 
the Craft in places too nnmerons to mention readily. Wo trust that tbe proprietors will not 
be too insnlar bnt make ns acqaainted in due conrse with the Masonic Temples of other 
lands. On the wbole the impression conveyed by thèse early nnmbers is a favonrable one, 
and leads ns to hope for a continnance of good work. 

One little growl I mnst allow myself . The title, " The Masonic Illnstrated," is a 
shock ! Two adjectives and no snbstantive : and yet ît wonld bave been so easy to add the 
little Word *' Magazine." Mach as I admire onr American consins, I decidedly disapprove 
of their inveterate habit of converting adjectives into nonns. We hear of '* Lodge Socials," 
meaning social réunions ; " Musicals " meaning concerts ; and other verbal abortions of that 
sort ; but surely we who bave given our mother-tongue to America need not adopt every sin 
against grammar which onr cousins incline to ?

!r:^T Î8 with great regret we annoaiice the death of Brothers 

Thomas Meakin Loekwood, F.RJ.B.A., of Ghestcr, on the 15th 

Julj, aged 70. Bro. Lockwood was nofc only well known in his profession, 
bat an active member of the Craft for a great number of years, and held 
Provincial rank in Chester. His literary ability was considérable, althongh 
we are not aware that he ever published any work of importance. Bnt he 
was in the habit of sending a Christmas card to his friends annually, designed by himself, 
and comprising a few stanzas of gennine pœtry, exquisite ideas charmingly expressed. 
He joined our Circle in March 1888. 

Eustace Anderson, on the 8th Augnst. Bro. Anderson, who joined onr Circle in 
November 1895, will be known to a large namber of London Masons as the exponent of the 
Stability working, and was the Preceptor of the Lodge of Instruction which tanght it. It 
is no light matter t.o dévote one evening a week for a long séries of years to snch an nnder- 
taking, and it mnst hâve reqnired mnch steadfastness to continae the task in the ftice of the 
fact that Stability was losing groand day by day and giving place to its rival Emulation. 
We believe that only three Lodges at most now adhère to the Stability work in its pnrity, 
and much as uniformity may be désirable, we confess to a feeling of regret that the 
interestÎDg pecnliarities of this ri tuai should apparently be on the road to oblivion. As an 
exponent of Masonic cérémonial Bro. Anderson was second to noue, and was always willing 
to give facilities to every genuine student. It was only last year that at our request he 

Îrovided a spécial team to work ail the tbree degrees in one evening for our own instruction. 
t is perhaps not generally known that the Stability Lodge of Instruction possesses and 
still uses the original book contHiuing its roll of members from the very beginning. 

Fpiedrieh Wilhelm MeUhaUS, of Manchester, — August, 1900, who joined us in 
October 1899. 

Adam Paxton, of Allahabad, on the 29th June last, who joined us in January 1896. 

Thomas Graham Bobinson, Past Grand Steward, in June last, who joined onr 
le in November 1896. 

Samuel James FlOOd, Major B.A.M.G., in September 1900, who joined ne in 
May 1896. 

Dr. B. F. Templeton, of Zanesville, Ghio, on the 2nd Gctober, 1900. Our brother 
joined us in November 1897. 

H. H. Sri Martanda Varma, the flrst Prince of Travanoore and heir presumptive 
of the Maha Baja of that State. Gur brother died on the lOth Gctober, at the early âge of 
29 years, and the Indian papers not only speak very highly of the young Prince but treat 
his death as almost a calamity. At the âge of 20 he graduated B.A. in the Madras 
University, and then made a prolonged tour through India, visiting ail the places of 
importance and fitting himself for the high duties to which, in the natural course of affairis, 
he was called. He was well known for the simplicity of his manners and habits, his 
sincerity and eamestness of purpose, and his cosmopoli tan culture and sympathy. He was 
a keen Mason, and at the time of his death was the J.W. of Minchin Lodge No. 2710. Onr 
brother joined the Gorrespondence Gircle in October, 1899.

SOUTH AFRICA. 

[REEMASONRY In War Time.— The pablic newspapers hâve from time 
to time pnblished acconntsof meetings of the Lodges ai Ladysmith, Mafeking, 
Bloemfontein, etc., dnring the last 12 months, and the celebrated meeting of 
the Rising Star Lodge at Bloemfontein, nnder its W.M., Bro. Ivan H. 
Haarbnrger, on the 23rd of April, at which Lord Eitchener and many other 
distingaished gênerais and Masons were présent, bas attracted nniv.ersal 
attention. Bro. Haarbnrger bas, at mj reqnest, snpplied me with fnrther 
interesting information, which, 1 think, onr members wonld like to see. Under date 12th 
Maj, 1900, he wrote to me : — 

Before the war broke ont, I pleaded at the Annaal Begalar Commu- 
nication of the District Grand Lodge for a snbstantial increase of the Benevolent 
Vote in view of the approaching war. That my suggestion in this direction 
was crowned with perfect snccess, y on will gather from the printed report I 
am sending yon by this mail.^ 1 avail myself of this opportunity of placing on 
record the heartfelt gratitude of onr Lodges in thèse parts to the District Gband 
Lodge for its gênerons grant for the benefit of distressed Brethren. 

The war broke ont. Three members of my Lodge were taking ^n 
active part in the campaign. One of them was killed. Another one had to 
leave the field owing to ill-health. A.third joined the Ambulance Corps and, 
when a skirmish took place in the vicinity of Spytfontein (in the direction of 
Kimberley) he saw looting being freely indulged in at the house of a railway 
officiai on the part of a small band of Fédéral troops. From a distance he 
could observe the railway employé, bis wife and child, flying rapidly into an 
armoured train beyond. He therefore hastened to the scène of plundering, 
stopped the looting and himself saved the man*s marriage certifîcate and 
valuable gold articles. At the termination of his labours in the field he brought 
me the parcel for safo keeping which bas now been retumed to the rightful 
owner through the médium of the military authorities. The m an was not a 
Mason. Thèse three members of my Lodge were on the side of the 
Bepublicans. Noue of tbe members were engaged on the side of the British. 

In order to cope with the distress of families who had no connection 
with or daims upon onr Order, I collected amongst my friends a considér- 
able sum of money. This amount is not exhausted as yet, and my thanks are 
mainly due, in this respect, to my Chaplain, the Very Rev. Bro. Vincent (the 
Dean of Bloemfontein) for his ûnflagging co-operation in relieving the disiress 
of ail poor and afflicted, belonging to ail parties and creeds. 

A brother mason. Colonel in a Canadian Régiment, relates the 
following incident. He was stroUing up and down one Sunday moming at 
Modder River, and unfortunately he got too far away from his camp. 
Suddenly he saw himself confronted with a man who aimed a rifle at him. 
He, as thoagh by inspiration, made the sign of G. and D., exclaiming : " Don't 

shoot ! There is no help !" The other man immediately 

threw his weapon on the ground and hurried across to his brother, informing 
him that he was a member of '* De Broederband'' in Pretoria, and belonged 
to General Cronje's stafE. As a souvenir he gave the Canadian a valaable 
coin, implored him to speedily retum to his camp, and as a parting grreeting 
shook hands with the Canadian, who could scarcely find words to express his 
gratitade to the man who had saved his life. 

At Paardeberg, before the surrender of Cronje, the military B. B. held 
a meeting. 

It may be worthy of record that the W.M. and ail Officers of the 
" Ermelo " Lodge, working under the English Constitution at Ermelo (in the 
Transvaal), lost their lives in one engagement. 

During the war, until the British occupied Bloemfontein, Bro. John 
Mulligan, the Gaoler at the Prison hère, behaved most humanely to the 
imprisoned British soldiers, whether they were Masons or not. Bro. Mulligan 

' £260 was voted from the Oeneral Fnnd of District Orand Lodge and plaoed at Bro. Haarburger's 
disposai : a really handsome sum which mnst hare strained the resouroes of the D.G.L., to the verge of the 
impofl8ible.~-G.W.S. 
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Î8 not a member of mj Lodge. His tmlj masonic condnct shoald be recorded. 
Bj his sympathy and kind generosity in his interconrse with afflicted 
brethreu, he materially lightened the burdens of mj dnties as W.M. An 
illnminated address will be handed to him at my next meeting in appréciation 
of his charitable acts. 

The wounded British prisoners were well cared for at the Volks- 
Hospital hère. The Orange Free State Government bas ever been most kind 
to me in mj capacity as W.M. of the Lodge, and even permitted me, after tbe 
Stormberg engagement, to accompany the Chief Médical Officer to Bethnlie, 
per Ambnlance Train, where we picked np 44 woanded British soldiers. 
Althongh not one of them belonged to the Craft, I feel happy even to-day that 
the privilège was mine to comfort them to the utmost of my power. The 
Matron of ■ the Yolks-Hospital, Miss Yoang, acted like a trne gnardian-angel 
to those who were entras ted to her keeping, and whenever she was in want of 
comforts or luxnries for the nnfortanate prisoners, she never failed to promptly 
reqnest my assistance. At the présent time onr masonic laboars are chiefly 
devoted to convalescents from enteric fever, which is still waging in thèse 
parts. 

There are three Lodges working nnder the English Constitution in 
the Transvaal (Bloemfontein, Harrismith and Bethlehem) and three nnder the 
Netherlands (Winburg, Jagersfontein and Vrede). Of ail thèse my Lodge is 
the only one which was privileged to condnct regnlar meetings thronghont 
the war. I had to change my officers freqnently, havîng had three Junior 
Wardens and three Secretaries at différent times. Yet, we continaed 
conferring degrees at ail meetings held, and visiting B.B. from ail parts of the 
conntry hononred ns with their attendance. 

There bave been a few dissensions of a politioal natare amongst my 
members ; bnt, fortunately, they were of a passing kind and were happily 
adjusted by me. At présent perfect concord and harmony are prevailing. 

My masonic disconrses during the war bave met with an astonishing 
amonnt of interest, and were mnch applanded. The photograph I am sending 
y on bas been reprodnced from an illnminated vellnm which was dedicated to 
the Lodge as an appréciation of my endeavoars in the promotion of traly 
masonic feeling. 

In view of St. John's Day approaching, I beg to send you my 
sincerest congratulations with which I subscribe myself, Tours fratemally, 
Ivan H. Hàaeburgee, W.M. " Rising Star *' No. 1022. 

And in a further letter Bro. Haarbarger wrote : — 

I wish to mention that — althongh civilians are not allowed to be out 
after 8 p.m. — we were permitted to hold our meetings by the conrtesy of Bro. 
HoUand^yor, who is on the Staff of the Military Govemor. 

Many soldiers who are Masons bave left me their home-address with 
touching messages for their families should they be killed in their duty 
towards their country, and some bave entrusted me with the safe keeping of 
articles they particularly prize. 

During the war neither I nor the Lodge bave received your esteemed 
journal. We shall be glad to receive the back numbers. 

In a letter of the lOth August he wrote : — 

To the Craft and its philanthropie field of labour the idea will snggest 
itself that an organization will bave to be inangurated in order that Free- 
masonry may contribute its fnll share to the extraordinary exigencies of 
modem warfare. The melancholy fact that the Masonic Order bas not been 
practically represented by sympathetic and efficient workers, has been brought 
home to South African Masons résident in the area of the battlefields in a 
most forcible manner. 

There is one phase in the treatment of the fever-stricken in particnlar, 
which has not been sufficiently considered. I hère refer to the sentimental 
portion of the attention bestowed npon the sick men, which part could not 
possibly be undertaken by the médical and nursing staffs with any measureof 
snccess, owing to the exceptionally heavy work entrusted to them. But my 
expérience teaches me that a great many cases might bave been ameliorated 
and a number of patients might bave been saved if sympathetic friends had 
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foand tHeir way to the bedside of the snffering and the djing. A pressiire''of 
the hand, an enqniry whether anything to soften the pang of pain conld be 
done or whether one might write a letter of hope or of sympathy to an anxions 
mother or a sorrowing wife — ail thèse comforts tend to relieve the terrible 
agonj to which the nnfortanates are exposed. Some men who were being 
cared for in local hospitals hâve rîghtly taken advantage of theîr claim to the 
Graft and hâve freqnently expressed the wish to see me. Many bave 
snccambed, and many hâve recovered — yet, every day it is a fresh source of 
happiness to me to be able to somewhat lighten the bnrdens of the snfferers. 
We Freemasons shall bave to serioasly contemplate the problem as to whether 
it does not lie within the compass of oar labonrs to form an organisation 
which will take npon itself to efficiently oo-operate with physicians and sisters 
of mercy iu their trying sphères in order that future emergencies may be met 
with a hopeful heart. The band of helpers should ever contain members of 
the Graft judicioasly selected to pour the balm of consolation into the soûls of 
their afflicted brethren. 

Thèse reflections hâve indaced me to sow the seed for a Masonic 
Hospital in Soath Africa, for which purpose a sum of £200 bas been raised 
from brethren in this city. It is my intention to bring the matter forward at 
the annual communication of the District Grand Lodge to be held next month, 
when I hope to issue an appeal to ail private Lodges to celebrate the proclama- 
tion of peace in this coantry by voting considérable amounts towards this 
object. If, as we sincerely trust, the idea meets with substantial support both 
hère and in England, the scheme should soon be realised. There, invalided 
Brother Masons, particularly those saffering from chest oomplaints, will find 
a thoroQgh home out hère, and, with carefal nursing and truly fratemal 
sympathy, cases of complète recovery should be fréquent. 

Freemasonry in this sub continent bas revealed itself in many a new 
light to varions brethren. A well-known Past Master who was recently laid 
to rest, assured one of us that, although he had imagined himself an eamest 
student of the Craft for more than twenty years, he only now had been 
permitted to see the light. "Never" — said the dying brother — "bave I 
realised the blessing of Masonry until at the présent time, so far away from 
wife and children." His words bave been duly recorded in the minutes of my 
Lodge. 

Another brother, a Past Master in England, wrote to us informing us 
that a son of his had died hère of enteric fever. The sorrowing father wished 
to ascertain the circumstances of his death and the locality of the grave. 
Both having been duly obtained, the grave bas been marked and photographed 
for his bereaved parents. At the same time, the Brother ha« been made fully 
acquainted with the particulars. 

In view of the f act that the Craft is so often abused by some of its 
votaries, it is worthy of stating that recently there bave been cases where 
maligned brethren were rehabilitated throagh the unostentatious efEorts of 
trae Masons. At a time like the présent when, through the conditions of 
martial law, the innocent suffer with the guilty, and when a new contingent 
is being incorporated into a vast Empire, it is but nataral that mistakes 
should occur. Under thèse abnormal circam stances Freemasonry bas 
freqnently represented and fought for justice, and snccessfully too. Men in 
high offices who are Masons bave been interviewed and enlightened on matters 
which had not been properly represented to them. It bas been our good 
fortune to be instrumental in seeing men reinstated in positions from which 
they had been dismissed without a fair trial being given them. There were 
three cases that were broaght to my immédiate notice. Two men are brothers, 
and one man is the son of a widow whose husband had the réputation of 
having been an exemplary Mason. Ail three men bear sterling characters. 

Brother George Wormald-White bas forwarded me a letter received by him from the 

Secretary of No. 2401, Ladysmith, from which I extract : — 

'^ Regarding our Siège Meetings I am sure that every one who attended 
looks back npon them with satisfaction. Only upon one occasion was the 
attendance sparse, but, alas, this was caused by the damage done in the 
Yolunteer Camp, by the enemy's shell fire killing a brother, amongst many 
others. I regret that I cannot give you a good account of our brethren of the 
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Lodge. Some hâve been killed in action, some died of disease, one woanded 
and a prisoner, and a great manj hâve corne to the verge of min both in 
bealth and propertj. 

Before the war the Lodge was in a prospérons condition and we were 
building a new temple. We are now in a very awkward position, the work 
had to stand during the siège, and the building was greatly damaged by shell 
fire from the enemy. 

I am sure, though, that should the war corne to its only rational 
termination, viz., * One flag for ail South Africa,' everything will yet be well 
with us, and though at times we are somewhat down-hearted when we look 
at our losses, yet oar spirits are raised and the blood flo ws more f reely tbrough 
us ail when we receive-such a letter as yours showing that our efforts are not 
in vain and unappreciated in the dear * Old Gountry.' " 

Should other interesting letters reach me from our members in South Africa, I hope to 
give further eztracts later on.

BulUWayo» Rhodesia.— There exista four Lodges hère, 2 English, 1 Scottish and 1 
Dutch. In spite of the diffîculties of the présent political situation they are now engaged 
in the task of erecting a Masonic Hall. The British South Africa Company has made them 
the grant of a corner plot of land, valued at £1,000, on condition that a building of not lésa 
than £2,000 value be erected thereon within a period of fifteen months from the date of the 
grant. Oar Brother, the Rt. Hou. 0. J. Rhodes, P.C., has guaranteed an overdraft from 
the bank for £1,000, and the Brethren are now occupied in raising £1,500 more by the 
issue of 3 p.c. debentures. Needless to say that our own Corresponde n ce Members are in 
the forefront of the movement, and we wish them heartily every success in their plucky 
venture, of which we hâve little doubt. Such an undertaking at such a time argues great 
faith. 

AMERICA.

SWITZERLAND. 

During 1899 the membership of the Lodges under the Grand Lodge "Alpina'* 
increased by 177. There were 262 initiations and 15 affiliations, against 64 deaths, 25 
résignations and 11 exclusions. 

Bro. Aimé Humbert died on the 19th September. He was bom in 1819 and waa 
Professer of French Literature at the University of Bem. On the outbreak of the Neuchatel 
révolution in 1848 he took a lively part in the foundation of the Republic, and was, in 1856, 
Président of the Council. After a period of résidence in Shanghai, as merchant and 
Ambassador, he entered upon bis professional career at Neuchatel. From 1874 onwards 
bis whole energy has been given to the suppression of prostitution, and he was the originator 
of the International Society for that end. He was initiated in 1842 at Morges, and in 1869 
was elected Deputy Grand Master of the Grand Lodge " Alpina " of Switzerland, and in 
1871 Grand Master, which post he occopied for three years. During this time he himself 
prepared a revision of the Swiss Constitutions, which was accepted. In every walk of life 
he proved himself eminent, not least so in the Masonic.

West Yorkshire.— Bro. H. B. Wilson, Fideiity Lodge, No. 289, Loeds, has been 
appointed Honorary Assistant Librarîan. He is the. son of the D.P.G.M., proficient in 
several languages, and an enthusiastic Masonic student. We congratulate our Bro. W. 
Watson on securing such promising assistance in his arduoDs labours, for the West Tork- 
shire Library is an important and growing one ; and we congratulate the Province on its 
enterprise which must redound to its own crédit and the beneèt of the Craft. 

Times bave changed considerably within the past twenty years, and we think that if 
the statistics of the various Masonic Libraries now scattered up and doWn throughont the 
country were focussed and published, many of our old-fashioned Masons would be astounded.
